[Ami AD Y Ado An, the author of this work, describes himself 
in lus Preface as on old servant of the Sttr kings, and says that 
D&ud Shkh gave him orders to write a History of tho Afghdn 
BultAns, and thus do the samo for them as tho Tabaldi e A T dsiri 
and Zik i Barnl had done for ilia kings of their times The 
book commences with the reign of Baklol Lodi and tho last 
chapter narrates the defeat, capture, and execution of Himu. 
The author mentions incidentally that his fathor was to 

Minn Askari, when the latter was m command of Hum&yun s 
advanced guard In his campaign in Gujar&t and he also several 
times names the Tdrlih i Nxzdml and the Ma danu l Aihhdr-i 
Akmadi as the works from which ho copied. 1 

The date of the composition of this work has not been oscer ^ 
tamed, but as it was written by command of D&iid SMh, who 
diod in 984 n , and as it quotes from the Tdrlih { Nizdml 
(TabahH-i Aibarl), which was written seventeen or eighteen

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years afterwards m 1001-2 H , the probability is, that it was 
completed soon after the latter date and before the Mahhzan-i 
Afghani, which was written m 1020 h. Like the other Afglidn 
i historians, Ahmad Yddgdr shows a great liking for marvellous 
and ridiculous stpnes, but pays little regard to dates. He gives 
' but very few, and he is incorrect in that of so well-recorded an 
event as the death of Humdyun The deficiency of dates may, 
however, be the fault of the copyist, as blanks are left m the 
MS for dates and headings. Sir H Elliot found the work to 
“ differ much from Ni’amatu-lla,” but to “ give the idea of being 
subsequent to the Tarlhh-i Dautfi.” Still, though it “ generally 
follows the TdHhh-i Ddudl closely,” there are occasionally “ great 
differences, details being omitted, and novelties introduced.” 
The history of the reign of Humdyun is copied verbatim 
from the Ta.bai.dt-i Ahbarl , only one short variation has been 
discovered

The siege of Dehll by Mahmud Shah Shai hi 1 

Mahmud Sharld was instigated to attack Sultdn Bahlol by 
his wife, who was the daughter of Sultdn 5 Aldu-d din. She 
represented to her husband that the kingdom of Dehli had 
belonged to her lather and grandfather, and who was Bahlol, 
that he should usurp their dominion ? If her husband would 
not advance, she herself would bind on her quiver, and oppose 
his pretensions. 

Being galled by these taunts, Sultdn Mahmud came to Dehli 
in the year 856 H. (1452 a d.), with a powerful army, and 1000

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mountain like elepliants. At that time, Solt&n Bahlol wai near 
Slrbrad, bnt KhwAja BAyaild and ShAh Slkandar SarwAnl, and 
Bib! M&tti tlio vrifo of Islim KhAn, with all tlio AfgliAn families, 
had taken rcfugo at I)chli There being but few men Bibf 
Matu dres*cJ the women in male clothe*, and placed them on 
tho battlement* to make a ihow of numbers One day ShAh 
SHcandar SarwAnl was seated on the wall when ono of SultAa 
Mahmuds watcr'camera was taking away some water from a 
well under tho bastion ShAh Sikandar drew his bow and rent 
an arrow 1 right through tho bullock that was carrying the water 
bag* and from that time no ono dare come near tho fort 

But a* SullAn Bahlol delayed to relieve the gam on they began 
to despair of aueconr and as the enemy advanced their redoubt* 
and tranche*, and discharged their shells with such precision 
that no one could venture ont of hi* hou«e the} were reduced to 
propose terra* of •unmdrr oSVnng to give up the key* of the 
fort to any of Mahmud* officer* on condition of their being 
allowed to leave tho fort numole*ted Aceordinglv Saljnd 
Shamsu-d din took the key* to DaryA KhAn Lodi who lia l 
Invested the fort and asked to #ay a few word* to him tint In 
private “When DanrA KhAn liad lent away hi* attendant* 
the Salyld Inquired, \\ hat 1* your relationship to Sultin 
MahmfidP" DoryA KhAn replied * There i* no relationship 
X am bln servant M The Saiyid then asked, ** How aro you 
related to SnltAn Bahlol P DaryA KhAn replied, * I am a Lodi, 
and he alio Is a Lodi ** Tho 8aivid then placed tho keys of the 
fort before him, saying, ‘ Haro regard to tho honour of your 
mother and sister (who ore now in tho fort), and *aro tho ladles 
from disgrace H DaryA KhAn said Wliat can I do P Actuated 
by fraternal motives I liavo Intontionally delayed capturing tho

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fort, but Sultdn Bahlol delays to make his appearance. For 
the present do you retain the keys, and wait to see what I shall 
be able to effect in your behalf ” 

Daryd Khdn then went to Sultdn Mahmud, and explained to 
him about the surrender of the keys and their restoration, ob- 
serving that Bahlol, accoidmg to common report, was advancing 
with a large army, and that it would be better first to pay 
attention to him, for should he be conquered, Dehli would of \ 
itself fall mto their hands. The Sultdn inquired what had j 
better be done under the circumstances. Daiyd Khdn suggested \ 
that he and Fath Khan should be despatched against Bahlol, so 
as to prevent his passing Pdm'pat Tins counsel being approved 
of, they were sent with 30,000 horse and forty war elephants 
against Bahlol, who by this time had advanced as far as Narela, 
Mahmud’s army encamped two Los on the side of Narela, and 
on the very night of their arrival the enemy twice earned off 
their bullocks, camels, and horses Next day, both armies were 
drawn up in battle array. The army of Bahlol amounted to 
14,000 cavalry.

Sultdn Bahlol* 8 expedition against the Band, and against Ahmad 
* Khan Bhattl 1 

Some time after, Sultdn Bahlol marched out against the 
Bdnd, and pitched his camp at Ajmir, where he collected a 
powerful force. 2 Ohattar Sdl, son of the Edna’s sister, was at 
l/dipur with 10,000 cavalry Kutb Khan advanced towards 
that place, and fought an action with the rascally infidel. At 
first, the Sultdn’s army was repulsed by the impetuous onset of

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tho infidels, and several Afghans obtained martyrdom in that 
contest , Int, in tho end, KutbKhAn and KhAn MiAn&n Farmnll 
determining to pell their lives dearly advanced to clo*o combat 
with swords and daggers and so completely routed their black 
faced foes, that Chattar SA1 was slain in the field and so many 
infidels fell, tliat a pillar was raised of their heads, and streams 
of their blood began to flow Firo or six elephants, forty horses 
and much plander fell Into tho hands of tho SultAn s soldiers, 
while tho*e of the RAnA took to flight Sub«eqoently tho RdnA 
made peace and in T/dipur prayers were olTered and tho com 
was struck Iq the name of the SnltAn 

After that, tho SultAn earned Ins victorious nrmv into JIun- 
khAr 1 He plundered and depopulated that entire country snd 
the nnny acquired great l>ooty Thence lie returned to Sirhind, 
and after two or three months a Iranced with his troops towards 
Lahore, where he pa *ed some dars in festivities 

At that time Ahmad KhAn Ilhatti* w1m> liad acquired great 
power In the country of Sind and had 20 000 eavalrr under 1dm, 
had revolted against tlio Governor of MultAn whose petition 
amved, representing tliat Ahmad KhAn was plundering the 
vfllagei of MultAn, and that if the Lord of the World would 
not como to tho rescue ho ldmself would not be able to hold his 
own in MultAn j and that after the loss of MultAn, the PanjAb 
would be exposed to ravage The SoltAn, vexed at this intelli 
gonco, appointed 'Umar Kb An, ono of his chief nobles and 
Prince BAyaiid, to command an expedition against Abmad Khun 
at the head of 30 000 valiant liorsomcn* After taking lean? of 
the SultAn In all honour, they moved by continued marches from 
Lahore till they reached MultAn, where they were joined by 
the Governor, who acted aa tlielr guido till they reached the 
enemy’s country 

Ahmad KhAn, proud in tho strength and courage of his

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army, disregarded the Imperialists, and, not thinking it worth Ins 

while to move, sent Ins nephew, at the head of 15,000 cavaliy, 

to oppose them. That youth was desperately enamoured of a 

strumpet, who was indeed surpassingly beautiful, and he never 

moved out on any excursion of pleasure or hunting without 

being accompanied by her j and, even on the day of battle, he 

seated her m an ’amari, mounted en an elephant, and carried her 

with him Kaurang Khan, for that was his name, detached 

D&ud Kh&n with 10,000 cavalry against the Imperialists, and 

the two parties charged each other with such impetuosity that 

rivers of blood began to flow In the end, D&ud Kb An was 

slam, and his troops defeated. When those who had fled from 

the field informed Uaurang Khan of the disaster, he took leave 

m sorrow of his mistress, and arrived on the field of battle, 

where he displayed such valour and desperation that he clove 

several men of the Sultdn’s army in twain, and felled them from 

their horses At last, a ball from a camol-^un cut him also in 
J ° 

j half, and killed him. 

When the news of Naurang Kh&n’s fate reached his mistress, 
she, being endowed with a masculine mind, put on a suit of 
armour, bound round her waist a gilt quiver, and placing a 
helmet on her head, joined the army of Naurang Khdn Upon 
consultation with his brother, she recommended that he should 
send all the troops to pay their respects to her, and should give 
out that the pnnce, the son of Ahmad Khdn, had arrived, m 
order that; the enemy might be distracted, and not entertain the 
persuasion that they had really killed the commander of their 
enemy’s troops Accordingly, all the cavalry dismounted, and 
made their obeisances, while the kettle-drums resounded with 
loud notes of joy. The Imperialists, notwithstanding their 
victory, were perplexed, and m the midst of their doubts, were 
suddenly attacked so furiously by Ahmad KMn’s army, that 
they were put to flight Ahmad KhaD, when he heard of the 
victory of Ins army and the salutary aid afforded by that woman, 
was astounded with joy, and when he saw her arrive, decked in 
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martial array, lio praucd her valour and conduct, nod bestowed 
jewel* upon her to tho ralno of 10 000 rupees 

On tho other liand, Prince Buyazld, after punishing tho men 
who Bed from the field of battle tent for another army and two 
or three great nobles were despatched to his assistance with large 
reinforcement*. When these had all joined they made an inroad 
upon Ahmad Kh&n’s territory, and he after many battles, was 
at last taken prisoner and pnl to death whilo his country was 
sequestered and incladed in tho Imperial domain Bdyaild 
returned notorious to tho court of Sult&n Bahlol, by whom he 
was received with royal benlgnitr 


The reign of Sutfdn Jlrd/hn L<xt} 

Somo historians relate tliat when Sikandar died ho left two 
sons by one wife the first, Snlt&n Ibrahim, Uic second Jal&l 
Xh&u “When Ibr&him grew np and became celebrated for Ins 
personal beauty ond excellent disposition the nobles determined 
to place him on tbo tbrouc to which ther accordingly rai ed lum 
on Thursday tho 7th of Zl 1 htjja, a tt 023 1 (^or 1517) On 
tliat day, all tho«o who were atladicd to the royal person prepared 
the tents, embroidered with gold and adorned with jewels, ond 
spread carpets of various colours, worked with gold thread. Then, 
placed the throne of Sikandar covered with gems of prieo ond 
jewels of great value on a colound carpet. Tho tributary kings 
and nobles woro beautiful dresses ond embroidered garments ond 
resembled tho flowers blooming ia a garden The horses and 
elephants were decked with the most magnificent trappings So 
splendid a coronation had never been witnessed and the people 
consequently long remembered tho day on which this fortunate 
and youthful monarch obtained tho crown 
Tho nobles and pillar* of tho State then gave lbrdhlm e

brother by the same mother, the title of Sult&n Jal&lu-d din 
(he had been previously called JaHl Kh6n), and sent him with 
many officers and a large army to take charge of the kingdom 
of Jaunpdr Tour months afterwards, ’Azam Humayun Lodi 1 
and the Khdn-kh&n&n Farmnli came from their estates to 
congratulate the King, and took that opportunity of accusing 
the nobles attendmg on His Majesty, saying, that it was a great 
error for two persons to share a kingdom, and that two sovereigns 
could never rule together. As the poet says : 

“ One body cannot cover two souls, 

Nor one kingdom own two monarohs ” 

Accordingly, Sultdn Ibrahim cast the agreement which he had 
made with his brother into the recess of oblivion , and after 
taking advice, came to the conclusion that as the Sh&hzdda was 
not thoroughly estabhshed, and had not as yet arrived at the 
seat of his government, it would be best to write and tell him 
that the Sultdn required his presence to aid him in transacting 
certain momentous affairs , that he should come unattended , and 
that after they had consulted together, he might return to the 
seat of his government. 2 

Haibat Khdn, the wolf-slayer, who was noted for Ins extreme 
cunning, was despatched on this errand, and directed to cajole 
the Sh&liz&da to return with him. It is said, that walls have 
ears, and an account of this arrangement had, before this, come 
to the ears of Jal&lu-d din, so that he was not entrapped by the 
flattering speeches and attempts at deception which Haibat Kh&n 
used profusely, and therefore he would not consent to come

ruler He eent secretly a confidential serrant to certain of tho 
nobles bearing dresses of hononr horses elc^ and commanded 
them on tho receipt of this farmdn to renounce allegiance to 
JaM Kli&n

girdles, daggers, horses, elephants, titles, and honours, according 
to their respective ranks Having thus gained the good opinion 
of the people, lie opened the gates of chanty to the poor and 
needy, and increased their allowances, and having thus established 
his authority, he ceased to obey Sult&n Ibrahim, and caused the 
khutba to be read and com to be struck in his own name. 
When he felt himself sufficiently powerful, he sent confidential 
agents to ’A zam Humdyun, who was at that time besieging 
the fort of K&hnjar, 1 and wrote to him, saying, “You are 
in the place of my father and uncle, and are well aware that 
the cojmpact has not been broken by me Sult&n Ibrdhim, 
of his own accord, gave me a portion of the inheritance 
which our father left, because I was his own brother, the son 
of the same mother He lias broken the phial of the con- 
nexion which we derived from our parent’s womb with the 
stone of unkindness. You ought to protect and help me because 
I am oppressed.” Previous to this ’Azam Humdyun had been 
ill-disposed towards Sultan Ibrdhim. He was moved by the 
supplications of Jaldl Khan, and raised the siege of the fort. 
He entered into a treaty and compact with Jaldlu-d din, and 
told him that he ought first to obtain possession of J aunpur, and 
then see what was best to be done He then advanced towards 
Oudh by an uninterrupted succession of marches. The governor 
of that place, finding himself unable to contend with him, fled 
towards Karra, and sent information of what was passing to 
Sultdn Ibrahim, who wished to stait immediately with some 
picked men for the purpose of repressing the disturbance By 
the advice of certain of the nobles, he confined four of his 
brothers in the fort of Hansi, and entrusted them to the charge 
of Muhammad Kh&n with 500 horse He, moreover, summoned

he rival of his brother, and the olaimant of the whole empire. 
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all the nobles into lua private apartment and gained them to lit* 
side by making tlicm presents in gold, and giving them titles 
and dignities, after which ho ordered tho lakhthlt to issue 
arrears of pay to the army, and giro jhctn ono month s gralultr 
On Thursday, tho 24th of 7 [ 1 hijja, ho proceeded in tb© direc- 
tion of Jaunpur by uninterrupted marches, and on arrival at 
Bhuig&uw received intelligence that Aram Ilum&yun and his 
eon Fath Kh&n liad forsaken Snlt£n JalMu-d din and were 
on their way to pay their respects. The Sult6n was delighted 
at thU news, and caused hn army to halt, in order that 
ho might make duo preparations for their reception On tho 
day fixed for Aram Ilnm&vun a coming Ibr&hlm sent a largo 
etmeonno of hii principal chieftains to meet him , and when ho 
made his obeisance his head was exalted by the many marks 
winch ho received of tho royal favour Tho Sult&n also pre- 
sented JUiTafs of cloth of gold, girdles jewelled daggers, and 
some of his most valuable elephants to Aram Ilura&yim, whom 
he rendered grateful by these attentions^ Meanwhile lie op-"' 
pointed eomo of tho principal nobles to conduct tho war against 
Jol&ln-d din, and furnished them with a large army war 
elephants, and all other needful equipments Jal&lu-d din had 
marched towards A'gTa with a large army consisting of CO 000 
horsemen, besides many elephants ; leaving some of hia partisans 
m K&lpi to which placo SoltAn Ibrahim bid siege and took it 
after a short resistance, and gave it over to plunder 1 After this 
when he heard that his brother had gone towards Agra with n 
strong force, ho sent Malik Adam Gliakkar* to protect tliat place 
winch ho accordingly reached with all expedition Jal&lu-d d(n 
wished to treat Agra as tho Salt&n liad dono K&lpl , but Malik 
Adam contrived to deceive and aranso him until lie liad sent 
for further assistance and given SaltAn Xbr&him notieo of 
wlmt was passing Tlie Sult&n despatched 18 000 horsomen and 
50 elephants to tho assistance of tho Malik, whose heart was so

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strengthened that he sent to Jalalu-d din, to say, that if he 
would relinquish all claim to the empire, and would put aside 
the umbrella, the aftabglr , the naubat , the kettle-drum, and other 
insignia of royalty, and would promise to conduct himself as 
one of the umard, he (Malik Adam) would use his interest 
m Ins behalf, and would obtain for him the s&ba of K&lpl on 
the same terms as he formerly held it. 

Sult&n J al&lu d din, led by his evil destiny, which had unfitted 
him for the charge of a kingdom, although he possessed 30,000 
brave horsemen and 160 war elephants, acted like a coward, and 
agreed to these conditions. All Ins chiefs said to him, “ Why 
are you so weak-hearted ? The Sult&n will on no account suffer 
you, to live. W e have eaten your salt for ten years , be firm 
and resolute, and give your faithful servants an opportunity of 
showing their devotedness to you. God is the Supreme Disposer 
of all things. The Sult&n is of a bad disposition In the end 
the nobles and troops will side with you.” Notwithstanding 
their advice, as Providence had decreed his rum, Jaldlu-d din 
was satisfied with the terms, and left off using the insignia of 
royalty He sent Malik Adam Ghakkar to the King, to beg him 
to grant him other jagirs, but the Sult&n (who was then at 
Etciwa) would not agree to do so, and sought means to get rid 
of him. When Jalalu-d din heard of his intentions, he took 
refuge with the Rdja of Gwalior, and his old soldiers dispersed. 
Sult&n Ibrdhim took up his abode at Agra, and many nobles 
who had been hostile to him came and tendered their submission 
Karimddd KMn T&gli, with others of the umcua, were sent 
to take charge of Dehli. Meanwhile, the army of the Sultan 
besieged Gw&lior, and ’Azam Hum&yun was sent to take the 
command. Sult&n Jaldlu-d din accordingly left that place, 
and retired to Mdlwd $ where, not being well received by the 
Sult&n Mahmud, he fled to Garra-Kantak, where he fell into 
the hands of the Gonds, who seized him, and with a view to 
gam the good-will of the Sult&n, sent their captive to him 
The Sult&n rejoiced at this intelligence, and caused all his 
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court to assemble Snlt£n Jal&lu d dtn was brought land boand 
Into this assembly, after which ho was sent to the fort of IIfin*{ 
Whilst ho was en route to that place Ahraod Kh&n was sent 
after him, and administered tho draught of martyrdom. 

After these cTents, the SnltAo ruled the country without fear, 
and without admitting a partner to share Ids empire The 
Itfijt of Gw&hor, wlio had been his enemy for yearn, baring 
departed to tho iofemal regions, 1 was succeeded by his son 
Bikram&jit. The Snlt&n after a long war, wrested tho fort 
from him and taking down the copper bull * out of whoso 
mouth a roice issued, from its placo over the gale brought it 
to the fort of Agra, where it remained until tho timo of the 
Emperor Akbar, who caused it to be melted down for the pur 
po«e of making cannon 

Wien tho Sult&n had conquered Gwihor* he went to Dehli 
and waxed very proud so that ho began to maltreat and punish 
the nobles of his Cither, many of whom held him In great awe 
II© imprisoned some of them, and throwing 31 (an Jlhua into 
clioins who had been tho most powerful and independent grandee

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of the empire, and the absolute minister of Sult&n Sikandar, his 
father, during a period of twenty-eight years, gave him over to 
the charge of Malik A'dam Ghakkar 1 Certain nobles, who were 
envious of the Mi&n, counselled the King to erect a building 
with a subterranean chamber beneath it When two months had 
elapsed, and the chamber was thoroughly dry, they filled it with 
bags of gunpowder They then procured the release of Ml&n 
Bhua and certain other nobles against whom they were plotting, 
gave them dresses of honour, and money, and treated them with 
such kindness that they banished all apprehension from their 
minds One day the King said to them, “ Islam Kh&n was raised 
from the dust, and kindly treated by Sult&n Sikandar , but he 
has since become apprehensive, and has rebelled and proclaimed 
open enmity. I pray you now to retire to the new house which 
I have built, sit there and deliberate amongst yourselves what 
course I ought to follow. I have such confidence in you that I 
am certain the conclusion you come to will be of benefit to me ” 
They went unsuspiciously to the place, and commenced their 
consultation. Suddenly the whole place was blown up, and 
Mi&n Bhua and all who were there present were scattered as 
leaves of trees by a gale of wmd 2 

Many nobles became aware of the King’s fickle disposition, 
and raised the standard of opposition. Isld.ni Khdn 3 threw off

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lock at him, and struck him m the forehead, when he fell to the 
earth. This caused the rebels to disperse, and the King’s army, 
fairing advantage of the pamc, attacked them. Thus the only 
reward which Isldm Khdn met with for his rebellion and in- 
gratitude was death, while Sa’id Khdn and others were made 
prisoners. The rebel forces were utterly routed, and the insur- 
rection suppressed. When the King learnt this, he was much 
pleased, and behaved towards the army, which had fought so well 
and loyally for him, with the greatest kindness ; but he did not 
forget the malice of the nobles. 

At this period an army was prepared for the purpose of at- 
tacking Rdnd Sankd 1 Midn Husain Khdn Zarbalhsh , Midn 
Klidn-khdndn Karmuli, and Midn Ma'ruf , 2 who were the chief 
commanders in the army of Sultdn Sikandar, and whom he had 
distinguished beyond all others by associating wuh/them, and 
increasing their rank and preferments, — who were the brdyest men 
of the age, and could have instructed even Rustam m the art of 
war, — and who during the reign of the deceased Sultdn had 
fought many battles and taken many castles , — these generals 
the Sultdn placed under Midn Mdkhan, the commander-m-clnef 
of this expedition 3 When they arrived m the Rdna’s country, 
the Sultan wrote, ordering Midn Mdkhan to seize Midn Husain 
Khdn and Midn Ma’ruf Khdn m the best way lie could, and 
send them prisoners to him. Mdkhan Khdn went to the tent 
of Ma’ruf Khdn, under the pretence of condoling with him for 
the loss of his son, notwithstanding he had died two months 
previously. Midn Husam Khdn was informed of this, and went 
speedily thither, and told Midn Mdkhan that he had better 
forego his intention of imprisoning Midn Ma’ruf, and that he had 
better rise and depart m safety, remarking that the King had

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pone mad MAkhan upon this remonstranco departed, and «cnt 
intelligence of tho circumstances to the SultAn, who replied by 
inqmnng why he went to pcoplo a tents and ordering him to raise 
a largo tent in tho plain, and send information to tho chiefs that 
a royal farm Ah had am red, and that they most como and hoar 
its contents. MfAn MAkhan was commanded to seiio Husain 
KhAn first, and he obeyed these ordors. When tho chief* were 
assembled, MiAn Husain came, bringing with him a thousand 
men clothed in chain armour which was concealed by white 
clothing Ho directed them to keep strict watch outside when 
ho entered the tent Ml An M&klian hod caused another tent 
to bo erected near the first, in which ho had placed a thousand 
soldier*, with orders, when Ma nlf KhAn approached, to lay hands 
first on Husain KhAn When Husain Kltdn am red near the 
tent, he was told that soldiers were concealed m it for the 
purpose of seinng him and Maruf KhAn Wien MiAn 
Husain Khun reached it, he ordcrod his men to undo the 
ropes of the tent In wlucli MiAn MAkhan s soldiers wore

When MfAn Hnsam saw that there was no escape from the

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horsemen, and the Rdnd sent his own nephew to meet him 
After which they had an interview. 

On account of the departure of Husam Khan, Midn Mdkhan, 
notwithstanding that he had with him 30,000 horsemen and 
300 gigantic elephants, was much discouraged. The day after 
he put his army m battle array, for the purpose of attacking the 
Rdnd The Rand, together with Midn Husain Khdn, advanced 
against him with an innumerable aimy, and the elephants of 
Husain Khdn were lecogmzed amongst them Midn Mdkhan 
sent a message to Midn Ma’ruf, saying, “You and Husain 
Khan are great friends He is now m rebellion, and has joined 
the Sultdn’s enemies \ what is the good of your remaining with 
us?” Ma’ruf leplied, “ I have eaten the salt of Sultdn Bahlol 
and his offspring for thirty years ; and I was chief comman ddf'ji 
of the army during the reign of Sultan Sikandar The fort of "m 
J und was captuied through myjskill I slew the Rdjd of 
Nagaikot ; and that stone, whiclwthe Hindus had worshipped 
for 3000 yeais, I exposed to be Tro^l en^imd er foot by all the 
people From the period of the revelatioir of I si dm to the 
present day, many noble monarchs, who fancied that they re-* 
sembled Faridun and Sikandar, and who vanquished the world, ’ 
were unable evemso much as to besiege that fort, yet it yielded 
to my prowess. I brought seven mans of gold from the Rdjd 
of Bihdr Smce King Ibrdlnm’s accession to the throne all 
sorts of upstarts have ansen, who accuse me of being faith- 
less and lebelhous Even now I am ready to undertake any 
duty that may be assigned, and will not flinch from its 
performance.” 

Whilst this was going on, information was brought of the 
arrival of the Rdnd’s tioops, whereupon Mdkhan arranged his 
army. He placed Said Khdn Furat and Hdji Khan with 7000 
horsemen on the right , and Daulat Khdn, AUdk-ddd Khdn, and 
Yusuf Khdn on the left ; whilst Midn Mdkhan himself com- 
manded the advance Midn Husam, although much vexed with 
Midn Mdkhan, did not piesent himself, on account of his having 
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eaten the salt of the Snltdn. 1 "When both parties wore prepared 
for action, tho Hindus advanced moat -valiantly and succeeded 
In defeating the army of the Saltdn Many brave and ■worthy- 
men were made martyrs, and tho others were scattered , whilst 
MI in M&khan returned to tho place from which ho had set 
forth During tho evening Midn Husain Khdn sent a message 
to MHn Mfikhan saying u Now yon have learnt what men of 
one heart are. It is a hundred pities that 30 000 horsemen 
should ha vo been defeated by so few Hindds Now yon may 
learn what deeds the remembrance of past favours will induce 
vrmals to perform when they are united heart and sonh Send 
Mi&n Mn ruf duly prepared for action to me at midnight.” 
lie also wrote to Ml&n Ma to tell him that “ they had both 
seen how fit Ml&n Makhan was to command, and that now it 
was proper that they should recollect what they owed the 
Soltdn although ho did not treat his good sorrants ns he ought , 
otherwise people would say ‘ Y ou ato tho salt of Sultfm Sikandor 
for thirty years, and were numbered amongst hu ohiefe nover 
tholess you were ungrateful enough to sido with lua foes 

Accordingly Miin Ma ruf accompamcd by 0000 horsemen, 
left his camp npd halted at tho distance of two kos from Mf&n 
Husain, which chief on receiving intelligence of his arrival came 
and joined him The army of the Rind, flushed with their 
success, were rejoicing and amusing themselves, and the angel 
of death was smiling at their hoedlessnoes when suddenly the 
sound of horns and kettle- drums withdrew thevcotton from the 
ears of their senses and the Itdjput chieftains were dismayed. 
The Afghans rushed on them sword m hand, and commenced a 
promiscuous slaughter tho RdnA was wounded, but contrived 
to escape with some of his men, — the rest were put to the sword 
In the morning this news was brought to Mi in M&khan and 
he was ashamed.

About this timo ’Azam Humdyun, one of tho chief nobles, 
who, together with Ins sons, held a mansab of 12,000, was sent 
to leduco tho fort of Gwdhor. Wlion he reached that district, 
his skill and activity soon made him master of seveial pmganas. 
Ho besieged tho fort of Gw ulior, and dug trenches m which he 
sholtored Ins men whilst he mado Ins approaches, and distributed 
the sevoial batteries amongst his officers He pi ejected fiery 
missiles, or shells, into the fort, and the Hindus'TiIIed bags 
with cotton stooped in oil, which they ignited and threw down 
upon the enemj'. Many men were consumed on both sides 
Tho Sultdn s troops brought fonvard their aitillery, and fired 
their balls with such effect that tho defenders of the fort v r ere 
unable to move to and fro m its intenor, and w r ere at last so 
much distressed that they w r ere near surrendering The Bdja 
had already determined to send seven mans of gold, seveial pair 
of elephants, and Ins daughter to tho Sultdn, when, unexpec-

When Azam Hum Ay un learned ha contents, he raised the 
siege and prepared to depart, Hia sons and friends expressed 
to him their suspicions that the SoltAn intended to take array 
his life, as he had already done that of other noblemen and 
several grandees who were attached to him also advised him 
not to go ’Az&m Hum&yun replied that he had eaten the salt 
of that family for forty years, and had been one of their 
staunchest adherents, nnd that if he now fonook them he would 
bo considered ungrateful, and he could not suffer tho disgrace 
of that imputation. Malimdd Kh&n Lodi and DAud Kli&n 
SorwAni who wero among tho chief grandees, said The SultAn 
has lost Ilia senses, he cannot distinguish between those who 
servo him well and those who serve lum ill You have now 
30 000 horse with you. Go to your sons residence, and take 
measure* for the protection of your life, because we aro fully 
convinced that he has sent for you for tho purpose of treating 
you as he did MIAn Bhda and HAji KhAn ” Azam HumAyun 
replied, “ I cannot act thus. I cannot turn, aside and blacken 
my face, lot what may happen ” 

After this discussion he marched towards Dehll On the road 
nerw* reached him that tho SultAn had put to death Mahmud 
SarpAni and HiahAm KhAn SAhu kh&U, two of the principal 
nobles. DAud KhAn and AllAh-dAd KhAn said, “No evil has 
yet befallen you return from this and go to your son at 
JaunpAr ' Axam HumAyAn said. You speak truth , his 
actions are indeed bad but I cannot act os yon suggest 

As Amin HumAyAn s doom was sealed, he did not pay atten- 
tion to the warnings of his friends and well wishers, but continued 
his march to DehlL When he approached it, the SultAn s order 
arrived, directing him to give up all Ins horses and elephants 
This he had no sooner done, than his whole army became dis- 
organized When he was within two kot of the city the King s 
onp-bearer, by n a m e Mu k hha, was sent for the purpose of 
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depriving lnm of the command of the army, treasury, and their 
appurtenances. Mukhlis was likewise ordered to mount him on 
•a small pony, and bring him into the city, and cast him into a 
dungeon ■; all of which he did, and deprived him of everything 
’Azam Hum&yun sent to the Sult&n to say, IC You of course will 
do what pleases you, but I have two things of importance to 
represent to you the first is that my son 1 is very turbulently 
disposed, and that measures should be taken speedily to repress 
^ him , the second, that I may not be prevented from obtaimng 
water for my ablutions, and the necessaries for purifying myself 
after performing the offices of nature ” 2 After this he made no 
fuitker petition, and at last the Sultan caused this single-minded 
man to be slain m his prison, and thus destroyed the root of his 
empire with his own hands. The murder of ’Azam Hum&yun 
was the first cause of the decline of the kingdom, 3 for Path 
TDi&n, his son, who commanded 10,000 horse, and was Governor 
of Bibdr, joined himself, m Bih&r, with the son of Daryi JKh&n 
Loh&ni, Sh&hb&z Kli&n by name. They then openly rebelled 
against the Sultan, and collected 70,000 horse. Sh&hb&z EMn 4 
assumed the title of Sult&n Muhammad This insurrection was of 
a very serious nature, as all Bih&r ceased to obey the Sultan 
At this period, Daulat Klicin Lodi, son of T&t&r Kli4n, who

There is also a difference about whether the father or 
son first assumed the title of “ Sult&n Muhammad Skfilu” The Mahhzan-x Afghani, 
the Tdxihh-x Khan-Jahdn Lodi, and Tdrihh-x Ldiidi, say the father, Daryh Khhn, 
Finshta, Ahmad Y&dgfir, the Tabahdt-x Akbarl, the TFdhi dt-i Mtishtdhl, and the 
Memoirs, say the son, Bah&dur Khhn. 
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Lad long gorcmed the Punjab, was sent for from Lahore Ho 
delayed to como, ond sent Ids youngest eon, Dfldwnr Khdn, 
Initcad Tlio latter was asked why his father had not come in 
person Ho replied that he wonld come hereafter and bring 
treason) with him. He was told tltat if his father did not come, 
he would bo seized liko tho other nobles The Sultdn then 
ordered him to be taken to tho dungeons in order that he might 
eee several nobles who wero suspended from tho wall# M hen 
Uildwar Khdn witnessed this sight, he was seized with a fit of 
trembling and was much alarmed. On his return to the presence 
tho Sultdn said ,- V on liavo seen the condition of tlioso who hare 
disobeyed me Dildwar Klidn prostrated himself It is said 
that the Sultdn intended to blind him with a red hot bodkin 
and suspend iiim also against the wall j bat when Dildwnr Khdn 
peremed that thero was no other means of escaping the Sultdn s 
seventy, ho fled from DehK, and came to Ills father in six dav* 
and told him that if he did not look to himself tho Sultdn would 
pot him to death in some cruel manner 

Doulat KLdn was thrown Into a deep meditation Ho reflected 
that if ho rebelled ho would be accused of ingratltudo, and that 
if ho fell into tho dutches of the Sultdn a wrath, ho would 
not cscapo alive. At last ho determined to place himself under 
nlleglanco to some other sovereign He accordingly sent Dild 
war Klifin to Bdbar Shdb, In order that he might mako known 
to him in detail, the onl disposition of the Sultdn the discord 
wlddi existed amongst the nobles, and tho disgust of tho army, 
and bog him to lurnde Hindiistdn 1 

Dildwar Khdn wont with all expedition, and reached Kdbnl 
In ten days. He intimated to tlioso who stood at tho foot of the 
throno that on Afghdn, who lud been oppressed by his sovereign 
had eomo from Ilinduttdn and wished to speak to tho King 
Tho ordor was glvon for his admission He wont as a suppli 
cant, and explained, in dotal, tho distressed stato of Hindustdn

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Babar said, “ You have eaten tlie salt of Sultdn Ibrdhfm and of 
bis father and grandfather for thirty years, and your grandfather 
and father have held high posts for the last twenty years , how is 
it that you have thus all at once forsaken him and sought this 
court ? Dildwar Khdn replied, “ For forty years my grand- 
father and father have risked their lives in his service, and 
strengthened his throne But Sultdn Ibrdhim maltreats his 
father’s nobles, and has put twenty-three of them, the supporters 
of his kingdom, to death, without any cause, and ruined their 
families. He has suspended some from walls, and has caused 
others to be burned alive When many of the nobles saw that 
they could hope for no safety from him, they sent me to your 
presence. They are all ready to obey you, and they look with 
anxiety for your coming.” 

At that period the marriage of Mirzd Kdmrdn was celebrated 
with princely magnificence m the King’s garden. * * * When 
the bridal ceremonies had been completed m a manner satis- 
factory to his benevolent intentions, the King passed the whole 
of that night m the garden. When day dawned, he repeated 
his prayers to the Great Disposer of all things, and stretching 
forth the hand of supplication, said, “ 0 God 1 if the govern- 
ment of Hindustan is destined to be given to me and mine, 
let these productions of Hind be brought presently before me, 
betel-leaves and mangoes, and I shall accept them as an omen ” 

It so happened that when the mango season was approaching, 
Daulat Khdn had sent half-ripe mangoes preserved in pots of 
honey, and betel-leaves, by the hand of Ahmad Khdn The 
King was told that Ahmad Khdn, the ambassador of Daulat 
Khdn, desired an audience Dildwar took the offerings into the 
royal presence, and displayed them When Bdbar’s eyes fell on the 
fruit, he arose from his throne, and prostrated himself before the 
Almighty, who, he was persuaded, of His boundless generosity, 
had granted him the sovereignty of Hind He gave a horse and 
UnVat to both Dildwar Khdn and Ahmad Khdn, and entrusted 
to them ten Trdki horses, and some pieces of fine linen for 
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.Daulat Kliin , and then directed Ahmad Khfin to proccdo him 
with theso article® 1 

From that day ho prepared for the invasion of IBndustdn, and 
despatched Jah&ngir Kull Khdu, with 2000 Mughal horsemen, 
to tako precautions for securing tho roads and feme®, and for 
tho collection of timber for the purpose of making boat* 

On Wednesday 2nd Sbawwdl, a n. 033 (July 1520 A.D ), he 
*et forth as a mighty monarch should and marched to Peshiwar 
which city he plundered When the royal army advanced from 
thence, Daulnt Khdn came to pay hi* respects to tho King and 
presented 10,000 gold a*hrafU and twenty elephants When 
Bihar left Kibul lie had only 2000 Mughal* with him * But 
after hi* agreement with Daulat Kh&n, ho ordered fresh troops 
to be enlisted , and by tho time ho reached Lahoro ho was sur 
rounded by a numerous army, and tho Panjib fell Into tho hands 
of the Cl inglmt&i nobles. 

When news reached Sultin Ihrdhitn, in Agra, that the 
Mughals had eonquored tho Panjib as far as Lahore, he was 
thunderstruck, and repentod him of lianng put lus faithful 
servant* to deatlu But wliat bencGt can bo derived from water 
which has fill on down from tho head and been fpont P II & bar 
Iiko a roaring lion advanced into the field , whilo Ibrihfm camo 
to Belili from Agra, and wrote to Danlat Khdn, saying, M You 
attained yonr present rank through my iathor’s kindness why 
havo you brought the Mughals into my paternal inhen tan ee, and 
mado it ovor to them P I will now mako peaeo with you, and 
will never molest you or your children I swear this on the 
Kurin. Reflect, and abandon your present absurd project.” 
Daulat Khdn replied, 'It is true that I was reorod and raised 
from the dust, and brought up by Sul tin SIkandar I passed my

foundation. You also destioyed several of your father's servants, 
the pillars of the kingdom, and put an end to the confidence 
which others reposed in you I have not brought the Mughals , 
but your own bad actions have.” 

When the whole Panjdb, and the country extending as far as 
Sirhmd and His&r Firozah, had fallen into the hands of the 
Ohaghatdi nobles, they marched towards Dehli. 

Sult&n Ibrahim was m Sonpath, when news arrived that cer- 
tain grandees, thinking the opportunity a good one, and having 
heard of the coming of Babar Sh&h, had besieged Dehli with 
nearly 40,000 men. On hearing this, the Sult&n again turned his 
steps towards Dehli, to defeat the rebels, who came to the conclu- 
sion that it would be improper to fight with the SuMn during 
the day, because they would be put to shame on account of the 
benefits which he had conferred on them , and that it would be 
preferable to attack him by night. 1 

When the night was far spent, they reached the Sultdn’s army, 
and m the mean time several chiefs managed to escape from the 
Sultan's camp and join them After putting the Sultan’s troops 
to flight, and compelling the Sult&n to conceal himself, a portion 
of the rebel force was scattered tumultuously m search of plun- 
der. After sunrise, when the Sultan looked out m the direction 
of the rebel army, on observing ’Alam Khan 2 and a few atten-

Tho astrologers, being aware that Bibar would bo victorious, 
deserted tho camp. Amin Khin also fled from tho same place 
and presented himself beforo Bibar Whilst tlieso ovents were 
going on Ilomld Khin of tho Sultin s own tribe was coming to 
the assistance of tho Sultin with 4000 tatcurt, when ho encoun 
tered tho advance-guard under Pnneo Muhammad nuraayiln 
and a battlo began, in which Hamid Khin s troops being defeated 
many were killed and tho rest dispersed. 

On Thursday the Sultin saramcmed nil his nobles and soldiors, 
and ordered them to dress themselves In tho best clothes they 
had with them Ho caused his ombroidored tents and satm 
canopies to bo erectod, and all the preparations for a festival to 
bo mado. Ho threw amongst them all tho gold, jewels, pearls, 
and aihrqfU which ho possessod, and said, O friends, to-morrow 
we shall do battlo with tho Muglial army If I gam the victory, 
I will endeavour to pleaso you, if I do not, bo at least content

The Mughal army was 24,000 strong, and that of Sult&n 
Ibrdhim numbered 50,000 men 1 2 3 and 2000 war elephants. But 
the entire force of Sult&n Ibr&him was disgusted and vexed 
with his evil deeds On Pnday, the 4th 2 of Bajab, ah 932, 
Ibrdhim being destined to die, the armies were ranged m battle 
array, facing each other. Bdbar advanced, and both parties made 
ready for action Bdbar ordered the Mughals to be separated 
into three divisions ; the advanced guard to remain m its place, 
and the other two to advance and attack the enemy 4 Although 
the Afghdn army greatly outnumbered its opponents, yet the 
soldiers were dispirited and disheartened from the Sultan’s ill- 
treatment, and the nobles were offended. A fierce conflict, never-

Ono day he went out hunting In the neighbourhood 
of Bayina, and made a pleasant party in the Sikandan garden, 
with Daryd KhAn SarwAni, Mahmud KhAn Lodi, and Danlat 
KhAn tJrraar While they were seated there two large wo I res 
carried away Borae sheep, and the shepherd* began to lament 
londly It happened that Haibat KhAn had gone to perform the 
offices of nature. The wolrce approached him j he took his bow 
from a iervant, who was in attendance, and as ho was a powerful 
shot, the nrrow loft the bow, passed through tho bodies of both 
wolves, and stuck in tho ground beyond. From that day he 
received hi* honorary surname 

At drinking parties ho was so liberal that orery one wondered* 
One day JalAl KhAn, tho brother of SuItAn IbrAhfra said ‘ 0 
Haibat KhAn I havo beard tliat you are generous when intoxi- 
cated ; if you were so when you are in your senses, I ihonld 
consider you worthy of praise Haibat KhAn from that day 
left off drinking wine, and gave away so much, oven with his wit* 
abont him, that pcoplo were still more astounded for he broke 
up all his gold and silver drinking vcssols, and gavo oven them 
away 

Ono day, on lnlmbitant of Boy Ana, by namo Mtimln, repeated 
somo lines in prni*a of the KhAn, and gave them to tho minstrels 
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to recite in the presence of the exalted Eh4n, on the day when 
the nobles assembled at his fflte. Upon the minstrels’ recitation 
of this panegyric, the Khan presented the carpet, on which he 
was that day sitting, to the poet, and 2000 tankas to the min- 
strels This will serve, in some degree, to show to what an 
extent lie carried his generosity. 

Keign of Sultan Babar 

Historians relate that m the year 9S2 (1526 ad), Shdh B&bar, 
the Conqueror of the World, remained encamped for a week on 
the battle-field on which he had gained his victory, and made 
himself master of all the property, elephants, equipages, war- 
like implements, etc , of Sultan Ibrahim. He considered that 
that spot had been a fortunate one to him He summoned 
the elders of the city, and gamed the goodwill of all by his 
liberality j and made Sult&n Muhammad Aughuli, who had 
come to his assistance during that action with great diligence 
and bravery accompanied by 10,000 horse, governor of P&nipat, 
and granted him as a gift the revenues due upon one harvest. 
After which he directed his course towards Dehli, the inhabitants 
of which city, from dread of the pride and power of the Mughals, 
had deserted it. He accordingly despatched worthy men of 
Hindustan for the purpose of calming the fears of the elders 
and gentry of the city and its environs, and induce them by 
promises of the royal favour and liberality to come to the Court 
of the Protector of the World. 

When His Majesty arrived at Sonpath, the chiefs and clmudhm is 
of the city, together with the soldiers and hankers and other 
classes, went to visit him, and were treated with honour and 
kindness During the first two months of His Majesty s reign, 
he behaved to every one with such kindness and generosity, that 
dread and terror were banished from the hearts of all men, so 
that they were well disposed towards his government Ho 
remained a month and some days m the neighbourhood of the 
fort of Indrapat, on the banks of the river Jumna, and reposed 
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himself there as It was a pleasant and agrccablo spot . 1 In the 
same year he sent Amir Khalifa and Amir Kull Beg to Agra, 
where the mother and family of Sultdn Ibrdtmn were and 
they went thither by uninterrupted marches Sultdn Ibrdblm’s 
mother sent them a list of the property valuables, treasures, 
monoy gold and jewelled plate hones elephants camels, tents, 
male and fcmalo slaves of tbo lato king and entreated him to 
spare her Mahmdd Khdn, a slavo of Sultan Ibrihlra, took 
this list, and read it In tho prcsenco of Amir Klmllfa who 
forwarded (t to Bdbar and remained hlmiolf with his troops to 
protect the fort and thoso who wore insido it, and at the same 
time prevent them from quitting it and taking any of the 
property away with thorn ✓ 

At this time news earao that some of Ibrdhlm s nobles had 
assembled at Jaunpdr and began plundering tho country Tho 
Conqueror of tho World sent Amir Kali Beg together with 
Pnneo Mired Kdmrdn in tlat direction. When the Afghdns 
received intelligence of tho advent of tho fortunato pnnee they 
fled towards Patna and Jannpur foil into Ins hands Mired 
Kdmrdn left Amir Kail Beg there with a large army and then 
returned to Conrt, alter which ho was ordered Into the Panjdb 
and Mired Askar! was appointed to tho chargo of Kibul and 
directed to make himself speedily master of Thatta Muliammad 
Hnmdyun Mired, tho eldest son of tho King and heir apparent 
remained with ITis Majesty 

When tho fortunate princes and valiant nobles had thus boon 
established in different places, information readied tho Court of 
the rebellion of Hasan klidn Mewdttl and Hdnd Sdnkd, who had 
collected a largo force in Mowdt* Orders were given for the 
enlistmont of new troops and Ibrdhlm s treasures were dlatri 
bated amongst tho army Hasan Khdn was a man of royal 
descent from several generations, and his family had possessed 
regnl power until the reign of FIroi Shdlu Bdnd Sdnkd, who 
was at that time a powerful chiefs sent a message to Ilasan

evident that they will likewise send an army against both of us;

take possession."” Hasan Khdn, earned away by the vanity 
which the possession of so large a force produced, and by the 
Bdnd’s message, did not send the presents which he had pre- 
pared for the Sultan, and the King’s valil returned home without 
accomplishing his purpose. These things came to the King’s 
hearing in .Agra, and Mirzd Bmdal and Muhammad Mahdi 
Khwdja, the king’s son-in-law, were sent with an immense army, 
which was shortly afterwards followed by Bdbar himself. 

When' Hasan Khdn was informed of the approach of the vic- 
torious army, he sent to tell Rand Sankd of it. Upon this the 
Rand left his home, and assembled an army of Hindus with the 
intention of making war He marched and joined Hasan Khdn, 
and prepared for action m the plains near Firozpur Jharka. 
Rand Sdnkd placed Hasan Khdn on the right, and took up his 
own post on the left As he was secretly displeased with Hasan 
Khdn, he determined to ensnare and rum him. He, therefore, 
privately sent a mill to Mirza Hinddl and Khwdja Mahdi, to 
say that he was the slave and obedient servant of the Kmg, and 
that lie consented to the reading of the khufba and the coming 
of money m His Majesty’s name , that Hasan Khdn had com- 
peted him to go to war, but that he would not fight the royal 
troops, but retire early; and that they should make arrangements 
so that Hasan might be either captured or slam, as in the event 
I of his death they would obtain the country of Mewdt 

When the battle began, and both parties were slaughtering 
one another, Mahdi Khwdja attacked Hasan Khdn, who was 
unable to contend with him, and after a short engagement took 
to flight, and his soldiers were scattered all over the country 
Ldd Khdn, a slave of Hasan Khdn, having displeased him, 
joined his brothers, and by their advice behaved with infidelity 
towards Jns benefactor. When Hasan Khdn had been forsaken 
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by nil his friends and follower*, and no ono remained with him, 
he am red at a well, and said to his servant, If you haTe any 
thing to cat, bring It,” Ho brongbt aome cakes and roast meat, 
and placed thorn before him JIo hod eaten only a few morsels, 
when a noble of ShAk Bihar am red. Hasan KLfin oroso in a 
state of confusion mth the intention of mounting when his 
servant drew his sword on him wounded him and throw him 
into the well } after which, he seixod his horse, and fled After 
Ins flight, Hindu Beg pursued and plundered his armv nono of 
whom attempted to resist. The troops of the Vanquisher of the 
Unircno obtained immense booty in liorses camels, etc. and 
gained a great Tictory Tliat district was entirely subdued, 
from one end to tho other and collectors were appointed in 
various places. Orders were issued for reading the khutba 
and coining money and a jdjir was bestowed upon the fortunate 
ShAlttAda. 

One year after His Majesty a accession, Mini KAmrAn came 
from Lahore, and brought many ho tecs and much wealth which 
he bad taken from the Bliattfs and Kbokars (Ghahbars), which ho 
presented to tho SnltAn. About tint time nows arrived from 
Jaunpur that SnltAn Mnliammad, tho AfghAn, had assumed 
regal authority In BibAr caused money to bo strode and tho 
IMutba to l>e read in his own name, and bad brought an army 
against MlrzA HindAl, who not being strong enough to resist 
him flod from Jaunpur and was pursued by tho troops of Sultan 
Muhammad, At last, the MfrxA gave him battle, and lost many 
men His Majesty appointed SultAn J tumid BiriAa and lloidar 
Malik Hulalc to proceed with other Moghuls and a IIindustAnl 
army Junaid made two marches in ono, and arrived there and 
faced SultAn Muhammad. Such fighting took plooo as no ago 
has witnessed. Tho AfghAns were unable to resist tho impetuous 
valour of the Mughal*, and were dispersed Jaonpiir again foil 
to tho SultAn and an account of tho victory, together with the 
spoil and horses, was sent to the Imperial Court. SultAn Junaid 
was directed to remain there, and to send the Mfrxd to tho 
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presence. Junaid behaved in such a way towards the Afghans 
that no one sided with them, and the hearts of the rebellions 
Afghans and other disaffected men were filled with terror and 
dread of him. Mfrzd Hmddl was again sent to Kandahar, and 
in the second year of His Majesty’s reign a beautiful garden 
was made on the borders of the river Jumna, and pathways were 
introduced into Hindustan for the first time, they not haring 
been m use before He passed his time m that garden, in com- 
pany with Mughal companions and friends, m pleasure and 
enjoyment and carousing, m the presence of enchanting dancing 
gnls with rosy cheeks, who sang tunes, and displayed their ac- 
complishments The Mughals, who had for many years desired 
the possession of Hindust&n, at last governed it. Mira& Kfimrtvn 
also prepared a splendid garden similar to this in Lahore. Amir 
Khalifa, being a person of influence, and possessing the chief 
authority, managed the government, and his decrees were like 
those of the Sultan himself 

When the royal affairs had been well and firmly established, 
and the mandates of the King had spread over land and sea like 
running water, the Raj& of Ohanderi rebelled. Arghun Khan, 
who was in that province, attacked him. The Raj&, however, 
plundered on the road the money which was being sent to the 
royal treasury. The Ruler of the Universe sent Arghun Khdn’s 
brother and Ahmad SuMn against him with a strong force 
The Ohanderi R&j&, being puffed up with vanity on account of 
the defeat which Arghun Kb4n had sustained, came out of 
Ohanderi with an army of Hindus, and a battle took place near 
a village called Ph dahar, in which he likewise defeated Arghun 
KbAn’s brothei, together with his troops, and returned victorious 
to Ohanderi After this misfortune, Amir Khalifa received 
orders to prepare all the royal ecjmpage When it was ready, 
His Majesty left Agra in state, and marched steadily m that 
direction, having previously despatched Amir Hindu. Beg with 
6000 gallant horsemen. ’Ahwardi KMn Sh&mlu, who was then 
in Malwd, received instruct ions to join Amir Hindu Beg, for the 
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purpose of destroying that infidel The of Chnnderi, being 
very proud of bis mcccsv, collected bis adherents from all 
quarters, and nppomted bn nepliow to oppose those two valiant 
and warlike chieftains A battle was fought between them on 
the banks of the nvor Jumna. In the fir*t attack, the infidels 
behaved with such extreme valour, that man} of tho men of the 
army of tho King of the "World became martyrs When the 
two amirs saw that their soldiers were temGed at tho Hindus 
they retreated, and took refugo in a garden, and tho nephew of 
Shahrak retired to a garden two ko9 distant "When the King 
was told of tho defeat of theso two amir* ho marched towards 
the enomy On tho amir* being informed of the Kings arrival, 
they divided their forces in two on a very dark night, darker 
than tho heart of an oppressor fell on tho Infidels, and took 
their revenge. Thoy killed most of tho evildoers, and made 
prisoners of tho remainder and so much plunder was taken from 
that heathen army, that tho King » troops obtained sufficient 
to support them for years IIis Majesty marched on towards 
Oliandori But whon the R£jfi heard of tho defeat of his brother 
he was confounded, becauao that profligate wretch was a great 
warrior Not knowing what else to do ho assembled a body of 
men, and came to fight the Sult&n That vanquished one did 
not know how difficult it is for a gnat to koep Its feet when a 
cold hois tore us wind is blowing or for a sparrow to fly against 
a hawk. In tho very first pnset, that dark faced man was oror 
thrown, and bis army slaughtered When the cblofs of tho 
Xldj bad boon tramplod on by elephants. His Majosty encamped 
near Ohanderi with much pomp Tho warriors of lus vanguard, 
having already taken the fort, mado captives of the connexions 
and family of tho RAjfi, and despatched them to the foot of the 
roysl throne RLa Majesty presented two of tho daughters of 
the lUjft, whoso beauty was unrivalled, who liad novor been 
exposod to the view of man, or to tho hot winds, ono to Mini 
Kfimrdn, tho other to Prince Muhammad Hamfiyun, and gavo 
tho others to the tarddrt of lus army After which he spent 
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two months in that place, m country excursions and hunting, and 
then returned to Ag ra. 

I tk® ^ lr< i year His Majesty proceeded towards Lahore. At 
ttirhmd he was met by the Raja of Kahlur, who presented him 
seven falcons and three mans of gold, and was confirmed m 
the samindari of that place When the King’s camp reached 
Lahore, Mirza K dm ran was honoured by admission to the pre- 
sence, and he brought the zaininddrs of the country to kiss the 
fept of the Conqueror of the W orld The King’s encampment 
Wcjs located in the environs of Lahore, and the royal tents were 
pitched m the garden of Mirzd Kamr&n, who gave a magnificent 
banquet, which lasted three days At its conclusion the King 
left the garden, and took up his abode in the fort The whole 
road thither, from the garden to the gate of the city, was lined 
by the servants of Shdhz&da Kdmrdn, dressed m silk and 
brocade, decked like bridegrooms , and the troops, with their gay 
red and yellow flags, resembling the early spring Elephants, 
adorned with gilded trappings, covered with jewels, were led m 
front of the royal cortege When they entered the city-gate, 
money was thrown to the poor and destitute, and a grand enter- 
tainment was given m the palace of Sikandar Lodi. 

The King was pleased with the sights and hunting which the 
Panjab afforded, and he therefore remained there for the space 
of a year, during which Mlyzd Hmd&l came from K&bul He 
was admitted to the presence, and treated with marked distinction 
When the cold season was over, Mirzd Hmd&l returned to Kdbul, 
and at the time of his departure he received, as a present from His 
Majesty, two elephants, four horses, girdles, and jewelled daggers 

On the fourth day of the month of Rajah, the exalted monarch 
set forth on his return to A^gra When he reached Sirliind, one 
of the Kdzls of Sam&na complained to him that Mohan Mun- 
ddhir had attacked his estate {imlah) and burned it, plundered 
all his property, and slam Ins son His Majesty, the Con- 
queror of the World, appointed ’All Kuli Hamaddm, with three 
thousand horse, to ayenge the injury which the Munddlnr had 
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done to tho petitioner All K uYi proceeded against the village 
of the Mundfliir*. By chance a marriage was being celebrated 
amongst tho WundAhirs, when ho approached thorn with tho in- 
tention of attacking them It being winter time when tho King a 
troops am red there in tho morning they were unable to pull 
their bows, on ncconnt of the sercro cold Tho Munddhire, who 
had just risen from warning themselves before fires in their 
houses, discharged such flights of arrows that the soldiers were 
rmahlo to withstand them. Many fell, and AH Kali was unable to 
effect anything on account of tho vigilance of tho Kanwira. Tho 
army retreated into the jangal where they collected a quantity 
of wood, act fire to it, and relieved themselves from the ngour of 
the weather otter which, they again assaulted tfio village, but 
wore again repulsed. 

When information of this was convoyed to the King he sent 
Taraam BaliMur and Naurang Beg with 0000 cavalry and 
many elephants. They readied that placo one night, when tlio 
Mundihire were celebrating another marriage, and enjoying 
themselves Towards morning tho army was divided into three 
portions ono was sent to the west, and ordered to show itself 
When tho Mnndilurs, proud of tho defeat which All Kali hod 
sustained, came forward to the attack, according to instructions 
received, tho Boyalist troops turned their backs and fled, followed 
by tho Kanw&ra, until they arrived at tho distance of one Ico* 
from the village. Tarsam Bahkdur took advantage of this 
opportunity to attack and set fire to the villago and put oil 
the inhabitants to death When tho MundAlurs perceived the 
flames, thoy ran towards their homes, but wore intercepted on 
their road and attackod by the Boyalists, sword in hand Noorly 
a thousand of thorn wore killed, and o thousand mon womon, and 
children taken prisoners. Tho slaughter was great, and there was 
a heap of Bovorcd heads and Molian was taken alive An account 
of tho conquest of the village was sent to tho SbMi The villago 
had been fully inhabited for no less than 100 years In tho pargana 
of Kaithal but was then made, and still continues to be, a 
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desert, and has never been inhabited again, although 160 years 1 
have elapsed since its destruction When the prisoners were 
brought to Dehll, all the women were given to the Mughals 
The offending Munddhir was buried m the earth up to Ins waist, 
and then pierced to death with arrows 2 P 

Such was the respect for the army which this produced 
amongst the people of Hind, that thenceforth no one ventured 
either to rebel or disobey After this His Majesty passed two 
months m hunting and other amusements m the neighbourhood 
of Delili. He then turned his face towards Agra, and sent 
Prince Muhammad Humdyun, with a large force, into the suba 
of Sambhal, and declared him his successor. The followmo- was

the cause of his selection One evening the King was in his cups, 
and summoned Muhammad Hum&yun When that offspring of 
the royal tree came into the presence, His Majesty, overpowered 
by the wine, had fallen asleep on Ins pillow The Sh&hzdda 
remained there standing, motionless, with his hands joined 
When the King awoke from sleep at midnight, he beheld him 
standing, and said, “ When did you come ? ” He replied, 
“When I received your commands.” The King then remem- 
bered having sent for him, and was much gratified, and said, 

“ If God should grant you the throne and crown, do not put your 
brothers to death, but look sharply after them 11 The Shahzdda 
bowed down to the ground and acquiesced m all that His Majesty 
said, so that, notwithstanding that Mfrza ’Ask&ri and Mfrzd 
Hmddl tieated him a hundred times with disrespect, and even 
went to war with him, he, nevertheless, when he had vanquished 
them, ceased to think of their hostile proceedings Whenever 
they came before him, he treated them with the greatest affection, 
and never reminded them of the rancour they displayed toivards 
him. To be brief, Mircd Humdyun was sent with a largo army 
into the suba of Sambhal

Two or thrco months after this event, It becamo orident tliat 
HI 3 Majesty s health failed him Ho was earned to his garden 
on tho bank of tho riror and Amir (Khalifa) NiiAmu-d din pro- 
scribed for him, and also managed tho business of tho State 
When tho King* sickness increased day by day, and ho was 
convinced that there was now no hopo of life he determined to 
prorldo the empire with a rnler and prevent It from falling into 
a stranger’s hand* , so ho conGrmcd his previous election His 
illness at length been mo *o severe at Agra, that, in tho year 
D37 il, ho departed, by the decree of the Alratghty from this 
earth to heaven, and forsook this thorny world of trouble for tho 
rose- garden of paradise 

The reign qf SaUdn Adah SUr 

1 After throe days had been devoted to mourning tho death of 
I»16m Sh&li, on tho fourth, his eldest son, FIrox Sh&h was placed 
upon the throne, and the chiefs and nobles, in compliance with 
tho will of tho deceased monarch came forward and professed 
allegiance. They* diitributcd a donatlvo of two months pay 
amongst the soldiers, and issued their orders to tho governors of 
the tuba*. Thoy elected T&j Khin kir&nl to tho irudraf and 
Kntb Kh&n NI&iI equally skilful with his pon and sword, 
was nominated baihthl 

As FIrox Kh&n was bnt young being only twclvo years old, 
and had no expenenco in matter* of government, T&j Kh&n 
issuod whatever orders Iso chose to tho nobles, but ho was well 
affected to tho interests of the state and of hi* pageant master 
Nevertheless some disaffected nobles did not approvo of tbl* 
arrangement, and after consulting togethor represented to Bfbl 
B&I, tho mother of FIrox Kh&n that T&j Kh&n was a seditious 
Intriguing poison, and though ho had been raised to high power 
by Isl&m Sh&h, and was admitted to his intimate friendship, yet

constituted him absolute minister, and he, already contemplating 
the acquisition of supreme power, has summoned bus brethren, 
and intends to remove this child from the throne and occupy it 
himself.” She inquired of them what she ought to do. They 
rephed, “Send him to the siiba of MdlwA, to supply the place of 
Shujd/ Kh&n ” After giving the matter a little reflection, Bibi 
B&i sent him to M&lwa, though he was the prop of her son’s 
empire, and all the other nobles quailed before his presence, and 
Isldm Sh&li on his death-bed had expressly consigned the boy to 
his care. 

About a month after T&j Khdn’s departure, Mamrez KMn 1 
her brother, son of Midn Nizam, brother of Sher Sh&h (who had 
lived at Bay&na, feigning eccentricity and madness, m order to 
escape death or blinding under the late reign), thought this a 
good opportunity of offering his congratulations to his nephew, 
and, under that pretence, of making away with him and seizing 
the crown for himself. With this view, he entered into a secret 
correspondence with some of the nobles whom he brought over 
to his interests. So after two months,® he entered Gw&hor with 
a large army, and, all covered with dust as he was, went direct 
into the presence of Firoz KMn, with the intention of seizing 
and expelling him His sister, astonished at seeing him under an 
a spe ct different from that under which she had ever beheld him, 
stood between him and her son, and exclaimed, “ Mamrez KMn, 
what are you dreaming of ? Have you no fear of God before 
your eyes, that you seek to extinguish my lamp by the blast of 
violence, and seat me in the dust of oppression? You also have 
children. Hid I not save you from the hands of Isl&m Shah, 
and is tins the reward I am to receive ? ”

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him, fled to the hill country, and was pursued by a large army 
sent after him by ’Add Shih. 

After remaining a month in that place, he despatched an army 
against the Raja of Andrun. When he arrived in his country, 
the BAja went to the fort of Kisht, at the foot of which he 
caused outworks to be erected, which he gavo m charge to lus 
chiefs The Hindus made use of ’arddas and mcwjantts, and 
placed large cannon on the bastions of the fort, and kept up such 
constant volleys of stones, that a bird would have found it im- 
possible to fly past. The Afghans also piepared tienches and 
batteries and made war , but by no means could they contrive to 
gam the victory, and they lost many of their men They cast 
fiery missiles (hullaha-i dtish) into the fort , while from the inside 
of the castle the defenders threw bags of cotton steeped m oil 
and set on fire. By this means many men were burned on both 
sides, and ’Add Slidli was much distressed at the state of his 
prospects He lost men daily during a -whole month At length, 
one night, he beheld in a dream a venerable roan of brilliant 
countenance, who said to him, “You will conquer this fort if 
you do one thing” ’Adil Sh&li said, “ Daneesl/es take more 
interest in the condition of Islam than kings do , you ought not 
to withhold your prayers from the army of the faithful, because 

the Musulm&ns are sorely distressed in this affair If I return 

*/ 

without gaming the victory, I shall destroy the royal name , and 
if I endeavour to obtain possession of the fort, many Musulm&ns 
will fall for this reason my soul is immersed m the liver of 
anxiety.” The dancesh leplied, “ There is a shopkeeper m your 
army whose name is Zanka, who has a daughter, the splendour 
of whose beauty exceeds that of the sun, and whose face puts the 
roses of the garden to shame : the locks of her hair aie lovelier 
than the hyacinth buy her from her father for whatever sum he 
may ask, dress her m costly garments, deck her with jewels, and 
send her on horseback m the direction of the desert before the 
rose of the sun has risen from the garden of the east After 
which, make ready your army, and attack the fort on all sides 
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"With the blessing of God, yon will bo nctonons * After ho hod 
mid tin*, the King awoke, In tho morning ho summoned his 
confidential chiefs into his pnrato apartment, and related tho 
dream to thorn and made inquiries aftor tho shopkeeper Tho 
irrfird/ searched for him and brought him to tho foot of 
the throne Thoy satisfied him with presents and monoy and 
received his daughter whom they dressed In fino clothes and 
jewels and sent off to tho desert at tho time indicated by tho 
danetsJi Sho had scarcely rcachod tho distanco of a bow shot, 
when a rosy -checked young man, whoso beard had not yet begun 
to grow eamo from the opposito direction ho had a gilt saddlo 
and jewelled trapping? and rodo a cream-coloured horse and 
had a gold worked quiver fastened to his waist, with a tigor*s 
tail hanging from It, with a regal cap set jauntily on his 
head, and plames from tho wings of tho *f murgh Tiiat fair 
girl mado him a *7 /dm and they both took tho road of 
tho desert. Tho mon who accompanied tho lady were con 
founded at tho wonderfal and mysterious occurrence which thoy 
had witnessed, and were still further astounded, when in tho 
twinkling of an eye thoy both disappeared from their sight 
Upon this, they returned, and told wliat had happened to Add 
Slifih and tho wise men of tho ago who wore there present were 
wonder-struck 

Proclamation was mndo by beat of drum, that tho soldiers 
should prepare for battle They ad ran cod against tho fort. By 
tho demo of tho Most Mighty, such dread had taken possession 
of tho dofondcra, that thoy sent a message to tho effect that, 
“ If D&ud hh&n would bnng a written promise of morey from 
the King the IlijfL would giro up tho fort to HU Majesty s 
troops, and come to pay his respects n Dfiud Kh&n sent this 
message to Add SliAb who was mnch astonished, and said 
w O Dfiud Kh&n, I was put to great annoyance by this fort, 
because so many of tho faithful had fallen and wore falling I 
could not gam possession of it I therefore felt inclined to leave 
it, and return to Gwalior , but now I hare proved tho truth of the 
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promises of a darwcsh Thank God, he has not misled me Go 
and give them my ivntten promise of mercy.” Ddud Khdn did 
as he was directed. The Rdjd came into the presence with Ins’ 
turban suspended from his neck, and the fort was vacated. 
Much treasure and many fine elephants and horses were pre- 
sented to ’Adil Shdli The King gave the fort into Dddd KMn’s 
charge, and returned thence victorious to Gwdlior. 

When he had reigned two years, and his autkonty was firmly 
established, he began to treat the nobles with seventy. There 
was a man named Himun, who was a weighman m the bazar, 
who had found means to approach the King on different affairs, 
and m whom he daily reposed more and more confidence By 
degrees he became very powerful and influential, so that he 
managed the business of the State. About_tln s time, Junaid 
Khdn, the son of Ahmad Khan, who was governor of jBay &ua-, and 
his s'oh, the faujddT of Ajnnr, reLHledArf Aj rrdr, plundering and 
spoilmgfeertam parganas of that pio ymce, making prisoners of 
the women"and'Childfen,'and gaimng much booty, which he gave 
to his men. By all which he succeeded m collecting a large 
force, the motions of which he directed with great expertness 
and address 

’Add Slidh had at this time gone to Cbundr, Jamdl Khdn, 
who was in Gwalior, assembled a force and went out against him 
with seventeen elephants m his tram A battle was fought at 
Kanuldpur, near Ladanah. The fighting was severe. Junaid 
Khan overcame Jamdl Khdn at the first onset, and slew many of 
his best men He also obtained much plunder, horses, elephants, 
etc When tins news reached the King, he was greatly distiessed. 
Himun said, “ 0 Lord of the World, if you will trust me with a 
small force, I will either overcome Junaid Khdn, or perish in the 
attempt.” ’Add Shdh at first objected to this, on account of the 
meanness of his origin, but at length he yielded to his solicita- 
tions,! and sent him with 3000 or 4000 horse and four elephants. 
He set off, and Junaid Khdn, vam of his victory over Jamdl 
Khdn, took no notice of him, saying, “ My grooms will knock 
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out his brains with the pegs to which their horses are fastened/' 
He then ordered Danlnt Khfre who was the superintendent of 
his stable, to proceed against him with a large army, and enjoined 
him not to kill Hfrnun, bat to bang him alire into tho presence. 
He gore him leave to depart, and himsolf went to hunt tigers 
How Tery reprehensible n arrogance ! / 

Dauiat KMn went, after making all Ins arrangements and 
towards the close of day fonnd himself within a hu of Hfradn s 
army He sent some boastfal and foolish messages to Iliraun, 
saying “0 shopkeeper, why do you meddle with warP Return 
to yonr scales and weights Ilfmun sent no answer bnt 
allowed him to remain in his fancied secunty ‘When night 
came, ho called the Afghans, and said, Junaid Khin, in tho 
first place, defeated our troops, and is rain glonoua on tliat 
account, to-morrow, If you behave valiantly wo hare every 
hopo of gaining tho victory and yon will be praised and 
honoured hj Ills Majesty" The Afghans, on lieanng this, 
declared their intention of doing their best in the battle which 
was about to ensue, saying that ‘ Victory was in tho ltands of 
God * When the light of the sun parted tho curtain of dark 
ness, the brave men of both parties mixed together Providence 
decreed success to tho ■banners of Xdil Sh&k Daulat KliAn was 
slain, ond his army put to flight. Hfrnun pursued them for two 
hot, and pnt many to death $ a portion of them only managed 
by a thousand donees to save their lives from tho swords of tho 
royal troops. 

When Junaid K]i£n was informed of this lus head, which ho 
had lifted to the heavens, was brought low He ordered his 
troops to prepare for action, and marched with the retention of 
fighting Towards night ho a raved close to the army of Aidil 
Sh&h, and encamped. After counting hla troops, ho found that 
he had with him 8000 cavalry and 3000 foot, whom he had 
assembled from different quarters, together with ten war 
elephants and a numerous artillery During the night he 
endeavoured to infdso spirit into Ids men 
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When Hfmun saw the large force of the enemy he was dis- 
turbed, because he had only brought 3000 horsemen with him, 
and many of his men were wounded He came to the conclusion 
that he could not cope with the foe by day He said, u If you, 
who are warriors, are of this opinion, which has firm possession 
of me, we may hope for success ” All the Aigh&ns said, “ Yionv 
opmion is ours ” Hfmun said, “ I advise a night attack to be 
made on their army, let what may^happen ” He then picked 
out one body of 2500 horsemen, and kept 1000 himself, 1 with 
the intention of attacking the enemy from two different quarters, 
with kettle-drums sounding, durmg the last watch of the night, 
and putting them all to the sword. 

With this view he prepared his men for the attack The 
enemy remained on the alert during three watches of the night , 
but m the last watch they grew negligent, and fell asleep When 
they were overpowered by drowsiness, the soldiers of ’Adil Sh&h 
fell furiously on them on all sides, and awoke them with the 
sound of drums and trumpets Hfmun did not give them time 
to put on their armour, and the Afghans, sword in hand, passed 
through their army, slaughtering all they met, and many also 
fell by the hands of their comrades. They took to flight, and 
suffered severe loss from His Majesty’s troops 

When Junaid KMn saw that he was unsuccessful, he thought 
himself lucky m being able to save his life, and fled alone to the 
desert ; all who were not cut to pieces also saved themselves by 
flight The spoil which this victory granted by the Almighty 
yielded, amounted to 200 camels, with daggers and swords in- 
numerable. A portion of this was given to the army as a reward 
for its valour, the remainder was forwarded to ’Add Shah. 
Hfmun despatched an account of the victory to His Majesty two 
days before he set forth himself He then went to Court, taking 
the plunder with him, and gave a detailed account of the war 
and of his victories, and showed the articles of booty one by one

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to tho King Uo then stood with folded liands in front of the 
throne Add Shdh honoured him with a pnrplo khiVat tho 
collar and skirt of whieh wero covered with jewels Ufmun said, 
w I am a miserable shopkeeper and can of myself do nothing 
To \ oar Majesty a good fortnno this success is due But tho 
swords and bravery of these soldiers aro tho means k our Majesty 
should first recompenses them The lung praised this speech, 
and rewarded all those who bad distinguished themselves in tho 
field, by giving them high mantals and splendid dresses of 
honour 

On account of this war Illmunfl power increased greatly 
Ono day at the tirao at which tho King was in tho lmbit of 
quitting his pnrato apartments the nobles were seated in tho 
Ikirbdr t dmm, nndjdyirt wero being distributed. Ibrahim khdn, 
who hod married Adil Shdh a sister entered and all tho amtn 
rose to saluto him with tho exception of Tdj Khun ono of the 
chief nobles as woll ns warriors, who remained sitting in his 
plnco. Ibrdhltn Khdn was vexed at tins, and became inimicall) 
disposed towards Tdj Kbdn Some days oiler this, Tdj Khun 
went to pay his respects to Adil Shdh The da\ was very 
cloudy and ho was assaulted by an Afghan named klxdni 
Khdn in tho doorway of tho widienco chamber which was itself 
a dark plaeo independent of tho darkness which tho clouds 
occasioned ITo was, however only slightly wounded Taj 
Khdn attributed tins attempt to Ibrdldm and Adil Shdln W hon 
after a week or bo his wounds wero healed, ho made ready his 
adherents, and advanced from Gw&horin tho direction of Bengal 
Information of tins was soon conveyed to Adil Shdh who sent 
a large force to pursue 1dm and much fighting took placo. Tdj 
Khdn forced lus way sword m hand, and the royal troops 
returned. After thu, Ti$j Khdn went to Ahmad Khdn who 
was governor of Jaunpur and a relation of his Add Shdh 
stmt afarmdn enjoining him to induco Tdj Khdn to eomo back 
seeing that tho causo of his displeasure did not onginnte with 
the Ki n g, but was entirely owing to lus onemies Ahmad Khdn 
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did all he could to persuade Taj Khdn, who, however, would not 
listen to him 1 

’Add Shdh’s suspicions caused divers of the nobles to be 
mimical to him. He put Daulat Khdn J alwdni and Firoz Khdn 
Kdkar to death, and pulled up the root of his empire with his 
own hands by killing these two ainirs> who were the pillars of 
his monarchy. He then began to entertain evil intentions 
towards Nasib Khdn Sarwani, Isma’il Khdn, Alldh-ddd Khdn 
Miana, and Nizdm Khan Sdbd-khail, and he became daily 
more ill-disposed towards the nobles 'Adil Shdh’s sister, the 
wife of Ibrdhim Khdn, went one day to her brother's house, and 
learned from some of the women there, who had long been friends 
of hers, that the King was ill-disposed towards her husband, and 
meditated some evil design agamst him. She being very fond of 
hei husband, was much distressed at this news, left the palace 
m a hurry, and went to her own house, where she told what she 
had heard to Ibrdhim, who, being seized with a panic, fled from 
Grwdhor and went to Dehli. When ’Add Shdh was informed of 
his departure, he sent a large army in pursuit of him, and a 
battle took place near Agra. The King’s forces sustained a total 
defeat, and Ibrdhim Khdn marched victorious into Agra 2 

Jaldl Khdn, who was m the province of Sirhind, also joined 
Ibi dhim Khdn, and made over to lnm all the money which had 
been collected from the paiganas of that provmce Mahmud 
Khdn Pundak, Hizdm Khdn, and Akf Khdn likewise alhed 
themselves with him, so that he mustered about 3000 cavaliy. 
He caused the khutba to be read and com to be struck m Ins 
name, and raised the standard of rebellion. Whilst this was 
going on, 'Adil Shdh had gone to the treasury of Chundr , but 
v hen he heard of the insurrection of Ibrdhim Khdn, he marched

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to GwAHor anil released Nusfb KhAn and AllAh dAd KhAn, whom 
he had imprisoned. Ho thon treated them kindly, gavo them 
rieh purple dresses of honour and 80,000 rupees for their 
expenses, and did hi* best to please them At the time of their 
departure he presented them with an elcpliont, a ginllo and a 
dagger, and sent them against IbrAhlm These two nobles pro- 
ceeded m great state from GwAlior to Dchli but they too joined 
IbrAhim KhAn 'When Adil SLAh was informed of their joining 
tho rebel*, ho lost heart, beeaaso these two men of namo liad 
sided with his foo 

At this period, tho KAjA of Andardun seeing tho disordered 
stato of tho Kings affairs revolted in Ujjain Adil Shdh 
reached GwAllor by uninterrupted marches and when the KAjA 
was informed of the King a coming ho left his nephew TArA 
CJhand with a portion of his army in TJjjaln nnd advanced him 
self two kot from TTjjaln with a nnmerons force to meet the royal 
troops ’Adil SliAh appointed NIzAm Klidn Sur and Tath Kli&n 
SnrwAni to opposo 1dm Thoy attacked him with their brave 
AfghAns At first, the KAjAs valour had such an effect tlrnt 
*ome of tlie best AfghAns obtained martyrdom and the 8a!tAn s 
army wore on the point of running away Add ShAli possessed 
two olcphants in whose powers of travelling he had great confi 
donee, and two fleet steeds, and ho dotonmned to fly to ChnnAr 
with all the royal jewel* in tho event of tho defeat of Air Am 
KhAn and Fath Kb An. NliAni KhAn and Fath KbAn had like- 
wise resolved to Icavo tho Sold, as they had lost many men by 
tho hands of the infidels, and could not hope to do anything 
with tho few who regained. 

"Whilst thoy were thus despairing of thoir success, it happened 
by the blessing of God, that ono of the c anibttrak* or swivels of 
the fbyal army was discharged It strnck the ItAjA of Andardun, 
who was standing in front of his army on the head his skull 
wa* knocked to pieces, and liis brain* scattered Hko the fragments 
of a cheese "When the ItAjA s men saw tills, they all took to 
flight. NliAm KhAn, seeing that the infidels liad suddenly dis 
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persed, believed that some unforeseen event had occurred, and 
made a shght attack on them with his remaining troops The 
infidels fled before them, and on advancing they found the Bajd 
of Andardun lying m the midst of dust and blood They 
returned thanks to God, and sent news of the victory to "Add 
Sh&h, and counselled him to come speedily to Ujjain His 
Majesty was astonished at the Mysterious dispensations of Provi- 
dence, and pursued the fugitives until he reached TJjjam The 
Bdjd’s men resisted during three hours, but at last gave way , 
his wives and children were taken prisoners, and such spoil of 
horses, camels, elephants, gold, jewels, property, and clothes was 
obtained, that the soldiers had wherewithal to support them- 
selves for years 

After this victory, ’Add Shdh passed some time in Malwd, and 
Ibrdhim Khdn at this time availed himself of the opportunity 
thus afforded, and extended his authority. Having collected 
much money from the different pai gams of the provinces, he de- 
spatched his emissaries m all directions, and gained the whole 
country from Dehli to Bohtds When ’A'dd Shdh arrived from 
Mdlwd, and heard of the power and success of Ibrahim Khdn, 
he was distressed He felt satisfied that it would be necessary to 
pioceed against him m person, and ordered the necessary prepa- 
rations to be made for that purpose 

At this time, Mansur Khdn, who was a young man of great 
courage, and had married the King’s younger sister, excited ’Add 
Sh dli’s suspicions He was anxious to hinder him from revolting 
like Ibidhim Khdn, and, therefore, determined either to blind 
him with a red-hot bodkin or slay him His wife was by some 
means or other informed of this, and told her husband that “she 
had learnt in various places that ’Adil Shd.h was desirous of 
either putting him to death or blinding him, and that if he 
wished to save his life he had better fly ” Mansur Khdn had 
suspected this ftom the first His wife said, “ A ou have 4000 
horse, who aie your ancient servants and I have much gold and 
property m jewels , let us sell it, and obtain adherents. As 
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Ibr&Mm Kh&n forsook tins place and obtained such extensive 
authority by his courage do you also, in like manner not only 
avoid tlio chan eo of destruction, but increase your possessions ” 

Mansur KliAn listened to the mfoa ndnee which was given 
in tho spirit of a man and one dav under tlio pretext of 
hunting when informed by his spies that Adil Shfih was in his 
cups, left GwAhor (having previously sent off his troops and 
baggage) and arrived at DehU, where ho had an interview with 
IbrAlilm who entertained him hospitably for two or threo days, 
after which ho requested IbrAhim to givo lum charge of tlio 
PonjAb and tnent Ins gratitude by doing so, smeo it had pleased 
the Most High to mako IbrAhim a man high in authority, and 
tho posse sor of an extensive territory IbrAhim a youthful over 
bearing pndo led him to be displca. ed at this Next dav 
Mansur KUAn sent his mother nnd wifo to the wife of IbrdMm 
Khan and told them to entreat hor to persuado Ibruhim Khdn 
to entrust the PanjAb to him Ilis wifo and mother went there 
and said to her 1 sister (tho wifo of IbrAhim) \ou nro lfko a 
mother to us God lias exalted you and given you great posses 
sions and if tlirough your means the land of tho PanjAb be 
given by your husband to mine I shall consider myself >our 
alavo nnd my husband will become ono of your servants 
Tho elder sister consented, and sent thorn away with a present 
of gold and jewels At bedtimo tliat evening sho rotated what 
had happened to hor husband. IbrAhim Khdn s prido again 
caused him to refuse to listen to tho request, and she being 
vexed, aroso and left lum. In tho morning the wife told hor 
sister of the denial sho had met with Mansur was enraged 
at this, nnd determined to have ono tnal of arms with Ibrdhim 
Kiuin Ho deliberated with his trusty AfghAns, and said, 

What Is tho good of this life to mep If the Most Iligh grants 
mo success, my situation will bo bottored , at all events, it will 
bo better to die than remain in tins wretched condition ” 

1 jTbrihlcn Khin ud Ahmad Khin (here called Hcmir) hid etch of them 
mined i litter of Adilf t.] 
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As Go d Lad decreed that Manstir Kh&n should be victorious, 
all the nobles and Afghdns of note joined him, and agreed 
with him m everything, so that he mustered 8000 horsemen 
Ibrdhfm, however, commanded 30,000. Mansur Khan made 
ready for war, and sent to Ibr&hlm to say, “ Great friendship 
existed between us j but you have forsaken the path of affection, 
and it is unworthy of a man to be led away by pride, and forget 
the rules of courtesy. Let what will happen, I will come 
and essay one tnal m arms against you 11 Ibr&him laughed at 
this message, and said, “Why do you seek death beneath the 
feet of my elephants ? ” At last, on Friday, the 7th of Sha'bdn, 
a severe action was fought 1 It pleased the Almighty to over- 
shadow the banners of Mansur Khan, and Ibr&Mm, being routed, 
fled to Sambhal, m spite of his 30,000 cavalry and many 
elephants 2 His troops deserted him, and came and pledged 
their allegiance to Mansur Kh&n, who, after the victory, pro- 
strated himself in thanksgiving on the field. He collected the 
army, the elephants, horses, treasures, and household property, 
etc , and came speedily to DehU, where he took possession of the 
throne, and issued oiders for the reading of the Xhutba and 
coining of money m his own name, Ibrdhfm’s overweening 
pride caused him to lose all his possessions, and he fled towards 
the East 

Manstir Kh&n assumed the title of Sikandar, 3 and from that 
day [962 A H. (1554 a d )] his prosperity increased 4 ’Add Shdh 
ruled the country from Jaunpur to M&lwa. He endeavoured to

. f "When Humdyun Bhdh received intelligence of the fecLlo rnlo 
of %M Shfli, tho dissensions of tho nobles, and tho partition of 
llio territories of Hind he felt persuaded that the discordance 
which then existed amongst the Afghdni would enable him to 
take easy possession of Hindustan, and ho therefore made up 
Ins mind to invade it But his differences with Ins brothers. 
Mired Kdmrdii, Askari, and others, who had wrested many of 
hu territones from him, together with tho small number nnd 
unprepared state of liis troops, opposed great obstacles^ Ho 
wished to go to Mariam Makdni, and seek succour and aasistanco 
from her On a prosperous day he sent Khwdja Mu'nnam and 
Balrnm Kh&n to Fetch Mariam MakAnl end Prince Akhtr who 
wont with oxpedition and brought them. As tho winds wore 
exceedingly hot, Akbar Mired spent that time on tho borders of 
Mabain From thence King Humdyun set off with 200 men 
Bairam Kh&n, Khwdja Maozzam, Bdbd-dost Bakhshi, Khwdja 
Ghdzi, Mnliommad Haidar Akhtabegl, Mired Knll Beg and his

[The history of Humdyun, which follows m the MS., is 
copied verbatim from the Tabahat-i ALbat f, as hereafter mven 
among the Extracts from that work. The following account of 
the battle of Sirhind is the only passage m which Ahmad 
Y&dgar diffeis from the Tabaldt ] 

Battle of Sit hind. 

The tents of the Prince Akbar Mirzd had been pitched near 
the fort at the Hauz-i jRasul&na All the Khans displayed on this 
day great courage and valour, such as it would be impossible to 
exceed, and they obtained their desires Sikandai Sur fled, forsak- 
ing everything that appertained to the possession of the empire, and 
the victorious troops pursued the enemy, and put many of them to 
the sword. Sikandar escaped with a few followers Two hundred 
and fifty elephants, and three hundred and odd horses, treasure, 
gold and silver vessels, and all the palace furniture, wero cap- 
tured Muhammad Akbar came victorious into His Majesty’s 
presence, and made the customary congratulations His Majesty 
honoured that lamp of brilliancy with an ornamented UnVat and 
a jewelled crown, and made him happy by granting him tho high 
title of hen-apparent He also gave him twenty elephants and 
100 horses out of the spoil. The mnnslns despatched fat mans 
describing the victory m every direction, and they attributed 
the success to the skill of the Prince of tho World and the 
valour of his servants 

Continuation of the teign of ’Adah 

When intelligence of what had occurred to Hunidyun readied 
Chun&i, 'A'dil Shah deliberated with his courtiers, and deter- 
mined that, as the Mughal army had lost their king, they must 
bo disheartened and distressed j that if they wero attacked 
by a largo force, they Mould fly without fighting, and Dehli 
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■would easily be taken tliat Sikandar was in the Siwfihk bills 
in^ state of great want and that there was no ono sufficiently 
powcrfnl to baro designs against Dobll Himun observed, If 
the Kang vnll send All mad Khan Sur, AUAh-d&d KJiAn Sarwdni 
and Daulat Sli&U KirAnl witli a huge army and somo poworfnl 
clopbants, with me, by tho fortuno of tbo King I will overthrow 
the Mughal troops and gain possession of DelilL Tliero was a 
soothsayer in Adil Shah s service who could Interpret tbo ap- 
pearances of tho heavens as easily as ho could tho signs on an 
astrological tablo. lie was extremely skilful m explaining every 
thing tliat related to tho heavenly bodies The King said to 
him, I am about to send an army against DchlL You mart 
therefore pay great attention to the stato of tho heavens and 
then tell fearlessly what von liaro learnt boforo tho throne 
Tlio man spent three days in carefully contemplating the stars 
and aspects, and then went before tho King and raid, u This I 
liaro learned from tho revolutions of tho heavens and the changes 
of day and night — that aftor Hnmfiyun his son, who is seatod on 
tho Imperial throne will bo entrusted with the entire government 
of Hind, and tbo rulers of all countries will placo their foreheads 
in tbo dost boforo his throne, and no ono will vanquish him 
The land of HtndusUn from Kondohfir to tho sea of tho 
south and from Kambb&jit (Cambay) to tho sea of Bengal, 
will own hir sway Adil Sh&li was much dispirited at this 
unfavourable speech Himun said, 0 King tbo case is thus 
ho is now a child ton ) ears old who lias lost his fathor and the 
Mnglial army is not yet firmly established. It is easy to root 
up a small plant Adil ShAh derived confidence from Ins 
speech and prepared a powerful force. Ho sent 7000 horaomen 
and twenty war elophonta with Himun j who wont, march by 
march, to GwAlior 

'All Knli who was at that placo camo against him The 
valour of tho AfghAn troops enabled them to ovorcomo him 
in the first attack, and many Mnghals fell 'All Kali flod 
accompanied by a few followers, and all his property and 
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valuables fell into the hands of the Afgh&ns Himun, rejoiced 
at this victory, sent an account of his success, together with 
the spoils captured from the Mughals, to 5 A'dil Shdh, who was 
exceedingly pleased when he received it, and looked on this first 
piece of good fortune as a proof that he was always destined to 
be victorious He gave a great festival, and sent Hirnfin 
a dress of honour, adorned with jewels and worked with gold 
thread, and an elephant, and made him promises of unlimited 
favour. 

When Himun learnt the bestowal of these favours, he advanced, 
and after he had passed Agra, rumours reached Dehli of the 
coming of 'Adil Sh&h's troops. The Chaghattus assembled from 
different directions and consulted together. Tardi Muhammad 
Kh&n said, “It appears to me that it would be better to quit 
this place and join the Pnnce, that the never-failing good fortune 
of Jal&lu-d din may overshadow us ” Abu-1 Ma’ali and the other 
Chagliat&i nobles said, “ This shows want of heart The Afghan 
army has not yet arrived, and we have not been vanquished by 
their superior force If we then quit Dehli, what answer shall 
we be able to give to-morrow before the throne?” Tardi Beg 
would not, however, agree with them, say what they would, and 
separated himself and Ins army from them. The other nobles 
prepared for action 

Himun encamped m the neighbourhood of Old Dehli, and set 
forth from thence with his army ready for fighting m three 
divisions. The nobles of the tribe of Chaghat&i came forth 
from Dehli with their valiant troops, and the blood-drinking 
elephants which had fallen into the prosperous hands of King 
Hum&yun during the war with Sikandar Sur. Tardi Beg also 
came out with his men, and took up his post on the left Severe 
fighting took place At first the Mughals, careless of hfe, kept 
up a constant fire of arrows, and the hearts of m any Afghans 
were pierced through and through by their deadly points. They 
were on the point of flying from the field of battle, when Himun, 
that his affair s were getting desperate in that quarter,

left. AllAh-d&d KhAn, who wm so bravo a man that he had 
never turned his bach to the enemy m any battle, attacked tho 
Mughals, nnd for Q, short titno kept them in chock, bnt tho) 
again fell on lum both from tho left and right wounded AllAh~ddd 
Kh6n with their pierang arrows and scattered his troops os the 
wind does the clouds. Tardl Deg did not leave Ins position to

"When HImun saw that the Mnghals vrero m good spirits and 
the Afghans disheartened, ho advanced with his own thrision of 
3000 cavalry, made an onslaught on the Mnghals and routed 
them They were unablo to rally and os they wero utterly 
defeated, they took to flight Illmdn pursued them, and slaugh 
tered many The AfgbAns did not treat Abu 1 Ma Alt with 
great seventy, because ho had a secret understanding with them. 
8o much plunder of the Mughal army fell into HImun s hands, 
that It was impossible to take an account of it — 100 elephants, 
and 1000 horses of Arab breed, and an immense quantity of 
property and valuables — Illraun collected all, and kept them 
himself and from obtaining possession of so many things apper 
tabling to royalty, ho began to entertain ambitious ideas, and saj

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entered Dehli, raised the Imperial canopy over him, and ordered 
com to be struck in his name He appointed governors of Ins 
own, and brought the Dehll territory and the neighbouring 
paiganas under Ins control, and in order to console the King, he 
sent an account of the victory in these words * ct Your slave, by 
the royal fortune, has routed the Mughal army, which was firm as 
an iron wall ; but I hear that Hnmayun’s son commands a 
numerous force, and is advancing against Dehll For this reason 
I have kept the horses and elephants of the Mughals, m order 
that I may be able to face the valiant enemy, and not allow them 
to reach Dehll ” ’Achl Sh&h was comforted by these deceitful 
assertions 

When the nobles of the tribe of Chaghatai were defeated, and 
the royal troops retired disheartened from Dehll, news of the 
defeat of the chiefs, and of the skill and bravery of the infidel, 
reached the high-fortuned and exalted prince He marched with- 
out halting, with Bairam Khdn, and the remainder of the nobles 
who accompanied him during that expedition, to Sirhmd, where 
he showed great anger against the chiefs Tardl Beg was punished. 
The treasury was opened, and gold distributed, and many people 
were enlisted They then marched towards Dehli When they 
aruved at Tliinesar, a census was taken of the army, which v-as 
found to consist of 26,000 horsemen Shah Badagh Khdn 
was sent on ahead with 4000, and directed to keep aluays 
one march m front of His Majesty A halt of some days’ dura- 
tion was made at Thanesar One day, during the time when 
accounts of Hlmun’s vigorous measures were daily arriving, 
Bairam Khdn took the Prince into the presence of the Kutbu-1 
Akt&b Saiyid Jalal Thanesari, and procured him the honour 
of kissing the feet of that most holy individual. When they 
were about to depart, they begged him to give them the assist- 
ance of his prayers. They said, “This accursed infidel is coming 
■uuth an army numerous as ants and locusts , it is proper that 
your holiness should protect the cause of Islam.” The Saiyid 
reflected for a short time, and then said to them, “ Have you not 
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heard what littlo boy* at play ray P ” IIo then dismissed them 
On tho morrow they marched to a dutanco of seven lot from 
Karn&l, where they encamped IKmun who had taken poshes- 
sion of the DcliH throne being informed of tho coming of tho 
Maglial forces went out with regal pomp from DchH with tho 
intention of fighting them It is related, that when IHmun was 
proceeding to Dchll against tho nobles of King nnm&yuu, ho 
encamped near Old Dclili Tho oremng preceding tho day on 
which ho expected a battle he went to tho sanctified mausoleum 
of tho Kutbu 1 Aktdb Ills Highness Kutbu 1 Ilakk, tho polo- 
star of religion and piety and plaeing tho head of entreaty on 
tlio nogtist tlircshold, rowed that if ho wero destined to conquer 
Dchh — if tho throno of Drills wero granted him and tho Mughal 
troops put to flight — ho would become a Musulm&n on his return 
to DchH and diffuse tho religion of Muhammad The Almighty 
garo him victory But ho pcijurcd himself and did not become 
a Mtunltn&n, or forsako his heathen prejudices, nay ho even 
persecuted tho Musulmdns Bat at last ho saw what ho did see 
When ho was going to fight on tho field of Tdnipat tho 
night before tho battle, lio beheld in a dream a torrent como 
down and cany away the eleplumt on which ho was mounted 
When ho was nearly drowned, a Mughal came, cast a chain 
round his nock, and drow him oat On awaking ho sent for the 
interpreters of dreams, related hit) to them, and asked them to 
explain it The interpreters, after tbmking ovor tho busmens, 
looked at ono anothor, and Hiraun inferred tliat thoro was some- 
thing unpleasant in tho explanation. He therefore said Banish 
fear from tout minds tell wliat you havo discovered ’ Tho 
interpreters said, ‘Tho torrent whieh you saw Ls tho Mughal 
army, which comes with euch force that it comes a wav you and 
the hono on which you aro mounted, and tho chain signifies tho 
blood which will flow from your body when you aro wounded 
and cover you entirely ” Himun becamo fearful, and said, ‘ Tho 
very reverse of this dream will linppeny 

On the morrow, when ho mo on tod to proceed to battle, heavy 
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ram fell, and the best elephant of that infidel, which was of 
gigantic size, was struck in two by lightning. 1 On account of 
this, Himun became very thoughtful, and aware that the good 
fortune of the Mughals was m the ascendant, and that the victory, 
was not for him, he was much terrified at the explanation of 
his dream, and set forth unwillingly to the fight. His Highness 
Akbar Mirza had before this reached P&nipat. Himun had 
encamped two kos west of that city. He had with him a force of 
40,000 calvary, while the Mughal army did not exceed 20,000 
horse and foot. 2 The soldiers of both sides had frequent trials 
of strength during the space of a week Three days before the 
battle Barrani Kh&n gave a great entertainment, and raised a 
large audience-tent, adorned with embroidered satin, hke the 
flower-beds of a garden in the early spnng, or Paradise itself. 
He spread carpets of various colours, and on them he placed a 
golden throne, and caused Prince Akbar Mirzd to sit on it, 
after which, the darkdr was opened to the public The nobles 
of the Chaghat&i tribe were made joyful by the gift of expensive 
dresses of honour, and regal presents, and promises of future 
favour were likewise made to them Bairam Ehin said, “ This 
is the commencement of His Majesty's reign This mfidel has 
routed the whole royal army, and is now making preparations 
against us If yon do yoor best m this business, with one heart 
and soul, Hindustan is yours I place my trust m God. If we 
fail m this, you, whose homes are at a distance of 500 kos , will 
not he able to find an asylum." 

All the nobles placed their heads at the foot of the throne, and 
said, “ If it please the Most High, we will not be found wanting 
in the performance of our duty as long so we have breath m 
our bodies ” After this they said to Ahmad Beg, the madman, 
who was unequalled throughout the world in foretelling the 
future by what he saw m the blade-bone of a sbeep, “ Tell

At length after two or three days Ilimun, lianng made 
ready for action, came ont into tlw plain and Heated himself in 
a hovda on an elephant in order that ho might bo ablo to orer 
look and enpenntend Ilia troop Ilo also caused tho golden 
standards to bo displayed Bairam Khfin also drew up the 
people of Ohaglialdi to tho right and left In battlo array Shfih 
Badfigh Khfin and Shfih Abu 1 Mafili, with 0000 pa«sed to the 
left of Pfinipat, and came to the rear of tho armies Bairam 
Khfin placed Akbar Mirzfi* own private tent in an dovated 
position and loft 3000 horse to guard him Ho then placed 
his reliance in Him in whose hands all haman aflairs are and 
on whom victory depends and turned hi* attention to tho battle. 

Hfmun was excessively arrogant on account of Ins troop 
and cleplianta lie advanced, fought, and routed tho Mughals, 
whose head* lay in heap, and whoso blood flowed in atream* 
Ho thus at fir*t vanquished the Mnglml army bnt os tho 
brilliancy of the star of Pnnco Akbar s fortuno was not destined 
to be diminished, it elmnced that, by tbo docrco of the Almighty 
an arrow struck Ilimun in tbo forehead He told Ins olopliant 
driver to take tho olephant out of the field of battlo. When 
the Afgbfins saw that the animal was retreating thoy behoved 
that Himun was flying but on approaching him they saw how 
matters stood, and as no benefit is ever derived from disloyalty 
he sustained a completo defeat. Shfili Abu 1 ITa fill, however, 
one of the chief nobles, obtained martyrdom on tliat day 

When Shfih Kull Beg was told of whnt bad occurred, he came 
up to tbo eloplmnt, and brongbt it into the presence of Bairam 
Khfin. Bairam Khfin, after prostrating Idinselfi and returning 
thanks, caused Himun to descend from tho elephant, after which 
he bound his hands, and took him before tho young and fortunate 
Prince, and said, “As this is onr first success, let Your Highness s 
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own august hand smite this infidel with the sword ” The 
Prince, accordingly, struck him, and divided his head from his 
unclean body (Nov 5, ad 1556). 1

[The 2lakh-an i Afghinl and tho Tdrikh i Khdn Jahun Lodi 
aro frequently mentioned nnd referred to as separate works bat 
they aro essentially ono and tho same. The Tdrlkh contains 
in addition, a memoir of Kh&n-Jahdn Lodi 1 from winch tho 
book takes it namo and it also gires a meagre Inston of tho life 
of Jab&ngir but m other respects it may bo considered as only a 
revised vorsion of tho Makh~an It is fuller than tho latter in 
sotno parts, espoclally in the lires of tho saints but still the 
notes in the following Extracts will show tliat, although it is 
generally hotter it is occasionally infonor to the Makhzan 

The author of the work was Ni amatn lla, who held tho office 
of rrcUn natch or hlstonographer at tho Court of Jahingfr; and 
he tells us that his father khw&ja Ilabibn 11a, of HirAt, passed 
thirty fire yoars w the service of Akbar Bat Ni amata lla 
though ho hod tho chief hand in the work was assisted or 
perhaps eTon directed by Haihat Effi&n of S&m&na. Ni amatn 
lla, after stating in tho prefiico to tho 2TaUi-an, that ho under 
took the work in tho year I01S, “at tho command of Nawub

said Haibat Kh&n. 11 At the end of the MS. of the Tdrikh-i JDidn- 
tfahan Lodi, Hi’amatu-lla informs us that he finished the work 
at the city of Burhdnpur, and a few lines later it is stated that 
“ there remain some words to be added on the genealogy of the 
most humble and most abject of slaves, Haibat Khan, who is 
occupied in writing and verifying this work ” The pedigree and 
history of his family are then related at some length The terms 
of humility accompanying the name indicate that they were 
written by Haibat Khhn himself The authorship of the work is 
thus distinctly asserted both by Ni’amatu-lla and Haibat Khdn , 
and strange to say, there has appeared to be yet another claimant. 
At the end of the second or Historical part of the Malhzan , there 
is found m the various MSS the following passage, which the 
Editor of this work translates afresh, as Dorn’s version is not 
satisfactory : “ The original author of this Tdrllh-i Shei Shahi is 
’Abbds Sarw&ni 1 But as this work is deficient m some parti- 
culars, such as the affairs of Bdz Bahddur, the memoirs of the 
Kudnis and Lolidnis, and in some other matters, the history was 
incomplete. So m these days the humble servant Ibrahim Batni 
has nude extracts from the Taiihh-i Nizami, winch also con- 
tains the history of Sher Shah and Isl&m Sh&h, and he has 
selected sundry matters from the MaUizan-i Afghani, written by 
IS l’amatu-lla, and having mtroduced them into this history, has 
nude it complete ” These words are evidently applicable to 
some amended version of the Tarlhh-i Shei Shahi, not, as Dorn 
sup] osed, to the Mahhzan-i Afghani , for the most bare-faced

and ihe lir-,t words, nnaanntf-t asl, are commonly used for “an original author" 
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plagiarist and book maker would hardly assert that ho had 
improved and completed a work by adding to it selections from 
its own pages It is curious to find such on entry in all tho 
known MSS of tho Makhzan for tho only way of accounting 
for it Is by supposing that it was inserted by mistako in tho 
2fatk irn instead of tho work for which it was intended , and 
if this be *o all tho known MSS of tho work most liavo been 
derived from tho copy in which the falao entry was mode 

Tho work begins with Adam and professes to trace the origin 
of tho Afghans but says Sir H Elliot, ' Nothing can be moro 
meagre than tho whole of tho introductory book about tho 
settlement of the Afgh&ns in Qhor It is nothing but o 
rtfacaamcnto of the childish Muhammadan stones of tho Creation 
and of the prophets, especially Israel and Saul all of which 
as well as the early Muhammadan history is taken from tho 
commonest sources, without a single independent statemont to 
encourage tho least notion of correctness, research novelt} or 
probability The Tdrlih » Khdn-Jahdn Lodi is nearly verbatim 
the samo, and offers no differences of tho least consequence As 
a history of tho early (lays of the Afghans it is utterly untrust- 
worthy and should by no means bo considered as the basis of tho 
annals of a nation of which wo remain os ignorant as if the work 
had never been written ” Tho following Extracts are taken from 
tho second or Historical part of tho work. Tho third part con 
tarns memoirs of »ixty-olght Afgh&n saints 
Tho second book is vnluablo as tho work of ono who lived near 
the times of which ho writes, and had o special interest in tho 
subjoct. The work was finished in the yoar 1021 n (1012 ad) 
Dorn observes, ‘ Ni amatu 11a was contemporary with Firishta, 
and commenced the history of the Afghans in the same year 
when Finshta finished his work but he Is nowhoro mentioned. 
The identity of the sources they used m compiling their rcspcc 
tire works is evident, from tho extreme, often verbal coincidence 
of the style and thread of the history of tho reigns of tho Lodi 
race and the family of Sher Shih 
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The following is Sir H Elliot’s analysis of the MS* — ic In 
the history of Slier Shah the Tdi ilh-i Khdn-Jahdn Lodi is of 
about the same length as the Malchzan-i Afghani. The only 
additions are two long eulogies of Khaw&s Klidn and H&ji 
Khcin, and some of the regulations -of Sliei Shdli, which are 
added at the end of the reign It follows the same order as 
the Malhzan, but varies from it considerably, and is altogether 
infenor In this reign he quotes the Tdiilh-t Slier Shdhi, 
Tanlh-i Nizami, Madan-x Alba 1 ) , and Ahbai - ndma , and appears 
to be in doubt as to which should be followed, for he is con- 
tradictory in some paits The history of Islam Sli&h follows, 
or exactly resembles, Daiidi, and is not m the least like the 
Malhzan The reign of ’Adali is identically the same as the 
Malhzan; so are the notices of Shuj&wal, B&z Bahddur, and 
Tdj and ’Imdd Err&ni On the subsequent periods of AfgMn 
dominion m the East the history is brought lower down, and 
gives an account of D&ud of Bengal, and a full history of the 
pioceedings to the yeai 1021 The account of the saints does not 
occupy quite the same position. It is pretty nearly verbatim 
the same , but some lives differ, as Khwdja Yahya K&bu, which 
is longer While some of the Mahhzan has been omitted, other 
matter equally absurd and childish has been introduced Almost 
all the additions given by Dora, from Dr Lees’ copy, m his 
notes, are to be found in my copy, and show that the two are 
identical Both contain the life of Jahangir

The author mentions m his Preface the following authors who 
‘‘have written books lately on the histoiy of Sultdn Bahlol 
Lodi,” viz Khwdja Nizdmu-d din Ahmad, in the TaHlh-i 
Nizami, Shaikh ’Abbas Sarw&ni, in the Tdrilh-% Slier Shdhi, 
Mauldnd Mushtdki, m his Taiilh (called the Wah’dt-i Mush- 
tali) , Mauldnd Mahmud bin Ibrdhim K&lwdni, m the history 
of Sultan Ibrahim, and named Ibi dhim Shdhi. 
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The Extracts relating to the reign of Sult&n Bahlol were 
translated by “Ensign” Charles F Mackenzie, the others arc 
from the pen of Sir II M Elhot himself 

These works relating td tho Afghan dynasties come a little 
ont of their chronological order, bat it was not dcsirablo to post 
pono them to tho reign of Akbar for tho moro sake of maintaining 
tho chronological sequence of the authors ]

Tht rttgn of Sulldn J Uahlol 

It is narrated b\ tho author of tlie Tdrllh I Ibrdhim Shdh\ 
and by the historian ^ix&ml, tliat Malik Bahlol Lodi was the 
nephew of Sult&n Sh&h Lodi who bore tho titlo of Isl&m Kli&n 
during the timo of Sult&n Mubdrak Sh&li and Saiyid Khlir 
Kh&n, and was ono of the grandees of that period. IIo held tho 
pargana of Sirhind in jdglr and governed tho noighbounng dis- 
tricts [Malik Bahlol, ion of Malik K&ld, was his fall nephew 
and] when he perccired that his nephew possessed discernment 
and good sense he treated him as his son, and constituted hun 
lus successor [and caused lus own turban to bo bound on Ins 
nephews head ] 1 After tho decease of Iel&m Klidn, Bahlol 
became governor of falrhind, and established his authority firmly 
Kutb Khdn, tho sort of Isl&m Khdn dochning to acknowledge 
the authority of Bahlol, went to Snltin Muhammad, who was 
then King of Dchll, and complained against Malik Bahlol. In 
consequence of Ins representations, HisAm Kh&n who was called 
Il&ji ShudanI, ono of tho dependents of tho Satvid dynasty of 
Dolill who had attained tho rank of a noblo, was despatched 
by Sult&n Mubammad with a numerous army against Malik 
Bahlol* Both parties met near tho rlllago of Karra, in the 
pargana of Khurdbdd, and a fierce battlo took plaeo IIisAm

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EMn, being defeated, retreated to Dehli, whilst Malik Bahlol’s 
power and authority were greatly increased. 

It is related, that during the time he was with his uncle Isl&m 
Khdn, he went once to Sdrodna for the purpose of transacting 
some urgent and important business, taking with him two of 
his intimate friends, and hearing that there was a holy man 
named Saiyid ibn Majzub in that place, who made predictions 
(sd/nb i lafz bud), 1 Malik Balilol went to see that danoesh , 
accompanied by his two friends, and, after having treated him 
with every courtesy, sat down That person, who was ab- 
stracted from worldly thoughts, asked, “ if any one of them was 
able to buy the kingdom of Dehli from him for 2000 fanlas ” 
Malik Balilol had 1300 tanlas in his purse, which he took out 
and placed before the saint, and said, “ This is all I possess ” 2 
That worthy person consented to accept the sum so proffered, 
and said, “ May the empire of Dehli be fortunate to you 1 ” 
When his two associates began to ndicule his superstition, the 
Malik said, “ One of two things must happen : if the event be 
successful, I shall have made a good bargain, if not, m the 
day of judgment there are rewards for good deeds done to 
dauceshes It is said in certain histones that Malik Balilol 
traded ; 3 but the truth or falsehood of this has never been clearly 
ascertained It is known that his grandfather and father were 
merchants, and were m the habit of visiting Hind 4 

Malik Balilol, aftei the death of Isldm Kli&n, gamed posses- 
sion of the territories of Sirhind [and the Panj&b] J by the

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assistance of his other nnclo ISInlik Fire*, tho brother of IslAtn 
Khfin aided by tho wholo of hu kindred and strengthened him 
self and established hu authority Tho speech which Shaikh 
ibn MajxAb had made to him in his early youth caused him to 
aspire to tho throne and ho was desirous of bringing tho bird 
of empire into his net. AftoT raotjaishing HlsAra KhAn Malik 
Bahlol wroto a letter to SultAn Muhammad complaining of tho 
mal-adminUtration and depravity of IlisAm KhAn and lauding 
Ills own candour and sincerity Ho stated nlso in it that ho 
would obey and senro His Majesty if tho tn-dral were taken 
away from Hiji Ilisfim KhAn 1 and giren to Hamid Khan 
SultAn Mohammad who was totally inoxpcncnced bclionng 
what Malik Bahlol said to bo true put his guiltless and faithful 
sermnt nAji IfisAm KhAn to death on tho following day and 
raised Hamid KhAn to tho rank of chief minister Malik Bahlol 
and tho whole of tho Lodis, when they heard this nows came 
forward without hesitation, and haring paid thoir respects to tho 
SultAn, were confirmed in tho possession of thoirydylr* 

Alter this reconciliation, Malik Bahlol mado war in tho 
name of Suit An Mnliammad, against Suit An Mahmud Khiljl of 
Malwn [who was ruling orer IlisAr Firozah nAnsi ondNAgor]* 
and orereamo him Upon which tho SultAn ennobled him by 
glring him tho title of KhAn khAnAn Tlius tho Lodls becarao 
gradually more powerful, and possessed thoraiolres by force with 
out King Muhammad s consent, of Lahore, DlpAlpur SannAm 
HisAr Firozali, and rarious other perganat and paid no otton 
tlon to what SultAn Muhammad wroto to thorn in remonstrance 
They raised tho standards of rebellion, collected a force and 
went against SultAn Muhammad who was in Uehlf and besieged 
that place but failing in thoir attempt, they returned to Sirhind, 
where Malik Bahlol assumed tho title of SultAn, but abstained

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from having the Uiutba read and coinage struck m his name 
until Dehli should fall into his hands 

About this time Sultdn Muhammad died, and the nobles and 
chief men of the State placed his son, Sultan ’Al&u-d din, on 
the throne. The whole of Hind was divided into provinces 
governed by petty rulers ( muliik-i taica’tf ) ; but the Lodis pre- 
dominated Ahmad Kh&n Mewdttf possessed the country from 
Mahrauli to Ladhu Sar&i, near the city of Dehli The Lodis 
held the country of Sirhmd, Lahoie, S&m&na, Sann&in, and 
His&r, as far as Panipat 1 Daryd. Kh&n Lodi governed the 
territory of Sambhal, up to the ferry of Ehw&ja Khizr, which 
adjoins Dehli 2 ’Tsd Khdn Turk-bacha held Hoi and Jaldli 
Hutb Kh&n, the son of Hasan Khdn the Afghan, was governor 
of B&pri 3 And B&i Parfc&b held the towns of Bhuig&nw, 
Patti dli, and Kampil. Bay&na was m the hands of Ddud Khdn 
Auhadi, and Sultdn ’Al&u-d din ruled only m the city of 
Dehli, and a few of the neighbouring villages 4 There were also 
kings in Gujarat, the Dekhm, Mdlwd, Jaunpur, [Mdndu], 5 
and Beng&l 6 

Sult&n Bahlol, collecting an army for the second time, marched 
from Sirhmd to Dehli , but as he could not succeed m capturing 
the fort of Dehli, he again leturned to Sirhmd At this time, 
Sult&n ’Al&u-d din consulted Kufcb Khdn Lodi and Rdi Partdb,

If tlio Sultdn will degrade Ilamid Khdn from the rank of 
icftzir , and imprison him, wo will vrrest some parganat from tlio 
hands of tho nobles, and make them over to the exchequer 
Accordingly Sultdn Aldu-d din ordered Hamid Khdn to ho 
confined, and then marched from Dohli to Burhdndbdd, and en 
camped near Amrolia. Kutb Khdn, ’fad Khdn, ond Partdh 
camo thcro to pay their respects, and promised to make over 
forty pargantu to tho Sultdn on condition tliat ho would pnt 
Hamid Klidn to death Partdb incited the Snltdn to slay 
Hamid Klidn because the Klidn s father in former days had 
plundered Ins estate and seired his wife. Snltdn Aldu-d din, 
who was unfit to govern a kingdom garo directions without 
thought or reflection for tho execution of Hamid Khdn whoso 
brothers, learning these intentions, managed to llhcrato him from 
confinement, and then fled to Debit Malik Mulmramad Jamdl 
in whose custody ho liad been pursued namid Khan to ins 
liouso and attacked him but in the tumult ho was killed by a 
■pear, and many peoplo joined tho party of Ilamid Khdn. Tlio 
vadr removed the wires sons and (laughters of the Sultdn, 
exposed and bare-headed, out of tho fort of Dehli and then 
took possession of tlio treasures and regalia. Sultdn Vldu-d 
dins irresolution hindored him from doing on) tiling ond after 
putting off his revenge from day to day ho remained in Baddun 
on account of tho rainy season. Hamid Khdn resolved to avail 
himself of the opportunity and to establish another sovereign In 
tho room of Sultdn 'Aldu-d din but as Sultdn Mahmud King 
of Jaunpdr, was conncctod with Sultdn 'Aldn-d din, and Sultdn 
Mahmud, King of Mdndu was too dutant to ndnnt of his 
holding communication with him he did not think proper to 
make any doterramod move Whilst ho wns moditating on Ins 
future schemes, Bahlol, having received intelligence of what was 
m eontemplatlou, came with his entiro army from Sirlund to 
DehlL Hamid Khdn did not quit his post, as ho considered 
himself sufficiently strong to prevent Snltdn Bahlol from entering 
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the city i After entering into a convention, Sult&n Balilol gained 
permission to enter the city, and he, m order to meet the neces- 
sities of the times, treated Hamid Khfin with all possible polite- 
ness and courtesy, and went daily to visit him, at the same time 
always keeping near his own person many Afghans who had 
joined him from Roll. His determination was to make himself 
king, and turn Hamid Kh&n out. 

One day Hamid Khdn gave a grand entertainment, and in- 
vited many nobles as his guests Sult&n Bahlol, who was 
one of the party, had instructed his Afghans to behave m a 
foolish and indecorous mannner, during Hamid Kh&n’s feast, 
so that he might look on them as a set of idiots, and ceasing 
to regard them with any apprehension, might pay no further 
attention to them. When the Afghans went into Hamid KMn’s 
presence, they acted m an unusual and strange manner Some 
fastened their shoes to their girdles, some placed their shoes in 
the recess above Hamid Kh&n’s head Hamid Kh&n inquired 
what this meant They answered, “ We are taking precautions 
against thieves ” After a short time the Afghans said to 
Hamid Kli&n, “Tour carpet is wonderfully coloured, if you 
give us each a blanket from it, we will send it as a rarity to our 
native land of Roh, to make caps for our children, that the 
inhabitants of the world may know that we are m the service 
of Hamid KMn, and are treated with much dignity, honour, 
and respect ” Hamid Kh&n smiled, and said m reply, “ I will 
make you presents of the most costly articles for rarities ” And 
as they were bringing round trays containing perfumes, the 
Afghans licked the scent bottles, and ate the flowers. They 
opened the leaves which covered the pdn First they ate the 
lime, and when this had heated their mouths, they chewed the 
pan afterwards, and m other respects conducted themselves m 
an extraordinary manner Hamid Khan asked Malik Bahlol, 
“Why do they act thus?” He replied, “They are a set of

and many of Ilamld KMn s men lmd gono ont Kutb Klidn 
Lodi drew forth a chain from Ins bosom, and laid it before 
Ilamld KMn saying Tbo best tiling for you will bo to 
retire from public lifp for a sliort time As I liare eaten your 
salt, I do not Intend to pot you to death ” After tins ho caused 
Hamid KMn to bo Boned, and gave him in charge to Ids 
officers. 1 

Thus Malik Bahlol took possession of Dchll without 
Hindrance or opposition j and on tbo 17th of the month BabI n 1 
awwal An 8o0* (19th April, 1451), at tho prosperous moinont 
and auspicious time which the astrologers learned In tho stars, 
and experienced Brfihmans liad indicated ho seated lilmself 
on the Imperial throne, and ordered the Ihuiba to bo read and 
com to bo struck in his own namo He assumed the title of 
Salt&n Bahlol j and did Ills best to eoneiliato tho noble* and

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soldiery, and gain the goodwill of great and small, by Ins 
extreme liberality and geneiosity. He won the people over 
to his side, and wlien he had secured a firm hold on Debit, 
after some days, he wrote to Sult&n ’Al&u-d din, saying, 
“Since I was educated by your father, and consider myself 
as m fact your regent for this country, I will allow the royal 
power, which had left your hands, to lemam as it was, and 
I will not prevent the Uuitbct from being read in your name.’ 1 
Sult&n ’AKiu-d din wrote m reply, “As my father looked on 
you as his offspring, I likewise have looked on you as my 
elder brother, and have therefore made over the government to 
you, and contented myself with Bad&un.” 1 Sult&n Bahlol, being 
successful and prosperous, ruled the empne with no-our. He 
wrested the parganas bordering on Dehli from the people who 
had usurped them, and took them into his own possession He 
also, in the first year of his reign, went to settle the province of 
Mult&n. 

Some of Sult&n ’Al&u-d din’s nobles, who were dissatisfied 
with the government of the Lodls, wrote to Sult&n Mahmud 
of Jaunpur, and summoned him to their assistance Accord- 
ingly, in the year 855, 2 he advanced from Jaunpur to Dehli, 
which place he besieged. Khw&ja Bdyazld, the son of Sult&n 
Bahlol, with other nobles, remained there to garrison the 
fort 3 Sult&n Bahlol, 4 on hearing this, left Dip&lpur and came 
and encamped m the village of Narela, fifteen kos distant from 
Dehli In spite of all his endeavours to make peace, Sult&n 
Mahmud’s pude and arrogance prevented an accommodation 
Sult&n Mahmud sent Fath EMn Hirwi, with 30,000 horse- 
men and 39 elephants, against Sult&n Bahlol These came

Sultfin Haldol then settled himself firmly and increased his 
dominions and autlionty IIo took measures to gam entire 
possession of tho country and with this object in view first 
proceeded into Mew&t Ahmad Kb in Mevrfittl submitted , upon 
which tho Sultfin deprived him of seven paryana*, but allowed 
him to retain the remainder Ahmad appointed Ida uncle 
Hnbfirak Khfin to bo perpetually in attcndanco at Court. Tho 
Sultfin proceeded from Mewfit to 11a ran Daryfi Kb fin Lodi 
governor of Samblml also camo before nia Majesty to tender 
his allegiance and submission, and presented lum with seven 
parganat Tho Sultfin went thenco to Kol and confirmed Fafi 
Khfin in tho posaession of that placo on tho former terma When 
ho reached Burhfinfibfid, Mubdrak Khfin governor of Sakit, 
eamo to pay hit respects ho was hkowiso confirmed in tho 
possession of the districts which ho hold m jfylr Itfii Partfib 
chief of the camlnddrt in those parts, was also confirmed in 
possession of Bhuingfinw From thonco he went to tbo fort 
of Efipri 1 Kutb Klifin tbe sou of llusain, who commanded 
In Rfipn, resisted but Ida fort was speedily captured. Klifin 
Jahfin after making a solemn promise of safo conduct to Kutb 
Klifin, brought him into the King a presence when ho also was

Shamsibid was to be con- 
sidered the property of SuMn Bahlol, and was to be made over to 
him by Juni Kli&n, the agent of Sult&n Mahmud After this 
truce, SuMn Mahmud returned to Jaunpur, and Sul tin Bahlol 
wrote a fa-} man at the appointed time to Juni Khan, directing 
him to leave Shamsibid, and give it into the hands of Bii 
Karan As Jund Kbdn resisted the execution of the order, 
Sult&n Bahlol went in person to Shamsibid, took the fort and 
town from Jund Khdn and gave them to Bdl Karan 

Suit in Mahmud, when informed of these transactions, again 
went against SuMn Bahlol, m violation of his solemn engage- 
ments They met face to face at Shamsibid, and Daryi Kh&n 
Lodi and Kutb Khin 1 made a night attack on the army 
of SuMn Mahmud By chance, Kutb Khan’s horse stumbled, 
and he was thrown to the ground and taken prisoner SuMn 
Mahmud confined him and sent him to Jaunpur, where he 
remained, captive for seven years SuMn Bahlol, leaving 
pnnce Jalal Kb in, Sikandar Kliin, and Xmadu-1 Mulk m

measure of his ago was filled to tho brim and he ceased to exist. 
Ills mother, Bibi Pdji, who was a very wise clover and ex 
peneneod woman with tho assistant of tho nobles, seated Pnneo 
BhOJian Klidn on tho throno of tho kingdom and gavo him 
tho title of Mnhammad Shdh. Certain of tho chief nobles and 
grandees of the State interposed, and made pcaco between tho 
two monarch*, under which it was agreed that the territories of 
Saltdn Mahmud should ho ruled b\ Mnhammad Shdli, and that 
thore owned formerly by Saltdn Alda d dm should ho governed 
by Saltdn Dalilol 

After this compact, Muliamtoad Slidli retraced his steps to 
Jaunpur, and Sultdn Dalilol went towards Dchli On his amval 
near Dchli, Sliam* Klidlun surter of Kuth Klidn, and the chief 
lady of tho Saltdn a ha/rm sent to sav that as long ns Kotb 
Klidn remained tho prisoner of Saltdn Mnliatnmad Shdli, it 
would be unlawful for tho Sultdn to take sleep or ropo«o of any 
kind, [adding that she would kill herself] 1 Tins speech made 
sueh an impression on the Saltdn that he tamed hack from 
Dehlf and set off again against Mnliammad Slidli When 
Mnltammad heard this he set oat from Jaunjmr with tho now 
of meeting Snltdn Dalilol , and on reaching Sliamsubad ho took 
tliat diatnet away from Ddi Karan Sultdn Dalilol s governor 
and reinstated Jund Klidn. Althougli Ddi Partdb had formerly 
been on tho side of Sultdn Dalilol yet ho now bceamo alarmed 
on account of Mnliammad Sbdh s successes, and joined Ins party 
Mohammad Shdh rcnchod Sursenf uninterrupted marches. 
Sultdn Dalilol oneamped in tho paryaHn of Ddpri wluch adjoined 
Sarseni and fighting took placo for somo dajs hotwoen tho 
two armies. 

Mnhammad Shdh wrote a farmdn to the Koirdl of Jaunpur,

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ordering him to put his (the Sh&h’s) own brother, Hasan Kh&u, 
and Kutb Kh&n Lodi, who were both detained as prisoners, to 
death. 1 The Kotwdl represented that Bibi Rdji protected both 
of them, and that he had not sufficient authority to kill them 
When Muhammad Sh&h learnt the contents of the reply, he 
wrote in a perfidious, plausible and treacherous way to lus 
mother, saying, “My brother, Hasan Khan, suffers greatly 
in prison , it is proper that you should come here and make 
peace between him and me ; after which an estate shall be given 
to him ’ Bibi Rfiji set forth on receiving the letter; and when 
she was some stages on the road, one of SlitUi Muhammad’s 
courtiers put Pnnce Hasan Kh&n to death by order This news 
reached Bibi Bdji at Kanauj After mourning for Hasan Klidn 
in Kanauj, she declined to enter the presence of Muhammad 
Shdh. When Muhammad Shdh heard of Ins mother’s return, 
he was wroth, and wrote to her, saying, “ Why do you 
mourn on account of the execution of an individual? All the 
princes will meet with a like fate, and then you can mourn for 
them all at once 1 ” The nobles and ministers were m continual 
dread of Muhammad Sh&h, for he was of a very ferocious, blood- 
thirsty, and passionate disposition 

During these tiansactions, Husain Kh&n, a younger brother of 
Muhammad Sh&h, sent Sult&n Sh&h and Jal&l Khan Ajodhani 
to inform Muhammad Sh&h that the troops of Sultan Bahlol 
intended to make a night attack , that 30,000 horsemen and 
thirty elephants had been detached for the purpose, and had 
taken a position on the banks of the Jharna 8 Sult&n Muhammad, 3

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on rewiring this news, sent a division of Ills troops to oppose 
them Pnnco Hamm Khin desired to toko Jus brother Sh&h 
i£do Jalil Khfin with 1dm and sent a man to call him , 
bat Sult&n Shili remonstrated against tbo delay representing 
that Jalil Khin might como np afterwards Upon this, thoy 
went off in tbo direction of tbo cnem) Jt bo happened, 
that Sul tin BahloFa army was prepared for these raorements, 
•o that when Pnnco Jail'd hhin, in obcdienco to tho sum 
mons of Husain Kh&n liad left tho army of Mohammad Slidh, 
and started for tho Jhnrna, ho found himself in tho presence 
of the SuU&n s troops in toad of Husain Khfin s. Thereopon 
Snlt&n Hal dor® men seized Jalil Khin and brought him into 
the presence of their sovereign who impnsoned 1dm deter 
mining to retain him ns a hostage for tho safely of Kntb Kliin 
[Husain Khun when he heard of this capture of Jalul Kiiin 
being in fear and dread of Mohammad Shdh tool to flight and 
went to Jannpur] 1 Maliammad Shih was tenor atncktn when 
lie learnt tho capture of one brother and tho flight of another, 
feanng that tho latter might go and do damage to his interests 
throughout tho country; hut being nnable to offer any opposi- 
tion, bo went to Knnauj and was pursued as far os tho Ganges 
by Sultan Haldol, who retnmed to Dehlf after plundering a 
small portion of tho baggago [and capturing so mo olopliants and 
homes] J 

Shilrzida Husain khan In tho year 8o7 came at Jaunpur, 
into the prescnco of HIM RAji to pay his respects; and 
as she was greatly displeased with Muliammad SliAli sho with 
tho aid of tho Sliarki nobles and grandees ndsod him to tho 
throno of tho kingdom of Jnunpdr with the title of SultAn 
Husain 1 Malik MubArah Gang Malik AH GujarAti, and other 
chiefs were appointed to attack Maliammad SliAh, who had 
taken np a position at Raj garli, on the nver Ganges. When

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Sultdn Husain s army approached, divers nobles who "Were dis- 
satisfied ’witli Muhammad Skdh forsook him, and joined the 
foices of Sultdn Husain. Muhammad Skdh fled, accompanied 
by 100 of his body-guard, and arrived at a garden which was m 
that neighbourhood, where he was surrounded by the Sultdn’s 
soldiers. Muhammad Skdh, being a capital archer, took up 
his bow and arrows , but previous to this, Bibi 3Mji had per- 
suaded the armourer of Muhammad to remove the pomts from 
the airows which he had m his quiver, so he found, at the 
time of action, that all the arrows which he drew forth from his 
quiver were pointless At last he threw down his bow, and took 
to his sword, with which he smote down several persons ; but an 
arrow from the bow of destiny was sent by the hand of Malik 
Mubaiak Gang, which struck Muhammad SMh m the throat 
The wound caused him to fall from his horse to the ground, 
when he attained martyrdom.

After these events, the Almighty established Sultdn Husain 
firmly in the possession of the kingdom. He made peace with 
Sultdn Haldol, by which they were both bound to remain satis- 
fied with their own possessions for four years Bdi Partdb was 
induced by Kutb Khan to side with Sultdn Bahlol 1 When 
Sultdn Husain had made peace, and arrived near the Hauz-i 
Sanya , he sent for Kutb Khdn [Lodi] from Jaunpur, and after 
presenting him with a horse, a royal dress of honour, an elephant, 
girdles, daggers, and jewelled swords, he gave him leave to 
■depaifc, and having thus treated him with all possible honour 
and respect, sent him to Sultdn Bahlol Sultan Bahlol, likewise, 
gratified Prince Jaldl Khdn by the kind and polite manner m 
which he behaved to him, and then sent him to Sultdn Husam 
Some time after, Sultdn [Bahlol] determined to go to Shams- 
ubdd*, which place he again took from Juna Khdn, and gave it

After this truce Sultdn Haldol abode in Dehli for threo 
years, and Sultin Husain relumed to Jaunpur and attended to 
the aflairs of his kingdom and army During tins ponod, 
SaltAn Haldol proceeded against Ahmad kh&n Mewdtti who lmd 
heforo been no all} or SullSu Hmra Wien lio omved in 
Mmrit, Aliened Kliin teas Induced by the representations of tbo 
Kh&n kliAndu, ono of tlio cluef nobles of Sultbn Bablob to cotue 
in and pay bis respects

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About this period Ahmad Khdn, the son of Yfisuf Khdn 
Jalwdni, governor of Baydna, broke out into revolt against 
Sult&n Bahlol , and having caused the Jchutba to be read and 
com to be struck m the fort of Baydna in the name of Sultdn 
Husain, sent intelligence of this to Sultdn Husain.* No dispute 
had occurred during the period of the three years’ trace $ but 
now the Sultan marched towards Dehll with 100,000 horse and 
1000 elephants Sultdn Bahlol came out of Dehli, and drew up 
his forces before the enemy in the neighbourhood of Bhatwdra 
Khdn Jah&n interposed, and effected a reconciliation between the 
parties , after which Sultdn Husain went to Etdwah, and remained 
there, whilst Sultdn Bahlol returned to Dehll 

After the lapse of some time, Sultdn Husam broke his oath, 
and again advanced against Sultdn Bahlol Sultdn Bahlol left 
Dehli, and both sides skirmished during several days in the 
vicinity of the Sard! Lashkar, they, howevei, ended by making 
peace. About this time Sultdn Husam’s mothei, Bibi Rdji, 
departed this life in Etdwah Kalydn Mai, the son of Rdi Karan 
Sing, Rdjd of Gwdhor, and Kutb Khdn Lodi, went from Chanda- 
wdr to condole with Sultdn Husam Kutb Khdn found that 
Sultdn Husam was mimical to and disposed to injure Sultdn 
Bahlol, so he flattered the Sultdn by telling him that Bahlol 
was his subject, and unable to cope with him as a rival, and 
that ho would take po rest until he had obtained possession of 
Dehll for him. After thus deceiving Sultdn Husain, Kutb 
Kh dn took leave of him, and presented himself to Sultdn 
Bahlol, and said, “ We have escaped from the hands of Sultdn 
Husam by wiles and contrivances, and have discovered that lie 
entertains a rooted hatred to you It is necessary for you, there- 
fore, to look to yourself. Be on the alert ” 

About this time, Sultdn ’Aldu-d din departed to the mercy 
of God m Baddun. Sultdn Husain went there for the purpose 
of offering condolence, but he finished by wresting Baddun fiom 
’Aldu-d din’s son, and m doing so injured his reputation. Flow

In tho end 
Kutb Khin sent a person to Sultin Hu am with a messago, 
laying “I am tho grateful servant of BIbi Ildji iho treated mo 
with the utmost kindness when I was a prisoner in Jaunpur I 
think that tho most advisable course to pureuo at present is to 
make peace, and return. Let tho countries on the other aide of 
the river Ganges bo ruled by you, and tboso on this aido by 
Snltin Bahlol' Thus did Kutb Kliin a interposition put an 
end to this warfare. 

Baltin Husain relying on tho truco which had been concludod, 
marched away, leaving las baggage behind. Sultan Bahlol took 
adrantago of tho opportunity pursued Boltin Husain, and plan 
dered his baggage. A portion of the valuables and treasures, 
which liad been laden on horses and elephants, foil into tho hands 
of Baltin Bahlol Moreover, forty noblomcn of Baltin nusaln a 
army who vrero grandees of his kingdom including Xatlagh 
Khin, tbo wiuJr, who was ono of tho most learned men of tho 
age, Odhii, the ndfi and others like thorn, were mado captive 
Baltin Bahlol put KatlagU Khan in cliaina, and gave him in 
charge to Kutb Khin The dofeated Boltin himself also 
fled Malika Jaliin, tho chief wife of Sultin Husain was 
taken pruoner Sultin Bahlol appointed eunuclis to keep stnet 
guard over tho wifo of the Sultin and after somo timo sho 
was sont, with tho greatest honour and respect, to Sultin 
Husain. Baltin Boldol soizod several pargamB which belonged 
to Sultin Husain, such as Knmpil, PattliU, Sakit, Kol, and 
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Jaluli , 1 and appointed Ins own governors. Ho then went himself 
in pursuit, and when tho pursuit liad lasted some tune, Sultdn 
Husain facod about, and posted himself in tho villago of Rdm- 
panjwuran, which is attached to Rapri, At length, a truce was 
agreed upon, tho conditions of which wero that both the Sultdns 
should remain contented with their old boundaries. After the 
conclusion of peace, both rotumed to their respective countries 2 

In tho next year Sultdn Husain, at tho instigation of Malika 
Jalidn, forgotful of Ins oatii, again came to attack Sultdn Bahlol, 
at the head of a largo army A desperato battle was fought, 
near tho villago of Sonhdr, and Sultan Husain, being again 
routed, went to Rupri. Sultan Bahlol pitched his camp near the 
villago of Dhupdim'i An immense amount of valuable property- 
foil into tho hands of tho Lodi's, tho possession of which tended 
much to increaso tho power and authority of Malik Bahlol 

About this timo intelligence arrived of tho decease of Klidn 
Jalidn Lodi, and Sultan Bahlol granted to his son tho title of 
Khdn Jalidn, and conferred on him tho appointments held by 
Ins fatliei. Ho then went to Rdprf against Sultdn Husain, 
and was victorious, after much fighting and slaughter. Sultdn 
Husain, being defeated, fled across tho river Jumna. Whilst 
passing that stream, several of his wives and children wore 
drowned in tho river of mortality; this caused Sultan Husain 
excessivo pain and affliction He, after suffering much trouble, 
and repentance, went oft’ towards Gw'dhor, intending to pro- 
ceed from thence to Jaunpui On his way to Gwalior, the 
Bhadauryas attacked his camp. When he arrived at that place, 
Rai Karan Sing, the Raja of Gwdhor, show'ed his allegiance, 
and received him with regal honours. He presented an offering 
to tho Sultdn, consisting of some lacs of tanlas, various descrip- 
tions of tents, until some horses, elephants, and camels, and 
thus proved himself one of the well-wishers of the State He

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also sent a body of his own troops to accompany tho Sultdn as 
far as Kdlpi 

"WliUat this mj happening Soltdn Balilol determined to pro- 
ceed to Etdwalu Ibrdhlm Khan, tiro brother of Snltdn Husain 
and Ilaibat KJidn, called Gnrg~andu~, * tho wolf slayer " who 
had posted themselves in rtdwnh, fonght for tlirco days, after 
which they begged for mercy and surrendered that fortress 
Soltdn Jlahlol appointed Ibrdhim hhfin Lohdnl to command in 
Etdwah, and aligned some parganai of Ftdvrah to Rdi DAdand. 
He then went with a numerous force against Snltdn Ilusain , 
they met at tho Tillage of Ildngdnw which belongs to Kdlpi and 
both parties were engaged for some timo m preparation for 
battle Tlie nm Jumna was between them At this period 
Itd( Tilak Chand, tho governor of tho territory of Bakaar 1 eamo 
to pay his respects to Snltdn Balilol and took his army across 
tbo nver by a fan! against tho troops of bnltfin Husain wiio 
being too weak to resist, fled to the Panna* country tho Rdjd of 
which place eamo out to meet him, and presented him with somo 
Ian of tanla*, and 100 horses and elephants, after which lie sent 
his own soldiers with him os far as Jaunpur - 

Snltdn Balilol collected a body of men with tho intention of 
gaining possession of Jaunpur and when ho drew near, Soltdn 
Husain, being unablo to resist retired toward Bahrdich towards 
which placo Sultdn Balilol likewise directed his stops and thoy 
met on the banks of tho Baliab 3 After a contest, which ended 
as usual in tho defeat of Sultdn Husain, tho wholo of tho 
regalia 4 fell into tho hands of the Lodis / Snltdn Bahlol aftor 
the victory, rnado np his mind to go to Jaunpur wliich placo ho

Sultdn Husain availed himself of the 
opportunity thus offered, and returned to Jaunpur, with a large 
army ; upon winch the nobles of Sultdn Bahlol quitted Jaunpur 
and went to Manjhauli , but finding themselves unablo to hold 
that place, they entered into an arrangement with Sultdn Husam, 
and amused him under various artifices, devised by Kntb Khan, 
until such time as succour should arrive. Sultan Bahlol sent his 
own son, Barbak Shdli, to aid them, and also followed in person 
Sultan Husain, being unablo to do anything, went to Bihdr 
When Sultan Bahlol arrived in tho town of Haldi, ho 
heard tho nows of the death of Kutb Khdn Lodi, tho son 
of Isldm Khdn, the Sultan’s uncle After passing some dajs 
in tho performance of tho customary mourning, ho vent to 
Jaunpui ; and having established Bdrbak Shtih on the throno 
there, returnod himself to Kdlpi, which placo ho gave to ’Azam 
Humdyun , 1 * * * tho son of Prince Khwuja Bdjazid Ho then pro- 
ceeded to DJiiilpur by tho road of Chandawdr, and the Jldi of 
Dhulpur camo forth to meet him, and presented him with some 
mans of gold, so that the Rdi was treated as a well-wisher of 
tho State The Sultan mnrclied thence and came to the pnrgann 
of Bari Ikbdl Khan, tho governor of Bari, having paid his 
respects in a fitting and respectful manner, wn-> appointed .t 
sonant of the State He made an offering of some t/iant of 
gold to the Suit dn, who confirmed linn in the po'-sc^ion of B tri.

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From thence, proceeding towards Alldhfipur a dependency of

Sult&n Sikandar then pursued his march to Kalpf, of which 
he dispossessed ’Azam Humayun, the son of Prince Khw&ja 
Bayazid, and bestowed it upon Mahmud Kh&n Lodi After 
which he proceeded to Baksar Chhetra, whose governor, T&t&r 
Khdn, showed the most entire homage and allegiance to him, 
and was confirmed m the government of Ohhetra. He then 
directed his progress to Grw&hor; from whenee he despatched 
Klrwaja Muhammad Bar mull with an honorary dress to Bi,j& 
M&n, who acknowledged his authonty, and sent in return a 
nephew of his to attend upon the Sult&n His way now led him 
to Bayana, where Sult&n Ashrafja son of Ahmad Khdn Jalw&ni, 
presented himself before him, professing his submission. He was, 
nevertheless, ordered to evacuate Bay&na, and to take m exchange 
Jalesar, Mahrera, Chandawar, and Salut Ashraf, in conformity 
with this command, took ’TJmar Khdn Sarw&nf with him to 
Bay&na, under the pretence of delivering the keys over to him , 
but when withm the walls, he foohshly drew the shield of rebel- 
lion over his face, closed the gates, and put the fort in a state of 
defence, and was imitated by Haibat Kh&n Jalw&ni, one of his 
vassals, m Agra, which was a dependency of Bay&na 

The Sult&n had, m the meanwhile, pitched his tents on the 
banks of the Jumna, whither he retired m order to avoid the 

could be seldom prevailed on. to ascend the throne, saying, ‘ That it was enough for him 
that the world knew he was king, without his making a display of royalty Ho was 
extremely temperate m his diet, and seldom ate at home Though a man of no great 
literary acquirement him self, he was fond of the company of learned men, whom he 
rewarded according to their merit He placed great reliance on the courage of his 
Mughal troops, on which account they met with such cncouragemont among; his 
relations and courtiers, that it is estimated there were nearly 20,000 Mughals in the 
service of the government during his reign. He was a wise and brave prince, and 
personally well acquainted with Muhammadan law Ho also studied the best insti- 
tutes for maintaining order m lus government, which he invariably adopted He was 
prudent, and, above all things, deprecated hurrying matters of State , and, indeed, 
bis conduct throughout life sufficiently evinced how much ho practised this quality 
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heat, and amuso liimwlf with fishing When tho news of theso 
occurrences arrived ho left, romo of his chiefs to 1a% sicgo to Agra, 
and drew his army hack to Bayina, which lto closely invested 
Sultin Ashrof, being Irani pressed offered to surrender and thus 
Bavina was conquered in the year 897 1 (1402 a.d.)

Molli Khin h lxands , upon which Jlfii Bldd, Itiji of Panna, 
had seized and earned him off a prisoner Birbak Shili, from 
his inability to offer resistance abandoned Jaunpur, and retreated 
to Mohammad Khin hormnll who bore tho title of kiln Tahir 
( bkwk mountain’) Tlio Snltdn marclied in 899 (1493-4) in that 
direction and when ho am red at Dalam an Bdrbak Slidli and all his 
nobles presented themselves humbly beforo him, and wero received 
with royal favour and kindness IUl Bhld being apprcliensivo of 
the Sultdn a displeasure sent Mnbdrak Klidn to tho Sultin} upon 
whieli, the latter proceeded to Katehr where tho amlnddrt had 
concentrated tlicmsolves in largo numbers and offored a well 
contested battlo but boing finally defeated dispersed themselves 
in all directions, and the army of Isldtu captured a great quantity 
of booty 

lie now returned victorious to Jaunpur and liaving for tho 
second tlmo settled tho administration of tho place upon Bdrbak 
Shili, ho again sot ont on his return to Dehli lie enjoyed 
Idmsclf m field sporta during ono month in tho neighbourhood 
of Omlh, but when ho readied Katohr, ho received mtolhgenco 
that Birbak Shill could not maintain himself m Jaunpur against

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the attacks of the zamlndars, upon which the Snltdn detached 
Muhammad Kh&n Farmulf, ’Azam Humayun, Khdn Jahdn, 
and KMn-khandn Loh&ni by way of Oudh, and Mub&rak Kh&n 
by that of Karra, with orders to put Barbak Shah in chains, and 
send him to Court. This bemg faithfully executed, he gave him 
m charge to ’Umar Khan Sarwanf and Haibat Kh&n, and pro- 
ceeded himself to the fort of Chundr to chastise some nobles of 
Sult&n Husain Shark!.** These, however, after giving battle, 
were obliged to retreat, and fortified themselves in Ohun&r, 
which being very strong and almost impregnable, he did not 
stop to besiege it, but proceeded towards Kantft, a dependency 
of Panna; 1 the Rdjd of which place, R&f Bind, came out to 
meet him, and proffered his allegiance, for which the Sult&n 
confirmed him m the possession of Kantit, and moved on to Arad 
and Bayak It was at this time that Rdf Bhfd, m consequence 
of his suspicious temper, abandoned all Ins camp-equipage and 
effects, and fled The Sultdn ordered his whole property to be 
collected together, and sent to the R&jd 2 On his arrival at Arad, 
he ordered the gardens and habitations of that district to be 
laid waste , after which, lie proceeded, by the way of Karia, to 
Dalamau, where he married the widow of Slier Kh&n Lohdnf, who 
was one of the most beautiful and intelligent women of the age ; 
and then continued his march to Shamsabad, from whence, after 


a stay of six months, he proceeded to Sambhal, but returned 
a»am from thence to Shamsabad. On his way thither, lie 
destioyed a place called Pareotakal, the sink and icceptacle of 
maiauders, and put to death most of that rebellious gang 


After spending the rainy season at Shams&bdd, m a h. 900 
(1494r-5),he set out in the direction of Panna, for the purpose of 
chastising R&jd Bhfd ; but on his arrival at Khan Grhafci, ho fell 
in with lus son Bfr Sing Deo, who offered battle, but, bemg put 
to flight, fled towards Panna, pursued by the army of Islam On

thcnco to Ilcndrcs He detached khfin khdndn to Salbdhan, 
the son of Rdjd Bhld, with directions to conciliato him and 
Induce him to accompany the Jvhdn Meanwhile Sultdn Husain 
lujd readied within thirteen koi of Benin's and Sultdn Sikandar 
drew near with all expedition and hating marshalled his troops 
with tho dinne aid, commenced tho engagement, supported by 
Salbdhan who liad opportunely amred to Ills support Tho 
battle was well contested but at length tho fortuno of tho day 
suddenly turned against Sultdn Husain, who fled towards Patna ; 
but being closely pursued by Sultdn Sikandar at tho head of 
100 000 earalry ho took tho rooto of Bihdr Aftor tho lapse of 
nine days, Sultdn Sikandar succeeded in reaching nusain 8

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dar then detached fiom his camp at Deobdr, a force to lay 
waste Bihar Mali k Kan dd, from his inability to resist the 
Sultdn’s troops, took to flight, and Bihdr thus fell into the 
possession -of the Sultdn. Sikandar having left Muhabbat Khan, 
together with several chiefe, in Bihdr, proceeded to Darweshpur, 
where he left Khdn-khandn in charge of his camp, and advanced 
himself m all haste to Tirhut, whose Itaja advanced to receive 
him with all humiliation, and agreed to the payment of several 
Zaes of tankas as a fine, for the receipt of winch the Sultdn 
left Mubdrak Kkdn behind, and proceeded a second time to 
Darweshpur

About the same time intelligence of the mal-admimstration 
and misconduct of Asghar, the governor of Dehli, reaching the 
sublime ear, Kliawds Kkdn, governor of Mdchiwdra, was com- 
missioned to apprehend and transmit him to Court. But prior to 
the arrival of Kliawds Klidn, Asghar, on the 1st of Safar, 906 h. 
(27 August, 1500), fled from Dehli to Sambhal, to offer Ins sub- 
mission , but by the high command of the Sultdn, he was seized 
and thrown into prison Kliawds Kkdn repaired to Dehli, and 
leaving there his son Isma’il Klidn returned, according to 
orders, to SambhaL The Sultdn received him most graciously , 
and presented him with an honorary vest Soon after, Sa id 
Klidn Sarwdni, who belonged to the seditious party, came from 
Lahore to pay his respects The Sultan banished him, together 
with Tdtdr Kkdn, Muhammad Shah, and the other disaffected 
chiefs, from his empire , and they accordingly took the route of 
Ghvdlior, and went off m haste to Mdlwd and Gujarat 

Bdja Man, of Gwdlior, sent one of his attendants, Nihdl, 
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with vnluablo presents to the Sult6n but when tbo envoy was 
admitted to him ho returned such coarao and improper anawore 
to the questions put to him, that tho Sultdn m a mge uttered a 
threat 1 that ho would himself command an expedition against 
the fort (of Ow&llor) and capture it 
Meanwhile the report of the death of Klidn kbdndn Farraull 
governor of Baydna, having reached the Sultdn ho appointed tho 
two sons of tho deceased, Imdd and Sulaimin, to iraeeccd him, 
hut os Baydna, owing to its strong fort and frontier situation 
was tho Beat of icdition nnd tumult they both camo with their 
attendants to Samblial, to consult with tho Sultdn about sorao 
affairs Deeming their nmral inopportune ho appointed Kbawds 
Khdn governor of Baydna; and after sonio days, Safdar KJidn 
was nominated governor of Agra, one of its dependencies To 
Imdd and 8ulaimdn ho gavo Shamsdbdd, Jalcadr, Manglaur 
Sbdhdbd l, and eomo other distnets After that ho ordered 
Alam Khdn Mewfilti nnd Khdn klidndn Lohdni jdglrddr of 
Bdpri m conjunction with Kliawds Klidn to redneo tho fort of 
Dhuipur and wrest it from tho liands of Bdf Mdnik-dco TVTien 
then chiefs, in execution of tho command directed their route 
against that place, tho rui camo ont to repel foreo ly force, and 
much life was daily lost on both sides. Amongst tho killed was 
Khwdja Ben, ono of tho most gallant of combatants 

On account of tlie'o occurrences, Sikandar himsolf marchod 
on Fndav tho Oth Itamaxdn 000 (March 1001) upon Dhuipur 
but Itajn Mdnik. deo placing a garrison In tho castlo, retreated 
to Gwdlior This detachment howoicr being unable to defoud 
it, and abandoning tbo fort b) night, it fell into tho hands 
of tho Muhammadan arm} Sikaudar on ontonng tho fort, 
fell down on his knees, and returned thanks to God and celo- 
brated his victory Tho whole army was employed in plunder 
big and all the groves which spread thoir shado for seven few 
•round 13 ay Ana woro torn up from tho roots. After a residence

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of one month m Dhulpur, the Suli&n marched to Gwdhor 
There he left Adam Lodi, with most of the nobles, and passing 
the Chambal, encamped for two months on the banks of the A'si 
or Mendhf, where his people fell sick, owing to the badness of 
the water. R&J& M&n not only delegated ambassadors for 
peace, but expelled from the fort Sa’ld Khdn, B&bu Ehdn, 
and R&i G-anesh, who had formerly deserted the Sultan, and 
taken refuge with him Besides that, he sent his eldest son, 
Bikram&jit, to wait upon the Sult&n, who bestowed upon him 
a robe of honour and a horse, and then allowed him to depart 
From thence the Sult&n returned towards A°rra, and when he 
reached Dhulpur, he bestowed that district upon R&l Bmaik-deo, 
Afterwards, he set out for Bay&na, the seat of the empire, which 
he honoured with his presence, and spent there the ramy season 
In Ramazan of the year 910 (1504 ad), after the rising of 
Canopus, he laised the standard of war for the reduction of the 
fort of Mandrdil , but the garrison capitulating, and delivering up 
the citadel, the Sult&n ordered the temples of idols to be demol- 
ished, andbiosques to be constructed After leaving Mldn Makan 
and Mujdliid KMn to protect the fort, he himself moved out 
on a plundering expedition into the surrounding country, where 
he butchered many people, took many prisoners, and devoted to 
utter destruction all the groves and habitations , and after 
gratifying and honouring himself by this exhibition of holy zeal, 
he returned to his capital Bay&na 

In the same year the heat of the air became so intense, 
that almost all the people fell grievously sick of fevers It 
had for a long time occurred to the Sultan to found a town on 
the banks of the Jumna, which was to be the residence of the 
Sult&n, and the head-quarters of the army, and to serve to 
keep the rebels of that quarter m awe, and deprive them of 
further opportunity of growing refractory, for frequently th ejdglr- 
ddrs and government servants and the peasantry m general in 
mi Id) Bay&na had complained of the violence to which they were 
subject With this view, he commissioned, m the year 911 (1505 
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ad), some judicious and intelligent men to explore the banka of 
the river and report npon any locality which the/ might rounder 
the most eligible Accordingly, the exploring part/ left Dehli m 
boats, and, as they proceeded examined carefolty both side* of 
the nver, until they arrived at the spot where Agra now stands , 
and having approved of it, communicated their selection to the 
Sult&n Upon this, he left Dehli and marched to Mathura, 
whore he took boat, amusing himself by the way with various 
kinds of sport. When he approached the site indicated, he 
observed two elevated spots which seemed suitable for building 
and inquired of Mihtar Mulld Kh&n, who was called Ndxk 
and commanded the royal barge, which of those two mound* 
appeared to him the most suitable He replied, That which is 
Agra-, or in ail ranee, is the preferable one n The Soltim smiled, 
and said, ‘ The name of this city then shall be called Agra. 
He then repeated the f&tiha, and in an auspicious moment issued 
orders for founding the city, when portions of mauza Paahi and 
tnaurn Poya, pargana Ddli sarkdr Bayina, were occupied for 
that purpose , and the pargana of Agra was henceforward added 
to the fifty two parganas which comprised the tarkdr of Bay&na. 
From that period this city oon tinned to advance in population, 
and became the seat of government of the Sultdns of Hind 

The Solt&n after giving orders for the construction of a fort, 
went towards Dhulpfir and on entering the fort, transferred the 
charge of it from B&l Bin&ik-deo to Malik Mu iriu-d din, and 
himself returned to Agm, giving his nobles leave to retire to 
their respective jdgirs y 

On Sunday, the 3rd of Safar 911 (July 1605 A.D ) a violent 
earthquake occurred at Agra, and even the very hills quaked, 
and lofty buildings were thrown down. The living thought the 
day of judgment had amved the dead, the day of resurrection. 
No such earthquake had been known in Hinddst&n since the 
day* of Adam, nor Is any such recorded in the page of history 
One of the able scholars of Hind has traced its date in the 
word “ KAsi. ' Many people say that on the self-same day 
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an earthquake was felt throughout most of the provinces of 
Hindustan. 1 

IVhen the rams had passed, and some time even after the rising 
of Canopus, towards the close of the year 911, the Sult&n went 
towaids Gwfrhor, He remained a month and a half at Dkulpur, 
and then went to the Chambal, where he remained several 
months encamped near the ferry of Gaur. Having left Prince 
Jal&l Khfrn and other Kh&ns there, he himself advanced to 
wage the holy war and to plunder the country of the infidels 
He butchered most of the people who had fled for refuge to 
the hills and forests, and the rest he pillaged and put in fetters 
As scarcity was felt m his camp, in consequence of the non- 
arrival of the Banj&ras, 2 he despatched ’Azam Hum fry un for 
the purpose of bringing m supplies, but when he was on his 
march, he was attacked by the Jtej& of Grw&hor m an ambus- 
cade at Chat&war, about ten los from that place A bloody 
action followed, when Daud Khan and Ahmad Khfin, the 
sons of KMn JaMn, displayed signal bravery, and as the 
Sult&u’s army came up from the rear to render assistance, the 
B&jputs were put to flight, and many were either slain or 
taken captive The Sultan bestowed the title of Malik Dfrd 
upon Dfrud, and treated him with the greatest kindness 
Afterwards, in consequence of the approach of the rainy season, 
he bent his steps towards Agra, after leaving some of his chief 
nobles at Dhulpui At the capital he passed his time in pleasui e 
and amusement. * 

In 912, after the rising of Canopus, the Sultan went towards 
the fort of Awantgar, and sent on ’Imfid Khfrn Farmuli and 
Muj&hid Khdn, with several thousand cavalry and 100 elephants, 
to reconnoitre the place, while he himself remained behind He 
conferred the office of chamberlain on Kfrzi ’Abdu-lla, the son 
of Tahir, ojf Kabul, a resident of the town of Thanesar, and

of Mahmud Kb An Lodi, had been bestowed upon his eon JalAl 
KhAn , hut a a quarrels arose between him and hifl brothers, they 
represented matters to the Saltan Upon this, the Sult&n sent 
FJroz AghwAn to bring mto his presence Bhtkan Kh&n and 
Ahmad Kh&o the brothers of JalAl KhAn, and on their arnval 
they were recerred by him on the banka of the CJhambal with 
royal favour and kindness 

On the 23rd of the month the SultAn invested the- fert, and 
ordered the whole army to pnt forth their best energies to 
capture H. At the time whioh the astrologers had declared to 
be propitious, he himself advanced to the attack, and the contest 
raged on every side The bloodthirsty fcoldiers hong on the 
walls like so many ants or locusts and displayed the most danng 
courage All of a sudden, by the favour of God, the gale of 
victory blew on the standards of the Sult&n, and the gato was 
forced open by Malik Al&n-d dim. After making a stout resist- 
ance, the garrison begged for quarter but no one listened to 
them The BAjpfita, retiring within their own houses* continued 
the contest, and slew their families after the custom of jaufutr 
Meanwhile, an arrow pierced the eye of Malik AlAu-d din, and 
blinded him After due thanksgivings for his victory the SnltAn 
gave over charge of the fort to Makan and Muj&hid KhAn, with 
directions that they should destroy the idol-temples and raise 
mosques m their places but on its being represented that 
Muj&hid KhAn had received a bribe from the R&jA of Awantgar 
on the understanding that he was to induce the Sult&n to retire 
from that country the Snlt&n, on the 18th Huharram 913 (28th 
May 1607) seized HaulAnA Juman, who was m the special con- 
fidence of Mujflud KhAn, and made over the fort to Malik TAju-d 
din, and directed the KhAns who were at Dh&lpur to imprison 
MujAhid KhAn. The SoltAn returned towards Agra at the close 
of Mnharram, 913 During this march he made a halt one day 
in consequence of the narrowness and unevenness of the road, 
in order that the people might pass through without any scramble 
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or precipitation ; but here the whole camp was greatly distressed 
for want of water, and a large number of men pensked from that 
cause, as well as from being trampled and crushed by the beasts 
of burden, which were all huddled together m a confused mass 
A jar of water could not be procured under fifteen Sikandari 
tankas Some men died from exhaustion, and some, who had 
found water, quenched their thirst with such avidity that they 
also fell victims to their excess When an account was rendered, 
it was found that 800 men had perished 1 

On the 27th of Muharram, the Sult&n reached Dhulpur, and 
after some days entered Agra, wheie he spent the season of the 
rams On the rising of Canopus, he started on an expedition 
to Naiwar, one of the dependencies of M61w&.

Sultan Sikandar’s proceedings at Katkant, Lucknow, Nugoi, and 

Lesl-Sheoph . 

After remaining -one month at the town of Lahair, whore ho 
received a visit from hTi’amat EMtun, m the year 915 (1509 a.d ), 
the Sultdn dnected his route towards Hatk&nt, which he scorned 
of idolaters and banditti , and when he had put to the sword tho 
rebels of that quarter, and estabhshed small posts at every place, 
he returned again to Ins capital Soon after, mfoi motion was 
conveyed to him, that Ahmad Kh&n, son of Mub&rak Kh&n, 
governor of Lucknow, had associated with infidels, and even 
apostatized from the true faith j on which he issued a fa) man 
to Muhammad Edi&n, a brother of Ahmad Elian, to secure and 
send him to Court It w r as also about this time that Muhammad 
Ehdn, a giandson of SultAn Nasiru-d din of Malwa, from dread 
of lus grandfather, sued for protection at the Imperial Court A 
fai man was issued to Punce Jaldl Khdn, importing that as satkai 
Chanderi 2 had been settled on Muhammad Khdn, he was to bo

When m the year 916 (1510 AJ) ), his empire was firmly 
established and prospering in a fortunate moment, while he was 
engaged in hia field sports, another kingdom fell into his not. 
The facta were briefly as follows All Kh&n and Abd Bakr, two 
relations of Muhammad Khdn, ruler of N&gor concerted a plot 
against their master and endeavoured by stratagem to make away 
with him, and sene possession of his country He, however 
being informed of their treachery, prevented them from executing 
their plans, and determined to inflict capital punishment on them 
Upon this both of them effecting their escape, repaired to the 
Oourt of the Sult&n. Muhammad, apprehensive of the evil 
consequences arising from the enmity of his relations, the du 
affection of his intimates, and their haying taken refuge with 
this powerful SultAn, sent not only the assurance of his 
allegianoe with a great many valuable rarities and offerings 
to him but ordered the khutba to be read and com to be struok 
at N&gor m the Sult&n s name The report of this submission 
gave the monarch such joy and delight, that he sent Muhammad 
Khin a horse and honorary drees He then left Dhulpur, and 
honoured the capital Agra, with his presence, and spent some 
time in a round of pleasure and ftites m visiting of gardens and 
m hunting expedition*. 

It was about this time that Agra, formerly a dependency of 
Baydna, was fixed upon for the residence of the sovereign but 
he soon after departed from Dhulpiir, and transmitted an order

But Sulaimdn excused himself, by alleging that 
he could not prevail upon himself to be so remote from the 
King’s person 1 The Sultdn then went to the town of Bdri, and 
made over that pargana to Shaikhzdda Makan, having resumed 
it from the son of Mubdrak Khan. Then, after staying interme- 
diately at Dbfilpur, he returned to Agra , where, according to 
former custom, he issued farmans to many of the chief nobles 
on all the frontiers to call them to Court. It was at this time 
that he was taken ill. * * *

Reign of Sultan Ibrahim Lodi. 


Punishment of the Zaminddrs of Jartoll. — Capture of Kdlpl. 

About the time of ’Azam Huradyun’s junction with Ibrdhlm 
Lodi, ’Umar Khdn, son of Sikandar Khdn Sur, having lost his 
life while fighting against a body of the naminddi s of Jar toll, a 
place dependent on Kol, and receptacle of the most notorious 
vagabonds and rebels, Kdsim Khdn, governor of Sambhal, 
marched to that place, and inflicted the merited punishment upon 
them Having put their leader to death, and suppressed the 
rebellion, he waited on the Sultan at Kanauj 2 Most of the 
nobles in the suba of Oudh, Jaunpur, and Lucknow, including 
Sa’id Khdn and Shaikhzdda Famuli, came likewise to pay their 
respects, having abandoned the cause of Jaldl Khdn, and were 
enrolled amongst the servants of the State In short, everything 
seemed to promise success to the Sultan The Sultdn soon after

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detatched ’Aram HnmAyion Lodi, Aram HumAyfin SarwAni 
and Naalr KhAn LohAni, with, a formidable armj and ferocious 
elephants, against JalAlu-d din, who was at KAlpL Previous 
to their arrival, he had left ImAda 1 Malk, Mai Hr Badrn-d din 
JalwAni, and Ni am at KhAtdn, together with the family of Kutb 
KhAn Lodi and his whole harem, in the fort of KAlpi and 
•marched himself inwards the capital, with 30 000 cavalry and 
seroral elephants, in order that he might spread alarm through 
oat the province, and capture, if possible, the fort of Agra. The 
nobles of the Suit An, on their arrival before XAlpf laid siege to 
it, and for some days the contest was earned on with cannons 
and matchlocks , but, in the end, the garrison surrendered, and 
dolivorod up the koy* of the fort The town was plundered, and 
noh booty captured by SultAn IbrAhim s troops. * * * 

Rebellion of Bahddur Khdn in Bihdr — Of Daulat Khdn Lodi tn 
Vie Panjdb — Bdbar’t Invasion of Hind u-dd n 

Not long after DaryA Kb An LohAnI [governor of BihAr] died } 
and hi« son, BahAdar KhAn, sneoeedmg to his father s dignity 
assumed the new title of Muhammad ShAh, at the same time 
ordering the Uiutba to be read and com to be at rack in his name 
He equipped an army of 100,000 horse, and having been jomed 
by the noble* who were disaffected against the SultAn, they united 
thedr forces on the borders of BihAr At the same time Nasfr 
KhAn LohAni, the governor of GhAzipAr who commanded the 
Imperial foroes sustained a defeat, and came in to BahAdar KhAn 1

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In short, the whole country of Bih&r was reduced under the orders 
of Sult&n Muhammad, 1 and Ibr&him raised a large force to 
repress this alarming msunection. 

About the same period the son of Daulat Kh&n Lodi, governor 
of Lahore, presented himself before the Sult&n but inferring 
from the usual proceedings of this monarch, that he would be 
appiehended, he took to flight, and repaired to his father, to 
whom he gave a full account of the Sult&n’s temper, and the 
general dread entertained by the nobles Daulat Kh&n, from 
these accounts, perceiving that there was no means of evading 
the Sult&n’s violence, and being sensible of his own inadequacy 
to oppose him, formed an alliance with G-h&zi Kh&n Lodi, and 
the other nobles and jagbdars of the Panjab, and renouncing 
his allegiance to Sult&n Ibr&him, addressed through ’Alam Kh&n 
Lodi an invitation to the Emperor B&bar at K&bul, to repair to 
Hindust&n dSTo sooner had this monarch perused the letter, 
than he despatched some of his most distinguished nobles with 
’Alam Kh&n, m advance, to subdue the country, who, when 
they had taken Si&lkot and Lahore, reported these conquests to 
the Emperor Upon which, he himself, on the first days of the 
first Rabf, in the year 932 (December, 1525), entered upon a 
campaign to reduce Hmdust&n. 

’Alam Kh&n, on his arrival at Lahore, proposed to the Mughal 
chiefs that, as they had been sent to render him assistance, they 
should advance with him at once against Sult&n Ibr&him, and 
take Dehli, before B&bar’s arrival. But this the Mughals re- 
fusing to comply with, ’Alam Kh&n separated from them, and 
marched, at the head of 40,000 horse, upon Dehli, vkich ho 
invested When Sult&n Ibr&him received the account of these 
transactions, he hastened out of Agra with 80,000 hor&e, and 
pitched his camp at a distance of sis miles from Dehli But 
’Alam Kh&n one night surprised him so successfully, that, his 
army being dispersed, and he himself, with about 5000 or 6000 

i Other authorities mention that ho obtained full possession of all the Eastern 
country from Sambhal to Bihhr 
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men, cat off from tho main body, was compelled to withdraw to 
Bome place of security Early in the morning he rewired in 
formation that Alara Khin was standing protected by only 300 
hone whilst the rest of his troops were employed in plundering 
and collecting booty That moment appeared to afford hun an 
excellent opportunity of gaining important advantage* for him 
self, so with tho rising of the son ho threw himself open his foe 
like a hill of iron, who ineapablo of parrying this charge, fled 
into the Do&b but the greater number of his gallant men were 
slain, and the remainder were disponed m all directions, which 
rendered tho Sult&n a triumph complete 

About this time Bdbar P&dsh&h amrod at Lahore whon 
Ghtal Kli An and Daulat Kh&n, in violation of tho subsisting 
treaty advanced against the fort of Bilwat. 1 The prune minister 
of the Mughal Emperor Mir Khalifa, brought Alam Kliin to 
pay his rospects to the Emperor, and ho was well received After 
some time, Daulat Kh&n also presented himself in submission 
before the Emperor, and his exnmplo was imitated by Dil&war 
Kh6n 

The Emperor marched from Lahore towards S&ni&na and 
Sann&m, and detached Tardl Beg Kb&n, with 4000 horse, in 
advance $ to oppose whom tho Salt&n sent DAud Khdn, one of 
his principal amirt, at the head of 10 000 cavalry besides a 
train of elephants. Upon information of his approach Tardf 
Bog marshalled his troops, and concerted a night attack upon 
D&ud Kli&n s camp , who, unable to sustain the shock of tho 
aggressor fell back, and his troops were dispersed in all diroc 
tions, many of his men were slain and D&ud Kh&n himself with 
seventy men of high rank, fell into tho hands of the enemy * * * 

fitter Slid A 9 dying regret* ' 

On being remonstrated with for giving way to low spirits, 
when he had done so much for the good of the people during his 
short rmgn, after urgent solicitation, he said, ‘1 have had throe 
1 [Tb* u llQwii" of Dibtr B» YoL IY., p. 244 ] 
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or four desires in my heart, which still remain without accom- 
plishment, and cannot be eradicated except by death One is, 
I wished to have depopulated the country of Rob, and to have 
transferred its inhabitants to the tract between the INil&b and 
Lahore, including the hills below Ninduna, as far as the Siw&lik , 
that they might have been constantly on the alert for the arrival 
of the Mughals, and not allow any one to pass from K&bul to 
Hind, and that they might also keep the zamhidars of the hills 
under control and subjection Another is to have entirely 
destroyed Lahore, that so large a city might not exist on the 
very load of an invader, where, immediately after capturing it 
on his arrival, he could collect his supplies and organize his 
resources Another is, to have built two fleets of fifty large 
vessels each , 1 as commodious as sarais, for the use of pilgrims 
from India to Mecca, and to have made them so strong, that 
wind and storm should not have been able to disperse them ; and 
that all people might go to and from that holy place in ease and 
comfort. The last is, to have raised a tomb to Ibr&him Lodi m 
Pdnipat, but on the understanding that opposite to it there 
should be another tomb of the Chaghatdi Sult&ns, whom I may 
have despatched to martyrdom , and to have constructed both

Resumption and transfer qf jdrjlrt by Adali — Commotion in tho 
Council — Flight Tty Khdn Ktrdnl 

One day a distribution of jdgirs was mado in ’Adah’s ex 
chequer which was attended by all the amlra when Adali 
dispossessed Sbili Mohammad Farmnll of his estates in Knnauj 
and transferred them to Sarmast Khin Sarwnnl Tins induced 
Sikandar Khin Farmuir« son, a young and bold man, to ex 
claim ‘ To what a pass bare things come, that our estates are 
taken from us, and eettlod on tho tribe of Sarwauls, who are 
no better than sellers of dogs ! ’ A stormy debate ensuing from 
both sides, Shih Muhammad, who was then sick, endeavoured 
to persuade his son not to two such abusive language But to 
this he replied ‘ Whon Shor Shill had one day cast theo into 
on iron cage, with the intention of putting tlioo to death Ialim 
Shili came and induced the Shih at Ins intercession, 1 to grant 
thy life and now dost thou not perceive the design of all those 
to ruin thee P Why should one brook such insult P At this 
moment Sarmast Khin, who was a tall and robust man placed 
Ins hand familiarly upon Sikandars shoulders, as though to 
pacify him , but, in fact with the intention of securing him In his 
grasp, and said * My friend, what is the reason of such anger 
and exasperation P However Sik&ndar, peroemng his inten 
tion drew his dagger and despatched him on the spot A 
general uproar and tumult pervadod the Council and all rushed 
upon Sikondar to apprehend him , but he with a drawn sword 
m his hand, cut down or wounded all towards whom he turned. 
Adali, on witnessing this sanguinary scone, ran off to his private

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apai tment, pursued by Sikandar , whom lie, however, succeeded 
in excluding by chaining the door. /The greater part of the 
amirs had previously thrown away their swords and fled , and 
Sikandar stalked about everywhere ^ike a madman, and m this 
manner two hours elapsed. At last, Ibr&lifm Kh&n Sur, brother- 
in-law of 5 Adah, drew his sword and attacked Sikandar; who, 
being surrounded on all sides, was killed, and Daulat Kh&n 
Lohdni despatched Muhammad Farmuli with one blow. The 
result of these transactions was a general dispersion of the 
amb ’Adah s authority rapidly declined, and every one looked 
after his own interest alone, as soon as he had secured his per- 
sonal safety by flight 

Before this scene transpired, T&j K irani, a brother of Sulaim&n, 
having, from the different expressions of the Council, foreseen 
what would happen, had left the Council- room, and proceeded as 
far as the gate of the citadel of Gw&lior, by which he was about 
to descend, when he met Sh&h Muhammad FarmuH. He ex- 
plained to him the uproarious state of the Council, and said that no 
respect was shown to any one, and that there was no unanimity 
in their deliberations , it was therefore the safest way not to 
frequent the Council any more, but to retire into private life he 
himself would not appear any more He invited Sh&h Muham- 
mad to join him, and lepair to a place affording security against 
misery, till affairs took a better turn Shah Muhammad rejected 
this offer, in consequence of which he was killed m that riotous 
Council T&j Hiram went to his house, and made all prepara- 
tions for flight. When he bad received intelligence of what 
had passed, he set out m the afternoon for Bengal, and Adah 
despatched an army m pursuit of him 1 * * * 

Defeat of the Mughah at the pass of GaiU — Eamayun’s entry 

into Gam. 

The vanguard of the Mughal army, which, in seven divisions, 
had matched inWvance of the mam body, pitched their camp at

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a distance of tbreo few from tbo defile, of Garlif and every 
morning, urging their horeea at full speed towards the entrance 
of tho pass, throw their arrows and clubs at its defenders and 
then retreated. A part of them with loud voices, ponrod forth 
most blttor invectives against Jalil Kh&n, calling him an un 
manly coward, cowering In tho dofilo like an old woman that if 
he were a man and the son of a man, and in tho least ondowod 
with impetuosity and ardour he would doscond to the field of 
battle to mcaanro strength with men, as ho had not vet como in 
contact with Mughals Similar mvoctivea were repeated every 
day, and a great number of Afgb&ns perished by tho firo of the 
cannons and matchlocks. Jalfil Khfcn, being informed of theae 
proceedings by hla attendants, went one day to H&jl Kh&n 
explaining to him, with the bitterest complaints, that the 
Mughals, coming np every day to harass them in thmr position 
by missile weapons, and then retreating uttered tho most abnsivo 
language ngainst him, which ho could not brook any longer for 
his patienoo was quite exhausted. He himself certainly was too 
weak to pat a stop to such injuries , but if tho othor chiefs would 
assent, they ought at once to march out and mako their attack, 
and see what the curtain of secrecy would reveal H6j i Kh&n said, 
* This is not in accordance with yoar fathers command, with 
which yon ore well acquainted. Jal&l Kb&n went on to assure 
him that as long as his request should not be complied with he 
was determined to abstain from water and food. Upon whioh 
Hiji Khfin replied, that if such was his resolution, he oertwnly 
most yield, and every coward returning alive from the battle 
would suffer punishment by Sher Kh&ns order but in case 
victory should crown their enterprise, all would be right He 
then, in order to insure success to his enterprise, read the fdliha 
and JalM TCh&n withdrew to Ins own quarters 
The next morning the Mughals according to custom, charged 
their horses, and then retreated to their tents, and relieved them 
selves of their armour The troopers then went out to forage 
whilst the officers resorted to the carpet of repose Noon hod 
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approached, when the Afghans, opening the gate in the defile, 
sallied forth. A few only of the Mughals, whose horses were at 
hand, mounted, and put themselves m an attitude of defence, 
but the gi eater part, being disconcerted in the extreme, turned 
their faces to flight The action, nevertheless, proved to be of 
the most obstinate nature, and Mub&rak Earmuli and Abu-1 
Fath Lang all, besides most of the Mughal officers, fell victims 
to the sword The whole camp of the Mughals, baggage, horses, 
camels, elephants, etc , fell into the hands of the victors , and 
nearly all were slam, with the exception of a very small number 
of IGpchi horsemen. It is related that theie was no Afghan 
footman but obtained four or five horses, valuable robes, and 
many boxes of precious things, out of the spoils 1 

Sher Kh&n had such a mass of wealth and treasures to carry 
off from Gaur, that he could not gather a sufficient number of 
porters for that purpose, and was at a great loss how to convey 
these effects to Roht&s. In the meanwhile, he received intelli- 
gence from JalAl Kh&n of this victory, at which he was exceed- 
ingly rejoiced , and immediately wrote to him, to procure, for a 
suitable compensation, all the captured elephants, camels, oxen, 
m short all beasts of burthen, from any person who might possess 
them, and to send them, as he was m much want of them. Sher 
Kh&n, upon the occasion of that victory, made use of this adage, 

“ That if a cock, m a fight, had been once beaten, he would, ou 
being brought into the field a second time, set up his crowing, 
but never res um e the fight ” Jal&l Kh&n after this exploit 
closed the gate, and stopped the progress of Humayun for moie 
than a month — a circumstance that enabled Sher Kh&n at Ins 
ease to transport by way of Jh&rkand all his treasures to 
Roht&s, whither he now likewise called Jal&l Kh&n 

The Emperor Humayun, upon this, made lus entrance into 
Gaur Sher Kh&n had previously fitted up all the mansions of 
that place with an exquisite variety of ornaments and embellish- 
ments, and rendered them a perfect gallery of pictures, by party-

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coloured carpets and costly silk stalls, in hopes that Hura&yun 
charmod with It, would bo induced to prolong his stay there and 
his designs were unexpectedly seconded by fate for Ilum&yun 
remained four months in Gaur, and had no leisure for any other

The Battle of Chaunea — Capture qf Httmdyun'e Queen . 1 

In this conflict Mohammad ZamAn, with a large force stood 
forth and commenced the action bnt was, in ono charge not 
only defeated and obhgod to retreat, bnt killed Thero wna no 
one who could witlutand and every ono who found his horso 
ready turned his face to flight A bridge of boats having boon 
previously laid over tho Ganges, all tho fugitives, whether liorso 
or foot, ondeavoured to escape over it. IIumAyun had not yet 
performed lm ablutions, when his troops were thrown into com 
plete disorder, he therefore, Immediately finishing them lent all 
his thoughts to save his own person for to save his favourite 
lady with all the other boautios of the harem, was impossible 
Ho sent KliwAja Mu axtam with some other persons who were 
just at hand, in this painfal situation, to rosoue Begnra liana m 
MakAuf from her dangorooa position, wlulst he himsolf hastened 
to reach tho hndge but it haring been broken down by the 
throng of the fugitives, and tho pressure of the great and small, 
he plunged his horso into the nrer He was nearly drowned but 
Shamsu-d din Muhammad Glmmavi succeeded in extneating hun 
from that destructive element by his skilful efforts and the aid 
and favour of fortune In consequence of his excellent service 
Shamsu-d din a sons wore raised to high and honourable stations 

"When, in the meanwhile, KliwAja Mq axxam had conveyed 
himself a* far as the entrance of the Imperial tent, he perceived 
that the Afghans were sedulously employed m massacre and 
plunder and he oould not find an opportunity of rescuing 
the veil -covered ladies Nevertheless, he sacrificed his life in

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the execution of his master’s command The great* part of 
the Mughals perished in the nrer, and an immense number 
besides fell by the sword, whilst the AfghAns, by the nch booty 
they captured, had all their wants abundantly supplied The 
Imperial consort likewise fell into their hands, with all her 
establishment. 

Constructs new Hot it as — Its cost — JUnzr IDidn governor of 

Bengal. 

Sher Shdh threatened to construct such a fort m that country 
that it should not only effectually restrain the Ghakkars, but 
also the passage of the Mughals He therefore himself made a 
tour through the lulls of Ghrjhdk Nmduna [mountains circum- 
jacent], 1 and finding a fit spot, he laid the foundations of the fort, 
which he called Bohtds. 

Besides that, he sent a large force against Rdi Sprang, the 
Ghakkar, and not only was the country subdued, and the lull 
of Balndth plundered, winch was then the residence of the Ddiogha 
of that t> act, but the daughter of its chief was taken prisoner, and 
conducted before Sher Shdh, who pi esented her to Ehawds Khdn , 
upon which Itdi Sdrang, they relate, sent a quantity of [hemp] 
blankets and millet to Sher Shdh, with the remark that in such 
only consisted their raiment and food, besides which they could 
afford nothing, according to others, he sent a lion’s skin and 
some [arrows] spears, which he said was their only property 
With thus conduct, however, Sher Shdh was by no means satis- 
fied. Sdrang [Sdrang’s troops] being weakened by [skirmishes] 
the attacks of the holy warriors, and gicatly reduced and 
straitened, submitted himself m peison to Sher Shdh, who ordocd 
him to be flayed alive, and Jus skin to be filed with sti aw, and so 

pay the penalty of Jus misdeeds. 

Sher Shdh issued faimans to complete the fortifications of 
Bohtds ; but Todar Khatri represented that the Ghakkars, to

Sher Bh&h, during his stay in tho environs of [Tatta] the 
mer Behat, whero ho amused himsolf with hunting received 
intelligence that KUizr KMn Sark, the governor of Bengnl, 
had marned a daughter of Salt&n Mahmud, and [maintained a 
princely household] sat on the roof qf the palace after the manner 
of the kings qf Bengal at tchteA disrespectful conduct Sher Shdh 
teas highly displeased

[This is the last work of the historian Ehondamir. It records an 
event m Zi-1 ka da at the end of 940 h , and the writer died m 
the following year 941 (1534-5 ad) 1 The book seems to have 
received little notice, and remains almost unknown It is in all 
probability the same as the Kaniin-i Humayunl quoted by Abu-1 
Fazl in the AJtbar-ndma It shows that Xhondamir had become 
quite a courtier in his old age, and had abandoned the studies 
of the historian to become a royal panegryist. His work also 
shows that he was high in favour at Court, and he gives 
specimens of odes and verses which he composed on occasions 
of royal festivity He records how various attendants of the 
Court received titles of honour descriptive of their characters, 
and that which he received was Amir-i Alhbai\ “the nobje 
historian ” Notwithstanding the high-flown strain of eulogy | 
in which the work is written, it contains some pomts of interest,)

For instance, tho excellencies of Mahmud were described by TTtM 
and Unsurf and the poem* of Mu ail and Anwori celebrated 
the character of Sanjar 

u Who would remember Hakim Anwari, 

Had ho not rpokon about Sanjar and his works * 

Beoon*o TFtbi conferred praise* on Mahmfid, 

Therefore he obtained tho object of hi* detiro. 

Sbamf was celebrated in the world 

Because ho wrote the eulogy of Tim dr Gfirgin." 

Although the compiler of this book on account of hia linving 
little knowledge and possessing no ability, withheld his tongue 
from commencing the history of this renowned monarch a ex 
ploita and deeds, and did not allow the pen which possessed two 
tongues to describe the character of this most prosperous king 
yet he always entertain od that desire in his faithful heart, and 
the intention never forsook his mind One night which was foil 
of light, this insignificant man (the author) having obtained the 
honour of being present in His Majesty s Court at GwAlior was 
ordered to sit down, and the finger* of tho generosity of that 
sun of the heaven of glory opened the pates of kindness to him, 
and the tongue of that king of kings, who was as dignified a* 
Alexander the Great, pronounced these pleasing words “It *eem* 
proper and desirable that the inventions of my auspicious mind, 
and the improvements of my enlightened understanding should 
bo arranged in a senes, and written down, m order that in future 
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ages the hght of these happy works may shine among the people 
of countries near and remote.” Consequently the writer, who was 
wishing for a long time that such an order might pass, engaged, 
like his pen, in writing these very interesting subjects; and 
having commenced to mention the wonderful inventions, he has 
imparted eloquence to the pen which possesses two tongues. He 
hopes that through the favour of the Almighty God, these pages, 
which contain useful things, will meet the approbation of the 
most clever characters of the high Court, and that they mil new 
these lines of the book of eloquence with the eye of acceptance, 
and overlook the mistakes which may have been committed 
theiem by the deficient tongue of the pen. 

Accession of Hum&yiin 

In the beginning of Jum&da-l awwal, ah 937, when the 
King, who was as dignified as Sulaim&n, whose seat is now m 
Paiadise, viz. Zahfru-d din Muhammad Bdbar, left the throne 
of this world for the eternal heaven, the celestial herald of the 
Supreme Lord raised the pleasing cry, “We made you king on 
the earth,” to the ears of this rightful prince, and the hand of 
the kindness of the Creator of souls and substances put the 
happy robe of royalty on the person of this able monarch, the 
Conqueror of the World. 

“ The hope which was excited by prosperity is now realized , 

Tbe desire which the world entertained is satisfied 

On Friday, the 9th of the said month, m the Jama ’ masjid 
at Agra, the Umtba was read in the name and title of this noble 
king, and the noise of congratulations which arose from the crov d 
of the people reached beyond the heavens. 

\ Auspicious Omens. 

Among the other wonderful accidents which happened to the 
great Naw&k one was that m the year in which the late king, 
who was as dignified as Sulaundn and destmed to enter paradise, 
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marched with prosperity from KAbul towards KandahAr he left 
this eon of the heaven of royalty and power (HumAyun) in 
trust of tho government duties One day the latter rode on 
hie horse, and went to ramble about in tho forest, lulls, gardens, 
and meadows. On tho road ho wished to take an omen and 
haring called tho great MaulAnA, Maslhn-d din Buhu 11a, who 
was his tutor, he told him it had just eutored his mind that 
he should ask any threo persons who might first come beforo him 
their names, and take an omen from them. The Maul in & said it 
would be proper If ho asked only one man's naroo but tho King 
was firm in his resolution. After they had gone a little distance 
they saw a man about forty years of ago , and on their asking him 
hia namo, ho replied, ‘ MurAd KhwAja. After him anothor 
person, dnnng an ass loaded with wood, came before thorn and 
when they Inquired of him for his namo, he said, Daulat 
KhwAja.’ On tliU it passed from tho Bocret-tollmg tongue of 
tho King that if the namo of tho third person who might happen 
to meet thorn should bo Sa Adat KhwAja, it might bo considered a 
tery curious accident and the star of success, according to the 
omen, would nso from the horaon of prosperity At this moment 
a hoy who was leading cattle to graie, came m sight and when 
they asked lnm what was Ids name, ho answered, 8a Adat 
KhwAja. This excited, of coarse, great wonder and surprise in 
all the people who accompanied the King and they were all sure 
that this prosperous pnneo would soon, by tho Divine assistance, 
attain the highest pitch of fortune and glory and the hand of 
the favour of God would open to him the gate* of suoceaa m all 
hia sacred and worldly hopes 

Clato]fieatum qf tin People 

“When the auspicious throne of royalty was filled by this 
dignified and brave monarch, all the officers of tho State and 
inhabitants of the kingdom were divided into three classes The 
brothers and relations of the King the nobles and ministers, us 
well as the military men, were called Aht i Daulat (officers of the 
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State), because it is evident that — according to the words, “ There 
can he no dominion without men no degree of wealth and 
prosperity can be attained without the assistance of this class of 
brave and courageous people , and no one can obtain the throne 
and power without the aid of warriors and heroes 

“ Kings, with the assistance of their army, 

Place their feet upon the throne of empires 
He alone can obtain wealth and rank 
Who is assisted by hus army ” 

The holy peisons, the great mushaikhs (religious men), the 
respectable saiyids, the literati, the law officeis, the scientific 
persons, poets, besides other great and respectable men, formed 
the second class, and were denominated Ahl-i Sa’adat (good 
men), because to observe, honour, and regard these people, and 
to associate with such men, secures eternal prosperity, and enables 
men to rise to high dignities and ranks. 

“ Virtue is the gift of God 

It is not in the power of the mighty man to obtain it 
If you wish to obtain fortune, 

You must associate with nrtuous men,” 

Those who possessed beauty and elegance, those who were 
young and most lovely, also clever musicians and sweet singers, 
composed the third class, and the appellation of Alilr-i Murad 
(people of pleasure) was conferred on them, because most people 
take great delight m the company of such young-looking men, 
of rosy cheeks and sweet voices, and are pleased by hearing their 
songs, and the pleasing sound of the musical instruments, such 
as the harp, the sackbut, and the lute. 

“ The hope of the heart of lovers 
Is never realized but when they meet persons whose 

oheeks are rosy. 

He who is fond of hearing songs and music 
Has the gates of happiness opened foi lnmself.” 
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Apportionment qf Time 

According to this classification, tho wise King also divided the 
days of the week, and appointed ono day for each of these three 
classes Thus Saturdays and Thursdays wero fixed for pious 
men, and visits wero received on these days from literary and 
religions persons. On these two days tho treo of tho hopo of 
this estimable body of the pcoplo produced the fruit of pro- 
sperity by their obtaining audtonco in tho paradise- resembling 
Court Tho reason why thoso two days were appointed for this 
class was that Saturday is ascribed to Saturn who is tho pro- 
tector of good and religious men and persons of old respectable 
families and Thursday is appropriated to Jupiter who is tho 
preserver of tho taiyidt, the learned men and tho strict followers 
of tho Muhammadan law Sundays and Tuesdays wero fixed 
for tho State officer* , and all tho government business and dutiee 
connected with the management of the country wore discharged 
on theso days. Tho King tho destroyer of enemies, sat in the 
publio court, and consequently all tho nobles and plebeians 
were able to obtain the honour of soeing him Tho advantage in 
appointing these two days for opening the Court and attending 
to tho State affairs was, that Sunday belong* to the Sun to 
whom, according to tho will of God, is attached tho fates of all 
rulers and kings and Tuesday is the day of Mars, who is 
the patron of warriors and brave men Henco it is evident 
that to adorn the throne of sovereignty in the public court-hall 
by his royal sessions on theso two days, and to devote himself 
to tho discharge of the government duties, was very proper 
Amongst the other customs which were introduced by this just 
and gen cron* King and were observed on tho days of tho 
sessions, one was, that when ho adorned the throne of royalty 
by sitting on it, drums were beaten to inform the people, who 
immediately on hearing their noise, came to see him , and when 
he left the Court, the gunners fired guns to let the people know 
that they might retire Also on those day* the keeper of the 
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wardrobe used to bring some suits of fine apparel, and the 
treasurer several purses of money, and they placed them m the 
Court m order that rewards and robes might be given to any one 
from them, and no delay should take place. Also that several 
persons wlio resembled Bahrfim, having put on coats of mail, and 
taken blood-dnnkmg swords in their hands, stood before the throne 
to seize and punish those who might be proved guilty. Mondays 
and Wednesdays were allotted for pleasure parties, and on these 
days some of the old companions and chosen friends were con- 
vened, and a band of musicians and singers was called, and they 
wore all satisfied in their wishes The cause of appointing these 
days for this purpose was, that Monday is the day of the Moon, 
and Wednesday of Mercury ; and it was theiefore reasonable 
that on these days ho should keep company with young men 
beautiful as the moon, and hear sweet songs and delightful music 
On Fridays, as the name ( juma ’) imports, he called together 
all the assemblies, and sat with them as long as he found leisure 
from his other duties 


Symbols of Office . 

Another invention of this King was, that he got three arrows 
of gold made, and called them each after the name of the 
three classes above mentioned Each of these was given to one 
of the most confidential persons of the respective classes, and tins 
person was to manage all the affairs of that class As long as 
the man who was entrusted with the arrow conducted the -duties 
attached to him with such care as to insure the pleasure of God 
and satisfaction of the King, he was maintained in the trust. But 
when he was intoxicated by the effect of the wine of arrogance 
and pride, 01 when his foresight was obscured by the dimness of 
negligence, and he did not look after his business, but through 
his misfortune thought only of collecting riches, then the arrow 
of his wishes felted to hit the point of success, and he was 
oidered to be remoVed from office by the pen of destiny for his 

insolent deeds. * *\* 
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Gradation* qf Bank 

Among the custom* introduced by this King one mis that of 
the dietnbution of arrow*, by moans of which the distinction 
of ranks and stations among servants of the throne was marked 
The pen of eloquenco thus writes a full detail of this particular 
head. According to the different standards of gold, the rank* 
of all the people composing the three classes were divided into 
twelve orders or arrows, and every one received a grade anil 
rank suitable to himself Tho twelfth arrow which was made 
of the purest gold, was put in the auspicious quiver of this 
powerful King and nobody could dare to touch it The eleventh 
arrow belonged to His Majesty's relations and brethren and all 
tho Sultans who wore in tho government omploy Tenth, to 
tho great mnthatkh #, taiyxdt, and the learned and religious men 
Ninth, to the great noble* Eighth, to the courtiers and some 
of the King s personal attendants Sevonth, to the attendants 
in general Sixth, to the ha reins and to the woll behaved female 
attendant*. Fifth, to young mold-servants. Fourth, to the 
treasurers and stewards Third, to the soldiers. Second, to 
the menial servants Fust, to tho palace guards, camel-drivers 
and the like. Each of these arrows or orders had three grades , 
the highest, the middle, and the lowest. 

Government Department «. 

Another of the arrangements of this King was, that he divided 
all the affairs of government into four departments, after the 
number of the four elements, vi* the AtasM Datcdi Abi, and 
KhdH and for conducting the business of these departments he 
appointed four ministers The department to which belonged 
the artillery and the making of arms, weapons of war and 
various sorts of engines and other such thing* m which assistance 
wn* taken from fire, was called A lathi and the superintendence 
of this department was placed under Khwfija Amfda l Mulk, 
and the fire of his care inflamed the ovens of the hearts of those 
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who were employed on these woiks. The duties connected with 
the wardrobe, kitchen, stable, and other gi eat and important offices 
belonged to the Hawai department, and the care of them was 
entrusted to Kliwaja Lutf-ulla. The Sharbat-lhdna, SujUhdna , 
the digging of canals, and all the works which related to water 
and rivers, weie composed m the A'M department, and its super- 
intendent was Khwdja Hasan Agricultuie, erection of buddings, 
resumption of Khaim lands, and some household affairs formed 
a depaitment which was called Khali, and this was placed under 
the management of Khwdja Jalalu-d din Mirzd Beg Formerly 
one of the nobles was ordered to look after each department 
Por instance, Amir N&sn Kali supervised the fire department, 
and he always used to put on red clothes. After his death, the 
cypiess of the garden of dignity and grandeur, Mir jNihdl, was 
appointed to the same duty But in the days when the com- 
piler wrote these pages, the supervision of all the four depart- 
ments was entrusted to the care of the best of nobles, the most 
learned man, Amir Wais Muhammad 

Binldmg of Dtnpandli 

Another great work of this just and generous King was the 
city of D inpan dh, which was really the asylum of religious men 
The musk-resembling pen perfumes the minds of good people by 
wilting an account of its fonndation In the month of Sha bdn, 

A H 939 (1533 a.d ), when the fort of Gwdbor was made the 
object of envy to the high revolving heavens by the royal presence, 
the great King one night sat there on the Imperial throne, and 
having ordered all his great courtiers and learned companions to 
sit down, conversed with them on various topics In this discourse 
he poured from his tongue the secrets of the pearls of these 
words, that long time since it was his intention to found near 
the capital of Dehli a large city, the ramparts of which from their 
loftiness migllt open the tongue of reproach and scorn at 
Khawarnak aid Sawir, the palaces of Bahrdm, and that the 
keeper of its bastions might claim equality with Saturn A so 
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that in tins city a magnificent palaco of seven storeys should 
bo erected, surrounded by delightful gardens nnd orcliards, of such 
elegance and bcautv, that Us fame might draw people from tho 
remotest corners of tho world for its inspection That tho citv 
■hoold bo the asylum of wiso and intelligent persons and bo 
called Dlnpanfdi Thoso who wero present in tho assembly 
which resembled paradise opened their tongues in approba 
tion and applause of such a scliemo At tho samo timo it was 
discovered bv tho most wittv and clover Maul£nd Shnhdbu d din 
Ahmad Mu amtn&l tliat tlio numerical Taluo of tbo words 
Shahr i pddihdh Dinpandh was 040 and lie said that if tlio city 
were built in tliat rear it would bo a verr remarkable fact Tho 
same moment these words wero brought to tlio notice of tho 
King who, as well as all the officers of the lugli Court was 
gTcatlv struck with them All persons tliat were present at tho 
time began to sing with their tongues the following stania before 
His Majesty, who understood tho excellencies of poetry well 

Tlio pfeturo winch your imagination draws on your mind 

Nothing contrary to it is demo by the hand of destiny 

Wliat your understanding writes on a loaf 

Agrees with tho book of tho V> III of God.” 

In short, tho King accordingly fixed the resolution in his cn 
lightened roimh After under tho protection of tho Almighty 
God he had returned from Gw&hor to Agra, ho turned tlio reins 
of Ins world travelling Iiorso, in the beginning of the month of 
Zf 1 hijja, a n 039 towards the city of Dehlf \\ hen ho had 
rtachod tlio city whieh was as beautiful as heaven, safe under tho 
care of God from all evils, and had taken omens and religious 
ad nco, a rising ground adjacent to the banks of tbo stream 
of Jumna, about threo kot from tho city, was selected for the 
foundation of the city of Dtnpan&h 

In tlio middle of the month of tho sacrod Muharrnni A.H. 940 
at an hour which was prescribed by the moat clever astrologers 
and the greatest astronomers, all tho great muiha&Ja {religious 
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men) the respectable saiyids , the learned persons, and all the 
elders of the city of DehK, accompanied the King, who was as 
generous as the ocean, to the spot, prayed the Almighty God 
to finish the happy foundation of that city, and to strengthen 
the basis of the King’s wealth. First, His Majesty with his 
holy hand put a brick on the earth, and then each person from 
that concourse of great men placed a stone on the ground, and 
they all made such a crowd there that the army, people, and the 
artists, masons, and labourers found no room or time to carry 
stones and mud to the spot. On the same date work was also 
commenced in the King’s own palace. 

At this time, % e the latter part of the month of Shawwdl of 
the same year, the walls, bastions, ramparts, and the gates of the 
city of Dinpandh are nearly finished 
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or 

HAIDAR MIHZX DOGHLAT 

[Tin; writer of this valuable work was tho son of Muhammad 
Husain MirzA, who was the eldest son of Haidar MireA Doghlat, 
Amir of HAriighar Muhammad Ilusam married tho younger 
sister of the Emperor BAbar a mother So our author Haidar 
MlrxA, was first cousin of Bubar and ho seems to have inherited 
r from his mother no small slrnre of that ability and vigour which 
distinguished Ins more ctnincul rctalivo Hi« lather Muhammad 
IDAam, was put to death at Ilirdt in 914 (1C0S a-d) under 
tho ordens of SlialbAui KJiAn. ITaidar MirzA himself was also 
doomed, hut ho was concealed and saved. In tho following year 
BAbar sent for him to KAbul and thoro received him with con 
•Iderato and generous affection, of which tho Mirzu speaks in tho 
warmest terms of gTntItudo ‘ It was a sad day” says he 
‘ that deprived mo of my father bnt through tho unremitting 
kindness of tho Emporor I neror felt tho loss * * During tho 
whole timo of my stay with him, ho always conducted lumsolf 
towards me with parental observance and affection.” 

Haidar MirzA was as bold and adventurous os BAbar luma elf, 
and played & notablo part in widely distant places He 
was actively engaged as a military leader In BadakhshAn and 
KAihghar, and Rooms to liave there given proofs of eminent 
military talents. Nor was he at all deficient m that literary 
ability which distinguished his cousin Ho saw much, and ho 
observed and recorded what passed under his own eyes, and what 
he learnt from diligent inquiry u The TdrlXh t Jiathidij says

man ; and, m the two latter parts, of a contemporary, intimately 
acquainted with the men and events he describes

Kashmir and Hmdust&n, and the whole work is mterspeised 
with geographical accounts of countries, especially to the east of 
M&warau-n nahr, little known m Europe The rise and fall of 
several tribes, or associations of tribes, m the desert, are recorded 
with much clearness and a perfect acquaintance with their ex- 
ternal and internal policy It would form a most valuable 
accompaniment to the Commentaries of Babar, which it illus- 
trates m every page The two royal cousins are worthy of each 
other, and do honour to their age ” 

Haidar Mirzd’s notices of India are fragmentary, and are con- 
i' fined to what passed under his own observation , but they give a 
i vivid picture of the disorder and incapacity which marked the 
early reign of Hum&yun, and weie the causes of his downfall In

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tho course of bis adventurous life Haidar Hirz& had served in 
Kashmir and while ho was acting as governor of Lahore on behalf 
of Prmeo Kfimrdn, a number of malcontent nobles of tliat country 
endeavoured to obtain his aid in dethroning their unpopular 
ruler Ho entered warmly into tho project, but tho troubles of 
Hindustan delaved its execution. After passing into the service 
of IIumAvun, and witnessing tho disastrous rout of Kanauj, 
described in one of tho followmg Fxtracts he endeavoured to ' 
mduco ITurniiyun to secure a refuge and a vantage-ground in 
Kashmir Tho Emperor was inclined to follow his advice and 
sent somo forees to enter upon the conquest of that country But 
his plans were thwarted hr his brother Kfimrdn, and ho was 
compelled to flv bovond tho Indus Haidar Mirzd soon showed 
tho practicability of tho advieo ho lmd tendered "\\ ith a force 
of only 4000 men he marched against Kashmir and ovading tho 
troops drawn up to oppose him ho mado his way secretly by "" 
nnfrcqncntcd routes to Snnagar tho capital and captured it 
without opposition in Rajab 047 (Jrovembcr 1040) Tho wholo 
country fell into his posses ton, and he succcs fully resisted tho 
attempts of tho dethroned pnnee to recover his kingdom although 
Sher Shfih aided tho cxllo Haidar MirxA ruled the laud which 
ho had won with great wisdom and ability and so recruited its 
resources that it was restored to prosponty and happiness Ho 
reigned for cloven jears, and was oventually killed in a night 
attack by a party of conspirators in 058 (1551 ad) To his 
honour bo it recorded, ho did riot in ins prosponty forgot his 
unfortunate kinsman tho Emperor Hum&yun but urged him to 
come to Kashmir and to make that country a point (Tappui for 
the recovery of his lost empire.

Defeat of Humdyun at Kanauj 
[When all the brothers were assembled, they conferred together 
upon the state of affairs The discussion was protracted, but no 
profitable decision was arrived at ; m fact, nothing was proposed 
that was worthy of the occasion, for as it is said, “When 
Fortune’s adverse, minds are perverse” Kdmr&n Mirzd was 
S very anxious to return, but Humayun disregarded all his repre- 
sentations Seven months were wasted m weary indecision, until 
the opportunity was lost, and Sher Khdn waTon the Ganges 
ready for war In the midst of this confusion Kdmrdn Mirzk 
became very ill The climate of Hindustan had brought on some 
serious disoiders 1 When he had thus suffered for two or three 
months, he lost the use of his hands and feet As no medicine or 
treatment lelieved him, he became the more desirous of depart- 
ing to Lahore At length his maladies so mcieased, that he 
made up his mind to return thither This departure of Kdmr&n 
Mirzd was the turning-point m the rise of Sher Kli&n and the 
downfall of the Chaghatdi power. The Emperor greatly urged 
him to leave some of his officers and forces as auxiliaries, but 
Kdmrdn Mirzd, on the contrary, did all he could to induce all the 
men of Agra to go away with him, and strenuously rejected the 
proposal to leave his own army behind. Mfr Khw&ja Kaldn, 
who was his prime minister, also exerted himself to the same 
purpose Kdmrdn Mirzd sent him on m advance, and then 
followed m person 

While this was passing, Sher Khdn advanced to the banks of 
^the Ganges, and passed his army over Kutb Khan, his son, 
marched towards Etdwa and EAIpi These territories were the 
ilta’s of Husain Sult&u, who was one of the Uzbek Sultdns, and 
Y&dgar N&sir Mirza, son of Hasir Mirzd, the brother of the 
Emperor Bdbar Part of Kdlp: i belonged to Kdmrdn Mirzd, 
and he had sent to that district Iskandar SaMn as his represen- 
tative These three persons marched against Kutb Khan, who

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was slain in tho battle and they gained a complete victory 
The Emperor now marched from Agra towards tho Ganges 
ngninst Shcr KMn [The wnter goes on to oxplain nt length 
lilj reasons for leaving KAmrAn and joining tho Emperor] 
Although Mini KArnrAo would not consent to m\ parting from 
him I remained behind without his consent KAmrAn MirzA 
himself sliamefully leaving onlj Iskamlar SnltAn with about 
1000 men os auxiliaries, went off to Lahore taking with him all 
the men of Agra ho could carry with him thus giving strength 
to the enemy and preparing defeat for his friends Tho Imperial 
oroiv reached the banks of tho Ganges in tho best way that it 
could. Thero It encamped and lay for about a month, the 
Emperor being on one side of the river and Slier KhAn on the 
other facing each othor Tho anmes mav lrnve amounted to 
more than 200 000 men Mulmmmad SuItAn MirzA, of the 
honso of Timur and grandson by a daughter of Sultfin ITusain 
(of KlrarAsAn) had come to India to wait upon the Emperor 
BAbar and had been received with every mark of kindness and 
kingly favour After BAbar s death ho Imd soveml times revolted 
against HumAyun , bat being unsuccessful, he had sought forgive- 
ness and had been pardoned Isow haring colluded with Sher 
KhAo he deserted A now way was thus openod Everybody 
began to desert, and the most surprising port* of it was, that 
man) of those who deserted did not go over to Shor KhAu and 
so could expect no favour from him A heated feeling ran 
through the army and tho cry was Lot us go and rest rn our 
own homes ' A nuuibor also of KAmrAn ■ auxiliary forces 
deserted and fled to Lai i ore. 

Among the equipments which were in the train of tho Emperor 
•were 700 carnages (panfifa) each dawn by four pairs of bullocks, 
and carrying a swivel (zarb-rnu) which discharged a ball (lalola) 
of 600 mifldU weight I myself several times saw that from 
the top of an eminenco they unfailingly (Jx-khaid) struck horse- 
men who slightly and unsuspectingly ox posed themselves And 
there were twenty-one carriages, each drawn by eight pairs of 
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bullocks Stone balls were of no use in these, but the shots 
were of molten brass, and weighed 5000 miskdk, and the cost of 
each was 200 mishals of silver They would strike anything 
that was visible at the distance of a parasang. 

As the army had taken to desert, it was judged better to risk 
a battle than to see it go to rum without fighting If the result 
was unfavourable, in that case we could not at least be accused of 
having abandoned an empire like Hindustan without striking a 
blow Another consideration was, that if we passed the river, 

^ desertion would be no longer possible. Wi e therefore crossed over 
Both armies entrenched themselves Every day skirmishes 
occurred between the adventurous swaggering spirits of both 
sides These proceedings were put an end to by the monsoon 
rains, which came on and flooded the ground, rendermgitTunfit 
for a camp. To move was indispensable Opinions were expressed 
that another such a deluge would sink the whole army in the 
abyss of despair, and it was proposed to move to a rising ground 
which the inundation could not reach, and which lay m front of 
the enemy I went to reconnoitre, and found a place suitable 
for the purpose I said that we would on the morrow try the 
enemy on the touchstone of experience, for he ought not to 
attack while we were on the march, as the anaying of an army 
at the time of marching is conti ary to sound judgment 1 The 
morrow was the 10th of Mubarram, and we must keep our 
forces well under contiol until ve see if the enemy comes 
out of his trenches and advances against us Then at last a 
regular pitched battle will he fought between us The proper 
plan for us is to place the mortars {deg) and swivels (zn> b-zari) 
in front, and the gunners, nearly 5000 m number, must he

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stationed with the guns. If he does come out to attack us, there 
it no tune or place more suitable than this for battle. If he does 
not come out of his entrenchments, we must remain drawn up 
till about raid-day and then return to our position. Next day 
we must act just in the same way Then tho baggage must move 
to the new position, and we must follow and occupy the place 
This achome of mine met with general approbation 

On the 10th iToharram, 918 n., we mounted to cany the plan 
into effect, and formed our array As had been determined, the 
carnages (j/ardun) and mortars (deg) and small guns (topakcM\y&n) 
were placed m the centre The command of the guns was given 
to Muhammad Kh&n Itfimi the sons of Ustid Ah Kuli, Ust&d 
Ahmad Itumi, and Husain Khalifa. They placed the carnages 
and mortars (deg) in their proper positions and stretched chains 
between them In other divisions there were amirs of no repute, 
men who wore amirs only in name They had got possession of 
the country but they had not a tincture of prudence or know 
lodge, or energy or emulation or nobility of mind or generosity 
— qualities from which nobility draws its name The Emperor 
had posted the author of this work upon his left, so that his 
nght flank should be on the Emperor s left. In the same 
position he had placed a force of chosen troops On my left, all 
my retainers were stationed. I had 400 chosen men, mured to 
warfare and familiar with battle fifty of whom were mounted 
on horses accoutred with armour Between me and the nver 
(jul-bdr) there was a force of twenty seven amirs all of whom 
earned the High banner In this position, also were the other 
components of the left wing and they must be judged of by the 
others. On the day of battle, when Sher Kh&n, having formed his 
divisions marched out, of all these twenty-seven jugh bann ers 
not one was to be seen for the great nobles had hidden them m 
the apprehension that the enemy might advance upon them. 
The soldiership and bravery of the amirs may be conceived from 
this exhibition of courage J 

Sher Kh&n came oat m five divisions of 1000 men each, and 
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m advance of him (peshtar t o) were 3000 men. I estimated the 
whole as being less than 15,000, but I calculated the Chaghatdl 
force as about 40,000, all mounted on tipchal horses, and clad 
m iron armour. They surged like the waves of the sea, but the 
courage of the amirs and officers of the army was such as I have 
described When Sher Kh&n’s army came out of its entrench- 
ments, two divisions (jaul), which seemed to be equal to foui 
divisions, drew up m that place, and three divisions advanced 
against their opponents On our side I was leading the centre, 
to take up the position winch I had selected j but when we 
eached the ^round, 5£§W er . e .unable to occupy it for every amh 
and wazlr m the Ohaghatdi army, whether he be nek or poor, 
thas his ghulams An amir of note with his 100 retainers and 
followers has 500 servants and ghulams, who in the day of 
battle render no assistance to their master and have no control 

/ 

over themselves So in whatever place there was a conflict, the 
ghulams were entirely ungovernable When they lost then 
masters, they were seized with panic, and blindly rushed about 
in terror. 1 In short it was impossible to hold our ground. They 
y so pressed upon us in the rear, that they drove the centre upon 
the chains stretched between the chariots, and they and the 
soldiers dashed each other upon them Those who were behind 
so pressed upon those who were in front, that they broke through 
the chains. The men who were posted by the chains were driven 
beyond it, and the few who remained behind were broken, so 
that all formation was destroyed 

Such was the state of the centre On the right Sher Kh&n 
advanced in battle array, but before an arrow was discharged, the 
y camp followers fled like chaff before the wind, and breaking the 
hue they all pressed towards the centre The ghulams whom 
the commanders had sent to the front rushed to the lines of 
chariots, the whole array was broken, and the mb' was separated 
from lus men, and the men from the mb' While the centre 
was thus thrown into disorder, all the fugitives from the rigid

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bore down upon it. So before the enemy had discharged an 
arrow the whole army was scattered and defeated I had 
estimated the Chaghatai army as numbering 40 000 men, ex 
eluding the camp followers (ghuldm ) and workmen 
j*uAu) They fled before 10 000 men, and Bher Kh&n gained J 
a victory and the Chaghat&is were defeated m this battle-field 
where not a man, either friend or foe was wounded. Not a gun 
was fired, and the chariots (gardiin) were useless 

When the Ohaghatiiis took to flight, the distance between 
their position and the Ganges might be nearly a paratnng All 
the amirs and bra res {bah&durAn) fled for safety to the nrer 
without a man of them hanng received a wound. The enemy 
pursued them, and the Ohaghatfiis, hanng no time to throw off 
their armour and coats plunged into the river The breadth of 
the nrer might bo about fire bowshots Many illustrious amlrt 
wore drowned, and each one remained or went on at his will. 
When we came out of the river, His Majesty who at mid-day 
had 17 000 workmen in attendance upon his Court, was mounted 
upon a horse which had been given to him by Tordi Beg and 
hod nothing on his head or feet. ‘Permanence is from God, 
and dominion is from God. Oat of 1000 retainers, eight 
persons came out of the nrer the rest had perished in the 
water The total loes may be estimated from this feet When 
we reached Agra, we mode no tarry but, broken and dispirited, 
in a state heart-rending to relate, we went on to Lahore On 
the new moon of Rabfu 1 awwal, 947 h, the princes, amirs, 
and people had drawn together at Lahore The throng was so 
great that it was difficult to move about, and still more difficult 
to find a lodging Every one acted as bis fears or hia interests 
led him ] 
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JAUHAB 

These are the private Memoirs of the Emperor Hum&yun 
written by his dftabcJii , or ewer-bearer, Jauhar. They have been 
translated into Enghsh by Major Stewart*, and published by the 
Oriental Translation Fund Lond (1832). [The MS. used by 
Stewart bore the above title, under which the work has become 
generally known, but in Sir H Elliot’s copy of the MS the author 
is made to name the work Humaylin Shdhl It is also called 
Taillh-i MumayunJ] These Memoirs afford much amusement 
from the naive and simple style in which they are written The 
author was a constant attendant upon the Emperor, both during 
his adversities and successes, and is so devoted an admirer of 
his patron, that he rarely sees anything to reproach in his con- 
duct. He gives the most trivial details with the utmost candour 
and gravity, thinking nothing too insignificant to relate of so 
great an Emperor. “ Let no one,” says Dion, after recording 
(lib Ixxn. 18 , 18 ) some of the public exposures and debaucheries 
of Commodus — “ Let no one reprove me for degrading the im- 
portance of history because I write such things In another 
case I would not have written them , but since they were done by 
an Empei or , and I myself saw and heard them, I thought it nght 
to conceal nothing, and to transmit these matters for the in- 
formation of posterity, as if they had been of the utmost 
consequence ” 

Of himself Jauhar says, “ I was at all times, and m all , 
stations, in constant attendance on the royal person , it there- 
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fore occurred to me aa desirable that I should write a narrative 
of all the events to which I had been an eye-witness that it 
may remain as a record of the post interesting occurrences? I 
have endeavoured to explain them to the beat of my humble 
ability, although in a style very inferior to the dignity of the 
subject I commenced this work m the year 995 (a^d 1687) 
and have named It the Tazhraiu-I Wdkx it, Relation of Occur 
ranees. 1 It is not my intention to narrate all the occurrences 
which have taken place during the late reign, but I shall confine 
myself to those operations m which His Majesty was personally 
ooncernod. I shall therefore commence this wort with Hnm&- 
yfin s ascending the throne, and shall conclude with his return 
from Persia and his regaining the sovereignty I shall further 
explain with wlrnt fortitude and perseverance the Emperor en 
countered so many hardships and difficulties, and through the 
favour of the Almighty God, thereby recovered his dominions, 
in the hope that this book may band down the name of the 
author to posterity, and inform mankind of these extraordinary- 
events 

[The Memoirs bear all the appearance of truth and honesty 
and are to a great degree exempt from that exaggeration and 
fhlsotue eulogy to which Oriental biographers are prone But 
the feet of their having been commenced full thirty years after 
the death of Hum&ydn greatly diminishes their claim to be 
considered a faithfhl and exact account of the occurrences they 
record. They are not contemporary records of the events as 
they occurred, but remmiscenoes of more than thirty years 
standing so that, whatever the sincerity and candour of the 
writer time must have toned down his impressions, and memory 
had doubtless given a favourable colour to the rooollections he 
retained of a well beloved master The conversations and obser 
ration* attributed to the various personages who figure m his 
Memoirs moat therefore contain quite as much of what the 
author thought they might or ought to have said aa of what 
really was uttered. 
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When Humdyun recovered Lahore, he immediately divided 
the appointments of the province among his adherents, and 
Jauhar was appointed collector of the village of Haibatptir. 
Before he departed, the King told him a familiar story as a 
warning against extortion Janhar made a courtly reply, and 
proceeded to his charge Upon aruving m the district, he 
found that it had been the custom of the Afghdn farmers to 
give their wives or children in pledge to the Hindu bankers for 
money advanced on account of the collections. Therefore, the 
hist thing he did was to collect all the gram that had been 
hidden m dry pits, and having sold it, he paid the bankers and 
liberated the families of the peasants On hearing of this affair. 
His Majesty was much pleased, and promoted him to the col- 
lectorslnp of the villages belonging to the Afghdn chief, Tdtdr 
Khdn Lodi Soon after he had an opportunity of displaying 
his energy and determination The Panjdb having been left 
without troops, in consequence of Hum dy tin’s onward march, 
a body of 400 Afghans entered the province of Lahore, and 
began to plunder The collectors met to consult, and by 
Jauhar’s advice they collected all the men they could, and 
placing themselves under the command of a brave and active 
young man, they fell upon them by surprise, defeated them, 
and took five of their chiefs prisoners. Jauhar does not tell us 
what position he held when he wrote his Memoirs, but it is 
evident that he became a man of some mark Abu-1 Fazl men- 
tions his appointment to the district of Haibatpur, and subse- 
quently speaks of him as “Mihtar Jauhar, treasurer of the 
Panjdb ”]

Himay un’s conquest of Chunar 

His Majesty then inquired from his ministers and nobles what 
intelligence there was of Sher Khdn Afghdn, where he was, 
what he was doing, and what he was intent upon ? He was 
informed that Sher Khdn had-taken. the -fort of-Rohtds and 
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Bahrkundn, that ho had been for some time besieging tho capital 
ofjBrngol and was upon the point of taking it. Upon hearing 
this untoward news His Majesty exclaimed to his nobles, M To 
what n pitch tho danng of these Afgh&ns has reached , please 
God wo vrill to-morrow march to tho fort of Chun&r ” Hia 
Majesty then questioned Rum! Kb&n as to tho powers of resist 
anco of tho fortress and ho replied that b} the Emperor's good 
fortune and tho favour of tho Almighty thoy would tako tho 
fortress by force Thereupon tho Imperial forces marched to- 
wards Chun&r and on tho Shab-t bardt they camo to fire ton 
distance from the fort, Tho engineer (Ittiml Kh&n) then dobntod 
with himself how ho conld find out tho exact condition of tho 
fortress, what bastion he ought to attack and on which mdo 
he should mino IIo had a slave named Khal&f&t whom in 
furtherance of his plan ho so flogged that tho weals wero visiblo 
upon his body lie then directed him to go into tho fortress 
and say that ho was tho slaro of R&ml Kh&n and that Ins 
master had so beaten him without any cause that ho had fled 
and sought protection with them So ho was to find out tho 
particulars of tho fortress and rotum He acted in accordance 
with those instructions "When tho Afgh&ns saw Ins condition 
and the marks of tho chastisement plainly visiblo on his body 
they bolioTed him, and stroro to hoal his wounds Ono day 
the slave proposed to the Afgh&ns that if they saw no objoction 
thoy should show_lum tlio defences of the fortress, and ho would 
adviso as to tho boat means of resisting the guns which Rumf 
Kh&n had planted, so thnt the garrison might be safe. The 
Afgh&ns complied with this proposition After staying a fow 
days in the fortress, and making his observations, tho slave raado 
Ids escape and returned to his master whom he acquainted with 
tho exact condition of the fortress. He advised him to attnek 
the bastion on the river tide, and to oonstruct a mine on that 
same ndo Rural Kh&n brought up his guns, and battered 
thnt bastion, dud he placed other batten ee under his various 
officers. * * * 
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Burni Khdn then sought His Majesty’s permission to con- 
struct a floating battery, by means of which he proposed to cut 
the garrison off from the water, and prerent them from being 
able to maintain life The royal order was given for him to do 
■•'what he deemed expedient Under this authority he employed 
himself for six months m constructing a battery upon three 
boats, so high that on the top of it all the soldiers of the gar- 
rison were plainly discernible When it was completed, he 
sought the royal authority to move his battery, make it fast to 
the fortress, and carry the place by storm Permission being 
given, the attack was kept up till raid-day, and the royal army 
lost nearly 700 men For all their efforts they could not take 
the place, and the garrison by their fire smashed one portion of 
the battery 1 Next morning Bumf Kh&n again prepared his 
battery The Afghans saw that the assailants were resolute 
and vigorous, and that the place must soon fall, so they pro- 
posed to capitulate Under His Majesty’s command the garrison 
marched out, and the royal forces took possession of the fortress 
[Bum! Kh&n, being very irate and furious, cut off both hands of 
300 gunners and others who had formed part of the garrison 
When His Majesty was informed of this, he was very angry 
with Bdmi KMn, and declared that no injury ought to be 
inflicted on men who had surrendered. After the capture of the 
fort a grand banquet was given and great rejoicings were made , 
rewards were distubuted and great honours were bestowed His 
Majesty then asked Bdmi Kh&n as to the fortress and to the 
way he would deal with it. The Khin replied, that if the place 
were in his hands he would not allow a Bengali to approach 
within a los of it. And upon His Majesty asking who ought to 
be placed in command of it, he replied, that he knew of no one 
fit for the position but Beg Mirak Upon this advice His 
Majesty placed Bjeg Mirak in command of the fortress. This 
counsel so incensed all the nobles against Bum! Khdn, that

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they conspired against him and caused poison to bo placed in his 
crop so that he died. 

Uumdyun m Bengal 1 

The King moved forward with the whole army and m four 
days with little difficulty took poraeaaiomof XJaor the capital of 
Bengal, and drove away all the Afgh&na. After cleansing and 
repairing the aty the first act of Bis Majesty was to divide the 
province into jdgirs among his officers after which he very 
unaccountably shut himself up m his harem and abandoned 
himself to every kind of indulgence and luxury While the 
King had thus for several months given himself up to pleasure 
and indolence, information was at length conveyed to him that 
Sher KhAn had killed 700 Mughals, had laid siege to the 
fortress of OhunAr and taken the aty of Benarea and had 
also sent forward an army along the bank of the Ganges to 
take Konauj that he had farther soiled the families of several 
of the officers, and sent them prisoners to BohtAs. 

Defeat qf Humdyun at Chitpa-ghdl * 

As soon as the peaoe was conoluded, the treacherous Sher 
KhAn summoned his principal officers and said to them Is 
there any of von brave enough to go and storm the Mughal 
camp? At first not one of the AfghAn offioers would under 
take the task. At length a person called KhnwAa KhAn 1 said. 
If he would give him a detachment of good soldiers and a 
number of war-elephants, he would attempt it, and exert himself 
to the utmost adding this is a business of chanoe but let 
ns see to whom God will give the victory ” 

Sher KhAn was much pleased with KhawAs KhAn s proposal, 
and gave him his choice of all the troops and several war 
elephants but although the detachment marched from the

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camp at ten o’clock of the morning, 1 the artful general loitered 
about till night In the mean time Shaikh Khalil sent oft a 
messenger to His Majesty, cautioning him to be on his guard; 
but “ when fate descends, caution is vain ” * * * ^ 

The King -would not believe the information, or that Sher 
Kh&n would be guilty of such a breach of honour and relimon, 
and passed the night without taking any precautions. But just 
as the sun rose next morning, the Afghans entered the rear of 
our encampment, made a dreadful uproar, and caused the greatest 
confusion both among the troops and followers. His Majesty, on 
hearing the noise, ordered the kettle-drums to be beaten, and in a 
short time about 300 cavalry assembled around him In a few 
minutes one of the enemy’s war-elephants approached , on which 
His Majesty made a sign to Mir Bajka, who was celebrated for 
Ins valour, and who with lus two sons, Gar g ’All and Tatta Beg, 
one of whom earned the King’s double-barrelled gun and the 
other the royal spear, to attack the elephant; but as none of 
them had the heart to do it, His Majesty snatched the spear 
from the hand of Gar g ’All, spurred on his horse, and stiuck 
the elephant with such force on the forehead that he could not 
draw out the spear again. In the mean time an archer who was 
seated on the elephant discharged an arrow, which wounded the 
Kin g m the arm, and the enemy began to sui round him His 
Majesty then called to his troops to advance and charge the 
enemy, but no one obeyed , and the Afghans having succeeded 
in throwing everything into confusion, one of the King’s followers 
came up, seized his bridle, and said, “ There is no time to be 
lost , when your friends forsake you, flight is the only remedy ” 
The King then proceeded to the bank of the river, and although 
followed by one of his own elephants, 2 he urged his horse into 
the stream, but m a short time the horse sank. On seeing

mil make yonr name as celebrated as that of Nu&mu-d din 
Auliya (a famous samt) and you shall mt on my throne ’ * * * 
Boon after the King had remounted his throne the water 
earner who had enabled him to cress the Ganges paid his 
respects and His Majesty remembering his royal promise, 
seated him for two hours upon the throne, and«deeired him to 
ask for whatever he wished.

Humdyun'n defeat at Kanaxy 1 

After the battle had raged for some time, information was 
brought to His Majesty that the Pnnce Hinddl had discomfited 
the Afghdns opposed to him but that the left under Askari was 
compelled to retreat. Mini Haidar represented that m order 
to let the fugitives pass, it was requisite to loose the chains of 
the carnages £ardba) which formed o bamende in front of the 
centre His Majesty unfortunately complied with this advice 
and the chains being unloosed, the runaways passed through the 
line of carnages in files 

During this time, an Afghan clothed in black advanced and 
■truck the King s horse on the forehead with a spear, on which 
the animal turned round and became unmanageable * 

Hi» Majesty afterwards related that as soon as he could 
control his horse, he taw the Afgh&ns employed m plundering 
the carnages, and wished to hare charged them, bnt some person 
caught the reins of the steed, and led him to the bank of the 
nver Here, while undetermined how to act, he saw an old 
elephant winch had belonged to the late Emperor He called

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to the driver to bring the elephant to him, who did so He then 
mounted, and asked a eunuch who was m the howdah, what was 
lus name. He replied, “ Kaffir” His Majesty then ordered 
the driver to carry him across the river, but the fellow refused, 
and said the elephant would be drowned On which the eunuch 
whispered, that he suspected the driver wished to carry them 
over to the enemy , it would therefore be advisable to take off 
the fellow’s head The King said, “ How shall we then make 
the elephant cross the nver?” The eunuch replied, that he 
understood something of driving an elephant Upon hearing 
this, His Majesty drew his sword and so wounded the driver 
that he fell off into the water, and the eunuch stepped down 
from the howdah on the neck of the animal, and caused him to 
pass the river His Majesty further related, that when he 
arrived near the bank, it was so steep that he could not find a 
place to ascend At length, some of the camp colour-men , 1 who 
were on the look out for him, tied their turbans together, and 
throwing an end of the cloth to him, he with some difficulty 
climbed up They then brought him a horse, on which he 
mounted and proceeded towards Agra * * * 

The King having been joined by the Princes Hind&l and 
’Askan and the Mirz&s Y&dgdr H&sir, etc , proceeded joyfully 
towards Agra When they reached the village of Bham-gdnw, 
the peasants, who were m the habit of plundering a defeated 
army, stopped up the road, and one of them wounded Mirzd 
Ydds’dr with an arrow On which the Mirza said to the Prince

’Askari, “ Do you go on and punish these villagers, while I stop 
to dress my wound 11 The Prince was displeased at this request, 
and gave the Mirzd some abuse, on which the other retorted m 
harsher language, and the Prince struck him three times with 
his horsewhip, which was returned with interest on the other 
side When intelligence of this unpleasant fracas reached the 
King, he said, “ They had better have vented their spite on the 
robbers than on each other What has happened cannot be

One of the scoundrels of the enemy approached the Kmg and 

struck him on the bead with his sword, and was about to repeat 

the blow when Hi« Majesty looking at him, said, “ You wretch, 
how dare you P’ — upon which the fellow dean ted , and some other 
officers coming up, led the King out of the battle , but he was 
so serorely wounded, that he became weak from Ion of blood, 
and therefore threw off his jabba (quilted coat) and gave it m 
charge of an Abyssinian servant but his servant being obliged 
to make his escape from the battle, threw away the./<tZ>6tf which 
having been found bv some of Kdrar&n a followers, it waa brought 
to the Prince, who immediately proclaimed that the King was 
killed. 

At this time there only remained with His Majesty eleven 
persons, moludmg servants, and the author of these pages. We 
therefore took him out of the battle and as his own horse was 
unquiet we mounted him on a small ambling steed, two of the 
chiefs supporting him on either side, and endeavouring to console 
him by anecdotes of former princes who had suffered similar 
adversity and encouraged him to exert himselfr as it was pro- 
bable the enemy might pursue him. On hearing this, he resumed 
his fortitude and proceeded towards the pass of Sirtun On the 
march we were jomed by some of the chiefs, and at nightfall 
reached the entrance of Sirtun As it wns then very cold, and 
Hi a Majesty suffered much from weakness a sheepskin cloak l 
was brought and put on him 

In the morning we reached the top of the pass , and as it was 
then getting worm the King dismounted on the bank of the 
nTer performed Ms ablutions, and washed his wound but as 
there was no carpet for pra\ er to be found, the humble servant, 
Jauhnr brought the cover of a stool of scarlet cloth, and spread

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it for His Majesty, who knelt thereon, and performed his devo- 
tions, and sat down facing the Libia (Mecca) * * * 

The King again mounted, and rode on to Parw&n, where he 
alighted At this place the only tent that could be procured was 
a small shamiydna (canopy), sufficient only to screen one person , 
under this His Majesty lay down and slept In the morning 
the author of these pages awoke His Majesty, and told him it 
was the hour of morning prayer He said, “ My boy, as I am 
so severely wounded, I cannot bear to purify myself with cold 
water ” I represented that I had got some warm watei ready 
for him, he then arose, performed his ablutions, and said his 
prayeis He afterwards mounted his horse, but had not ridden 
far when he complained that the clotted blood on bis clothes hurt 
him, and asked of the sei vants if they had no jama (coat) tlioy 
could lend him Bahadur Kh&n replied, he “had a jama , but 
it was one His Majesty had discarded and given to him, and ho 
had worn it ” The King said, “ Hever mind that, bring it ” 
He then put it on, and gave the dress which was stained with 
blood to this humble servant, Jauhar, the dftdbch , and said, 

“ Take care of this dress, and only wear it on holy days ” 

Fiom Parw&n we pioceeded to Kahamrud, -where Tdlnr 
Muhammad had the honour of paying Ins respects Ho had 
pitched an old tent for the King, and had prepared an enter- 
tainment for him, but the blockhead did not bring any piesont, 
not even a spaie dress His Majesty ordered his follouois to 
partake of the dinner, but went himself to the edge of a fountain, 
where they pitched an old tent, grimed with smoke and soot, for 
him , but as there was no necessary tent, the humble servant 
went and procured two hurdles, which he fixed up as a privy 
At this time an old uoman came and offered His Majesty a pair 
of silk trousers He said, “Although these are not proper for 
a man to wear, yet, as my own are defiled uitli blood, I mil put 
them on” He then inquired w'hat the noman had for her 
support, and on being informed, nrote an order to the collector 
not to demand any tribute from her m future 
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Surrender of Kdbul to Kdmrdn 1 
When Ilia Majesty left KAbul ho bestowed the government 
cm KAsim AH who had formerly boon a servant of K 4m run s 
bat notwithstanding this circumstance, he for some time refused 
to give up the fortress, till assured by KAtnrAn that tho King 
was dead, who in proof thereof produced the jabba or quilted 
coat , in consequence of which the Prince was allowed to enter 
the fort, and ogam took possession of the youDg Akbar * * After 
remaining a month and twenty days at AndarAb, • * the King 
determined on marching to oppose tho robols bat he first as- 
sembled all lus cluofs, and proposed to them to tako the oath of 
allegiance HAjf Muhammad Kh4n said. It was also incumbent 
on Ills Majosty to tako the oath of confederacy The Prince 
Hind&l said, ‘ Such a proceeding was highly improper” But 
the King said If tho chiefs wished it, he would tako the oath 
to satisfy thorn ” In short, tho oaths woro ratified on both sides , 
and, to give the ceremony more solemnity the King fasted all 
tlrnt day 

Kamrdn surrendered by the Qalhan and blinded * 

The Eng received letters from SaltAn Adam, chief of the 
Gakhars, stating that * the Prinoo KArarAn was now in his 
territory and that if His Majesty would take tho trouble of 
coming there, he would give him up * * * The Pnnce am rod, 
and advanced with great humility The King however received 
him graciously and pointed to him to sit down on the bod on 
his right hand. His Majesty then sat down cm the bed also 
having the young Prince Akbar on 1ns left hand. SaltAn Adam, 
Abdn 1 Ala AH and the other chiefs were also seated In due 
order After some time. His Majesty called for a water melon, 
one-third of which he took and divided with his brother * * * 
Preparations having boon made for an entertainment, the whole 
night was passed in jollity and carousing * * • [Four days after]

the business of Mirza K&mr&n was taken into consideration, and 
it was resolved, m the first place, to remove all his servants from 
him. Then the King ordered five of his own people [names ] , 
and his humble servant Jauhar, to attend upon the Prince, and 
he said to me, “ My boy ( gJiuldm ), do you know where you are 
sent?” I said, “ Yes, and I know Your Majesty’s (wishes) ” 
He replied, “ Your busmess is to take care of the interior of the 
tent, you are desired not to sleep for a moment ” * * * 

Early m the morning the King marched towards Hindustan, 
W befoie his departure determined that the Pnnce should be 
blinded, and gave orders accordingly , but the attendants on the 
Prince disputed among themselves who was to perform the cruel 
act. Sult&n ’All, the paymaster, ordered ’AH Dost to do it. 
The other replied, “ You will not pay a Sh&h-P ukhi (3s 6d ) to 
•any person without the King’s directions , therefore, why should 
I commit this deed without a personal order from His Majesty? 
Perhaps to-morrow the King may say, £ Why did you put out 
the eyes of my brother ? ’ What answer could I give ? Depend 
upon it I will not do it by your order ” Thus they continued to 
quarrel for some time At length, I said, “ I will go and inform 
the Kmg ” On which I with two others galloped after His 
Majesty When we came up with him, ’All Dost said, in the 
Chaghat Turk i language, “Ho one will perform the busmess.” 
The King rephed m the same language, abused him, and said, 

“ Why don’t you do it yourself ? ” 

After receiving this command, we returned to the Prince, and 
Hhul&m ’AH represented to him, in a respectful and condohng 
'manner, that he had received positive orders to blind him The 
Prince replied, “ I would rather you would at once kill me ” 
Ghul&m ’AH said, “ We dare not exceed our orders ” He then 
twisted a handkerchief up as a ball for thrusting into the mouth, 
and he with the faidsh seizing the Prince by the hands, pulled 
him out of the tent, laid him down, and thrust a lancet into his 
eyes (such was the will of God). Tins they repeated at least 
fifty times , but he bore the torture m a manly manner, and did 
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not utter a Binglo groan except when one of tho men who was 
sitting on his knocs pressed him He then *aid w Why do you 
sit upon my knees P What is tho use of adding to my pain P 
This was all ho said, and ho acted with great courage, till they 
squeezed some (lemon) juice and salt into tho sockets of his eyes 
Ho then could not forbear and called out “ 0 Lord 0 Lord, my 
God, whatever sins I may have committed haro been amply 
punished m this world, ha to compassion upon mo in the next. 

* * * The anthor of these pages seeing the Pnnco in inch pain 
and distress, could no longer remain with him I therefore went 
to my own tent, and sat down in a Tory melancholy mood. The 
King lianng seen me, sent J&n Muhammad, tho librarian, to ask 
me, ‘ If tho business I had been employed on was finished, and 
why I liad returned without orders P” The humble serrant 
represented that “the business I had been sent on was quite 
completed."

MAULXNX AHMAD, AND OTHERS 

This work comprehends a History of Muhammadan nations up 
to the thousandth year of the Hijra era. It is from this cn- 
cumstance that it obtains its name, A If signifying 1 m the Arabic 
language one thousand The Emperor Akbar directed its com- 
pilation by several learned men, 1 and may have perhaps fixed 
upon this particular period of one thousand years, in conformity 
with a notion he is said to have entertained and expressed, that 
the Muhammadan religion would be abolished, after lasting 
that period 2 

At the commencement of the work, many different authors 
were employed, but, subsequently, the chief labour devolved 
upon Maul&na Ahmad, the son of the Kdzi of Thatta, 3 and the 
author of Khulasatu-l Hayat, “ the Essence of Life ” An in- 
teresting account of the different parties engaged on it is given 
by ’Abdu-l K&dir Bad&uni m the following passage from his 
Muntakhabu-t TaivariJch. 

About this time (a h 990), Mulla Ahmad, of Thatta, a 
bigot, who had the impertinence 4 to call himself a physician,

Thence ho proceeded to the Dekhin and 
afterwards to Hindustan, and finding no opposition to the pro- 
secution of his designs, he began to teach his absurd doctrines, 1 
and invito converts to tho ShTa persuasion but in a short time 
he met the penalty of his evil deeds Ho had as yet liad no 
interview with Shaikh Paixi, and had not yet assumed that air 
of eonfideneo, with which his intimacy with that minister in 
spired him, when I saw him one day in tho W~dr whore so mo 
Iritis took the opportunity of mentioning my namo to him in 
terms of praise Upon this, ho addressed me, and said, I see 
the mark of a ShTft stamped on your forehead Just as 
much,' I replied as I see Sunni stamped upon yours. The 
bystanders laughed, and were much gratified at the retort. I 
shall, please God * notice tho close of his life in the proper place."

“ During the period that I was compiling the events of the 
seventh year, and was engaged on the life of Khalif ’Umar, the 
model of purity (may God be piopitious to him '), I had just 
completed an account of the foundation of Kufa, and the destruc- 
tion of Madd-in, from the rums of which the new city was 
embellished, and the inaruage of Ammi Kulsum, the daughtei 
of the Amliu-1 muminln ’All 1 (may God he propitious to him '), 
as well as the institution of five stated times for prayer, the 
fall of the city of Nasibin, and the large black scorpions which 
were made use of to effect its capture, when, one night, Mirzd 
J’afar frjsaf Kh&n thought proper to dispute the correctness of 
these facts 2 3 Notwithstanding this, Shaikh Abu-1 Fazl and 
Gliazi EMn Badakhshi confirmed my assertions Shortly after- 
wards, when I was asked whence I got this information, I replied 
that 1 had seen it m books, and had written accordingly, and 
that it was not my own invention Immediately the Haiizatu-l 
Ahbdb and other historical books were called for from the library, 
and given to Nakib Kh&n to verify the accuracy of the state- 
ment, which, by God’s grace, being found correct, I was relieved 
from the charge of invention.”

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tion of tho work from the thirty sixth year was entrusted solely 
to Hulli Ahmad of Tliatta, who however, wroto whatever 
coincided with hu sectarian prejudices — a feet which is well 
known Tho compilntiou of two volumes was finished up to the 
time of Oliangu Kli&n, when Mini Fuliid, one night, protond 
mg that the King had sent for HolUL Ahmad, summoned him 
from his house, and murdered him la a street of Lahore, In

It will be observed that ’Abdu-l Kadir promised to relate 
further particulars of Mull a Ahmad in their proper place, and 
lie fulfils that promise m the following passage, which affords as 
amusing an instance of odium theologicum as is to be met with 
m any country 

“ Duung this month (Safar, 996 ah) Mirzd Fuldd Birlas 
persuaded the heretic Mulld Ahmad, who was always openly 
reviling the first Khalifs , to leave his own house at midnight 
under some pretence, and then assassinated him The chrono- 
grams of which event are, ‘ Bravo I Fuldd’s stiletto 1 ’ and 
‘ Hellish hog 1 ’ 1 and indeed when I saw that dog in the agonies 
of death, I observed his countenance to be exactly like that of a 
hog others also observed the same. (May God protect me 
from such a dreadful fate') 2 Mirzi Fulad, was bound alive 
to the leg of an elephant in the city of Lahoie, and thus attained 
martyrdom. 

“When Hakim Abu-1 Fath sent some one to inquire of him, 
whether sectarian prejudices had induced him to kill MuM

‘When Abdn lla, tho eon of Abdbakr amred at Tftmroz, 
Ilajj&j sent a racssago requesting him not to linger in SijistAn, 
bnt to march without delav towards K6bnl as signs of robethon 
and disaffection had exhibited thomsclvcs m the chief LAlbal* 
Ho bad formerly entered into a treaty with tho Muhammadans, 
and agrcod to pay a tribute annually into tho treasury and as 
long as ho found tho Muhammadans powerful, ho paid tlio 
tnbuto, but whonover they wero ongaged in other affairs, or 
exhibited weakness, bo withhold it Abdn lla, in obedience to 
the command* of Hnjj&j tamed towards Kfibnl with the armies 
of KGfa and Basra, and as fast as the Muliammodans advanced, 
It&fbal retreated towards Hindustan Dddah Sliorofh, one of 
tho officers of Abdu lla, pursuod Rfilbal eoventeon parasangt 
At this timo tho mler of Kdbul sent persons to eomo of tho 
nobles and well wiaherfc of tho State, dosmng them to socuro 
those roads, by which tho Mnliammadans had ontered tho

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life. Upon this, Abdu-lla said to Sharalh Hdni, c< It is advis- 
able for us to treat with the infidels, and to offer them 70,000 1 
dirhams to remove from our way, so that we may betake ourselves 
to a place of security ” Sharalh replied, “ Whatever amount 
you offer to the infidels, the diwdn will place to your individual 
account ’Abdu-lla rejomed y “Such a demand even would be 
preferable to the alternative of starvation m these dreadful 
places 11 Sharalh said, “ My age exceeds a hundred years, and 
I never expected to arrive at this period of existence It has 
long been my prayer before the throne of Grod that I might 
suffer martyrdom, and the time for its accomplishment has now 
arrived.” Saying this, he mounted his horse, and exclaimed, 
“ O Musulm&ns, ye who have a desire to be martyrs, follow me 1 ” 
Upon which, a few men came foiward, and joined him, and with 
boldness rushing to the battle-field, they charged the infidels, 
and kept on fighting till they were slam 

’Abdu-lla, after paying 70,000 duhams to the enemy, returned 
with his followers When they arrived at the Muhammadan 
frontier, food was served out to them ; and so famished were 
they, that those who satisfied their appetite died immediately. 
When this was known, they appeased their hunger more mode- 
rately, and were thus by degrees restored to their former strength. 2

One of the events of this year was, that three of the principal 
R&jds of Hind, having formed a confederacy, with an intent to 
deliver Lahore from the Muhammadans who had risen up in 
rebellion against Maudud, son of Mas’ud, laid siege to the city. 
Upon seeing this, the commander of the Muhammadan forces m 
Lahoie asram made submission to Maudud, and collected together 
the entire Muhammadan force When the Rd]ds learnt tiiat the 
Muhammadans had again submitted to Maudud, son of Mas ud,

little, In order to try Ins strength with tho Muhammadans The 
latter when satisfied of their superiority mado a sally com 
polled tho RAjd to fly before thorn, and hilled many infidols in 
tho pursuit. Tho Itdjd retired within a stronghold, which the 
Muhammadans invested and pressed vigorously Tho fort was 
a small one and tho troops wliich accompaniod the Itdjd to 
that place amounted to 5000 horsemen and 70 000 foot soldiers 
The inGdols found themselves on tho verge of destruction, and 
sent doputiw to the Muhammadans hogging for quarter hut 
tho Muhammadans would not consent, unless tho infidels sur 
rendered overy one of their fortresses At lengtli, when the 
infidels had no other alternative than to yield, they accepted 
tho conditions, and saved their lives, Tho property and 
treasure of all their forts fell Into tho hands of the Mnham 
madans, together with 5000 Muhammadans who wore im 
prisoned in them Thcso, having been sot free, joined the 
victorious army 

When the Muhammadan army liad settled affairs with RAjd 
Deopfl Harn&ma, who was superior to all the longs of Hind in 
power and grandeur, thoy directed tholr attention to another 
H&jd, named M&b D&lri who when he received the intelligence 
thereof, set his troops in order, and advanced with a deterraina 
tion to fight with the Muhammadans Upon tho meeting of the 
two armies, the fire of battle was kmdlod and notwithstanding 
the inferiority of the Muhammadan forces which did not amount 
to one-tenth of those opposed to them by the help of Providence 
their victorious banners prevailed. The RAjd was seqt to pordi 
tion, and 6000 of his army fell on the field of battle The 
Muhammadans took considerable booty and many prisoners. 
When the chiefs of Hind were informed of these circumstances, 
they gave in their submission, and by assenting to pay tribute, 
kept themselves free from tho destructive swords of the Mu 
ham madans 
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Anno 471 after the death of Muhammad' (481 h =1088 ad). 

When Ibrdhim, son of Mas’ud, was satisfied that there was 
no apprehension of any opposition from the Saljukians, he 
despatched an army towards Hindustan, and conquered several 
places that had not been captured by his predecessors, notwith- 
standing their power One of the places which submitted to 
the conqueror was the fort of Jud, 8 which surpassed all others 
m strength and extent Xt was situated 120 pcii aeangs distant 
from Lahore, and at the time when Ibrdhim commenced opera- 
tions against the fort, there was a garnson in it of 10,000 men, 
who fought long and valiantly agamst the invader. Finding 
Ibrdhim’s efforts and resources to capture the fort very great, 
the garrison became dispirited , and although they had sufficient 
supplies and plenty of watei, they nevertheless surrendered, 
on condition that their lives should be spared After capturing 
this fort, Ibi&hfm directed his attention towards an other, called 
Dam&l, 3 which was situated on the summit of a high lull on the 
borders of Hindustan , on one side of this fort there was a larffe 
river, reported to be impassable , and on the other, a large thorny 
jungle, mto which nothing hut the rays of the sun could pene- 
trate. The jungle was, moreover, infested with venomous serpents 
and flies, and abounded with elephants of enormous size. It 
was inhabited by a race of Hindus of gigantic form, and it was 
the most celebrated of all the places in Hindustan At the foot 
of the hill there was no level ground suited for his operations 
Ibrfihira, nevertheless, with his usual courage, made an attempt 
to take the fort, and through the aid of God, soon captured it 
He took possession of an immense quantity of propeity and 
jewels, the like of which had never been seen

of his approach, and mado ready to opposo him A fierce 
struggle ensued, but IbrAhim at length gained tho victory and 
■low many of them. Thoso who escaped fled to tho jangles. 
Nearly 100 000 of their women and children were taken prisoners, 
and an incalculable amount of booty was secured.

It Is mentioned in anthentie histones that when ShohAbu d 
din was dofeated by tlio Turks of KhitA, on his return from 
KhwAnxm, it was currently reported throughout the kingdom, 
that ShahAbn-d din had been missed in the field of battle and 
there was no certainty whether he hod perished or escaped. 
Consequently enemies rose up on all sides, and every one 
encroached upon his territories, Among other enemies, ono 
named RA( Sfil who lived in the moan tarns between Lahore 
and KAbnl, having nnitod with a number of Kokars, who dwelt 
in those parts and paid tribute to the treasury of ShahAbn-d 
din, excited a rebellion began to plunder that tract, and

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intci copied tho communications between Lahore and Ghazni, so 
that no ono could pass fiom ono to tho other. 

Upon the roturn of Shahdbu-d din to Ghazni m safety 
fiom his campaign, lie was informed of these transactions, and 
consequently resolved to proceed to Hindustan, and punish 
the rebellious spirits of that countiy. For this purpose, he 
sent an order to Amir Muhammad, son of Abi ’Ali, whom 
he had appointed Governor of Lahore and Multdn, desiring 
them to despatch the tnbuto of tho year 601 h. as soon as pos- 
sible, as it was necessaiy to mako preparations for an expedition 
to Klntd Muhammad, son of ’AH, wrote in answer, that the 
tribute of the year had been collected and w r as icady, but that 
the Kokars and Udi Sdl, 1 who w'ore m possession of the hills 
of J udi, had stopped tho communication between Lahore and 
Ghazni in such a manner that nobody could travel on the road 
When this account roached the ears of Shahdbu-d din, he wrote 
to Kutbu-d din, his slave, who was tho commander of the army 
of Hind, desiring him to send some person to the Kokars to 
dissuade them from persisting in such evil courses, and to inform 
them, that if they repented of their disobedience and came again 
under allegiance, he w r ould pardon their past offences 
When Kutbu-d din Aibak, according to the order of Shahdbu-d 
din sent a person to the Kokais, desiring them to submit them- 
selves and to be obedient to the Sultdn, the son of Kokar 2 
replied, that Kutbu-d din had nothing to do with the matter, 
that Sultdn Shahabu-d din should have sent a special messenger 
of liiB own, and further, that if he were really ahve, he should 
have sent direct for the tribute, when the Kokars would have 
despatched it to him The ambassador replied, “ You are not 
of sufficient consequence for Sultan Shahdbu-d din to send any 
messenger to you , it is a great honour to you that he has sent 
even me, who am his slave’s slave ” The son of Kokar replied, 

“ This is\a mere story, Shahdbu-d din is no longer alive.” The 
ambassador rejoined, “It may easily be ascertained by your

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Bonding any ono of your confidential servants who can go to 
Ghazni, and boo with his omi eyes whether Shahfibu-d din bo 
alive or not. In abort, tho son of Kotar being determined not 
to listen to the ambassador remained firm in bis rebellious dis- 
position When the ambassador of Kutbu d din returned and 
gave an account of what bo bad soon and heard, Kutbu-d dm 
communicated tho circumstances to Sult6n Sliab&bu-d din who 
ordered him to collect tho several armies of Hindustan, to pro- 
ceed ngalwt the Kokars and to utterly exterminate the rebel 
tribe When this mandate reached Kutbu d din, ho was engaged 
m prepanng Ins forces, and was about to march against that 
nation In tho mean timo, Shah&bn-d din deferred bis oxpedi 
tion to Kbltfc, and caused his army to return. Complaints of 
the nolene© and oppression of the Kokars were frequently coming 
In, accompanied with such accounts of their great nnd increasing 
power that ho considered it his doty to repulse these peoplo and 
punish them seroroly before marching his forces to any other 
quarter For tins reason bhah&bu d din gave up tho idea of 
proceeding to KlntA, and encamped in tho neighbourhood of 
Ghoxni 

On the 6th of Rabi ul awwal of tho samo year Sultfin 
ShaMbo d din set forth from Ghazni towards Hlndust&n. 
After some days ho armod at Perali&war and leamod that 
the Kokars had taken up a position botwoon Jflara and Sodra, 1 
with a large army Having marched from Perih&wor on 
Thursday the 25th of the said month, ho attacked them 
unawares, and tho battle lasted from morning till the time of 
afternoon prayer The Kokars fought so valiantly, that the 
Solt&n with all his kingly power and glory, was very near 
being compelled to retreat bat Kntbn d din Aibnk arrived 
unexpectedly with the army of Hind us tin, and began to make 
havoc among tho Kokars His forces were fresh and vigorous

retreat on all sides, and the infidels, resolving to perish m the 
flames rather than surrender to the Muhammadans, threw them- 
selves into the fire. In this manner all who had taken refuge 
m tho woods ponshed. When the mind of the Sult&n was 
lehevod from tho anxiety of this outbreak, he marched towards 
Lahore, and gave leave to Ins soldiers to return to their homes, 
oidermg them to march to KhittL after a few days’ repose. 1 2 3

Anno 698 after the death of Muhammad' (708 h.=1308 ad) 

In this year Sult&n ’Al&u-d din, Kmg of Hindustan, pro- 
ceeded to Siw&na 8 on a hunting expedition, when the chief of 
that .place took to Ins fort and offered opposition The fort was 
soon captured, and this was the fiist occasion that it had been 
taken. S&rnal Deo, 4 * the chief ( Muhaddam ), perished, with several 
thousands of Hindus In the same year, the fort of LAI war 
came into the possession of ’Alau-d din’s officers. The detail

had upon one occasion gone to the Sultan to pay his respects, 
when the Snlt&n boasted that thero -was no zamlnddr at that 
time in Hindustan who had power to withstand Ins troops 
Upon this, K&tliar Deo with exceeding folly, replied, that ho 
•would die rather than submit tacitly to such an assumption 
Tho Sult&n being enraged at this, dismissed him and he re- 
turned to his own country Tho Suittn then sent a female 
slave named Gul Bihisht, against him Gul Biluslit had a son 
called Malik Sh&liin, who occompamod her on tho expedition, 
and they besieged KAthar Deo Just as the gumson were

Up to tho present ttmo it 
remained in tiie 1 lands of tho Afghans, and Adali had placed 
Suhail/ one of Salim s slaves, in command of it. At this time, 
when His Majesty took up lui rcsidonco at .Agra, ho gave the 
paryanat in the neighbourhood of Gwahor as a jdgir to Kiyd 
Kh&n After a while, the Kliin collected an army and invested 
Gwahor, hut the place was so strong that ho could make no 
impression upon it. Suhail was a man of experience, and he

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Mdn Singh, the old ruler of Gwalior, offering to surrender 
to him the fort, the ancient seat of his ancestors, on receipt of 
a suitable payment Suhail at the same time acknowledged that 
( be was unable to cope with the Imperial forces Bdm Shdh, 
who had been watching for such a chance, took with him the 
money that he had, and went to Gwalior. Kiyd Khdn, the 
jdgirdar, attacked him, and a battle was fought, m which many 
on both sides were killed. Bdni Shdh was defeated, and escaped 
with difficulty, and went to the Rdna of (Udipur)] 1 

Malioci. 

[In this year the Emperor sent Bahddur Khdn, brother of 
Khdn-zamdn, to effect the conquest of Mdlwa, which was in the 
possession of Bdz Bahddur Afghan Sultdn Bahadur Gujarati had 
wrested this country out of the hands of the Khilji monarchs, 
and the Emperor Hum&yun took this country from Gujarat 
When, by the will of fate, Hmdustdn passed into the hands of 
the Afghans, Mdlwa also came into their possession, for the 
Gujaratis were unable to hold it Shujdwai Khan , 2 one of the 
l/idssa-lhail of Sher Khdn (Sher Shah), was appointed governor 
of the province After the death of Sher Khdn, Shujawal Khan 
went to visit Salim Khdn (Islam Shdh), and dissensions having 
arisen between them, he fled to Mdlwa Salim Khdn marched 
to Mdlwa against him, and Shujawal Khdn, being unable to 
resist, fled to the mountains of Phungarpur Emally, after 
vows and compacts were made, he joined Salim Khdn, who took 
him to Hmdustdn, and divided Mdlwa among other anihs In 
the leign of 'Adali, Shujdwal Khdn recovered Mdlwa, and there 
died He was succeeded by his son Bdz Bahddur, and when 
the Afghdns were scattered over Hmdustdn by the conquering 
Ohagliatdis, Bdz Bahddur established himself as permanent 
ruler of Mdlwa When Bahddur Khdn marched against him,

[KhwAja Abdo 1 Majid, who had received tho titlo of Asaf 
Khfirn, was appointed governor of Karra, and in that prorinco he 
rendered good service One of his services was tho conquest of 
Qarha, a territory abounding in hills and jungles, whieh had 
never been conquered by any ruler of Ilind slnco tho nse of 
tho faith of IslAm At this timo it was govornod bj a woman 
called JMitf and all tho dogs of that country wore very faithful 
and devoted to her Xsaf KhAn had frequently sent emissaries 
into her country on various pretexts, and when ho had learnt 
all the circumstances and peculiarities of the country and the 
position and treasure* of the RAni, ho loviod on army to conquer 
the country Tho RAni camo forth to battle with nearly 600 
elephants and 20 000 horse Tho armies met and both did their 
best An arrow struck tho RAni who was in front of hor horse- 
men, and when that noble woman saw that she must bo taken 
prisoner sho seized a dagger from her olepbant-dnver and 
plunged it Into her stomach and so died. Asaf KhAn gained 
the victory, and stopped his advance at the tAluh of Ohaurdgarh, 
where the treasures of the rulers of Qarha wore kept The son 
of the iWnJ shut himself up in the fort, but it was taken tho 
same day and tho youth was trampled to death by horses. So 
much plunder in jewels, gold, silver and other things was taken, 
that it was impossible to eoraputo the tenth part of it. Oat of 
all the plunder Asaf KhAn sent fifteen olephanta to Court, and 
retained all the rest for himself.}

the smallness of the force might induce the infidel to try the 
event of a battle But the Bind knew Ins own strength, and 
while the Emperor was at 100 los distance from his country, he 
fled with his family to the distant hills. He felt at ease about 
Chitor, because the Emperor’s force had but httle siege appa- 
ratus, and it did not seem likely that he would attempt to 
reduce the place. But the fort was set m order, great quantities 
of provisions were stored, and the garrison consisted of 8000 
Veterans, including the Rdnd’s own men, with their wives and 
families When the Emperor entered the Band’s territory, and 
was informed of his flight, he wished to pursue him , but lie 
ascertained that the Edna had gone to a place far m the hills and 
jungles which it was impossible to reach So the Emperor 
determined to attack Ohitor, which is an exceedingly strong 
foi tress. When he came near the fort, the rains were so heavy, 
that for a time the fort was invisible, but as the weather cleared, 
he got a view of the place The fortress is situated m the midst 
of a level plain, which has no other eminences The circuit of 
this mountam at its base is six Jvos , and the ground upon which 
the walls of the fort stand is nearly three los. Upon the top of 
the hill there is a fountain, but not content with that the con- 
structors of the fort formed large reservoirs of stone and mortar, 
which get filled m the rainy season So with these supplies the 
garrison are never short of water The eastern side of the fort, 
and towards the north, is faced with hard stone, and the garrison 
felt quite secuie as to that portion. On the other sides if guns 
(top'), swivels ( zarb-zan ), catapults (sang-r’cid), and manjanlls 
are able to reach the fortress, they cannot do so much harm 
Travellers do not speak of any fortress like this m the whole 
habitable world At this time, all the space of three los at the 
top of the mountam was full, and the houses of the people roso 
several storeys over each other. Great numbers of men guarded 
the battlements at the top of the walls, and great quantities of 
ammunition were stored m the fortress His Majesty carefully 
reconnoitred the place on every side, and saw that it would not 
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fiili without a long siogc Wlion the gamson perceived the Email 
number of men with the Emperor, and thought of thoir fortress 
being six Los in circumference they uttered cnes of derision 
Tho batteries wore apportioned out among the amirs and bafJi 
sMs 'were appomted and sent to those amirs vrho lind not yet 
como up Every day some ono amred and went to his battery 
so that m a short time tho wljolo fort was invested. 

Asaf Kh&n went under ordors to take RAmp&r He took 
tho place and having plundered and ravaged the country ho 
returned victorious Hosaio Kuli Kh&n went to attack Udipur 
the capital of the lUn& and of Ins ancestors. He ravaged the 
country with firo and sword, and returned bringing great spoil 
and numerous prisoners from tho fastnesses of tho mountains 

From day to day the brave assailants carried their attacks closer 
to tho fort on every side, and a great number of thorn suffered 
martyrdom for tho fort was vory strong and made a most ox 
colleut defence. Orders were given for digging ditches and for 
constructing sdldlt, 1 and nearly &000 builders, carpenters, stonfr* 
masons, smiths, and sappers wero collected from all parts. Sdbals 
aro contrivances peculiar to Hlndust&n for the strong forts of 
that country aro reploto with guns, muskets, and warlike appa 
ratus, and can only bo taken by moans of sdbdfi A tdbdt is a 
broad (covered) way, under the shelter of wliich the assailants 
approach a fortress securo from the fro of guns and muskets. 
Two tdb&ls were accordingly begun The ono which was oppo- 
site the royal quarters was so broad tliat two elephants and two 
horses eonld easily pass along it, and so high that an olephant- 
nder could carry his spear The sdbdit wore eomraenood from 
the middlo of tho lull, which is a fortress upon a fortress * The 
people of the fort had neror seen a edbdi and were purriod, hut 
they endeavoured to stop tho work Seven or eight thousand 
horsemen and numerous gunners exerted themselves to the

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utmost m attacking them And although the sdbdfs had thick 
roofs of cow and buffalo hides to protect the workmen, no day 
passed without a hundred men more or less being killed The 
bodies of the slam were used instead of stones and bricks His 
Majesty s kindness and justice would not allow any man to be 
pressed for the work, but heaps of rupees and dams were scattered 
as hire, and each man went to work for what he could get In 
a short time one sdbat reached the walls, and was so high that 
it overlooked them. On the top of it a seat was constructed 
for the Emperor, from which he could see at his ease the efforts 
of Ins warriors, and from which he conld also take a part in 
the fight if so mmded While the men of the garrison were 
endeavouring to interrupt the progress of the sdbats, the sappers 
formed several mines under the walls, and wherever stones were 
met with, the stonemasons opened a way through with their iron 
tools Two bastions m front of the royal battery were com- 
pletely undermined, and, according to order, both mines were 
filled with gunpowdei Three or four hundred brave men of the 
Imperial army were posted ready armed near these bastions, to 
rush m as soon as the explosion took place, before the defenders 
could rally to resist them Both mines were fired, and one 
which took effect blew the bastion from its foundations into the 
air, and every stone fell at a distance, A great breach was 
visible, and the stoimmg party instantly rushed forward shout- 
ing their war-cry. A strong party of the garrison came forward 
to oppose them, and while the contest was at the hottest, and a 
great number of the faithful and of the infidels were straggling 
upon the other bastion, the mine exploded, and blew friend and 
foe together into the air, scattering their limbs m all directions 1 
The quantity of gunpowder used was so enormous that stones 
of fifty and a hundred mans were hurled to the distance of two 
and three los Many corpses also were found within a radius of 
two los Saiyid Jam41u-d din and * * * other braves of the 
Imperial army perished Yast numbers of the garrison were

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killed, Tho vast quantities of dost and smote prevented all 
movement in the Imperial army for a tipie , stones, corpses, and 
limbs fell from tho air and tho eyes of tho soldiers were injured. 
The cnemv, concealing their loss, showed a bravo front "When 
tlie Emporor perceived the state of affairs, he exerted lumself 
more strenuously to take the place He ordered tho sdbdt In 
front of Shuj& at Rh&n s battery to bo pushed forward. The 
garrison was sore distressed and ready to succumb but no one 
had tho courage to proposo surrender to tho Emperor For he 
hid determined that ho would capture by storm this the 
strongest fortress of IOndusldn, so that in future no othor 
fortress should dare to resist tho Imperial army Ho took his 
position on tho top of tho tdbdt and his brave -soldiers kept np 
such a discharge from their hows and muskets tliat no one could 
escape from tho plaeo ,/ His Majesty also had his own musket, 
deadly as tho darts of fato, with which Iio killed, every moving 
thing that caught his oyo On tho 6th ShaT&n 95G tho assault 
was mado by the Emperor's command, Tho walls had boon 
breached in several places, and tho signs of victory were in favour 
of the assailants Jaimal, the commandant of tho fortress, an 
Infidel yot valiant, all day long struggled bravely in every part, 
inciting his men to fight and resist At tho time of evening 
prayer bo came in front of tho royal battery whore His Majesty 
holding his musket, discharged it os often as light blared out in 
the bastion. It so often happenod that Jaimal was standing in 
that tower when His Majesty discharged his piece into a lighted 
place The ball struck J annul in the forehead and lolled him on 
the spot When the men of the garrison saw their leader fall, 
they felt that all further resistance was useless they gave ap 
fighting and after first burning the body of Jaimal, they per 
formed the yawAor at their own homee Jaiihar is the name of 
a nte among the Hindus, When they know for oertnln that 
there is no eecnpo, they collect tlieir wives and children, goods 
and chattels, heap firo-wood around the pile, and fire it with 
their own hands After the burning is accomplished, they rush 
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into the fight, and give themselves over to death. This they 
esteem a great act of devotion / The great flames of the jauhar 
and the lull of the conflict on the bastions and walls showed the 
assailants that the garrison was reduced to extremity, so they 
began to make their way into the place in parties Some of the 
boldest of the infidels, who had no wives and families, stood to 
their posts resolved to sell their lives The Emperor witnessed 
the prowess of his warriors from the top of the sdbat. Under 
his orders three elephants v,ere taken through the breach into 
the city, and one of them, named Madkar, on that day killed 
many infidels, and although he received many wounds, never 
turned tail. The second elephant, named Jagna, was sui rounded 
by infidels, and died of the numerous wounds he received from 
spears and swords. In the last watch of the night the assailants 
forced their way into the fortress m several places, and fell to 
slaughtering and plundering At early dawn the Emperor went 
m mounted on an elephant, attended by his nobles and chiefs on 
foot The order was given for a general massacre of the infidels 
as a punishment The number of fighting men m the fortress 
exceeded 8000 1 Some of them repaired to the idol temple, and 
there fought to the last In every street and lane and bazar 
there was desperate fighting Every now and then a band of 
infidels, having thrown away all hope of life, would rush from 
the temple with swords and shields towards then’ own homes, 
and so were the more easily despatched by the warriors they 
encountered By mid-dav, nearly 2000 had been slam. Under 
the favour of heaven, Zarb ’All Tawdchi was the only person ot 
note in the Imperial army who was killed, which was a very 
marvellous fact Those of the fortress who escaped the sword, 
men and women, were made prisoners, and their property came 
into the hands of the Musulm&ns The place being cleared of 
infidels, His Majesty remained there three days, and then

This is ono of the most celebrated histones of India, and is the 
first that was composed upon a now model, in vrluoh India nlono 
form* the subject matter of tho work, to tho exclusion of the 
histories of othor Asiatic count nos. Tho work seems to have 
been rocogmiod by *11 oon temporary historians as a standard 
history subsequent writers also haro held it in tho highest 
estimation and haro borrowed from it freely BadAunf the 
author of the Muaiakhabu i Tatcdrlkh, professes lus work to be 
umplj an abridgment of this, and acknowledges himself to be 
chiefly indebted to it for tho relation of all events down to a e. 
1002 • (1693 A.D ) Flnahta states that of all the histones he 
consulted, it is the only one he found completo 

The Ma-duru l Uaiard cays, This work cost tho author much 
care and reflection in ascertaining facta and collecting materials,

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and as Mir Ma'sum Bhakari and other persons of note afforded 
their assistance m the compilation, it is entitled to much credit 
It is the first history which contains a detailed account of all 
the Muhammadan princes of Hindustan * * From this work 
Muhammad Kdsim Finshta and others have copiously extracted, 
'and it forms the basis of their histones, deficiencies being sup- 
plied by additions of their own ; but the Tabahai occasionally 
seems at variance with the accounts given by the celebrated 
Abu-1 Fazl It is therefore left to the reader to decide which of 
the two authors is most entitled to credit ” 

European authors also hold the work m high esteem. Mr 
jErskine considers IVizamu-d dm to be perhaps the best historian 
of the period, and Col Lees is unable to conceive the reason why 
his work has not attiacted more attention. 

The bfa-dsvu-l Umaui gives tho following account of our 
author 

Kliwdja Nizdmu-d dm Ahmad was the son of Kliwdja Mukim 
Harawi, w r ho was one of the dependents of His Majesty Bdbar, 
and wdio, at the latter part of that king’s reign, was raised to the 
office of diirdn of the household 1 After tho death of Bubai , 
when Gujardt was conquered by Humdyun, and tho province of 
Ahmadabdd was entrusted to Mirzd ’Askari, Kliwdja Muhini 
was appointed trazir to the Mirza He accompanied Humdyun 
to Agia, lvhen that monarch fled with precipitation after his 
defeat by Slier Khdn Sur at Chaunsa The Kliwdja subse- 
quently served under Akbar 

His son, Nizdmu-d din, was incomparably upright, and ex- 
celled all his contemporaries m administrative knowledge, as well 
as m the clearness of his intellect. It is stated m the Zalhnatu-l 
Khawanin, that, at the opening of Ins career, lie was appointed 
dhcdn of tho household by Akbar, but this statement has not 
been found in any other work 

In the twenty-ninth year of Ahbar’s reign, when tho goieni- 
ment of Gujarat was entrusted to Htimad Khdn, Ivhnaja

with tho object of bringing orer Shahdbu-d d(n Ahmad Klidn 
from Karf whicli Is situated at tho diatanco of forty miles from 
Ahmaddbdd bnt during tlicir absence tho aty fell into tho 
hands of tho insurgents and tho house of tho Khwdja was plan 
dered After tlus in a battlo which was fought with thoao 
turbulent people tho Khwdja used his beat exertions to qncll 
tho insurrection with his small body of troops in conjunction 
with Shahdbn d din Khdn and Itimdd Khan but without 
success and ho therefore retreated to Fattan 

On tho occasion of (Mind Klidn) the hli&n khdndn ■ attack 
upon Muzafiar Gujardti at Bir Qanj about six miles from 
Ahmaddbdd, tho Khwdja was appointed at tho head of a de- 
tachment to attack tlio enemy from tho rear, but in this action 
bo again did not acldovo any great success though he used his 
best exertions. Lizdnm-d din continued for a long tlmo bakhthi 
of the prorinco of Gujardt and Ins services will bo found re- 
corded in his history of Akbar s reign 

In 908 a il, and tho thirty fourth year of tho reign (1589-00 
a.t> ) when the government of Gujardt was entrusted to Klidu i 
Azam tho Subaddr of Mdlwa, and Jaunpur was bestowed upon 
Khdn kliandn in lieu of Ids yrfylr of Gujardt, Niidmu-d din 
Ahmad was summoned to tho Kings presonco upon which 
occasion, with a nurabor of camel ndors ho accomplished 1 200

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In the thirty-seventh year of the leign, when A'saf Khdn 
Miraa Ja’far Bakhshi-begi was ordered to destroy Jaldla Rau- 
shani, the Kliwdja was appointed to the post of bakhshi In 
the thirty-ninth year of the reign, corresponding with 1003 h , 
when the King was out on a hunting excursion, the Khwaja was 
attacked with a severe fever at Shah dm ’All, which reduced him 
very much His sons obtained permission from the King to 
convey him to Lahore, but as soon as they arrived at the banks 
of the Rdvi, the Khwdja expired, and “the crocodile of death 
dragged him into the sea of annihilation/’ 

’Ahid Khdn, one of Hizdmu-d din’s sons, was favoured with 
frequent marks of distinction by His Majesty Jahangir, and was 
employed by him in various capacities The office of bakhshi of 
the suba of Gujardt, which devolved on him by hereditary light, 
was resigned, owing to a disagreement between him and ’Abdu-lla 
Khdn Firoz Jang, governor of that province, by whom he was 
most shamefully treated After resigning the appointment, he 
took only two sheets, the one wrapped round his waist, and 
the other round his head, as if prepared for bunal, and went 
thus before Jahdngir, accompanied by seveial Tdkiya Mughals 
This mark of his humiliation was approved of by the Kmg, and 
he was pardoned He was after wards appointed an immediate 
attendant of the Kmg, thiough the recommendation of the heir- 
appaient, and was subsequently promoted to the office of dlwdn 
of that prince While holding this employment, he, with Sharif 
Khdn Bakhshi, and seveial otheis of the body-guaid, was killed 
at Akbar-nagar in Bengal, m a battle fought by the prince on 
the burial-ground where the body of the son of Ibrdlnm Khdn 
Fath Jan<j was interred ’Abid Khdn had no son His son- 
in-law, Muhammad Sharif, was for a short time governor of a 
strong fortress in the JDekhin, and was afterwards appointed 
hajib (chamberlain) of Haidardbdd, m which -capacity he passed 
the remamdei of his days till his death l 

'Abdu-1 Kddir Badduni, who, like many others, was as staunch 
1 Ma-ditru-l Umard, s y. Khwaja Kizhmn-d din 
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a fnend as lio was a bitter foe, gives a Tory favourable account 
of Nizdirra d din Ho says that In carrying into effect Ills pro- 
jects of economy Kiz&mn-d din gave offonco to Kfilij Kh&o 
but that ho received such unqualified support from the Emperor 
vrho entertained tho highest opinion of hu zeal and integntv 
that his opponent, together with his adherents, wero soon pro

Tho autlior of tho Tabaldt t Akbarl assigns as his reasons for 
composing Ids work that ho liad from his yonth according to 
the advice of his fathor, dovoted bimsolf to tho study of works 
of historj which are tho moans of strengthening tho under 
standing of men of education, and of affording Instruction hi 
examples to men of observation * Ho found that in tho wide

“governing classes had assumed the title and discharged the 
duties of rulers ” m many of its divisions, “ such as Dehh, 
Gujar&t, M&lwa, Bengal, and Sindh,” and “the authors of their 
times have written histones of their affairs, and have bequeathed 
them as memonals to posterity. * * * It is most? extraordinary, 
therefoie, that not a single work containing a complete com- 
pendium of the affairs of this (entire) division (of the world) 
has yet been wntten by any historian ; neither have the events 
connected with the centre of Hindustan, the seat of govern- 
ment of this Empire, the capital Dehli, been collected m one 
book The work which is best known is the Tahakat-i Nasu i 
which Mmh&ju-s Sir&j compiled, commencing with Sult&n 
Mu’izzu-d din Ghori, and concluding with N&siru-d din bin 
Shamsu-d dm . from thence to the time of Sult&n Flroz is 
written in the history of Zii-i Barni, but from that time to 
to-day, because for the gieater portion of the time there was 
much disturbance in India, and the people had the misfortune 
to be deprived of a powerful Imperial government, I have only 
met with a few detached and incomplete compilations I have 
not heard of a single history that comprises an account of the 
whole of India , and now since the whole of the inlying and out- 
lymg provinces of Hindustan have been conqueied by the world- 
subdumg sword of God’s vicegerent, and all the fractions of the 
earth have been united m one grand whole, and many kingdoms 
beyond the confines of Hindustan, which none of the great 
sovereigns who preceded His hlajesty had ever acquired, have 
been mcluded in his Empire, and it is to be hoped that the seven 
dimes will yet come under the shade of the standard of the 
good fortune of that illustrious personage, and thus be protected 
and secure peace and prosperity, I conceived the idea of com- 
piling, m a simple style, a history which should embrace an 
account of all the kingdoms of Hindustan, from the times of 
Subuktigin, 367 a h (which is the date of the introduction of 
Islam into Hindustan), up to 1001 a h,, or the thirty-seventh

The Extracts from this work whleh follow ore of considerable 
length. Tho reigns of Hum&yun and Akbar haro boon trans- 
lated by tho Editor in fall and supply a oompleto translation of 
this the most important portion of tho work 

Tho Tabakdi i Akbar l is ono of tho commonest histories pro- 
curable in India, but (says Sir n Elliot) I liavo mot with no 
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remarkably good copy. In the Bodleian Library it is the only 
work on Indian History noticed by TJri, except an imperfect, one 
on the reigns of Humayun, Akbar, and Jah&ngir 1 There are 
several complete or partial copies m the Library of the East 
India Office. 

The Tabakat-i ALbarl ends with a promise, which does not 
appear to have been fulfilled As several copies, procured from 
distant places, concur m this reading, and as the author continued 
almost till the day of his death the history of Akbar’s reign, it 
seems probable that he never wrote the Conclusion which he 
promised m his Preface, as it is now compnsed m ten lines 
It gives merely the computed area, populousness, and revenue 
of Hindustan, respecting which the author observes “ Be it 
not concealed, that the country of Hindustan is compnsed 
within four climates, and is now included in the dominions of 
the Emperor Akbar Its length from the Hindu Koh, on the 
borders of Badakhsh&n, to the country of Orissa, which is on 
the borders of Bengal, from west to east, is 1680 legal Los Its 
breadth from Kashmir to the hills of Barujh (Broach), which is 
on the borders of Surat and Gujar&t, is 800 /os Ildhi Another 
mode is to take the breadth from the lulls of Kainfrun to the 
holders of the Deklnn, which amounts to 1000 Ilfrhl Los The 
soil is well adapted for cultivation, and within each Los are 
several inhabited villages. At the present time, namely a h 
1002, Hindustan contains 3200 towns, and upon each town there 
are dependent 200, 500, 1000, oi 1500 villages 2 The whole 
yields a revenue of 640 hors (640,00,00,000) minach tankas 3

“ Please God, I will flay thee 1 ” As soon as he had said this, 
he perceived my father, and being greatly moved he took him 
by the ear, and said, “0 T&jik, the red tongue uses its sharp 
point to no purpose.” My father took leave and departed He 
went with all haste to Mir Khalifa, and said, u Notwithstanding 
the existence of such intelligent princes as Muhammad Humd- 
yun Mirzd and his brothers, you have shut your eyes against 
loyalty, and desire to transfer the sovereignty to anothei house ; 
the end of all this will be this ” He then told him what Mahdl 
Khw&ja had said. Mir Khalifa instantly sent olf to fetch Prince 
Humayun, and he sent an officer to Mahdl Khw&ja with an 
order in His Majesty’s name, directing him to retire to his house 
The officers hastened to the Khwaja, who was just about to sit 
down to dinner, and without any ceremony sent lnm off to his 
house Mir Khalifa then issued a proclamation that no one was 
to visit or hold communication with Mahdl Khw&ja, and that he 
was not to attend the darb&r 

On the death of the Emperor Bdbar, Prince Hum&yun, who 
arrived from Sambal, ascended the throne at Agra, with the sup- 
port of Amir Niz&mu-d din ’All Khalifa, on the 9th Jum&da-l 
awwal, 937 h 1 (29th January, 1530). The date of his acces- 
sion is found in the words Khmru-l muluk The officers ex- 
pressed their devotion, and the chiefs and nobles were treated

After arranging tlio affairs of tho State Ills Majesty pro 
ceeded to Kdlinjar, tho IM/d of which placo expressed his fcaltv 
and ranged himself among tho supporters of tho throne 3 In 
those days Snltin Mahmud sou of Soltnu Sikandar Lodi with 
tho asslstanco of Baban Bayoiid, and tho Afghdn nobles liad 
raised tho standard of opposition and liad taken pos cssion of 
Jaunpur and its dependencies Ilum&jun now marched to 
snbdue 1dm, and liaving achioved successes ho returned vie 
tonous to Agra * Tlicre ho held a great festival, and all tho 
nobles and chiefs wore honoured with robes and Arab horses.

I to Sult&n Bah&dur of Gujar&t, demanding the surrender of 
| Muhammad Zamdn Mirza, to which he returned a haughty 
refusal, and then showed signs of rebellion and lesistance 
This excited the anger of the Emperor, and he resolved to 
march against Gujardt and chastise Sultdn Bah&dur He pro- 
ceeded to Gwalior, and there passed two months in making 
excursions and hunting' 

At this time Sult&n Bah&dur had marched with the forces of 
Gujarfit and Malwa to besiege the fort of CMtoi, and was 
carrying on war against Rdnd Sank& He had sent T&t&r 
Khdn Lodi, one of his chief nobles and a very brave officer, to 
effect the conquest of the fort of Bay&na and the dependent 
territory Having reduced the fortress, he threatened Agra, 
whereupon the Emperor sent Prince Hmdal against him On 
learning the approach of the Prince, the greater part of T&t&r 
Kh&n’s forces deserted him and dispersed With 300 men who 
remained he advanced against the Prince, and made a fierce 
onslaught upon the Prince’s own division, m which he and every 
one of his followers perished Bayana and its dependencies 
then reverted to the possession of the Emperor. When SuMn 
Bah&dur heard of this, he was greatly alarmed and confounded 
.The Emperor being determined to chastise still further his 
enemy, he marched from Agra,* and at the same period Sultan 
Bali&dur laid siege a second time to Chitor. \Victoiy of Tnnce 
\ \Kamran at Kandahai ] 

When Sult&n Bah&dur was informed of the march of the 
Emperor, he held a council of war. Many of the officers advised 
the raising of the siege, but Sadr Klffin, who was the chief of 
his nobles, observed that they were warring against infidels, and 
that if a soveieign of Musulm&ns were to attack them while so 
engaged, he would m effect assist the infidels, and this would 
remain a reproach against him among Musulm&ns until the Day 
of Judgment He therefore advised the continuance of the 
sie^e and would not believe that the Emperor would attack

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them When tho Emperor had passed through M&lwa, and had 
come to SArangpur ho was informed of this j so ho rested there 
SnltAn BahAdnr earned on the siego of Ohltor at his easo and 
finally took it by storm, and secured on immense booty In 
edcbntlon of the nctory ho garo a great feast and divided 
tho spoil among his soldiers Then ho tnmed his front towards 
tho Imperial army 

When the Emperor heard this, ho marrlicd forward, and tho 
two armies faced each other at Mandisor, 1 ono of tho depen- 
dencies of MAlwa Tho tonts wcto hanlly pitched, when Saijid 
All Kh&n and KhnrAsAu Kh6n, who commanded Snlt&n Baha- 
dur s advanced guard, wero defeated by tho royal forces, and fell 
back upon their main body Tho army of GnjarAt wns greatly 
dispirited, and tho SnltAn called a council of war Sadr Kh&n 
advised giving battlo on the morrow os tho troops wero elated 
by tbo conquest of Ohltor and their eves had not yet been 
seared by the sight of tho Mnghals Buml Khan * who com- 
manded tho artillery was adverso to a pitched battlo, because 
the guns (lop) and rockets (h\fang) wero of littlo uso (in tbo 
field) They woro very strong In artlllory and cocecpt tho 
Emperor of Bum, no other potentate could equal them JTo 
therefore counselled tho entrenching 3 of tho army and tho carry- 
ing on of warfare daily If the Mughals advanced tliov might bo 
met with a discharge of tho guns and rocket* and a largo number 
of them would bo killed SnltAn BahAdnr acquiesced in this view 
and ordered an entrenchment to bo formed round his camp. 

For two months tho two armies remained confronting each j 
other Frequently during tho day bravo men desirous of fame 
tallied out in search of adventures ; but the Mughal soldiers 
seldom ventured within rango of tho guns and rockets Then 
the Emperor posted hi* troops around the position of tbo enemy,

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I to cut off his supplies of grain and fodder and fuel. These dis- 
1 positions caused a famine to ensue m the enemy’s camp. Gram 
was not to be procured, the grass all around was consumed, and 
the imperfectly armed Gujardtis, through fear of the arrows, 
dared not venture far from the camp. The horses and animals 
and many men perished from want, and the army was dis- 
mounted When Sultan Bahadur perceived that if he remained 
longer he would be taken prisoner, he went off by the rear of 
his pavilion and fled towards Mandu. with five of~his most 
trusty adherents, one of whom was governor of Burh&npur, and 
the other was K&dir Sh&h, governor of M&lwa 1 When his 
men heard of Ins escape, they took to flight The date of this 
event is found m the words Zill Bahadur 

On the Emperor being mfoimed of the flight of his enemy, 
he mounted and went off m pursuit Having come up with 
Sadr Kh&n, who was retreating with a body of men towards 
Mandu, he made an attack upon him, thinking that it was Sult&n 
Bali&dur himself He had not with him more than 3000 men, 
for the rest weie engaged m plundering Many of the Gujar&tis 
were slam His Majesty hastened on to Mandu, and. Sult&n 
Bah&dur was besieged in the fort The siege was carried on 
for some days, till one night a paity of the royal aimy scaled 
the walls and got into the foit Sult&n Bahadur was asleep 
when the alarm was raised A geneial panic followed, and the 
Gujar&tis took to flight Sultan Bah&dur made off with five or 
six horsemen towards Gujarat, and Sadr Khan and Sultan ’Alain 
(Lodi) threw themselves into the fort of Sungai, which is the 
citadel of Mandu Next day they came out, and weie conducted 
to the presence of the Empeior. They were both wounded. 
Sadr Khan uas placed m confinement, 2 and an order was given 
for cutting off the foot of Sultan 'Alam

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Thrco dayi after, tho Emperor loft the fort and marched on 
towards Gnjarit 6ultin Bahidar had mncli treasure and many 
jewels in tlio fort of Cliimpanir, 1 * * and tlmo ho earned off with* 
him to Ahmadibid When tho Emperor loft Cliimpanir and 
marched towards Ahmadibid Saltin Bahidar ogam took 
flight, and proceeded towards Kambivat (Kambay) Tim citr 
of Ahmadibid fell into tho hands of tho Mughals, and being 
plundered jiclded enormous spoil Tho Emperor ogain started 
off with all speed Jn pursuit of Sultin Bahidar When

obtain freedom for him Tho Emperor passed tho night in tho 
greatest watchfulness, and when it was near dawn, COOO or 
0000 footmen 4 ruado on attack upon the royal forces Tho 
men were on the alert, and came out of tlioir tents and as 
Bomblcd outside tho camp "What was left in tho camp was 
plundered When the morning dawned, tho Mughals fell npon

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the Arghuns, had fled to Gujardt. 1 2 He had given his daughter 
to Sultdn Bahddur. When the latter was defeated, the Jdm fell 
a prisoner into the hands of the Emperor On the night of this 
attack, his guards, fearing he might escape, put him to death. 
Sadr Khdn Gujardti, who had surrendered himself at the fort 
of Sungar, was also put to death on this night 

Next day the Emperor marched towards Champamr, and 
invested the fort. Ikhtiyar Khdn, the commandant of the fort, 
made preparations for resistance One day the Emperor was 
going round the fort, when he spied a number of people who had 
come out of the jungle, and who, being frightened at the sight 
of him, fell back mto the cover He sent a party m pursuit, and 
captured several of them It then appeared that, with the help 
of the (neighbouring) zamimldrs, they had conveyed gram and 
butter into the fort In this place (where they had introduced 
the piovisions) the fort was very high, 3 perpendicular, and 
dangerous But His Majesty conceived that where provisions 
had been passed, he also might find an entrance He carefully 
examined the place, and then returned to the camp. 

It then occuned to him that the strength of this part of the 
fort was such, that the gamson probably felt quite secure about 
it, and took little care to guard it He had a number of steel 
spikes prepared In the day he attacked the fort on all sides, 
and at night he repaired with 600 men to this place They 
drove the spikes right and left firmly into (the scarp of the 
rock),#and by means of them climbed up into the fort The 
garrison, being quite at ease about this part of the fort, did not 
observe their entrance When thirty-nine persons, the last of 
whom was Ban am Khdn, had gone up, His Majesty also reso- 
lutely ascended. 3 By daybreak 300 men had got in There

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they found great stores of corn nnd batter, and other provisions, 
for the people of tho fort. A* soon as it was light, the besieging 
army adranccd against tho fort. Tho Emperor and his party then 
came down, shouting thoir battlo-cry On reaching tho gato j 
thoy opened it, and garo admission to tho assailants So this * 
strong fortress was taken IklitiyAr KhAn retreated into tho 
citadel, which ii called MtiliyA. Great number* of tho garrison 
were slam, and many of their wires and children cast themselves 
down from the walls of the fort and wero killed 

IkhtiyAr Kh&n then came oat of tho citadel and surrendered 
He held a high position among the GujarAtls and was kindly 
received by the Emperor who made bun ono of Ills personal 
attendants 1 Tho treasures of tho Kings of GujarAt, which had \ 
been accumulating for many years, foil Into tho liands of tho I 
conquerors Tho gold was divided among tho soldiers, eo ranch 
a head. The goods and stuffs of Hum and Enropo and China, 
and of every part of tho world which the Kings of GujarAt had 
treasured, all fell a prey to the victors. So vast was tho amount 
of gold and effects that camo into the possession of the soldiers, 
tliat no person attempted to collect rovenno tliat year in GujarAt. 

The agncn lturats of tho country sent a person with a messago 
to SultAn BahAdur to inform him that as several of the districts 
were not occupied by the Mughal agents, they would themselves 
raalco tho proper collections, if ho would send an army to protect 
them. Accordingly, SultAn BaliAdur sent ono of his slaves, 
ImAdu-1 Mnlk,* who was distinguished for courage and justice 
IraSdu 1 Mulk set about collecting forces, and by tho tirao ho 
reached AhmadAbAd many soldiers of the army and of tho 
zamlnddn had gathorod round him to tho number of about 
60 000 homo and foot.* IIo encamped within sight of Ahmad

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dbdd, and began to collect the revenue When information of this 
was brought to the Emperor after the fall of Chdmpanir, he 
made a second large distribution of gold out of the plunder of 
Gujardt among the soldiers He then placed the fort of Oham- 
panir in charge of Tardi Beg, and marched towards Ahmaddbdd 
The command of the vanguard was given to Mirzd ’Askari, 
Mirzd Yddgdr Hdsir, and Mir Hindu Beg, and they went on 
one day’s march m advance. In the vicinity of Mahmud- 
dbdd, 1 which is twelve kos -from Ahmaddbad, ’Imadu-1 Mulk 
attacked. Mirzd ’Askari, and was defeated Many men fell on 
both sides. 

The author of this work heard from his father, who was then 
wazir of Mirzd ’Askari, that at mid-day, when it was intensely 
hot, the Gujaratis came hastily out of Ahmaddbdd Mirzd 
Yddgdr Ndsir had marched about half a Aos on the right flank 
of Mirzd Askari, and Mirzd Hindu Beg had encamped at the 
same distance on his left The Gujaidtis came on with such 
speed that the Mirzd had no time to array his forces, so he 
retired with a party of his men into a thorn brake, where he 
stood fast Heedless of this disposition of the Mirzd’s, the 
Gujaidtis dispersed in search of plunder, and gathered a large 
booty. Mirzd Yddgdr Ndsir and Mirzd Hindu Beg came up 
m due order with their forces, and the Gujardtis took to flight. 
Mirzd ’Askari now came forth from the thorn brake, and pursued 
the Gujardtis to Ahmaddbdd More than 2000 men weie killed 
m the battle 

After this the Emperor bestowed Ahmaddbdd and its depen- 
dencies upon Mirzd ’Askari in jagh , s Nahrwdla Patan upon 
J Mirzd Yddgdr Ndsir, and Broach upon Mirzd Hindu Beg 3 
Tardi Beg received Chdrapanir, and Kdsim Husain obtained 
Baroda Khdn-jahdn Shirdzi and other nobles also received

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grants 1 Tho Emperor proceeded after these successes to Bar 
hinpfir and from thenco to Mondu 

After a titno one of tho nobles of Sult&n Bah&dur prepared a 
fortified position in tho neighbourhood of Iraus&rf, which is near 
to Surat, and proceeded to collect forces. He took possession of 
Naus&ri and haring associated Bum! Kh&n * of Surat with 
Shlnjalita ShirdiL, they marched against Broach* K&sira 
Husain, being unablo to wltlistand them fled to Gh&mpanlr 
The Gujardtls then rose and earned on offensive movements 
on erery side 

One night Mirz& Askan in a conn rial party took too much 
wino, and giving license to his tongue exclaimed I am a King 
and tho shadow of God. Ghaxanfar who was one of hta com 
paniods and foster brother of K£sim khfin said m an undor 
tone, ‘ So thou art j but not for thyself " The convive* smlleth 
and tho Mirz& liaring found out wiiat they were laughing about 
got angiy and throw Ghazanfar into prison In a few days ho 
raado Ins escape 4 and went and joined Sultan Bahidur whom 
he incited to attack AhmadMi&d, assuring him that he was 
acquainted with all tho plans of the Mughds, who wero anxious 
to rotroat and only wanted a pretext for so doing lie adrtiod 
him to make tho Mirz& prisoner and mareli against the Muglials 
and he expressed Ins willingness to submit to punishment if the} 
made any real resistance. Sult&n Bah&dur with tho assistance 
of the zaminddrt of Suratli , 8 got together a forco and marched 
against Ahraaddb&d. J

When they reached Chdmpanlr, Tardl Beg 2 exhibited hostility 
towards them, and shutting himself up in the foit, sent a mes- 
senger to Humdyun, to inform him that Mirza ’Askari had 
hostile intentions, and was about to march upon Agra and pro- 
claim himself King But before Mirzd ’Askari retreated from 
Alimaddbad, the newswnters and leporters had communicated 
to the Emperor the proposition which Mir Hindu Beg had made 
to the Mirzd for his assuming the crown, and although he had 
not assented thereto, they repoited that he entertained hostile 
designs The Emperor set off with all speed from Mandu to 
Agra, and was met upon the road 3 by Mirzd ’Askari, who waited

At tbo beginning of this year Shih T&hmisp, in revenge of 
Sam Mind, marched to Kandahir nnd Kalin Beg evacuated the 
fort and proceeded to Lahore It is said tliat Kalin Beg liad 
built for himself a Chinese house of great elegance, and when 
ho fled It was famished with flno carpets nnd beautiful vases 
This greatly pleased tho Shih Leaving Kandahir in cliargo 
of his nobles, tho Shih proceeded to Irik After this "Mini 
Kitnrin marched from Lahore against Kandahir and the Turko- 
mina, being unable to resist lnm, evacuated tho place and went 
to Irfik. Kandahir thus oneo more foil into liis hands 

Tho Emperor ITnaifiyun remained for a year at Agra and 
took his pleasure "When Sultin Bahidur was defeated lio sent 
away Muliamnud Zamin Mirxi to Hind in order tliat there 
might bo no difficulty about him and when Mlrti Kimrin i 
marched against Kandahir Zarain Minti laid siego to Lahore ' 
but upon hearing of tho Emperors return, ho went back again 
to Gnjarit 1 

Sher Khin Afghin, who had got possession of the province* 
of Bibir and Jnnnpur and the fort of Chnnir greatly increased 
his power and forces while the Emperor was engaged In Gujorit 
and Mdlwa. To curb his proceedings, tho Emperor marched 
against him cm tho 14th Safer 042 h (12th Angust, 1530)

the fortress, and found that every part of the place which abutted 
on the land was exceedingly strong and quite impregnable He 
therefore turned his attention to the river, and prepared a large 
vessel on which he began to build a scaffold 1 When the structure 
was finished, he found that the vessel would not carry it, so he 
had two other vessels lashed one on each side of it Still they 
were insufficient to convey the scaffold. The help of another 
vessel was obtained, and the scaffold being now movable, it was 
brought close up to the fort, and the place was captured 2 When 
the officers of the garrison saw that the place was no longer 
tenable, they made their escape at night in boats Rumf Khdn 
received many lewards 3 The gunners of the fort were maimed 
by His Majesty’s orders 4 At this time, Slier KMn Afghan was 
J carrying on war against the ruler of Beng&l, 5 who fled wounded 
1 before him, and sought refuge with the Emperor Hum&yun.

Bahlol, 1 one of the great Shaikhs of the time, and learned m 
theology, to whom the Emperor was much attached He was 
executed upon the pretence of Ins Lemg m league with the 
Afgh&ns, but m reality it was brought about by the leaders of 
the revolt m order to widen the breach between Mirzd Hmd&l 
and the Emperor. The Uiutba was now read m the name of 
Hind&l When the Emperor heard of this defection, he left 
Jah&ngir Beg m charge of Bengal, with a reinforcement of 
5000 chosen men, and set off for Acra 
At this time Muhammad Zam&n Mirzd, son of Badi’u-z 
Zamdn Mirzd, returned from Gujar&t with great contrition, and 
waited upon the Empeior, who forgave him, and did not utter 
a word of reproach Long marches and the unwholesome climate 
of Bengal destroyed the horses of the soldiers, and the Emperor’s 
army arrived quite destitute of provisions at Ohaunsd The 
amirs who had been left m Jaunpur and Chun&r came to wait 
upon the Emperor Slier Khdn, having got intelligence of the 
distress of the army, came and placed himself m front of the 
Emperor, and the armies remained confronting each other three 
months 

. When Mirzi Eamrdn returned to Lahore from Kandali&r, and 
heard of the rebellion of Muzd Hmd&l, of the difficulties of the 
> Emperor, and of the growing strength of Shei Kbdn, he formed 
the design of securing Agra Mirza Hmd&l proceeded to Dehli, 
and there Fakhr ’All and Mirza Yadg&r Hasir 2 shut themselves 
up m the fortress, and m spite of all his efforts, Hmddl was 
unable to take the city So when Mirz& K&mr&n came near

MirzA KAmrdn he told him that Mini 1 AdgAr IsAsir would 
cot surrender Dehll bo tho beat thing he could do would be to go 
on to Agra, nnd if ho obtained possession of that city Dehll would 
bo given up to him Mirra KArarfin conicqucntly marched on 
towards Agra, and when ho opproaehed that city MirzA Ilmddl 
separated from him and went away in tho direction of Alwar 

The news of MirzA Hind&ls rebellion, and of tho amral 
of MirzA KAmrAn at Debit, was brought to the Emperor at 
ChnunsA, nnd greatly increased his distress. Shcr Kliin now 
sent to tho Emperor a daratth named SlialUi Jalfl whom ho 
called hi* fnttnhtd, to proposo terms of pence. Do offered to 
giro up nil the territory except BcngAl to swear upon tho 
Holy Book that he would lire in peace and that the com should 
bo struck nnd the lhnlba read in tho name of the Emperor 
Thcao proposals were received with tho greatest satisfaction 
But next morning Slier Klita fell upon tho royal army un 
nwarcs and put it to tho rout before it could bo drawn up m 
array 1 Prior to the attack, tho AfghAns had taken possession* 
of tho bridge and Iiad broken it They also camo out on tho 
river in boats, and despatched with their spears orory man of 
the royal army whom they found ondcarounng to escape by*' 
water Muhammad ZamAn MirzA was drowned His Majesty 
rodo his horeo into tho water, and nearly perishod but ho was 
helped over tho nver by a water carrier and wont off towards 
Agra. 

MirzA KAmrAn had ore tins arrived at Agrn MirzA IIindAl 
was at Alwar in security After tho Emperor had crossed tho 
riror, ho hastened on accompanied by only a few horsemen, 1 of 
whom tho anthor s father was one and am rod at Agra. MirzA

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K&mr&n had received no intelligence before the Emperor arrived 
The latter repaired at once to the pavilion of his brother, and on 
seeing each other, the eyes of the brothers filled with tears 
Hmd&I Mirzd received forgiveness for his offences, and then 
came and waited upon the Emperor. Muhammad Sult&n Mirzfi. 
and his sons, who had for a long time been engaged m rebellion, 
also came m and joined them Consultations were held Mirzd 
Kamr&n was desirous of returning to Lahore, and showed 
unbounded expectations. The Emperor assented to all his ex- 
traordinary propositions Khw&ja Kalan Beg exerted himself 
to bring about the return of Mirza K&mr&n The negooiations 
went on for six months Meanwhile Mirza EAmr&n had been 
attacked with severe sickness, and some designing persons had 
instilled into his wind the belief that his illness was the result of 
poison administered to him by the Emperor’s directions So, ill 
as he was, he started for Lahore, having sent on Khwaja Kal&n 
Beg m advance He had promised to leave a considerable por- 
tion of his army to assist his brother at Agra , but m spite of 
this promise he carried all off with him, excepting only 2000 
men whom he left at Agra under the command of Sikandar. 
Mirzd Haidar Doghlat Kashmiri, 1 who had accompanied K&m- 
r&n, remained with His Majesty, and was received into favour. 

< K&mr&n also took away with hip/ many of the soldiers of Agra 

Sher Kh&n, emboldened by the dissensions between the brothers, 
advanced along the banks of the Ganges, and sent a detachment 
over the river agamst EAlpi aDd Etdwah K&sim Husain Sult&n 
Uzbek, along- with Y&dg&r NAsir Mi rzh and Sikandar Sult&n, 
fought against t the Afghans m the neighbourhood of K&lpl 
‘ They killed a son of Sher Khdn who was in command, and 
a great many men of his army, and they sent his head as an 
offering to Agra. The Emperor then marched against Sher 
Kh&n to the banks of the Ganges, and passed ovei the river at 
iKanauj. For one month he lemamed encamped m sight of the

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enemy IBs army numbered 1^00 000 horsemen whlio that of 
the AfgliAns did not exceed 50 000 At this conjuncture, 
ilnhammad SultAn MirxA and his sons ngain exhibited their 
perfidy, and without reason fled from tho royal army The 
detachment which Mini KAmran had left os a reinforcement 
also went off to Lahore So disaffection haring become tho 
fashion many of tho troops went off and scattered over rations 
parts of IGndusl&tL. Tho rainy season camo on, and tho place 
where tho army was co camped being flooded with water it was 
determined to movo to higher ground. Whilo this was being 
done Slier KhAn eamo forth to fight. Tho battlo was fought 
on tho 10th Muharram of this year [047 it., 17th May 1540 
ad] Many of tho soldier* being dispirited fled without 
•fighting A fow only of tho brarest went into tho fight, and 
tho day being lost, tho wholo army fled ITumAyun becamo 
separated from his horso iu tho Ganges, and was helped out of 
tho water by Shamsu-d din Muhammad GhatnlTi who after- 
wards, in tho reign of Akbar, rcccircd tho title of Khdn i axam 
When Slier hlifin heard of his escape ho was sorry, and ox 
claimed, * I was in hopes ho had perished but lio has got off 1 
Tho Emperor fled to Agra j and when tho enemy approached 
that city, ho maflo no dclaj but went to Lahore At tho 
beginning of Itabl u 1 awwal all tho OhaghatAl SultAns and 
amlrt woro assembled in Lahore but Mind Muhammad SultAn 
and his sons, who had como to Lahore, fled from thcnco to 
Malt&iL MirxA UindAl and MirxA YAdgfir IsAslr found it ex ) 
pcdient to go towards Dakar and Tatta,* and MirxA KimrAn 
dotermincd to go to KAbul as soon as tho party was broken up. 

It was abundantly manifest to tho Eraporor that them was no j 
possibility of bringing Ills brothers and his amir* to any common 
agreement, and ho was rery despondont. MirxA Ilaidar Deg, 
after much consultation,* had been sent off with a party who

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had volunteered for service m Kashmir, and Khw&ja Kalan Beg 
was oidered to follow him. When the Hirz& had reached Nau- 
shahr, and Kalan Beg had got as far as Si&lkot, intelligence 
reached the Emperor that Slier Kh&n had crossed the river 
[Biy&h] at Sult&npur, and was only a few Kos distant. His 
Majesty then passed over the river of Lahore. Mirza K&mran, 1 
after proving faithless to the oaths and compacts which he had 
made to help in whatever was decided upon, now thought it 
expedient to retire with the Emperor to Bahra When Khw&ja 
Kal&n Beg heard (of this retreat), he marched rapidly from 
Si&lkot, and joined the camp of Hum&yun. When Mirzd 
Haidar reached Kashmir, he found the people fighting against 
each other. A party of them came and waited upon him, and 
through them Kashmir fell into his hands, without striking a 
stroke On the 22nd Rajab he became sovereign of Kashmir, 
m the city of Hau-shahr, as is related m the Tabahat-i Kashmb 
At Bahra, Mirzd K&mr&n and Mirza ’Askari parted from 
1 Hum&yun, and went off, accompanied by Khw&ja Kal&n Beg, to 
‘K&bul. Mirzd Hmd&l and Mirzd Y&dg&r N&sir still remained 
jWith him, but after a few stages they disagreed For twenty 
days they absented themselves, but falling into difficulties, on 
the advice of Mir Abu-1 Bakd, they once more came back and 
made their submission On the banks of the river Sind a famine 
arose m the camp, and boats to cross the river were not pro- 
curable Bakhshui Langah then brought in several boats laden 
with corn, and was very favourably received The army then 
crossed the river, and went onwards to Bakhar, but made a halt 
at the town of Luhari (Lohn) Mirzd ’Askari then crossed the 
Smd, and went to the town of P&tar, because the wants of an 
army were easily supplied there From Luhn, which is near 
Bakhar, 2 to Patar, the distance is fifty hos. Mir Tahir Sadr 
was sent as ambassador to Shah Husain Arghun, ruler of Tatta ,

lent with him in charge of a horse and a robo Tho gut of tho 
messago which they conveyed was tliat the Emperor had been 
compelled to come to Tatta, and his object was to attempt the 
recovery of GujarAt, The ShAh was invited to eomo and wait 
upon tho Emperor and consnlt with him about tho conquest of 
GujarAt ShAh Husain Arghun temporized for six months by 
lending complimentary messages, and mid that there coaid bo 
no good in itaying near Bnldiar bnt if tho camp wero nearer 
Tatta It would be moro convenient for firo or six months might 
be lost while they were negotiating If the Emperor would 
como nearer, whatever seemed odviaablo should be dono 1 Grain 
becoming scarce in Bakliar the Emperor marched off to Pdtar 
where MirzA HindAl was staying for ho had heard tliat MirxA 
IEndAl intended to go to KandahAr It was on ono occasion 
in thu year while the Emperor was staying in the camp of 
MirzA HindAl thnt ho named 2faryam i Jfnid/il Ilamlda BAnu 
Bcgam, t!ie mother of the Emperor Akbar and spent several 
dayi of liappiness and pleasure in the camp of HindAl Tho 
Emperor now forbad him to go to KandahAr and directed him 
to return to Luhan 

KarAeha KliAn, who was governor of KandahAr wroto letters 
to MirxA IIlndAI, inviting him to KandahAr and tho MirzA 
started off and went thither When HnniAvun was informed 
of it, he was much troubled by tho want of anion among hu ) 
brothers, MinA Yddgdr NAsir had pitehod hu camp about two 
miles below tho royal camp and the river ran between tho two 
earap* Ho also now oxprcsjod bis intontion of going to Kan 
dalidr On tho Emporor being informed of this, lie sent Mir 
Abu 1 BukA to reassure tho MtrzA, and to forbid hu going to 
KandahAr 1 As he was crossing the river on his return, a party

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came out of the fort of Bakhar, and assailed his boat with a 
shower of arrows. One of them pierced the Mir, and he died. 
The Emperor showed great sorrow for his loss The date of 
his death, 948 h , is found m the words Swiii -i hainat. 

After this Mirzd Yadgdr Nasir crossed the river, and paid a 
visit to the royal camp. After much consultation it was resolved 
that the Mirzd should be left at Bakhar, and that His Majesty 
should march on to effect the conquest of Tatta But the Mirzd 
did not show any signs of concord and friendliness When the 
Emperor marched for Tatta, 1 a laige body of soldiers parted 
from him and stayed at Bakhar. Mirzd Yddgdr Nasir remained 
at Bakhar, and increased his forces, because during that year 
no 2 heavenly or terrestrial evil had befallen the agriculture of 
Bakhar His Majesty now pioceeded by means of boats to the 
fort of Sihwdn 3 A party of soldiers on board of the boats, as 
they came near to the fort, landed and attacked a body of men 
who had come out of the fort, and drove them m again. 

The victors returned, and lepresented that the reduction of 
the fortress was an easy matter, so His Majesty crossed over 
the river, and invested the place. 4 But before his arrival, a 
party of Shdh Husain’s officers had entered it, and had done 
then best to increase its strength When Shah Husain heard 
that it had been invested, he pioceeded by boats to the vicinity 
of the Emperor’s camp, and employed himself in cutting off 
the supply of gram Great scarcity followed, and many men 
lived (entirely) upon the flesh of animals The siege went on 
for nearly seven months, and the place was not captured, so a 
messenger was sent to Mirzd Yddgdr Ndsir at Bakhar, to tell 
him that the fall of the fort depended upon his approach , for 
if the besiegers marched to attack Shdh Husain, the garrison 
would be free to gather m provisions, and so protract the defence

Again 
a messenger was sent to call Mini \ idgdr and Abdu 1 GbafiSr 
who was J/ir-i mil of tho Emperor received tho commission 
'Abdu 1 Ghafur went to Mini Yfidgar and spoke about tho 
perilous condition of the royal army but the ilirzd and Ins . 
officers deemed It advisable to remain wliero tlioy were and j

Shdh Husain had sent representatives to Mini Addgdr 'Nisir 
and had drawn near to hu camp He promised that he would * 
acknowledge tho supremacy of tlie Mini, giro him hU daughter 
in marriage, and read tho in his name* Delighted with 

these offers, the Mini was hoodwinked by Sbdlt Iluram and 
■o placed himself In hostility to tho Emperor ITaving thus 
secured himself ngmast Mini ddgdr and being nwaro of the 
distress and weakness of tho army of Ilumdyun Shdh Husain 
advanced eloscr to tho royal camp and captured tho vessels 
(which were conveying provisions) for the army Unable to 
eontinuo the siege of bihwin the Emperor was compelled to 
retreat towards Bakhar* M hen ho approached near to Mini 
Yidgir Nasir he sent to liim for boats in which to cross the 
river and the Mind, who was in leagno with the people of 
Tatta, sent to them desiring them to como at night and carry 
off tho boats Aoxt morning he artfully reported that the 
enotny had earned off tho boats The Emperor remained in 
active tome days for want of boats At length two camhu/dn 
of Bakhar waited npon him, and (under their guidance) some 
boats which had been sunk were raised Ilurndyun then crossed

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the river. When Mirzd Y&dgar N&sir learnt of the passage 
over, being greatly alarmed and ashamed, he, without waiting 
upon the Emperor, marched off hastily against Shah Husain ; 
and the latter being quite unprepared, the Mirz& fell upon a 
large force from Tatta which had disembarked, and killed and 
made many prisoners, and then returned After this action, 
Sh&li Husain returned to Tatta, and Mirzfi Y&dg&r N&sir, 
repentant and ashamed, waited upon the Emperor and presented 
the heads of his enemies Once more Hum&yun forgave him, 
and spoke not a word of all that had passed 

Sh&h Husam now wrote letters to Mirzd Y&dg&r H&sir, and 
again drew hi in over to his side The Sh&h lequested him 
to secure for him the two zamindai s who had obtained the boats 
for the Emperor These men, being informed of the demand, 
repaired to the camp of Humayun Mirz& Y&dg&r sent' a 
messenger to Hum&yun, representing that he had some revenue 
matters relating to his jagir of Bakhar to settle with these two 
zamindai s, and requested that they might be sent to him The 
Emperor ordered that several persons should accompany the 
men, and bring them back again when the business was con- 
cluded The instant Mirzd Yadg&r N&sir saw them, he took 
them forcibly from the Emperor’s men, and sent them to Sh&h 
Husain, Thus he once more exhibited his animosity to the 
' Emperor, and never again sought a reconciliation 
i The men of Hum£yun’s army, being in great distress, began 
! to desert by ones and twos to Mirzfi Yddgar N&sir. Mun’im 
EMn 1 also, and his brother, had thoughts of running away. 
This intention was communicated to Hum&yun, and he oidered 
them into confinement Mirzd Y&dg&r Nds lr, in the depths of 
his infamy, now prepared to turn his arms against Hum&yun, 
and the lattei , being informed of his movements, made ready 
for fighting Hdshim Beg, a person high in Mirzd Yddgar’s 
confidence, when he heard of his proceedings, restrained him, 
and nolens volens made him return It now became evident

in power and m the number of his forces This MAI Deo had sent 
letters to Bakhar, declaring lus loyalty, and offering assistance 
in effecting tho subjugation of Hindustan */ 

HomAyun accordingly marched 1 towards MAI Deo s connin’ 
by way of Jesalmir Tho ruler of Jcsalmir* shamefully took 
an unmanly coarse He eent a force to attack tho email party 
of the Etnperor on the march but it was defeated and driven 
back with loss. Ilnmdyun liad a great many men vwunded. 
IIo marched with all possible speed till ho readied tho country 
of MAI Deo Then ho sent on [Sbamsu-d din Muhammad] 
AtkA XliAu to M&l Deo at Jondhpnr, whilo ho himself halted for 
a few days

IlnmAyun remained on tho borders of MAI Deos territories 
awaiting tho return of AtkA KhAn When MAI Deo was in 
formed of the Emperor s weakness, ho was much alarmed for 
ho know tliat lie had not sufficient forces of his own to withstand 
Sher KhAn For Slior KhAn had sent on ambassador to MAI v 
Deo holding out great expectations j and tho lattor in tho ex 
treme of perfidy had promised to mako HumAyun a prisoner if 
possible, and to giro liim over into tho hands of his onemy 
NAgo r, and its dep enden cies, had fallon into thQ_powor of_S har> 
KhAn, and consequently ho was afraid lest Sher KhAn should

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be annoyed, and send a large army to bis territory against 
Hum&ydn. To keep the Emperor in ignorance, M&l Deo 
detained the envoy Atkd Kh&n, and did not give him per- 
mission to return. But Atlcd Kh&n contrived to ascertain 
what was passing through the mind of Mai Deo, and went off 
without any formal dismissal. 

One of the Empeior’s librarians, who at the time of his 
defeat had fled to* jMdl Deo, now wrote to the Emperor, m- 
foiming him that Mai Deo was bent upon treachery, and 
advising him to get out of his territory as quickly as possible. 
Atkd Kli&n also spoke m the strongest terms upon the matter 
So Hum&yun marched off at once to Amarkot Two Hindus, 
who had come to act as spies upon him, fell into his hands, 
and were brought to his presence. They were questioned, and 
an order was given that one of them should suffer the punish- 
ment of death, with the object of arriving at the exact facts 
of the matter The two prisoners broke loose, and snatching 
a knife and a dagger from two bystanders, they despatched 
seventeen living creatures, men, women, and horses, before they 
were overpowered and slam. The Emperor’s own horse was 
among the animals killed As he had no other horse to nde, 
his equerries sought to obtain some horses and camels from 
<Tardl Beg, but he disgraced himself by giving a refusal Then 
(the Emperor mounted a camel IS T adlm Koka was walking on 
foot, while his mother was ndmg his horse , but when he saw 
the Emperor seated on the camel, he made his mother dismount, 
presented the horse to the Emperor, and made her ride on the 
camel which he had used 

The road lay through a loose sand, and water was not pro- 
curable. The army toiled on with great difficulty, and every 
moment the news came of the approach of Mai Deo The 
Emperor ordered Mun’im KLh&n, with a detachment, to march 
cautiously and slowly m the rear, and if the enemy ap- 
proached, to give him battle When night came on, that 
detachment lost the way, and at daybreak the enemy’s 
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forces were b sight Shaikh 'All Beg Darwesh Koka, and 
tome others were (In the rear), numbering In aU twenty two 
persons. Darwesh Beg, eon of B6ki JalMr was ono of the 
party They proceeded against the enemy who vrai emerging 
from a narrow defilo Shaikh All killed tho eorarnander of the 
enemy with his first arrow, and every arrow that hii little hand 
discharged wonnded some prominent man of the enemy i army 
Unable to endure thi* the enemy turned, and hu great army 
fled before each an insignificant troop Many worn killed in 
their flight, and many eamds fell into the lianda of the victor*. 
When the intelligence of tho victory reached tho Emperor he 
hastened to publicly express hU tlianks 

Tho array encamped by a well whieh contained a little water, 
and the party which had lost Its way dnnng the night now came 
In, which was nuothor came of rejoicing Next daj the march was 
resumed, and for three days no water was found. On the fourth 
they reached a well a drum was beaten when tho bucket reached 
the surface of the earth, to givo tho bnllock-dnror notico to 
■top 1 for the woll was so deep that a call would not reach him 
In the intensity of their thirst, some men could not restrain 
themselves Four or fire throw therasolrcs upon tho buckot, 
tho ropo broko and the bucket fell back Into tbe well Over 
come with suffering, they uttered cries and lamentations, and 
somo cast themsolrcs intentionally into tho well In this way 
many ponshed through thirst. Noxt day the march was re- 
sumed, and at the hottest time they readied a river (d&) The 
horses and camels had not tasted water for sevoral days and 
now thoy drank so randi that many of thorn died 

At length, with ortrome toll they reached Amarkot, which ie 
100 to* distant from Tatta. Tho rdnd that is to say tho rnler 
(Adfcun) of Amarkot,* was kindly disposed and came out to meet

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the Emperor, and offered his services The army rested from 
their hardships some days in the city, and whatsoever the 
Emperor had in his treasury he distributed among his soldiers 
He had aiuved here with no great force, so he levied a sum 
of money from Tardi Beg and others as a benevolence, and 
graciously presented the tana and his sons with gold and 
girdles and daggers. Shah Husain Arghun had slain the 
{father of the rdna, and so the rand now collected a consider- 
able number of men from his territories, and went with the 
Emperor m the direction of Bakhar. The Emperor's family, 
with their paraphernalia, under Ins orders remained at Amarkot. 
Kliw&ja Mu’azzam, brother of Maryam Makani, was left m 
charge of them. 

Fortune now for a time changed its treatment of the Emperor, 
by giving him a son, and impressing an imperishable mark upon 
the page of time 1 The child was bora on the 5th Rajab, 949 
(15th October, 1542) Tardi Beg Khdn conveyed this intelli- 
gence to the Emperor in the neighbourhood of Amarkot, and 
the Emperor under spiritual guidance, as will be narrated m 
the proper place, gave to the child the name of Jal&lu-d din 
Muhammad Akbar. 2 

He then continued his march towards Bakhar, but he wrote 
very urgent letters as to the safety of the young prince Upon 
reaching the pat gana of Jun, lie halted there for a while He 
sent for his family and the suite of the prince, and then Ins eyes 
were gladdened by the sight of his son The force which had 
been collected from the parts around dispersed while he remained 
at Jun, and his brave and intrepid officer, Shaikh ’Ali, fell m 
an action with the troops of Shah Husain Arghun, m one of 
the pat ganas of Tatta His soldiers began to desert one by one 
t from his camp. Mun’im Kli&n even went off His Majesty, 

1 seeing that it was not advisable to remain longer in this country, 
determined upon going to Kandah&r. At this time he was joined

Shdh Husain *ent a person to Mirz4 Askar I and MlriA 
K&mr&n, to inform them of tho Emperor’s Intention to march 
to Kandah&r and thoy wroto back desiring him to bar Ins pro- 
gress and rnako him prisoner Tho perfidious Mini Alkarf 
when Hi* Majesty reached Sh&l and Mast&n * marched rapidly 
from Kandalidr, and *cnt forward Hawaii 0 Uibck to watch hi* 
morements. This man had received kindncs* from tho Emperor 
Ho obtained a powerful hor*o from Mind Askarl, and betook 
himself to the Emperor* camp When ho arrived, ho dis 
mounted from his hor*o and went to tho tent of Baird m Kh&n

Ostensibly 
with this riew ha went to Burst, bat passsd errer to Eatblwir and joined DenlyAn 
as aboTs rslnted. AM4 JLtdm wu carried priswur to fiber Bbih, who bad not the 
magmaalmity to appreciate his friendly deration, and pot him to death. According 
to Ab&4 Fail, fiber Bhlh spoke afterwards of bk eooTsrsatkm with Balrim Khia, 
and of the eonrietkrn which he tiea fdt of bring unable to gain him.

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whom he informed of Mirzd ’Askarfs advance, and of 3ns de- 
signs against the Emperor. Bairarn IDidn immediately proceeded 
to the Emperor, and standing at the back of the tent he told him 
of Mirz& ’Askari’s approach “ What is the worth of Kanda- 
h&r and K&bul,” said the Emperor, “that I should strive with 
my faithless brothers ? ” Then he mounted his horse, and sent 
Khwaja-i Mu’azzam and Bair&tn Xhdn to bring up the Empress 
They made all speed to do so, and conveyed her and the infant 
prince to the Emperor There were very few horses m the 
Emperor’s train, so Tardi Beg was asked for one. Again he 
gave a churlish refusal, 1 and would not himself accompany Ins 
master. 

The Emperor determined to go to ’Ir&k, and started off 
thither, taking with him the Empress, and having only a few 
persons as escort The young prince was only one year old, 
and the weather was very hot, so he was left behind. Muzk 
’Askari soon afterwards reached the camp, when he was informed 
that the Emperor had gone safely off, leaving a paity m charge 
of his camp Next day he, m his extreme insolence, entered the 
Emperor's audience hall, and Atkd KMn delivered up to him 
the young prince Under the orders of the Mirz&, Tardi Beg 
was made prisoner, and officers were sent to searcli the tents 
and seize all the effects of the Emperor Then he carried the 
prince off to Kandah&r, and gave him into the charge of Sult&n 
Begam, his own wife, who treated him with great tenderness 
, The Emperor was accompanied by twenty-two persons, among 
jwhom were Bair&m Kh&n, Khw&ja Mu’azzam, Bdbd Dost 
Bakhshi, Khw&ja Ghdzi, Haidar Muhammad ‘ Akhtar-begf, 
Mirzd Kuli Beg, Shaikh Yusuf, Ibrahim Aisbak-Ak&si, and 
Hasan 'AH Beg Aishak-dk&si. They set off without even deter- 
mining their route When they had gone a little way, they fell 
in with three or four Bildchis, who directed them, and they

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arrived with great toil at tlic fort of B&bd ITijL Tlio Tories 
who were in the place gave them such provisions as they had 
Kliw&ja Jalaln-d din, son of Mahmfid, who Iind been sent by 
Mini Asknrf to collect the revenues of this district, waited 
upon the Emperor and pro* rated him with horses, enmcls, 
mule* and such things os he possessed, ft ext day n&jl Mu 
bammad KoU, who had escaped from Mind ’Askari waited 
upon the Emperor The hostilo proceedings of Ins brothers l 
made these parts no safo place for His Majesty so lie proceeded f 
onwards towards Khnrds&n and Irak Upon entering Slat fin | 
Abroad Suttfin Slromlu, governor of tho pronnee under Slifih j 
Tahmfisp, received him with the greatest kindness IIo remained 
■omo days in Sistfin and Ahmad Salt fin showed him every kind 
of hospitality and attention sending eren his own women to 
wait upon the Empress as handmaids. Ahmad also presented 
to him all kinds of provisions and necessaries and enrolled him 
self among the number of his slaves All tlieso ITU Majesty 
courteously accepted, and then presented them to him 
Upon holding a consultation Ahmad Sultiin advised His 
Majesty to proceed to Irfik by way of Tabas Kflaki because 
that way was the nearest, and ho offered to accompany him on 
the road His Majesty replied that ho had heard great praise 
of the city of Illrfit, and tliat it would bo moro pleasant for him 
to proceed by that routo So Ills Majesty started for Irik, 
attended by Ahmad Snltfin At that time Sultfin Muhammad 
Mirxfi, eldest son of Slifih Tahmfisp was governor of Illrfit, and 
Mnliammad Khfin Sliarfo-d din Ughli Taklu hold tho post of 
Atfilflc or tutor to the young princo When they heard of the 
near approach of the Emporor they sont All Sultfin, who was 
ono of tho nobles of Taklu to meet bim and conduct him in 
with duo honour Ho joined His Majesty on tho borders of tho 
territory of Illrfit, and brought him with oil ceremony to the 
city The pnneo, with his officers and attendants, then pro- 
ceeded to wait upon him and pay thoix respects, omitting 
nothing that eould do him honour Muhammad Khfin was 
admitted to tho privilege of an introduction 
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j His Majesty, with his retinue, halted at Iiirat. Muhammad 
Khdn tieated him with the greatest hospitality, and His Majesty 
was highly pleased with his reception He received all that he 
could require, and lacked nothing until the time of his meeting 
with Sh&h Tali m asp. All the palaces and gardens of Hirdt are 
beautiful to see, and His Majesty visited them, after which 
he took his departure for Meshhed and Tus Sh&h ’AK Sult&n 
Istajlu, governor of Meshhed, also did all m Ins power to show 
honour and hospitality to His Majesty, and under the orders 
of Shdh Tahmdsp, every governor on the route supplied him 
with all things he required Under the orders of the Sh&h, a 
darge number of nobles and great men went forth to meet him, 
.and the arrangement was made that, fiom Ddmaghdn to the

Sh&lTs camp, one of these nobles was to have charge of the 
duties of hospitality m each march Provisions were sent from 
the royal camp, and His Majesty was feasted at every stage 
until he reached Kazwin The Sli&h’s camp had been moved 
to Pul&k-Sutlik, and Bair&m Kh&n was sent thither by His 
Majesty to wait on the Sli&h He returned, bringing a letter 
congratulating His Majesty on his arrival. His Majesty con- 
tinued his journey, and at every place he came to he received 
marks of attention from the people. At length he reached 
jPuldk-Surlik, and had an interview with Shdh Tahmdsp, who 
^entertained him and showed lnm every honour and distinction, 
worthy both of host and guest j 

In the course of conversation, the Sh&h asked the Emperor 
what was the reason of his defeat, and he replied that it was 
the rivalry and faithlessness of his brothers Bahr&m Mirza, 
the Sh dll’s brother, was offended at this , 1 and treacherously 
advised the Shdh to have the Emperor killed m the course of 
the night But the Shah’s sister Sultanam , 2 who was very

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highly esteemed by her brother, and oxerclsed great influence 
in all affairs of State did all in hor power to protect and help 
tho Emperor Kill Jahin Kaiwini who was tho Sliih s tfirnfii, 
and IloUm Tsuru-d din Mohammad, who was his physician, 
and was high in Ins favour and confidence were not content to 
bo at all wanting in goodwill towards tbo Emperor The hakim 
both openly and privately lost no opportunity of forwarding 
tho Emperor’s interests. Ouo day the Shili, in order to gratify 
tho Emperor, went out with a party of nobles and grandees to 
hunt with bows and arrows Dahrim Mini, who had an old 
quarrel with Abu-l Kdsim Khulafa, under pretence of ahooting 
at Bomo animal, struck him in front with an arrow, and he died 
upon the spot. 

Shih Tahm&sp haring assented to tho Emperors wish to 
depart, provided all necessaries for his journey and ho appointed 
his son Shili Murid then an infant at tho breast, with a force 
of 10 000 men to protect lum Ilutniyun expressed his inten 
ticra of going to Tabriz and Ardabil, and tho Shili wroto farmunn 
to the governors of those places, directing thorn to show him 
every honour and attention Aflor truvolhng to those places 
the Emperor turned towards Kandahir, and went to pay a visit 
to Meslihed tho holy He had brought tho Kaxilbiih (Persian) 
pnneo with him and Bldigh Khin, tho prince s tutor was com 
mander of his army When they readied tho fort of Garmslr 
they took possession of tho Garmslr territories On arriving at i 
Kandahir, a large body of men salliod out of tbo fort and made 
what resistoneo they could, but were defeated. The Kazilbaah 
army then encamped within view of Kandshir Fiver days 
afterwards tho Emperor arrived and it was then Invested. Tho 
siege went on for threo months, and there wore daily engage- 
ment* in which many men on both sides were killed. 

Bairim Khin now went to Kibul on an embassy to Kirnrin i 
MIrzi. Ho was an countered on his way by a party of Haxiras, 
and a fight ensued, but ho overpowered thorn and went on to 
Kibuh There he had an audience of Mini Kimrdn, and he also 
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had interviews with Mirzd Hmddl, Mirzd Sulaimdn son of Kh dn 
Mirzd, and Mirzd Yddgdr Ndsir who had arrived from Bakhar 
'm a distressed condition. Mirzd Kdmrdn seDt Mahd ’All 
Klidn-zdda-i begam to Kandahdr with Bairdm Khdn to settle 
terms of peace if possible When they arrived at Kandahdr, 
and waited on the Emperor, Mirzd 'Askari was still intent upon 
fighting (and holding out) 

The Persian forces were disheartened by the long duration 
of the siege, and had thoughts of returning. They had con- 
ceived that when Hutndyun approached Kandahar, the 
Chaghatdi tribes would rally round him. But when a long 
time passed, and no one came to his succour, and the fact of 
Mirzd Kdmrdn’s advance to the assistance of Mirzd ’Askar! 
became generally known, the Persians were greatly alarmed. 
By a happy turn of affairs Mirzd Kdmrdn fell back, and Mirzd 
Husain Khdn and Fazdil Beg, brother of Mun’im Khdn, deserted 
him and joined the Emperor. The Turkomdns were mspmted, 
and after a few days Muhammad Sultan Mirzd, Ulugh Beg 
Mirzd, Kdsnn Husain Sultdn, and Sher-afgan Beg came over 
This greatly encouraged the Persians. Muyid Beg, who was a 
prisoner m the fort, managed to escape hy stratagem, and let 
himself down from the walls by a rope His Majesty received 
him with great kindness. A party also under the command of 
Abu-1 Hasan, nephew of Karrdcha Khan, and Munawwar Beg, 
son of Mir Beg, escaped from the fortress Mirzd ’Askari now 
Aost heart, and pioposed to sufrender The Emperor in his 
t great kindness granted him terms He then called together 
r the Persian commanders, and induced them to engage that for 
three days no one should molest the numerous Chaghatdi 
families that were m the place. In consequence of this engage- 
ment, the garrison of the place came forth next day, with their 
wives and families. Mirzd ’ Askar i also came out, aud with 
shame waited on the Emperor, who uttered not a word of re- 
proach. The Chaghatdi chiefs, with their swords upon their necks 
and shrouds m" their hands, were allowed to present themselves 
flm Emnernr. and were nardoned 
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It lmd been agTeed with tho Persia ns that as soon as Kan da 
hAr was taken it should be given up to them, and now the 
Emperor gate them possession of it, although ho possessed no 
other territory BidAgh KhAn (and) Mini Murid son of 
Sbfih TahmAsp, were conducted into the fort, and the place 
was surrendered to them. Most of the Persian chiefs returned 
to Irik, and no one remained with Mini Murid except 
BidAgh KhAn, Abu 1 Fath SultAn A&hAr, and Sufi \\ all 
SultAn KadAmu */ 

When winter came on tho Chaghatfii people had no place 
of shelter, so tho Emperor sent a person into KandaliAr to 
BidAgh KhAn, to represent the need which they luul of sorao 
protection against the rigours of tho winter But lie, in Ins 
inharnanity did not make that reply which the emergency 
required. So the dingbat AU were m great trouble Abdu-Ua 
KhAn and Jamil Beg, who liad como out of KandaliAr now 
fled to KAbul MirxA Askar! also, having found an oppor 
tunlty made his escape but a party being sent in pursuit, lie 
was caught and brought back. lib Majesty then placed him 
in confinement. The chiefs of the CliagliatA! tnbes (tilut) now 
met in council, and resolved that under tho necessities of the 
case, the fort of KandaliAr must be taken from tlio Persians 
land should bo given np to them again after the conquest of 
jKAbol and BadaklisbAu. By a strange coincidence it happened 
that Mini Murid, son of SbAh TalunAsp diod on tliat very 
day So the enterprise was resolved npou, and a strong party 
was appointed to carry it ont IlAjl Muhammad KhAn, (son of) 
BAbA Kashka, went first of all to the gnto of the fortress with 
two of hb servants. The Turkomans who suspected that tho 
Emporor wanted to got possession of tho place, liad for some 
days past prevented tbo ChaghatAb from entering the town. 
It happened that some camels laden with forage wore going 
into the city and seixing this opportunity HA){ Muhammad 
proceeded to tho gate of tho city Tho guards assembled round 
the gnte, and refused to let him enter With great daring he 
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drew his sword and attacked them, and they, unable to resist 
his onslaught, took refuge in flight. Another party now came 
up to support him They entered the fort, and the Persians 
were overpowered. Humdyun mounted his horse, and went into 
the city. Bidagh Khdn, greatly annoyed, went to the Emperor, 
took leave, and departed for ’Irak The Ohaghatdis, to their 
great satisfaction, thus obtai n ed_p o ss essi on of Kan dab dr 

After this, Humdyun marched to effect the conquest of Kdbul, 
and left Bairdm Khdn m charge of-Kandahdr. Mirzd Yddgar 
jNdsir and Mirzd Hmddl, having devised a scheme together, 
jaeserted from Mirzd Kdmrdn After being much harassed by 
‘the Hazdra tribes on their journey, they joined the Emperor 
and proceeded with him to Kdbul. Jamil Beg, who was chief 
of the territories (through which the Emperor passed), also 
came m to offer his services. Mirzd Kdmrdn, who had a well- 
equipped army, marched out with the intention of fighting, but 
every night parties of men deserted his army, and joined Humd- 
yun. The Emperor then moved his camp, and advanced to a 
half 1 'cos distance from Kamidn. That night many men left 
Kamrdn’s army and deserted to the Emperor Mirzd Kdmrdn, 
|bemg alarmed, sent a party of Shaikhs to wait upon the Emperor 
’and to ask forgiveness. The Emperor agreed to pardon him on 
condition of his coming in and making his submission Kdmrdn 
did not accede to this, but fled and shut himself up m the 
citadel of Kdbul All his forces came over to the Emperor. 
On the same night Kdmrdn quitted Kdbul, and fled by way 
of Bini Hisdr to Grhazni Being informed of Ins flight, the 
Emperor sent Mirzd Hmddl m pursuit The Emperor then 
entered Kdbul, and at night the citizens, in the extreme of joy, 
illuminated the -whole city with lamps £>11 Ins entering the 
palace, Her Highness the Begam brought the young prince 
Jalalu-d din Muhammad Akbar to his father’s presence This 
sight lighted up the heart of the Emperor with joy, and he 
offered up Ins thanksgivings for the reunion. The victory was 
accomplished on the 10th Ramazdn, 953 h., when the prince 
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■was four yean two montlis and firo days old Some plaeo the 
event in the year 0o2 1 * but God knows tbo truth j 

After this a person was sent to bnng up tho forces which 
were la Kaudah&r Mirz& \6dgdr Xfcsir came to K&bul m 
attendance upon the Empress Mary dm MaVdul Begam Great 
feasts were then held, and tho ceremony of circumcising the 
young prince was performed. Tho remainder of tlmt year tho 
Emperor spent in enjoyment at Kdbul "When K&mrfin reached 
Gbaznf, he could not got admission into tho citv *o ho went 
off into tho Hazdra. Mind Ulugh Bog was sent to take tho 
government of Zamln-ddwar and Xdmrdn, finding it impos 
siblo to remain In tliat country wont to Bokhar to Shdh 
Ilusain Arghun who garo him his daughter in mamago and 
assisted him 

In tho following yearTTnmdrun marched to Badakhsh&n for 
Mined Sulaim&n, son of Klidn Mind, had disregarded tho sum- 
mons to como in and make his submission. It was therefore 
determined to invado Badnklishfin Mind Yddgdr Msir luul 
been engaged in hostile Intrigues and once moro meditated 
flight Ilis intentions being mado known to Hnm&vun an 
order was given for placing him in confinement, and a few days 
afterward* Muhammad Kdsim under tho Emperor a order* put 
him to de&Uv.* The Emperor, passing over the heel of the 
Hindu koh (Ilinda Kush) encamped at Shergirdn 1 Mlrrdj 
Suhumdn assembled tbo force* of Badakhsbdn and garo battle, 1 
bat ho was dofeated in the first action and fled Into the kohtttdn 
of Durdasht Tho Emperor then proceeded to Tdlikdn and 
Kiiliam 4 but he was taken ill, and from day to day ho grew

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worse, so that every one was in anxiety, and no one but his 
Immediate attendants were sure of his being alive. There was 
consternation m the army, and Karrdcha Khdn placed Mirzd 
’Askari m safe custody The people of'Badakhshdn again com- 
menced hostilities After two months His Majesty lecovered, 
and sent accounts of his convalescence to all parts The dis- 
turbances thereupon subsided. The royal camp then moved to 
the neighbourhood of the fort of Zafar Khwdja Mu’azzam, 
brother of the Empress Maryam Makdni, killed at this time 
Khwdja Rashidi, who had come from ’Irdk m the retinue 
(of the Emperor), and then fled to Kdbul, where, by command, 
he was placed m confinement 

Mirzd Kdmrdn at Bakhar, when he was assured of Humdydn’s 
march to Badaklishdn, assembled a force around him, and made a 
rapid march by Ghorband to Kdbul On his way he fell in 
with some merchants, from whom he obtained plenty of horses , 1 
so that ho supplied each of his men with a spare horse When 
he reached Ghazni, a few individuals brought him into the 
fortress, and Zahid Beg, the governor of the place, being off 
his guard , 2 was put to death Under the orders of the Mirzd 
the roads to Kdbul were guarded, so that intelligence might not 
be carried thither. He then marched rapidly on m full confidence 
to Kdbul Muhammad Kuli Tughai and Fazdil Beg, and the 
force under their command in Kdbul, were quite unprepared, 
'when they were informed that Karordn had entered the city 
Muhammad Khan was made prisoner while in his bath, and 
was instantly put to death Upou entering the fort, Kdmrdn 
captured Fazdil Beg and Mihtar vaUl, and he had their eyes 
put out. He appointed persons to guaid the Emperor’s ladies 
and the young prince 

Intelligence of the fall of Kabul reached the Emperor at Kila 
Zafar The government of Badaklishdn and Kunduz, which 
had been given to Mirzd Hmddl, was transferred to Mirzd Sulai-

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ro&n, and Humiyun then returned toward* XAbuI Kimrfin 
meanwhile mustered all tho force* he could. Slier algpn who 
was allied with him, and Slier AH, one of lii* officer*, advanced 
to Zuh&k and Ghorband and took possession of the roads 
Humiydn crossed the rirer in tho valley of 7uhik, and drore 
before him Sher *AH, who resisted to the best of his powor 
Hum&yun then safely crossed tho Shaki, bnt Sher AH again 
annoyed lus rear until ho arrived at Dib-Afghin&n (a suburb 
of KAbul) Isext day Sher afgan Beg rallied forth at tho head of 
all Kitnr&n a forces, and a great battlo was fought in tho lines of 
Ynrt j&lik. The leading forces of the Emperor were repulsed, 
bat bv the efforts of Mini Hindi l, karrfieha KMn, and niji 
Mohammad Kliin tho enemy was eventually defeated. Slier 
afgan Bog was taken prisoner and when be was brought into the 
Emperor s preseneo lie was put to death, through tho exertions of 
tho nobles. Manv of Kimran s men fell on thu day and those 
who escaped tho sword fled into the fort. Sher AH a man of 
undaunted courage, sallied forth every day and kept up tho fight 
ing with all his rigour On one occasion Sher AH and Hiji 
Mohammad Khan encountered each other, and tho HiSji was 
wounded 

Intelligence now camo in that a caravan with a largo number 
of hones had arrived at Chirigirin,' and Xfirarinscnt Sher All 
with a considerable forco, to bring theso horses into tho city 
Hnra&jun was aware of this movement, and drawing nearer to 
tho aty he completely dosed all means of mgreo and egress 
When Shor 'AH returned from his expedition, ho could find no 
way of getting Into tho place. Kimrin thon rallied forth, and 
endeavoured to cot a way through for Slier 'AH But the bo- 
doger* were aware of a sally being intended, and whon tho force* 
camo out they were received with a firo of guns and musketry 
and driven back. B&kl S&lili and Jalilu-d din Bog two of ( 
Kitnr&n s most trcited adherents, deserted from him and jolnod

1 At tb« tninEee of tin ffhartwnd nUty morth of KlbcL 
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tie Emperor Sher ’All now gave up all hope of entering 
the city Kd<mrdn, with dastardly feeling, ordered that His 
Highness the young prince Akbar should be exposed upon 
the battlements, m the place where the balls and shot of the guns 
and muskets fell thickest. But Mdham Amka took the child 
in her bosom, put herself forward, and held him towards the enemy 
[le the garrison]. So God Almighty preserved him A part 
of the garrison made their way out and went off, all m one direc- 
tion Humdyun sent men m pursuit, who killed many and made 
many prisoners. Kamrdn’s spirits fell, and from all parts and 
quarters men came in to render assistance to the Emperor, 
Mirzd, Sulaiman sent reinforcements from Badakhshdn, Mir zd 
Ulugh Beg came from Kandahar, and Kdsim Husain Sul tin 
brought a body of the men of Sarm Tughd as a reinforcement 
from Kan d ah dr 

Mirzd Kdmrdn now sued for peace, and the Emperor granted 
it, upon condition of his making personal submission But he 
vvas afraid to do this, and sought to make Ins escape The chiefs 
of the Chagbatd! tribes were of opinion that the capture of Kdmrdn 
would be adverse to their interests, so they sent a message in- 
forming him that Humdyun would, in a day or two, assault the 
fort, and advising him to delay no longer in the place Kdmrdn, 
who was offended with Ndmus Beg and Karrdcha Khdn Beg, 
killed three young children of Hdmus Beg m revenge, and had 
their bodies cast down from the walls of the city — a cruel deed, 
which excited the abhorrence of all men both inside and outside 
the city He also fastened Sardar Beg, the son of Karrdcha 
Khdn, upon the summit of the ramparts Humdyun exerted 
himself to console Karrdcha Khdn , and the Khan went close 
to the fort, and with loud voice declared that if his son were 
killed, both Mirzd Kdmrdn and Mirzd ’Askar! should be 
put to death when the city fell. Kdmrdn now despaired on every 
point, so he caused a hole to be made through the wall, on 
Khwdja Khizr’s side, and made his way out barefoot at the 
place indicated by the nobles (outside who were friendly to his 
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escape) HumAyun sent Ufij( Muhammad KhAu in pursuit, 
■who nearly overtook him, and KAmrAn then called oat in the 
Tarti language, u I liaro killed your father BabA Koshaka." 
HAjl Mnharamad was always ready for a quarrel (hat) when ho 
heard this he returned Ills Highness Pnneo Akbar now came 
to his father, and showed him all proper respect. Much chanty 
was shown to tho poor and needy / 

Alter KAmrAn escaped, in a forlorn and destitute 1 condition ho 
readied tho foot of tho KAbul mountains, whero ho was met hy a 
party of Ilaidras, who plondored him of all he possessed. But 
one of tho TInrAras recognized bjm and informed tho leader of 
the band, who condneted Lira to ZnbAk and BAmlAn, where Shor 
AH his adherent still remained at the head of a small forco 
He remained there for a week, and nearly ICO lioraomcn joined 
him Then ho marched to Ghori whero Mini Beg BirlAa, the 
governor of Ghori with a force of ICO horse and 1000 foot, gave 
him battle and was defeated Tho horses and asses of tho 
vanquished fell into the hands of the victor Haring gathered 
somo strength ho went to Balkh where ho hod n meeting with 
Plr Muliammad KhAn, tho ruler Pir Muhammad followed his 
own inclination and camo to BadakhshAn to tho assistance of 
KAmrAn Ghori and BakalAn fell into tho hands of MtrzA 
KAmrAn and many soldiers flocked to Ins standard. Pir Mn 
ham mad then returned to Ids own country KAmrAn advanced 
against BulaimAn MinA and IbrAhlm MlrtA, and, as thoj had 
no power to resist him they went away from TAUkAn to KolAb. 
KAmrAn now established his authority over many parts of 
BadaklisliAn. 

KurrAclia KMn and some othor nobles who had rendered good! 
semco In these days now reeomraondod somo impossible stops to’ 
HamAyun One was tho oxecntlon of KhwAja GUAxf, the ire Ir 
and tho appointment of KhwAja KAsim to succeed him This 
proposition fell heavily on the heart of His Mnjoety, and lie

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■would not accede to their wishes The noblemen then conspired 
together, and, mounting their horses at breakfast-time, they 
drove off the royal flocks ( galah ), which were m Khwdja Riwaj, 
and went towards Badaklishdn. After break of day and the 
assembling of the army, His Majesty mounted his horse, and 
went off in pursuit The conspirators, by a forced march, reached 
Ghorband, and crossing the bridge they destroyed it behind them 
The advanced guard of His Majesty came up with a party of 
them and inflicted chastisement At night Humdyun returned 
5 to Kdbul, to make preparations for a march into Badaklishdn 
The conspirators went on to Kamrdn, leaving Tamar ’All m 
Panjshlr, to collect and forward intelligence of Humdyun ’s move- 
ments His Majesty, having determined to go to Badaklishdn, 
sent farmans to Mirzd Sulaimdn, Mirza Ibrdhfm, and Mirzd 
Hmdal Mirzd Ibrdhim advanced by way of the fort of Parian 1 
into Panjshlr, and getting knowledge of Tamar ’All Shaghdli, 
he went after him and killed him He waited upon the Emperor 
m the Kardbdgh at Kdbul 

At this time Mirzd Kdmrdn sent Sher ’All, at Ins own request, 
to contend against Mirzd Hmddl, but he was taken prisoner by 
some of Hmdal’s men Mirza Hinddl then went to see the 
Emperor, and took Sher ’All a prisoner with him The Emperor, 
m Ins generosity, pardoned Sher ’All, and made a grant to him 
of Ghorl. Kdmrdn, having left Karraeha Klidn and his Kdbul 
confederates at Kisham, had himself gone to Tdhkdn His 
Majesty thereupon sent Mirzd Hmddl and Hdji Muhammad Koki 
in advance to Kisham Karraeha Khan then sent to inform 
Kdrardn that Mirzd Hmddl was approaching with a small force, 
while Humdyun v as at a distance, and that if he hastened up ho 
might defeat Hmdal, and so make the war against Humdjmn an 
easiei matter Karrdcha leturned to Kisham with all the speed 
lie could When ho reached the river of Talihdn, he encountered 
Mirzd Hmddl, just as he had crossed the river At the first 
charge Hinddl’s troops vere defeated and lost all their baggage

hit advanced guard came up with KfcnrAn a rear and made 
Shaikham Khwdja Klnzr and Ismail Duldl prisoners, and 
brought them in to tho Emperor Mired K&mrtm laced round to 
repulse this advanced guard but at they approached each other 
ho descried tho standards of tho Eraporor and knowing that he 
was unablo to contend with him, ho retreated to TdhkAn, leaving 
all his plandcr and all Ids own baggago behind him Next day 
T&likAn was invested, and Mind Sulaimdn came in and joined 
Tlnmijun Kdmrdn then sought assistance from tho Uzbek*, 
and when lio found that ho had nothing to expoet from them he 
was greatly cast down, and scut to beg tho Emperor to allow 
lilm to go to Mecca. Ilum&j un generously granted his request, 
on condition that he would send tho rebellious nobles to tho 
royal court. K&mrdn begged forgiveness for M&mw I3eg but 
sent tho other amirt who camo ashamed and downcast to the royal 
presence 1 The Emperor, a second tlmo forgave their offences 
Mind K&mrdn procoodod out of tho fort and went to tho dis- 
tance of a pa rata ng but when ho was no longer In apprehension of 
any harm from the superior powor of Ilum&yfin he was greatly 
ashamed, and turnod back with the resolve of paying allcgi 
an eo to him As soon os Ilii Majesty was informed of this he 

greatly rejoiced, and sent out the mirzdt * to givo him a cere- 
monial reception. When thoy mot, ho displayed the greatest 
kindness to KAmrdn who again received the ensigns of sove- 
reignty Tliroo days they remained in the same place, and 
foists and rejoicings went on After some days tho country of 
kol&b* was given as an t Ltd to KAmrdn. 4 Mirxd Sulaun&n and

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Mirzd Ibrahim remained in Kisliam The royal camp then 
returned to K&bul, where it took up winter quarters, and an 
order was issued directing the officers to look after the equip- 
ment of the army. 

At the end of the year Humdyun left Kdbul, with the intention 
of proceeding against Balkh, and a person went to Kol&b to 
summon Mirza K&mr&n and Mirz4 ’Askari When His Majesty 
reached Badakhsh&n, Mirzd Ibrahim and Mirzd Hmd&l came to 
wait upon him, and at the instance of Mirz& Sulaim&n, Mirza 
Ibr&him was left at Kisliam Mirz& Kkmrdn and Mirzk ’Askari 
once more showed their hostility, and did not come m to pay 
their homage Hum&yun marched on to the fort of Aibak, and 
the atalil 1 of Pir Muhammad Kh&n, governor of Balkh, with 
several of his chief nobles, had to take refuge m the fort, which 
Humdyun then invested. The Uzbeks being reduced to ex- 
tremity surrendered at discretion 

In consequence of Kamran’s defection, a council of war was 
held to consider whether he might not make an attempt upon 
K&bul while the Emperor was engaged at Balkh Hum&yun 
declared his opinion that as the invasion of Balkh had been 
undertaken, it should be prosecuted m full confidence, so the 
march was continued But many of the men were discouraged 
! { by K&mrfin remaining absent When the army came near Balkh, 
and was about to take up a position, Sh&h Muhammad Sulffin 
Uzbek, with three hundred horsemen, made his appearance A 
force was sent against lnm, and a sharp fight followed K&buli, 
brother of Muhammad K&sim Kh&n Fauji, was killed m the 
conflict, and one of the chiefs of the Uzbeks was taken prisoner. 
Hext day Pir Muhammad Khan came out of the city, (and was 
joined by) ’Abdu-l ’Aziz Kli&n, son of ’Abid Khan, and Sult&n 
of Hissdr, 2 who had come to his assistance 

After mid-day the two armies came m contact, and the battle 
began Humayun was fully accoutred, and with Mirza Sulaiman,

Many of the Ohagbatdi chiefs had 
their wives and families in Kdbul, and wcto alarmed because 
Mired Kdmrdn had not joined tho army So tho night before 
the day when Balkh would hare fallen, they met together and 
conveyed their opinion to Ills Majesty that it was not advisable 
to pass over tho river of Balkh, but rather to fall back towards 
l)arra Gaz, and tnko up and secure a strong position then, after 
a short time, tho garrison of Balkh would surrender They 
urged their yiowb so strongly that Ilum&vun retreated. Darra 
Gai is on tho road to Kdbul, so fnonds and foes, being unaware 
of what had passed in the council conceived tho notion that a 
retreat to Kdbul was intended Tho Uiboks wero emboldened 
and followed in pursuit. Mind Sulaimdn and Husain Kuli 
Sultdn, tbe seal beoror, who protected tho rear liad an action 
with tho rnn of tho Uxbclu, and wero defeated, and then the 
chiefs who were anxious to go to Kdbul mado off thither, each 
one taking tho road that pleased him All control was lost 
About a thousand of the enemy eamo up Ills Majesty who 
fought in tho conflict, inflicted a wound with his spear on one of 
the foremost of tho enemy and unhorsed him, and by the 
strength of lus own arm bo cut bis way out of tho confusion 
Mind IDnddl, Tardi Bog Munlm Khun, and a party of othor 
nobles saved themselves by fighting Slidh Bidigk KliAn and 
Tolak Khdn Kuchin performed deeds of great valour in this 
battlo. 

Humdyun reached Kdbul in safety and remained tlioro for 
tho rest of tho year Mirxd Kdmrdn stayed at Kol&b and 
Ohdkar All Beg Koldbi, who was hostile to him attockod 
Kol&b with a large force Kdmrdn sent Mind Askari against 
him but Askar! was defeated j and on being sent a second time 
he again return od unsuccessful. Mind Suloimdn and Mirxd Ibrd 
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him now marched against K&mr&n from Kisham and Kunduz, and 
he, not having sufficient forces to oppose them, retreated to Rost&k 
A body of Uzbeks fell upon him on the march and earned off 
a large part of his baggage In this distressed state K&mr&n 
wished to proceed by way of ZoMk and B&mian into the Haz&ra 
When Hum&yun was informed of this, he sent a force to ZoMk and 
B&mian to protect the country Karracha Kli&n, K&sirn Husam 
Sultan, and some other traitorous nobles, despatched a messenger 
to K&mrdn, advising him to take the road to ZoMk, and promis- 
ing to join him m the day of battle. When Mirz& Kamr&n 
came in sight, Karr&cha Khan and his associates cast the dirt 
of ignominy on their heads, and deserted Hmn&yun, Being joined 
by these men, Kdmran offered battle. Although Humayun’s 
foice was small, it met the attack bravely, and a desperate 
fight followed Plr Muhammad Akhta and Ahmad, son of 
Mnzd Kuli, were lulled m this fight. His Majesty exerted 
himself greatlv. He received a sword-cut on the top of his 
head, and his horse was wounded, but he kept his assailants off 
with his spear, and made his way out of the fight 1 He then 
proceeded towards Zuhdk and B&mian, and was joined by a party 
of fugitives, who had taken the same route ^ 

Mirz& Kamr&n now, once more, obtained possession of K&bul 
Hum&yun went with H&ji Muhammad and a party of adherents 
towards BadakhsMn SMh Bidagh, Tolak Kuchin, and Majnun 
K&kshal, and a party of ten were sent out to reconnoitre m the 
direction of Kabul, but of the whole party, one only, Tolak 
Kuchin, returned to the Emperor Astounded at the treachery 
of his followers, he went and encamped at Andar&b Here he 
was joined by Sulaiman Mirzd, Ibrahim Mirz&, and Mirzd 
Hmd&l, with their forces After forty days Hum&yun marched 
j towards Kabul In the mountains he was met by Mirzd Kamr&n, 
'Karracha Khdn, and the forces of K6bul 2 The armies drew

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up against each other ITero Khwfija 'Abdu b Samad Mosur 
deserted KAmrAn and joined IIumAruD, who rcerncd him 
graciously KAmrAn was defeated, and fled to the mountains of 
Mondrud 1 Tlio traitor KarrAcha KhAn, was taken prisoner, 
and was being conducted to HumAyun, when Kambar 'Alt 
BahAri, whoso brother had been pat to death at KandnhAr by 
order of tlio KhAn seized the opportunity and tailed him Mini 
Askarl fell into the hands of the Emperor s men in this battle 
Tho Emperor now returned to KAbul, and remained thero for t 
a year in peace Again a body of soldiers craving for action , 
went off and joined KAmrAn and ho collected round him a body 
of nearly 1C 000 horse IHjl Mohammad KhAn went off with 
out leave to Ghaxnin so HumAyun was compelled to march 
towards LamghAn and interrupt KAmrAn s proceedings Tlicn 
in concert with tho Afghans of Muhmand, tho khatl of DAud 
lit, and tho ehiofs of LamghAn KAmrAn went off towards Sind 
HumAyun remained for a while in LamghAn hunting and then 
returned to KAbul KAmrAn supported by tho AfghAns, again < 
advanced, and once more HumAyun marched out against him 
Hum Ay an sent to BairAm KliAn governor of KnndahAr directing 
lum by somo wny or other to go to Gluumln and secure HAji Mu 
hammad Eh Am Tho HAji liad sent to MirxA KAmrAn, advising 
him to eorno to Gliozni, and tako possession of tho country for ho 
was ready to show Ins obedicneo Hereupon KAmrAn marched 
from PeshAwar by wny of Bangaah and Gurdci towards Ghaznln 
but before ho could reach thero BairAm KhAn had entered tho 
city and HAji Muliaramad was compelled to go to Idra BairAm 
KhAn and tho HAji went together to KAbol and KAmrAn hearing 
of this on his moral 4 retreated to PeshAwar 
IIumAyun now returned from LamghAn to KAbul, but a few (lays 
before ills arrival HAjt Muhammad had mado Ins cscapo and had 
gone off again to Ghaxnin BairAm KhAn was again sent with'i 
some other nobles after lum and when ho brought him back tho | 
HAji received forgiveness MirxA A star!, under tho orders of

In the course of this campaign Haji 
Muhammad Khdn was executed with Ins brother, in punish- 
ment of Ins many offences Supported bj- the Afghans, Mirzd 
{K&mrun made a night attack on Ilutn.ij urn’s camp, and Mtrzd 
Hiuddl was killed m the engagement. Tho date of his death 
is found m tho woids u Shahudal ash la iahl sJnul” Kdmrdn’s 
attack failed, and ho repeated. The family and attendants of 
Hinddi weio sent to Ghaznm with the young pnneo Akbar, and 
tho territory of Ghaznm and its dependencies was assigned to 
them as an tUa\ 

WJien Humdjum continued liis advance against the Afghans, 
they wero unable to protect Kdnnun any longci, so homg with- 
out resouico lie fled to Hindustan, and took refugo with [Sultan] 
Salfin Slidh Afghan. All his people and followcis wcie liarned, 
and JIumdyun then leturncd to Kdbul. After tbo army had 
taken a few daj's'' rest, it maiched by way of Bangasli and 
Guidez agamst Hmdustdn. All the disafleeted m these paits 
received chastisement, Iiumdyun ciossed the Indus between 
Dmkot and Nildb (5 Safar, 962 a.h , 29 Dcci., 1554 ad). 

Mirzd Kdmrdn, disgusted with the ungenerous treatment ho 
recoived from Salim Shdh hakim of Hmdustdn, had taken flight 
and escaped into the lulls of Sfdlkot. Fiom thence, by great 
energy, he had conveyed himself to Sultan Adam Ghakar. 
Thereupon Sultan Adam secuied him, and wTote to inform 
Humayun This overtime w r as graciously received by Humdyun, 
Who sent Mun’irn Khan to demand the captive. Sultdn Adam

chiefs of the ChaghatAl clans, who had Buffered many things 
through Kdmr&n s hostility haring agreed together went to 
Hum&yun, and stated that tho security of tho Ohnghat&l clans 
and pcoplo depended on tho destruction of Mini K&mriin, for 
they had repeatedly ox pen e need tho effects of Ids hostility 
Hatnfiyun had no escapo but by consenting that K&rartin should 
be blinded. All Dost Darbcgi, Saiyid Muhammad BIkna and 
Ghtd&m All Shath^angutht (tho eix fingered) depnred ilirzA 
Kirarin of Bight with a lancot 1 Tho dato of this event has 
been anticipated a little Afterwards Mind Kirardn obtainod 
permission to make tho pilgrimage, and being furnished with all 
that ho could require for tho journoy, ho set out. Uo armed 
at Mecca, and there died • 

Hum&yun having readied tho foot of tho fort of Itohtis 
detormlned upon tho conquest of Ivashmir It wna represented 
to him that n zamlnddr namod Birina had a place ui tho lulls 
bo atrong that nono of tho Snltdns had been ablo to aubdno It, 
and that he might protect the road and prevent tho passage Into 
K as hm ir bo tliat tho conquest would be difficult But ITumdyun 8 
judgment did not acquiesce in theso objections, and ho marched 
onwards At tins tirno the nows arrived of the march of [Sultdn] 
Salim Kli&n Afghan from Ilindustdn to tho Ponj&b, and It causod 
groat discontent in tho army When tho time for departure 
arrived thoso officers and (Pairs who were advereo to the Kashmir 
expedition went off all at onco to Kdbol Upon tho Emperor 
discovering that no one favoured tho campaign in Kashmir he 
returned towards K&bul Crowing the Indus, he garo directions r 
for rebuilding tho fort of Bikrdm (Pcsh&war), and as his men. 
laboured heartily in tho work It was soon accomplished Sikandar 
Khan Uzbek was appointed governor of tho fort. Upon Humd

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yun’s reaching Kdbul, Prince Akbar set out for Ghaznin, and 
Khwdja J aldlu-d din Mahmud and a party of nobles proceeded 
thither in attendance upon him. 

After a time the mtelhgence came from India of the death of 
[Sultdn] Salim Khdn, and of dissensions among the Afglidns 
Some designing persons had informed His Majesty that Bairdm 
Khan entertained hostile intentions, so Humdyun proceeded in 
force to Kandahdr [which had been long held by Bairdm Khan] 
The latter came forth to meet Humdyun with due ceremony, and 
showed every mark of fealty and obedience When Humdyun 
returned he appointed Mun’im Khdn to Kandahdr But Mun’im 
Khdn remonstrated, and said that an expedition to Hmdustdn was 
resolved upon, and if the chief men were offended and alienated, 
disaffection would arise in the army After the conquest of 
Hmdustdn that course might be pursued which the necessities of 
the time might require. So the government of Kandahdr was 
'confirmed to Bairdm Khdn, and that of Zamm-ddwar 1 to 
Bahddur Khdn, brother of '’All Kull Khdn Sfstdnf The great 
camp then returned to Kdbul, and the army was employed m 
preparing for the invasion of India 

, One day when Humdyun was riding about and hunting, he 
.observed that as' his mind was dwelling upon the invasion of 
India, he would ask the names of the first three persons he met, 
and would take them as auguries of the result The first person 
they encountered, upon being asked, said, that his name was 
Daulat Khwdja A little further on they met another villager, 
who said his name was Murdd Khwdja On this His Majesty 
observed how excellent it would be if the third pei son’s name 
should prove to be Sa’adat Khwdja At a short distance they met 
the third man, and his name really turned out to be Sa’ddat 
Khwdja 2 All the king’s companions were greatly surprised and 
impressed with this result, and became sanguine of victory m 
Hmdustdn . 3

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In Zi 1 hijja, 001, (November, 1553)> the Emperor begnn 
Ins march. 'When tho army encamped at PesbAwar, BnirAm 
RhAn according to orders, came np from KandahAr, and tho 
royal standards passed over tho nver Indus BairAm KhAn, 
Khixr KhwAja KliAn, Tardi Beg KhAn Iskandar SultAn and 
somo other nobles went on in advance TAtAr KhAn KAai tho 
governor of ItohtAs, althongh the fort liad been strengthened 
mado no resistance, and fled. Bnt Adam Glrnkar, olthongli ho 
owed service did not join tho army Ilnmiyfin continued his 
march towards LAhoro and when tho Afghans of that city be- 
camo aware of tho near advance of his army they took to flight 
He ontered LAhoro* without opposition, and then sent on the 
nobles in command of tho advance to JAlandar and Sirhind. 
Tho districts of the Panjdb, Sirhind, and UlsaAr all cam© with 
ont a struggle into tho liands of tlio OliagliatAI forces. 

A body of AfghAns having assembled at Dfp&lpur under tho 
leadership of ShabbAr KhAn and Nasf r KhAn AfgbAn, tho Emperor 
sent Mir Abd 1 Manli and AH Kuli SistAni* to dnpono them 
The AfghAns were defeated, and their baggage and thoir wives and 
families became tho prey of tho victors 

Sikandnr AfghAn, who hold possession of Doblf sent 30 000 m on 
under TAt Ar Eh An and Ilalbat Kh An to attack the advanced forces 
ra Sirhind. Tho OhaghntAf forces concentrated at JAlondar and 
for all tho numbers of the enemy and their own pauaty tliey wero 
read) to fight. They advanced and crossed tho Sntlcj Towards 
tho cl oso of day tho AfghAns became aware of thoir transit, and 
marched forth to give battlo Notwithstanding the strength of 
tho enemy, the OhaghatAf chiefs determined to fight, and as tho 
sun went down a great battlo began. The AfghAns bogun tho 
battlo with thoir archers, but as it wss getting dark the arrows 
took little effect on the Mughal*, but tlio AfghAns being greatly 
annoyed by the fire (diatM) threw themselves Into a neighbour 
ing village. As most of the houses in tho village* of HindustAn

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are thatched, a file broke out, and lighting up the field of battle 
the [Mughal] archers came out and plied their weapons heartily 
by the light of the burning village The enemy , m the glare of 
the fire, presented a fine mark for their shafts, and being unable 
to endure longer took to flight, A great victory was gained, 
v and elephants and much spoil fell into the hands of the victors 
When the news of the victory reached Lahore, the Emperor was 
greatly delighted, and showed great honour to his generals All 
jthe Panjab, Snhind, and Hissdi Firozah. were now m his posses- 
sion, and some of the dependencies of Dehli also were m the 
hands of the Mughals 

On hearing of this defeat, [Sultdn] Sikandar Afghdn marched 
forth to take his revenge, with 80,000 horsemen and elephants 
and artillery. He marched to Sirhmd, and there he entrenched 
and fortified his camp The Chaghatdi generals strengthened 
the fortifications of Sirhmd, and making a good show of resist- 
ance, they wrote letters to Humdyun for reinforcements He 
thereupon sent Prince Akbar towards Sirhmd, and as he ap- 
proached the generals came forth to meet him The forces were 
drawn out m array with the greatest show against the enemy, 
who was four times more numerous than the Mughals For 
some days the daring spirits in both armies challenged each other 
to combat and displayed their valour, till at length the vanguard 
of Prince Akbar was drawn up for battle, A second division, 
under Bairam Klidn Hhdn-Khdndn, on the one side , and on 
the other a third division with Iskandar Khdn, ’Abdu-lla Klidn 
Uzbek, Slidh Abfi-1 Ma’dli,’AlI Hull Khdn, and Babddur Klidn. 
Then they attacked the enemy In the engagement all the nobles 
exhibited dauntless courage and the most determined resolution 
The Afglidns, 100,000 m number, were defeated, being inferior 
an corn age, and [Sultan] Sikandar fled The victors pm sued 
the enemy and put many of them to death ; and having secured 
an enormous booty, returned triumphant to wait upon the 
Emperor and congratulate him "Under Ins orders a despatch of 
the victory was drawn, m winch the honour of the victory was 
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ascribed to Prince Akbar and this was circulated in all direc- 
tions 1 

Sikandar Khdn Uzbek was then sent on to Debit and tha 
royal camp was morod to S dm Ana. A body of Afghans m 
Dehli mado their escape in hot haste and Sikandar Uzbek 
entered and occupied tho city Mir Abu 1 Madll was sont to 
LAhore to keep in check [Salt An] Sikandar who had fled into 
the SiwAhk mountains In tho month of Kamoidn tho Emperor 
entered Deltlf, and once moro tlio Ihtttba was read and the coins 
vrero stamped with his namo in tho territories of IfinduatAn 
The chiefs who had taken part in tho campaign were most liberally 
rewarded, and each ono was made tho rnler of a provineo The 
remainder of this year was spent in case and cnjovmcnt 

Abu 1 Ma All, who had been sent to opposo [Suitfin] Sikandar 
treated tho nobles who lind been appointed to support him very un- 
ceremoniously interfering with their temtonos and appropriating 
their treasure So Sikandar dally grow stronger This camo to j 
tho knowledge of the Emperor who immediately sent BairAm I 
Khdn in attcndanco upon Pnneo Akbar as his atdllk or governor 
to put on end try Sikandar s operations ShAU Abu 1 Ma dll was 
ordered to proceed to IUssAr Firozab 

At this timo a person named Karabar Diwdna hod collected 
roond him a body of supporters in the DoAb and Sambal and 
had taken and plundered Baydna. Unquiet nnd adventurous 
men gnthorod about liim from all quartors All Rail Kb An 
Sistani was sent against him upon which ho ahnt himself up 
in the fortress of BodAdn In tho conno of a fow days All J 
Knli KliAn took tho fort, eaptnred Kambar Diwdna, put him i 
to death, and sent his bend to tho Emperor 

But now tho most extraordinary ovont occurred. On tho 8th 
Babru 1 awwal • at sunset, tho Emperor ascendod to tho roof of 
tho library and there stood for a short time As ho was

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descending, the muazzm cned aloud the summons to prayer, and 
he reverently sat down on the second step When he was 
getting up again his foot slipped, and he fell from the stairs to 
the ground The people m attendance were greatly shocked, 
and the Emperor was taken up senseless and carried into the 
palace. After a short time he ralhed and spake. The Court 
physicians exerted all their powers, but m vam Next day he 
grew worse, and his case was beyond medical help Shaikh Juli 
was sent to the Panjab to summon Prince Akbar On the 15th 
Babfu-1 awwal, 963 h (24th January, 1556), at the setting of 
the sun, he left this world for Paradise The date of his death 
is given m the line, “ Humayun badshah az bam uftad” 1 

He reigned for more than twenty-five years, and he was fifty- 
one years old His angelic character was adorned with every 
manly virtue, and m courage and heroism he excelled all the 
pnnces of the time All the wealth of Hindustan would not have 
sufficed to maintain his generosity In the sciences of astrology 
and mathematics he was unrivalled. He made good verses, and 
all the learned and great .and good of the time were admitted to 
his society and passed the night m his company Great decorum 
was observed m his receptions, and all learned discussions were 
conducted m the most orderly manner The light of favour 
shone upon men of ability and worth during his reign Such 
was his clemency that he repeatedly pardoned the crimes of 
Mirza Kdmr&n and the Chaghatdi nobles, when they were taken 
prisoners and were in his power He was particular about his 


ablutions ( wazii ), and never allowed the name of God to pass 
flom his tongue until he had performed them One day he 
called Mir ’Abdu-1 Hai, the sadai or chief judge, by the name 
of ’Abdal But when he had gone through his ablutions he 


apologized, and said that as Kai was a name of the Almighty^ 
he was unable to use that name before performing punficati

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But Sikandar guessed Ins object, drew a dagger and inflicted 
such a wound upon the shoulder of Sarmast Khdn that ho fell 
dead at his feet He then killed and wounded several others. 
In the midst of this scene ’Adah got up and ran into the women’s 
apartments. Sikandar rushed after him, but ’Adah bolted tho 
door on the inside, and with difficulty escaped. The nobles of 
’Adalf who weie present drew their swords to prevent tho escape 
of Sikandar, who, raging like a maniac, cut down and killed and 
wounded wherever he went This state of affairs vent on for 
an hour or two (yah do gaj'l), till Ibrahim Khdn Sur, tho 
husband of ’Adah’s sister, drew his sword and ■wounded Sikandar 
Others then fell upon him and despatched him. JDaulat Khan 
Lohdnf killed Sh&k Muhammad Farrnuh also with one blow of 
his sword 

On tho very day of this tragedy it happened that as Mu- 
hammad Faimuh vsas going to wait upon ’Adah he met Tdj 
Khan Kudni, hi other of Sulaundn and ’Imad Kudni, as ho was 
coming out of tho fort of Gwalioi, after having taken lca\e of 
the King They both inquired as to each otlier’s affans, and Tdj 
Khun said, “ I am going to retire from this field of strife ” 
(m’ariLa) “come With me, for lieie all things arc changed” 
Muhammad Faimuh did not acquiesce, but w r cnt to pay his visit 
to ’Adah, when what wo have seen happened.

request, and Ilimun defeated the rebel* 

I brill Ira Khdn eon of GhAxf Khdn Sur had mamod the 
sister of Adalf and wa* ono of the cousin* of 8her IvhAn (Shor 
ShAh) Ills wifo found out that Adali Intended to put him in 
confinement so ho flod from ChunAr and wont to hi* father Ghdai 
Khdn who held tho government of BayAna and IBndun Adali 
sont f*a KhAn NfAzl in pursuit of him and a fight took place 
near Kdlpi In which Tsa Klifin was defeated. IbrAhim then 
proceeded to Dehli, and caused the Ihutba to be road In hi* namo 
Afterwards ho took poisession of Agra and of several districts. 
Adali upon hearing of these conquest* marched against I brdhim 
On reaching the Jaruna, Ibrdhlm Khdn sent a person to Adali 
promising that If Adah would *ond to lum Ildl Husain Jnlwdnf 
Baliddur Khdn SarwAni called A xam Humdyun, and some other 
groat nobles npon whoso assurance* of protection ho could 
depend ho would come In and moko hi* submission. These 
nobles vroro accordingly sent. Bat Ibrdbim won thorn all over 
to Jus side and then declared against Adali who having no 
hopo of support, returned to ChunAr Ibruhira Klidn now took 
the title of I brdhim Shdli and assumed tho insignia of royalty 
About this time ftlso Ahmad Khdn another nephew of Sher 
KhAn (Shor ShAh) who was married to a second suitor of 
'AdalT*, and wa* ouo of the territorial amlrt of the PanjAb 
rooelved the snpport of Tdtdr Khdn Kami Hal bat KhAn and 
Nasib KhAn who were among the principal nobles of Salim KhAn § 
(ShAh a) time. Thus supported ho assumed tlie title of * SultAnj 
Bikaudar and led Ills forces against Ibrdliim Tlie nral armies, 
met at tho Tillage of Tarra, ten kot from Agra. Si bandar* 
army did not exceed 10 000 horse, but Ibrdhim had 70,000 
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horse and 200 persons to whom he had given velvet tents, 
banners, and kettle-drums Sikandar offered peace, upon con- 
dition of receiving the government of the Panjdb But Ibrdhlm 
was proud of the great strength and preponderance of his army, 
so lie rejected the peaceful overtures of Sikandar, and arrayed 
his army for battle In the end Sikandar was victorious, and 
Ibrahim was compelled to fly to Sarabal Sikandar then 
became master of Agra and Dehll 

Intelligence now arrived that the Emperor Humdyun had 
marched fiom Kabul to Hindustan, and had taken Lahore , so 
Sikandar gatheied his forces and went towards that city Ibrdhlm 
also collected a new army at Sambal, and went m the direction of 
Kdlpi 'Adall now sent Hlmun, the balchal, who was his wash, 
with a large army, and with 500 wai-elephants and artillery, 
/against Agra and Dehll. When Hlmun reached Kdlpi, he 
resolved to dispose of Ibrdhlm first, and hastened to meet him 
A great battle followed, in which Hlmun was victorious, and 
Ibrdhlm fled to his father at Baydna Hlmun followed and 
invested Baydna, which he besieged for three months 

Sikandar Klidn, ruler of Bengal, now raised the standard of 
’rebellion, and marched with the forces of -that country agamst 
’ Jaunpur, Kdlpi, and Agra ’Adall therefore summoned Hlmun, 
(Who accordingly raised the siege of Baydna. When he reached 
the village of Manddkar, six Los from Agra, Ibiahlm came up 
and attacked Ins lear, but he was defeated and again fled to his 
father. From thence he went to the country of Bhath, and 
fought with the Rdjd, Rdm Chand, who -made him prisoner. 
But the Bdja showed him great honour, seated him upon the 
throne, and waited upon him as a servant Here Ibrdhlm re- 
mained until a party of the tribe of Mldnas, 1 who dwelt near 
Bdlsln, being at enmity with Bdz Bahddur, the ruler of Mdlwa, 
invited Ibrdhlm to be their ruler They drew out their forces 
against Bdz Bahddur, and Ibrdhlm joined them Durgdvatl 
the Rdnl of Garha marched from her own country to support

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him But Bit Bahddnr hearing of this, sent some persons to 
tho Bin! and induced Lor to relinquish tills design and return 
homo Upon this defection Ibrdhim thought it inexpedient 
to tony longer whero ho eras, so ho went to the country of 
Omsa, one of tho dependencies of tho kingdom of Bengal 
Ilcro lie remained until tho year 975 (1507-8), when Snlatmdn 
Kirdni took possession of Orissa- Upon the faith of solemn 
promises ho thon camo to see SnlolmdD who trcaclieronsly caused 
him to bo slain 4 

Tho victorious Illmtin continued his march and joined Adali I 
They fought with Muliammad Khdn Qanna at tho villogo of/ 
diappar ghatta, fifteen kot from Agra, and Muliammad eras 
killod Thus victonous Adali wont to Chondr and sent Himuu 
to Agra nnd Dolill to oppose tho progress of Ilnmdyfin Si 
kandar Khdn Uzbek 1 Kiyd Khdn Gang* and tho other nobles 
who wero in Agra abandoned tho city and retreated bofore him 
towards Dchll Tea Khdn marched against Dohli bat boing 
encountered and defeated by Tanli Beg KJidn at Pdnipat, ho 
was pat to death by tho Imperial officers Adali was still at 
Ohundr when Khizr Khdn, son of Muhammad Khdn Gaana 
caasod tho Uiulba to bo read and coins to bo struck under the 
titlo which ho had oasnmod of Snltdn Bahddnr To aronge his 
lather ho made war upon Adali and put him to deatli.

prominent feature In all books so that there is littlo need of tbo 
present work but a* I liavo felt it my duty to wrlto a history of 
tho Sultdns of Ilindust&n It seems nght to crown my work with 
a relation of the an spi cions reign of this great Emporor 

It will ho remembered that in the history of tho reign of tho 
lato Emperor Hurndydn oar narrativo lwd reached tho point| 
where Pnneo Akbar was sent to tho Siwdlik hills along with 
Balriun Khdn Kh&n khfinin to crush Sikandar AfgliAn When 
ho readied tho pttrgana of Kal&nor ono of tho dependencies of 
Lahore, tho sad intelligence of tho death of tho Emperor his 
father ws* bronght to him and plunged him in the deepest 
sorrow Baud in Khfin commander In chief with tho concur 
renco of tho nobles and officers railed Ills Ilighneas to tho throno 
in tho town of Koldoor at noon-day of Friday tho 2nd of 
IUbi □ s sdni, 1 003 n., with all duo stato and ceremony, and 
letters of grace and favour were sent to all parts of IEnddstdn

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Among the prominent events of the eaily days of the reign 
•was the rebellion of SliAli Abu-1 JMa’All. This young man was 
a descendant of the Saiyids of Turrnuz, and was lemarkable both 
for his beauty and intelligence The late king had a great 
partiality for him, and this fostered his pride so that pie- 
sumptuous ideas got the mastery over him, and his conduct was 
marked by some unseemly actions The Khdn-khandn arrested 
him, and was about to execute lnm , but the young Empeior was 
mercifully disposed, and was unwilling that the beginning of his 
reign should be stained with the execution of a descendant of 
the Saiyids before any crime had been proved against him So 
he placed him m the custody of Pahlawdn Kal-gaz kotwcii ', and 
sent him to Lahore Abu-1 Ma’&li escaped from custody, 1 * and 
the pahlaican, in shame for his fault, committed suicide 

So long as Sikandar Afgh&n was m the field, the officers of 
the Empeior were unable to take any measures foi the capture 
of the fugitive, but sent all then regular forces against Sikandar. 
The Imperial forces encountered the Afghans near the Snvalik 
mountains, and gained a victoiy which elicited gracious maiks 
of approval from the Emperoi. 3 Sikandar took lefuge m the 
mountains and jungles, and the Imperial forces were engaged for 
six months in hunting him about and endeavouring to capture 
him RajA RAtn Chand, 3 RAjA of JSTagarkot, was the most re- 
nowned of all the rajas of the hills, and he came and made his 
submission In consequence of the heavy rains, His Highness 
left these paits, and went to JAlandhar, where he stayed for five 
months 

Tardi Beg KhAn, who was one of the most famous of the 
nobles of HumAyun’s reign, and held an exalted placo in that

government of Kdbnl and Gliaznl to Munlm Khdn ono of his 
chief nobles and ho also mado him guardian (aldttt) of his son 
Mired Mohammad JTakim llo also left thcro all his ladies 
Tlio city of Kandahar and its dependent territories wero tlio 
jdglr of Bairdm Khdn Klidn khdndn, By tiio kindness of His 
Majesty tlio government of Badaklishun wan consigned to Mlrxd 
Snlairadn sou of Khun Mired son of Sultdn Mahmud son of 
Mired Sultdn Abd Sa id Gurgun Whon tho intelligence of the 
facts (of tho death) of Humd^un reached Mired Sulaimdn 
nmbitious designs took hold of him, and with bln son Mired 
Ibrdhim ho marched against Kdbul and hud sicgo to it. Munlra 
Khdn wroto a fall report of all tho facts of the matt or and sent 
it to tho Emperor Bnt beforo his despatch arrived, Akbar/ 
had sent Muhammad Kuli Birlds and somo other nobles, tc/ 
Kdbul, to fotch tho ladies who had been left there Whon 
tho nows of tho siege of Kdbul arrived an imporativo farm&n 
was issued, directing these nobles to make all liosto to Kdbul, 
and to raise the siege Whon these nobles passed the Nildb 
(Indus) Mired Sulaimdn saw that ho could offbet nothing by 
hostile means, so he employed as an intermediary Kdxi Khdn 
Bodaklitlif, who was ono of his confidential nobles, and one of the 
holy men of the time to inform Man im Khdn tliat if Ins namo 
vrere rocited in the khuiba, ho would take his departure, Man im 
KMn knew that the garrison of tho fort was suffering from tho 
protracted siege, so he consented that the namo of Mired Sulaimdn 
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should be mentioned in the list of the titles (zeal i alkab) of His 
Majesty the Emperor. "When Mirza Sulaimdn was informed of 
.this concession, he immediately departed for Badakhshan. 

Soon after the accession of the Emperor, ’Ah Kuli Khdn 1 
received the title of K7idn-zamdn and marched towards Sambal 
to repress Shddi Khdn Afghdn, one of the nobles of Sultdn 
Muhammad ’Adah, When he leached the banks of the Itahab, 
he sent some of his men over the river with 2000 or 3000 horse 
to reconnoitre the enemy. This detachment crossed the river 
without care and circumspection, and Shddi Khdn, perceiving his 
opportunity, suddenly fell upon them Many of Khdn-zamdn’s 
men were killed, and many were drowned m the nrer When 
the Khan received intelligence of this, he consulted with the 
nobles who were with him, such as * * *, upon the propriety of 
crossing the river to avenge this disaster Just at this junctuie, 
letters arrived from Tardi Beg Khan and othei nobles who were 
J in Delhi, 2 stating that Himun, the vakil of Muhammad Khdn 
’A dah', had approached Delhi with a large force and many 
elephants, intent upon battle, and that they should bring up 
their forces with all possible speed Khdn-zamdn and all the 
faithful and prudent nobles marched off instantly towards Delhi , 
/but before they ainved, Tardi Beg Khdn had been defeated 
This matter has been recorded among the incidents of the reign 
of Sultdn ’Adali, and there is no need to repeat it here 
. When Himun approached Agra, Sikandar Khdn ‘Uzbek, the 
governor of that city, was obliged to evacuate the place and join 
Tardi Beg Khdn ’Abdu-lla Uzbek, Ldl Sultan Badakhshi, ’Ali 
Kuli Andarabi, Mirak Khdn Koldbi, Haidar Muhammad Akhta- 
begi, and Mirza Kuli Beg Khdn assembled Mauland Pir 
Muhammad Shirwdni also came to Tardi Beg on a mission from 
Bairdm Khdn. These all brought reinforcements with them 
( As Himun drew near to Delhi, the great nobles led their forces

was obliged to retreat But althongh II[mun lmd tho* by hi* 
tactics and artifice, prevailed orcr Tardl Beg KhAn ho did not 
think of pnnrumg lum. That portion of tho enemy a army 
which had been defeated finding thomselrcs, to their surpnao, 
unmolested, returned to tho scene of action and then learned 
ihat Tardl Beg KhAn had been discomfited and pnt to flight 
^Ulmjin then occupied Delill, and Tardl Beg KhAn and tho othor 
nobles proceeded to tho Emperor khAn zamAn joinod them at 
tho town of birhlnd. 

Tho Emperor and his followers wero engaged at JAlandhar 
In counteracting tho ofTort* of SultAn Slkandar When tho 
Intelhgoneo of this disaster readied lum, ho appointed Khwdja 
Khrar KhAn who belonged to tho llneago of tho Mughal SuItAns 
and had mamed Qnlbadan Begam tho aunt of tho Emperor to 
opposo SultAn Sikandar whilo ho himiolf marched to BehlL 
Upon his reaching tho town of Sirhiml tho defcatod nobles 
waited upon him But KhAn khAoAn who had tho gen oral 
direction of state oflolra, bad doomed It deairablo to destroy 
Tardl Beg KhAn. So ho had summoned 1 him to his tont, and 
had caused him to bo put to death • Ho had also placed In 
oonflnoraont KhwAja SultAn All and tho ITlr JIuntM and tho 
Kftar\far-bcg of Tardl khAn When tho royal touts wero pitched

Hhnun had greatly vaunted his achievements at Dehli, and 
had taken to himself the title of R&ja Bikramajit 1 He had 
gathered under his command a mighty force, and had fifteen 
hundred 2 war- elephants. With these he hastened to meet the 
Impenal army He had sent on his artillery 3 m advance, and a 
detachment of the Emperoi’s army, which had gone foiwaid, fell 
in with the artillery at Panipat, and took it at the point of the 
sword When Hitnun was informed of this disaster, he was 
much depiessed, but he promised his officers an increase of then 
emoluments, and gave to each one an elephant on which to nde 
and exhibit his devotion Pie himself mounted an elephant 
named Hawa (wind), and went forth with scowling brow to meet 
his royal adversary 

On the morning of Friday, [2nd] Muharram, 964 h 
(5 November, 1556), the intelligence of his maich was brought 
m from the advanced guard, and the generals marshalled their 
forces to receive the attack Husain Hull Beg and * * * * 
other brave officers fought bravely, and defeated their adver- 
saries Hlmun then advanced with his elephants, and made such 
a deteimmecl charge on the Imperial army that the left wing 
was shaken 4 J3ut by the exertions of the brave archers and by 
,iesolute use of spear and sword, firmness was restoied Hlmun

The 
driver then perceived that tliero was a roan Ijlng wounded m 
the hoteda, and upon examination this person proved to be 
Hfmdn himself Shdli KuU Xhdn folly allro to the importance 
of Ins discovery, drovo the elephant, along with sovoral others 
which had been captured In the field to tho presence of the 
Emperor Bairdm Khdn Khdu kh&n&u thon put Ilffuun to 
death with his own hand * ___ 

Slkendar Khdn Uzbek, according to orders, pnrsned tho fugi i 
tlves to Dohll and sent many of them to hell Noxt day tho ' 
army marched from Pdnlpat, and without halting anywhoro went 
straight to Belli! AU tho Inhabitant* of tho city of overy 
degree eamo forth to givo His Majesty a snitablo reception and to 
conduct Mm with dao honour into tho city Ho remained there 
one month Intelligence was brought in that all tho children

Second year of the Reign 

The beginning of this year corresponded with Tuesday, the 
9th Jumdda-1 awwal, 964 h (10 March, 1557) Intelligence 
arrived that Khizr Khdn Khwaja 2 had been defeated 3 by Si- 
kandar Afghan , the Emperor therefore set out for Lahore, to 
oppose the victor When he reached Jdlandhar, Sikandar fell 
back to the Siwdhk hills, and the royal forces pursued him to 
DIsawa, 4 and fiom thence to Damhari It now became obvious 
that Sikandar meant to retreat, and had no intention of fighting 
A party of distinguished nobles was sent m pursuit, and by 
rapid marches came up to the camp of Sikandar He then shut 
himself up in the fort of Mdnkot 5 The Imperial army followed, 
and laid siege to the fort Day by day the battenes were 
advanced, and the garrison was closely pressed 

At this time Her Highness Mariam Male dm, mothei of the 
Emperor, with other royal ladies, arrived m Hindustan from 
K&bul, to the great satisfaction of the Emperor. Muhammad 
Hull Birlds, Shamsu-d din Muhammad Khan Atlca, and the 
other great nobles who had been sent to assist Mun’im Klidn at 
K&bul against Mirzd Sulaimdn, at the same time returned to

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Hindustan to tho icmc« of their master Whon tho ladies 
were about tho distance of a stage from the Imperial camp the 
Emperor left Bairdm khdn m command of the array and went 
forth to meet them, his heart receiving great comfort from tho 
reunion 

After a prolonged eiege 1 Sikandar Afglidn being hard pressed 
requeued that some confidential noblo might bo sent in to 
arrange terms with him* Tho Emperor commissioned Atha 
Khdn to perform this doty When ho entered tbo fortress 
Sikandar addressed him in Tory deprecatory terras, confessing 
that ho liad been rcry boll and presumptuous, and that ho knew 
ho had no clianco m resistance. Ho begged that bo might bo 
permitted to re tiro to Bengal, promising to remain faithful in Ins 
allegiance, and offering to lcare bis son as a hostage Atha 
Khdn returned and reported theso proposals through Plr Mu 
hammad Khdn tothokhlin hhdndn and upon his communicating 
them to tho Emperor they were graciously approved Sikandar 
accordingly sent lus ton Abdn r RahrnAn along with Ghuil 
khdn Stir and ho also tent with them so r oral war-olephants 
and ynnous»artlclcs of tnbnte So on tho 27th Itamsxdn, 001 
the fort was surrendered to tho royal forces 1 On tho 2nd 
ShawwAl the army marched on its return towards Lahore After 
four months and fourteen days tho array marched from Lahore 
on its return to Dohli 

One day while the army was lying before Mdnkot Ilia 
Majesty had two elepliants, natnod respectiroly Fatuhd and 
Bakhshd, broaght out to fight for bis amusement} and as tho 
animals pressod each other tlioy cpproachod Tery closo to tbo 
tent of khdn klidndn It so happened that the khdn was ill

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and confined to his bed with boils. The suspicion came into his 
mind that the elephants were peihaps dnected thitliei bj the 
royal sei vants, and this idea was encouraged by the people who 
were around him So he sent a peison to the Emperor to inquire 
what fault his detractors had imputed to him, that he should 
have been subjected to this mark of the loyal displeasure 1 After 
returning to Lahore Khan-khandn still harped upon this matter, 
and sending for Shamsu-d din Muhammad Atka, ho told him 
Ins suspicion, that this unkind action of His Majesty had been 
instigated by him When Atka Khan heard this charge, ho 
was much distressed; so he took all his sons with him to the 
house of Kh&n-khdnan, and by taking an oath upon the Kuran 
removed his suspicions 2 

After foui months and fourteen days, the army marched 3 from 
Lahore to Dehli. Upon leaelnng Jalandhar a halt was made, 
and Kh&n-kh&nan was married to Suit An. Begani, daughter of 
Mirzd Nuru-d din, who was a son of the sister of the late Emperor 
Hum&yun The Emperor Humdyun, during his lifetime, had 
promised her to the Khan-kh&nan, and now, undei the oideis of 
the Empeior Akbai, the union was accomplished Khdn-kh&n&n 
gave a splendid banquet, to which ho invited His Majesty, who 
was graciously pleased to honour it with his presoneo. The 
Khan vas piofuso in his generosity on tho occasion At tho 
beginning of the third yeai of the Il&hi, tho army recommenced 
its march for Dehli. 


Thud year of ilic Reign. 

The beginning of this year coincided with Tuesday, 20th 
Jumdda-1 avual, 965 H (10th March, 1558), and on tho 25th 
Jumuda-s sdui His Majesty arrived at Dehli. He then turned

In this year Mns&hib Khdn son of Khwdja Kaldn Deg one 
of tho principal nobles of tho lato Emperor was pnt to death bv 
order of the Khdn khdndn, bocanso he had shown groat ill feeling 
and malice towards tho Khdn/ 

Ono day in this year His Majesty went oat riding on an 
elophant called Lakhna, and as he was going along tho nnimal 
milled after another elephant It to happened that ho camo to 
a ditch into which ho stumbled and tho Emperor was thrown 
from his scat on tho neck of tho animal bnt Ins foot was caught 
in tho rope 1 winch was tied round tho beasts nceL Tho man 
who was ndmg behind him camo to tho ground but His Majesty 
clung to tho ropo until a number of persons collected and 
rolcased his foot Tho elephant extricated himsolf bj Ins own 
strength and His Majesty again mounted him and returned 
homo After tho expiration of six montlis tho Emperor cm 
barked In a boat and fell down to Agra, whore ho orrirod on 
tbo 17th Muharram 900 n (30lh Oct., 1568) in tho third year 
of tho Hdbi *

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/ all the business of the State passed through Ins hands. He was 
/the person to whom the nobles and officers had to make their 
applications, and of the many, high and low, who attended at 
his door, he admitted haidly any one His temper now became 
so arrogant and pei verted that for some days he would not come 
out of his house The Khan-khanan went to call upon him as 
upon a sick person. The slave asked the Khdn-kh&n&n to wait 
until he had made known his wish to the Pfr This greatly 
incensed the Kh&n-kh&n&n When Pfr Muhammad was in- 
formed of what had passed, he rushed out, and made many 
apologies to the Khdn-khan&n, who told him how the slave had 
refused him admission The Ph made the excuse that the slave 
did not know him Khdn-khdndn asked him how he knew what 
the slave thought But for all that had passed, when the Khan- 
lchdndn uent m, Ins servants were not permitted to attend him, 
excepting Tahir Muhammad Sultan, Mh-i fardghat , who made 
his way in to look after Ins master The Khan-kli&nau sat fox a 
while , but when he came out, he thought over this conduct of Pfr 
Muhammad After a few days he sent Khwaja Annnu-d daula 
Mahmud, subsequently Khwdja-i Jahdn, Mfi ’Abdu-lla Baklishf, 
Khwaja Muhammad Husain Bakhshf, and several othei of his fol- 
lowers, to Pfr Muhammad Khan, with this message “Formerly 
you were a poor student, and came to Kandahdi in a needy, 
forlorn condition , but I peiceived some signs of excellence in you, 
and remembered some old services. I therefoie advanced you to 
the dignity of Khan and Sultan But your nature is unable to 
bear tins gieat advancement, and the bad points in youi cha- 
racter get the mastery of you I therefore think it advisable 
to deprive you for a time of royal distinctions and dignity, so that 
you may come to your proper senses You must return your 
, banner, kettle-drum, and all other marks of honour ” So all 
signs of dignity were immediately taken away from him, and 
lie became simple Pfr Muhammad Some days afterwards he 
Was taken to the fort of Baydna, under Kh&n-khdn&n’s orders, 
and fiom thence was sent to Mecca ; but he proceeded to Gujarat) 
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and there remained until oiler tlio fall of Bairdm Kli&n, when / 
he returned to OourU 

The office of taXll to Kh&n khdndn, which was thus token 
from Fir Mohammad was given to IIdjI Muhammad Sistdnf, 
who was ono of tho KliAn a servants At this timo tho dignity of 
Saddrai i mamdhk (office of Lord Ohiof Justico) was conferred 
upon Shaikh Gaddi, son of Shaikh Jamdl Kambu of DchH, 
through the interest of Khdn khdnfin who remembered the 
kindness which ho had received from the Shaikh during tho time 
of lus exile in Gujardt. 1 Tho hononr thus conferred gnro the 
Shaikh prceodcnco over tho grandees (akdbtr) of Hindustan and 
Khardrdn At tho samo period also that pattern of great men, 
Mir Abdu 1 Latif Kaxwlnf was appointed tutor to Ilia Majesty^ 
and II is Majesty used ofton to read with him ghazalt in mystic 
language * 

The fort of Gwalior was celebrated for its height and strength 
and had always boon the home of great rt{/dt After the time 
of Salim khdu (Isldm Shdli) the fort had been placed in the 
chargo of Sahail, ono of Ids ghuldnu, by Sultdn Muhammad 
Adalu Wlion tho tlirone of Akbar liad been established at 
Agra, Tlabib All Sultdn MaksGd AH Kor and Kiyd KhdD 
wore sent to take the fort. They invested it for some days, and 
tho garrison being in distress surrendered. 5

dominions. In this year Habib 5 Ali Khan was sent against 
the fort of Rantambhor Dining the rule of Slier Khan Afghan 
this fort was under the charge of Haji Khan, one of his ghuldms , 
and this Haji Khan had now sold the fort to Rai Snrjan, 2 a 
relation (az khishdn) of Rai XTdi Singh, who held great power 
in these parts He had bronglit all the parganas under his rule, 
and had enforced his authority. Habib \Ali, with his army, 
invested the fort, and ravaged all the neighbourhood ; the a whs 
then departed to their jdgns 

Shaikh Muhammad (Ilians arrived at Agra from Gujarat ; but 
as a memoir of the Shaikh is given anion? the memoirs of the 
shaikhs of the age in this work, it is unnecessary to dilate upon 
the subject here To be brief, m the year 966, the Shaikh 
arrived with his disciples and a large party at Agra, and was 
honoured with a royal reception But there was ill-feeling 
between him and Shaiklf Gadai, and Shaikh Gadai held great 
ascendancy over Khau-khanau ; the consequence was that Shaikh 
Muhammad did not receive that attention from the Khan-klian&n 
that he had expected. He was greatly annoyed at this, and went 
oft to Gwalior, which was his place of residence, and there 
remained until the end of his days, discharging the duties of 
a Shaikh. His Majesty settled upon him one kior (of tankas?') 
as a pension. 

At this time, while the Court was at' Agra, Bahadur Khan, 3 
brother of Khan-zaman, marched to effect the conquest of Malwa, 
which had formerly belonged to the Khilji monarchs, but which 
had been brought into subjection by Baz Bahadur, son of Shuja’ 
Khan Afghan. 4 He had reached the town of Siri when the 
agitation arose about Bairam Khan, and under the orders of the 
Khan he returned.

(10th March 1500 A.D.) Tbo general managomont 
Imperial affairs was under tho direction of Bnirdm Kh&n ; but 
there were cnyioas malignant men, who wore striving to ingratiato 
themselves in Ilia Majesty s favour who lost no opportunity of 
speaking on ill word to pervert tho mind of tho Emperor Pro 
minent among theso mon was Adhatn Khdn who being the

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m that city. M&ham Anlca, who was related to Shah&bu-d din 
Ahmad Kh&n, 1 settled m her own mind that the best thing she 
could do was to mcite the Emperor to proceed to Dehli, where, 
in collusion with Shali&bu-d din Ahmad, she (Anka) might 
settle what was the best course to pursue. In furtherance of 
this plan, she represented to the Emperor that Her Highness 
Mariam Mak&ni was m a weak ailing state, and had a great 
desire to see him This statement distressed the Emperor, and 
he determined to go on to Dehli 2 Shahdbu-d din came out in 
state to meet His Majesty, and was graciously received. 

! M&ham Anka, m agreement with Shakabu-d din, seized every 
opportunity of saying something to set the mind of the Emperor 
against Bair&ru Khan Thus, she 3 insinuated that so long as 
Bair&m Kh&n was m power, the Emperor would have no will 
of his own over the affairs of State, — that the whole power was 
in the Khan’s hands, and His Majesty was under his conti ol 
At length she said that when Kkan-kh&n&n discovered that she 
had been the cause of the Emperor’s proceeding to Dehli, he 
would have a grudge against her, and that she was quite unable 
to contend against his animosity She therefore begged His 
Majesty to give her leave to proceed to Mecca, so that at the 
holy city she might offer up prayers for His Majesty in absence, 
instead of serving him m presence The assiduous attention of 
M&ham Anka had won the legard of the Emperor, and he would 
not listen to the suggestion of separation fiom her He said 
he would request Kh&n-kh&n&n to overlook her offence, and he 
sent a message to the Kh&n to this effect “As I have come 
all this way without consulting you, my attendants have fallen 
under your suspicion How you must make yourself quite at 
ease about them, so that you may continue to serve me with a 
tranquil mind ” Shah&bu-d din Ahmad was very vigilant and

Anka, to act the attendants of tho Emperor against tho mluuler 

Khin khin&n, on receiving the Emperors message aont 
Khw&ja Andnu-d din Mahmud Ildjl Muhammad Sist&n! and 
Taretin Beg 1 who held important offices, to DehH to wait npon 
IHa Majestv with this etatomont “Tho dorotion and loyoltv 
of your aerrant would noror allow him to do anything to any 
servant of the State againat Ills Majesty a wishes for nought 
hut kindness and forour la due to all thoso who failbfally 
discliargo their duties.*' 

Tho royal care had been filled with injurious atones and state- 
ments against Kh6n khdndn, so tho Kli&n a mcs*ago did not 
rtedro IBs Majesty* approral, and tho messengers were aent 
back. Whon tho report of Tils Majesty* displeasure wlLli 
Khdn khdndn bocamo public, all men tumod their hacks upon 
Idra and their faecs toward* tho Fmpcror Among tho first 
who were admitted to royal favour was Kiyd Khdn Gang* 
Shahdbn d din Ahmad Khan with tho assistance of M&ham 
Anka, Inspired orery ono who eamc to Qourt with the hope of 
receiving dignities and jiglrt suitable to their condition 

Kli&n kli&n6n had long entertained a desire to go on pil 
gnrnnge to the holy places. He Informed tho amlrt and Ihdnt 
who still held to him of the proj&t ho had formed and tlion 
quitted tho Imperial sorrlco. IIo sent along with theso mon 
Bali&dur Eh6n, whom ho had callod from Mdlwa, and leaving 
Agra,* he proceeded towards Ndgor on Ids pilgrim ago to tho 
holy placea When ho am rod at Bay&na, ho sot at liberty 
Mohammad Amin Dlwdna who was tliore confined, and sent 
him to Court A* *oon as intelligence of KhAn khdn&n o

departure from Agra arrived, Shah&bu-d din Ahmad Khdn and 
M&liam Anka represented to His Majesty that he had left Agra 
with the intention of attacking the Panjab His Majesty then 
sent Mir *Abdu-l Latlf to the Kh&n-kMn&n with this message . 
“ As I was fully assured of your honesty and fidelity, I left all 
important affans of State in your charge, and thought only of 
my own pleasures I have now determined to take the leins 
of government into my own hands, and it is desirable that you 
should now make the pilgrimage to Mecca, upon which you have 
been so long intent A suitable jagir out of the pajganas of 
Hindustan shall be assigned for your maintenance, the revenues 
of which shall be transmitted to you by youi agents ” 

When Mir ’Abdu-l Latif communicated this message to Kh&n- 
khanan, he listened attentively, and having parted fiom the 
Mir, he left Mew&t on his way to Ndgor Of all his fol- 
lowers there now remained with him only Wall Beg Zu-1 Kadar, 
Ins sons Husam Kuli Beg and Isma’il Kuli Beg, who were 
relations of Ins, Sh&h Kuli Mahnm, Husam Kh&n his sistei’s 
jSon, and his son-m-law Mahdi Kasim Kh&n Upon leaching 
Kagor, he sent his banner, kettle-drums, and all other marks of 
nobihty, to the Empeior by the hands of Husam Kuli Beg The 
Emperoi had left Uehli, and was proceeding towards the Panjdb 1 
He had 1 cached the pargana of Jhajhar when Husam Kuli Beg 
waited upon lnm Among the persons present (with the Beg) 
was Shah Abu-1 Ma’ali, who, being mounted on hoiseback, 
endeavoured to overtake His Majesty This greatly offended 
the Emperor, who oideied tho culprit into confinement, and 
placed him in the custody of Shalidbu-d din Ahmad The 
sunender of the banner and the other insignia of nobility 
giatified the Emperor 

Pir Muhammad Kfidn Shirwdni, whom the Khan-khdn&n had 
banished from the country and sent to Mecca, had waited m 
Gujarat for the proper season (of sailing) On hearing of the 
disgrace of the Khdn-klidnan, lie returned to Court with all

honoured with tho title “Aiinru / Mall ns well as with a 
banner nnd kettle-drums Ho was then sent with a forco to 
hasten Klidn klidndn e departuro for Mecca, nnd accordingly 
marclied after him After this Ilia Majesty retarned to DoliH 
and ajhrmda was issued summoning Mun ira Klidn from Kdbal 

As Mil Deo Rdjd of Joudbpur hold a strong and threatening 
position in tho waj to Gnjardt, with tho intention of attaching 
lialrdw Klidn, the Klidn dolayod his movements, and cvontually 
marched from Ndgor towards Ihkanlr ltd! Kalydn Mdl and 
his ton Rii Sing 1 who were tho edmindtir* of that countn 
received him with great kinduess, and treated him most hospita- 
bly After staying thoro a fow days and resting from the 
fatigues of tho journey ho learnt that Plr Mohammad Khan 
had lx*>n sent to pursuo him aud this greatly annojed and dis- 
tressed hum Sorao ovil minded poisons liavmg found their 
opportunity played upon tho feelings of the Klidn hhdndn and 
inciting him to robolllons acts, he wont towards tho Panjab 

"When ho arrivod at the fort of Tabarhmdh (birhlnd) which 
was tho jdgir of Slior Muhammad Dlwdna, one of his old 
servants * to whom ho had shown great kindness in full conG 
dence of his faitltfulness Kbdn klidndn left tliero his eon Mirxu 
Klidn [ Abdu r Rahim] who was thon in tho third year of his 
age, but who is at the present day oxaltod to the dignity of 
Kbdn kbdudu and txpah taldr (commander ln-chiof) He also, 
left his females and property and procoedod on his course Sborj 
Muhammad thereupon appropriated all the property and treated 
the dependents of tho Kbdn khdndn with great Indignity The 
Kh&n klidndn was In the pargana of DIpAlpur when he was 
Informed of these proceedings IIo sent his dlwdn Khwdja 
Moioffar Ah (who afterwards becamo Muzaffor Klidn*) along with

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Daiwesh Muhammad Uzbek to expostulate and intercede with 
Slier Muhammad, but the latter seized Muzaffar ’All, and sent 
him prisoner to the Empeior Sorely troubled by these acts, the 
Khdn went on to Jdlandhar 

On the Emperor being informed of Khdn-khdndn’s advance 
towards the Panjdb, he despatched Shamsu-d din Muhammad 
Khdn Atka, 1 his son Yusuf Khan, 2 Husain Khdn a lelation of 
Shahdbu-d din Ahmad Khan, and a body of nobles to the 
Panjdb When the royal forces reached the town of Dagddr, 3 
and proceeded from thence to the pargana of Kond, 4 they 
hemmed m Khdn-khdndn, so that he was obliged to fight 
Compelled to action, he drew up his forces, and confronted the 
royal army A sharp action ensued, with considerable loss to 
both sides, 5 and Khdn-khdnan, being defeated, fled towards the 
Siwdlik hills W r ali Beg Zu-1 Kadar and Ins son Isma’il Kuli 
Beg (who now holds a position among the great nobles), Ahmad 
Beg, Ya’kub Beg Hamaddni, and all his brothers, weie taken 
prisoners, and great booty fell into the hands of the royal troops. 
This victory was gained m the fifth year of the Ilahi, agreeing 
with 967 a h 

Aftei Shamsu-d din Muhammad Khdn Atka had marched for 
the Panjdb, the Emperor left Khwdja ’Abdu-l Majid Harawi (who 
had been admitted to the position of a minister (silk i touzara ), 
and had been honoured with the title of Asaf Khdn, 6 in charge 
of Dehli, and on the 2nd Zi-1 ka’da, 967, himself maiched to 
tho Panjdb He placed Husain Kuli Beg, son of Wall Zu-1 
Kadar, by way of precaution, m custody of Asaf Khdn, with

tho Emperor reached Jdlnndhar Mun*im Khdn, who had been 
summoned from Kdbal arrived, 1 and was accompanied by Mukim 
Khdn, sisters son of Tardi Beg Khdn, nnd several otlier amirs 
Mctnlm Kh&n was raised to tho dignity of mlnutor (traftdfaf) 
and received tho tltlo of Klidn klidodn, and tho nobles in his 
company received favours and honours suitable to thoir respective 
positions 'J 

At Uus placo Akbar rccoired the intelligence of tho tic 
tory gained by Shamsu-d din Mulmmmad Khdn Those vrlm 
had been taken prisoners in that engagement wore brought into 
tho royal presence captlvo and forlorn, nnd wero committed to 
safe custody Ono of tho number WoH Bog who had received 
a severe wound died in prison So Ids head wns cat off nnd 
sent to Dohli The Emporor then marched onwards toward tho 
Siwdllk hills, 1 In pursuit of the Khdn khindn IIo reached tho 
l neighbourhood of Tnlwdra, a district m tho Slwdhk, belonging 
\to Rdjd Gobind* Olvand, whero tho Khdn khdndn had sought 
rofogo. A party of ndventurou* soldiers dashed forward into 
tho hills, and surrounding tho plaeo pnt many of tho defender* 
to tho sword- Sultdn Ilasaln Jaldlr was killed m tho action 
When they brought hi* head into tho presoneo of tho Khdn 
khdndn in a burst of feeling ho exclaimed, u This lifo of mlno is 
not worth so much that a man liko this should bo killod in my 
defence.”

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I will throw the veil of oblivion over my misdeeds, and will 
present myself m your presence, and hope for your foigiveness.” 

AVlien this message was brought to the ears of the Emperor, 
the recollection of old services rose up m his memory, and he gave 
orders that Mauldnd ’Abdu-lla Sult&npuri, who had received the 
title of Makhdumu-1 Mulk, should proceed, with several other 
attendants of the Court, to Khdn-khandn, and having assured 
him of the Einpeior’s kindly feeling, should -bring him to his 
presence 1 When the Khdu-khdnan approached the royal camp, 
all the am'vs and Uians went out, by the Emperor’s order, to 
meet him, and conducted lnm to the Emperor with eveiy mark 
of honour. On his coming into the loyal piesence, the IOidn 
placed his sad countenance upon the ground of supplication, and 
craved forgiveness tor his offences. The Emperor received linn 
with the most princely giace, and presented him with a splendid 
robe of honour. Two days afterwards, ho gave him pei mission 
to depart on a pilgi image to Mecca 2 and the holy places The 
roj al camp then moved on its return to Debit, and the Emperor 
went towards Hisar-Eirozah hunting 

Khan-ltMn&n, with his people, took the road to (xujar&t He 
reached the city of Pattan, in Gujai&t, and there rested for some 
days This city was then under the government of Musa Kh&n 
Lodt Puladi Kh&n-kh&nan went about examining the city, and 
one day he went out to the Koldbt (lake), a place within sight of 
the city, and famous for Sahasuak 3 They call it in the Hindi 
language 2Va>a A temple R&n&mand, like a thousand temples, 
stood there, and gave it celebuty. After visiting this place, he 
went about (the lake) m a boat. When he disembaiked and 
returned home, an Afghdn, named Mubarak Kk&n Lohani,

In the days of Sher Khan the country of Mdlwa had been 
held by Shuj&’at Klidn, 1 -\ylio was one of his own clan (Khdssa 
Uiail ), and after his death it had come into the hands of Ins 
son B£z„Bah&dur It now came to His Majesty’s knowledge 
that B&z Bah&dur had given himself up to sensuality, 2 and cared 
nothing for the country Tyiannical and overbearing men had 
^consequently oppressed the poor and helpless, and the peasantry 
and people had been reduced to distiess. The honour of the 
Imperial throne required that this country should be again 
brought under it3 control, and find peace and security So 
Adham Kh&n, Pir Muhammad Kh&n, Sadilc Khan Kiyd Klidn 
Gang, ’Abdu-lla Klidn Uzbek, Shah Muhammad Kandahdri, 
and some other ami) s, were nominated to effect tho conquest of 
that country 3 They accordingly marched thithei, and when 
they came within ten Los of Sdiangpur m that country, Bdz 
Bahadur, who was in that city, awoke from his slumber of neglect, 
and took up a position, which he foitified, two hos from the city 
Bdz Bahadur was the most accomplished man of his day in the 
science of music and in Hindi song He spent much of his time 
in the society of singers and musicians When the Imperial army

This 
retention of tho ladies and other spoils displeased tho Emperor 
and mado him deem it nooessary to proceed In person to M&lwa. 
On tho 21st Sba b&n 908 I!., tho Emperor left Agra, and marchod 
towards M&lwa. When ho reached tho fort of G&grun, which 
u celebrated among tho fortresses of M&lwn for its strength and 
lioight, ho gave orders for its reduction But tho commandant 
of tho fort hastened to surrender and presented his tnbuto 
Tins greatly pleased tho Emperor who mado a forced march In 
tho night, and arrived by dawn in tho vicinity of S&rangpur 1 
Adlrnm Kh&n had loft S&rangpur in ordor to bcsicgo Q&grun so 
ho met tho Emperor at threo k os distanco from that place, 1 and 
was graciously reccivod. Thou thoy rodo on to tho city and 
Adlrnm Kliin s abode was given up to His Majesty Adlrnm 
Kh&n now colloetcd all his spoils and presented them to tho 
Emperor who stayod a fow days to refresh and onjoy lumaclfj 
and then returned to Agra. 

At that placo PIr Mohammad Kh&n Shirw&nl and othor noblos 
who had jdgirt in Jl&lwo, waited npon the Emporor They 
were honoured with gifts of robes and horses, and were thon 
sent back to their jdglrt When tho Emperor was near Narwar

The Emperor slowly 
approached the beast, and with one blow of his sword brought 
her to the ground Some of his attendants killed the young 
ones with swords and speais 

Muhammad Asghar, mi) -niunsM, who was celebrated for the 
beauty of Ins writing and composition, was now appointed Mh- 
munshi , and received the title of Ashraf Khan. On the 29th 
Ramazdn, 968, the Court reached Agra. 

When ’Adah, the Afghan, was slain by the sons of Muhammad 
Khdn Bangali, 1 who was one of the nobles of Salim Khdn Afglidn, 
’Adalf s son, Sher Khdn, took his seat upon the throne of Govern- 
ment, in the fort of Chundr, and then led an army to attempt 
the conquest of Jaunpur Thereupon Khdn-zamdn sent infor- 
mation to the Imperial Court, and the amiis who held jagits m 
that part of the country were commanded to support Khdn- 
zamdn Ibidhim Khdn TJzbek, Majnun Klidn Kdkshdl, Shdham 
Khdn Jalair, Kamal Khdn Gakhar, and many other chiefs, m 
obedience to the royal order, joined Kuli Khdn (Khdn-zamdn) 3 
The Afghdns, having crossed the nvei, gave battle, but Khdn- 
zamdn exerted himself gallantly, and put them to flight 

Various actions of Khdn-zamdn excited a suspicion of his 
intention to rebel, so towards the close of the year His Majesty 
pioceeded towards Jaunpur, on a progress of hunting and 
plcasuie On approaching Kalpi, the camp was about to be 
pitched, when 5 Abdu-lla Khdn Uzbek, who held Kdlpi in jagir , 
came foiward, and begged His Majesty to honour his house 
by taking up his quarters theie The proposal was graciously 
accepted, and ’Abdu-lla Khdn rendeied the services due from 
him, and pie3ented his offerings, for which he was honoured by 
His Majesty’s approbation.

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his services to His Majesty He was received with great honour 
and attention, and Ins daughter, an honourable lady, was 
accepted by His Majesty, and took her place among the ladies 
of the Court From thence he proceeded to Ajmir, and he 
dispensed many gifts and pensions among the inhabitants of that 
noble city Mirzd Sharafu-d din Husain, who held a jdgir m 
the territory of Ajmir, came to pay his homage He was sent 
with several other amhs of that province to effect the conquest 
of the fort of Mirtha, 1 about twenty los from Ajmir, which was 
held by Jai Mai 3 His Majesty then started for A'gra, and 
making forced marches, he performed the distance, one hundred 
and twenty Aos, in a day and night 3 

Seventh gear of the Reign 

The beginning of this year corresponded with Tuesday, 7th 
Bajab, 969 h (10 March, 1562) At the beginning of this 
year Mirza Sharafu-d din Husam besieged the fort of Mirtha, 
being assisted by Sli&h Bid&gh Khan, 4 and his son ’Abdu-l 
Matlab Khan, Muhammad Husain Shaikh, and some other 
nobles Great exertions were made on both sides, but at length 
it was agreed that the garrison should march out with their 
horses and arms ( Aamchi ), but leave behind all their pioperty 
and effects When the victorious aimy went to take possession 
of the foit, Jai Mai inarched out with his men But Deo-das, 
m shame and pride, set fire to the property which was in the 
fortress, and then sallied forth at the head of a party of B6jputs, 
and passed m front of the royal army Mirzd Sharafu-d din and 
othei nobles followed Deo-d&s, and when they came up with him, 
he turned round and attacked them Many of the royal soldiers 
fell, and nearly 200 Rajputs were slam Deo-d&s himself was

About thl* time Pfr Muhammad Kh&n • who after the depar 
tare of Adhara Khdn held the government of M&lwtt, assembled 
the force* of that province and marched to aobdue the conntne* 
of Ajrirjm d _Borhdnpdr He laid aiege to Bfj&garh the pnn 

cipal_pf all the fbrtrosse* of that country which he took by 
Btqrjn and pat all the garrison to the sword 3 He then marched 
against X»(r a well known place m Khdndesh Growing the 
river Nerbadda, he gave many of the town* and village* to the 
sword and destruction and came to Barh&npilr That city also 
he took by storm and gave orders for a general massacre 
Many of the learned men and aax\fid$ of the place he canned to 
be decapitated in hi* presence. The governor* of Ajsir and 
Borhdnpur and Bdx Bahddnr who lived m this vicinity since 
hi* flight from Al&lwa, now concerted together and, awisted by 
all the aamlnddrt of the country they assembled a force with 
which they assailed Pfr Muhammad Khdn . 4 Unable to resist, 
Pfr Mohammad fled towards Mandd, and when he came to the 
Nerbadda, he, and all the noble* with him, plunged into it* 
water* It so happened that a camel came np and bit the horse 
upon which he was ruling He was thrown off into the water 
and drowned, thus receiving the recompense of his deeds . 5 The 
other nobles, on reaching MAI wo, found that the country was 
lost, ao they pursued their ooarso to -the Court of the Emperor

’Abdu-lla Kh&n TJzbek now received orders to retrieve this 
disaster m Malwa, and Mu’inu-d din Ahmad Khdn Earankhhdi, 
and seveial other Khdns, were directed to assist him Towards the 
end of the year 969 h (1562 a.d.), "Abdu-lla and his auxiliaries 
entered Mdlwa, and B&z Bah&dur, being unable to withstand 
him, took to flight 1 A force was sent m pursuit, and coming up 
with the fugitives, killed many of them Bdz Bahddur found 
protection for some time -with B&nd Udi Sing, 2 one of the chief 
rajas of Mdrw&r, and afterwards he repaired to G-ujaiat, but 
eventually he threw himself upon the mercy of the Emperor, 
and sought a refuge from the frowns of fortune 3 ’Abdu-lla Khdn 
lemamed at Mandu, and the othei ambs leturned to then jdgbs 
Mu 1 in Kh&n, after setting the affairs of the countiy m ordoi, 
letumed to Court 

An intimacy and friendship had existed between the late 
Emperor Hum&yun and Sh&li Tahrudsp Sufi of Peisia When 
Humdyun died, and was succeeded by Alcbar, the Sh&h was 
desirous of keeping up friendly relations. He accordingly sent 
Ins nephew, Saiyid Beg, son of Ma’sum Beg, to whom he gave 
the title Ummu-ughli (uncle’s son), as his ambassador, with 
costly presents When Saiyid Beg approached Agia, many 
klidns and great men weie sent forth to meet him, and to bung 
him into the city with suitable honours The sum of seven lacs 
of tanhas was appiopnated to him He remained at Agra two 
months, and having received a horse and a robe, he took his 
departuio, carrying with him presents from Hindustan.

Hfljab, 070 ii (13 March 1563 a.d ) A tragical event occurred

(atalil), he having found an opportunity left Agra by night, and 
went off along with Kdsim Khdn, commander of the boats, to- 
wards Kdbul, where his son ’Abdu-l Ghani Khdn was then living 
When they came to the pargana of Sarut, in the Doab, the 
jagir of Mir Mahmud Muns/il , one of the Munshfs officers, 
Kasim Ali Sistdni, who was sfolldai of the district, having 
heard of their arrival as fugitives from the Court, went out with 
a party of the inhabitants, and made them prisoners They 
were then sent to His Majesty, who winked at their offence, 
and reinstated them in their offices. 

Conquest of the GaUiar country 

The country of the Gakhars hes upon the banks of the nver 
Sind, well known as the Nll-ab This teintory, from the 
Siwdlik lulls to the borders of Kashmir, has been from all time 
the possession of the Gakhars, although other tribes, such as the 
Khari, Jdnuba, Jatnya, Bhukiydl, and Jat dwell in thoso parts 
in subordination to the Gakhars From the betnnmn£ of the 
!reign of the late Emperor Bdbar to the present time, this tribe 
would not suffer any intermission of loyalty to the illustrious 
dynasty, but remained steadfast in their obedience and devotion 
Sarang Sult&n was especially noted for Ins fidelity and loyalty. 
When Sher Khdu acquired the supreme power m Hmdustdn, he 
wanted to bring the Gakhars under his authority, and used 
strenuous exertions to effect his purpose, but made little progress, 
until ho succeeded, after much trouble, m getting Sdrang Sultan 
into his hands as a prisoner He ordered Sdrang Sultdn to be 
flayed, and shut up lus son Kamdl Khan in the fort of Gwalior. 
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After the death of Sprang Ills brother Adam became the chief 
of the clan He also espoused the cause of the Imperial family l 
and opposed the Afghans / 

When Sher Khin died, and his son Salim Khfin obtained 
the supreme authority he also in imitation of his father jdnn 
do rod and laid waste various portions of the Gakhar terri- 
tory and did his utmost to vex and injure them On one 
occasion, when some prisoners were brought to Gwalior for 
punishment, he ordered them to be placed in a house with a 
quantity of gunpowder and the house to be set on fire Common 
report tells how all these captives were blown into the air, and 
how their bodies were blown to pieoee Kamil Khin, who was 
sitting in a corner of the house was by God a mercy saved i 
When Salim Khin heard of his preservation he sent for him 
and having induced him to take an oath of fidelity appointed 
him to act, in concert with the governor of the Panjib, in the 
subjugation of the Gakhar territory 

Afterwards, when Hind is tin again came under the rule of 
the Imperial house, Kamil Khin followed the example of his 
predecessors, and paid his allegiance He was treated with 
princely favour and received a grant of the parganai of Hanswa, 
Patbpdr and Karra-M^mkpdr as a jdglr There he remained 
until Sher Khin the son of Salim Khin, attacked All Kull 
Khin, and endeavoured to get possession of these districts 
jKamil Khin was then ordered to support All Kull Khin, 

| and he exhibited such oourage and resolution that he was 
’graciously told that whatever request he liked to make shoald 
be granted. Ka m il Khin, in his love for his native land 
begged that he might be restored to his paternal inheritance 
A fartndn was accordingly issued that of the territories for 
merly held by Sultin SAmng, and now m the possession of 
'Adam Khin Gakhar one half should be given to Kamil 
Khin and the other half should remain in the possession 
of Adam Khin Orders were accordingly issued to the amirt 
of the Panjib, to Mir Muhammad Khin, known as Khdn~ t 
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kalan , l * and to Kntbu-d dm Muhammad Khdn, that if Adam 
Khdn made any resistance to the arrangement, they were to take 
the whole of the territory from him, and give it to Kama! Khan 

When the amirs mformed Adam Khdn of the purport of tho 
Jarmans , he and his son and his army were dissatisfied, and paid 
no heed to the command A royal army marched into the 
country of the Gakhars to subdue it, and Adam Khdn and his 
son resisted Some sharp fighting followed, but the Gakhars 
were defeated, and Adam Khdn was made pnsonei. His son, 
with the defeated army, fled into Kashmir, but after some time - 
he also was taken prisoner a All the Gakhar territory then came 
under the power of the Imperial officei3, and they made it over 
to Karndl Khdn The amiis also placed Adam Khdn and his 
son m charge of Kamal Khdn, and departed to their own jdgirs 
Kamdl Khan kept Adam Khdn near him until he died. 

A fan s of Mit’mm Beg (at Kabul). 

When Mu’nim Khdn left Kdbul to visit the Court of the 
Emperor, Muhammad Khdn Alhta-begi was left there as go- 
vernor, but on Mu’mm Khdn being informed of his ill-treatment 
of the people of Kdbul, he removed him from office, and appointed 
his own son, Ghani Khdn, m his place. He also sent back his 
nephew Abu-1 Fath Beg, son of his brother Fazdil Beg, to 
assist Ghani Khan m his government After a time Mdh 
Chochak Begam and the people of Kdbul were gieatly distressed 
by the proceedings of Ghani Khdn. 3 Among other acts he kept 
in confinement Tolak Khdn Kulchin, one of the oldest seivants 
of the dynasty, until the people interfered and set him at liberty.

in ooncert with ShAh Wali Atka, MirxA FaxAil Beg and his son 
Abu 1 Fath Beg to enter the fort and close the gates against 
Ghani KhAn, On returning and finding tho gatos of the fortress 
dosed, Ghani KhAn understood that the people had revolted 
against him. Unable to do anything he want off to the 
Imperial Court Tho mother of the prince then took the direc- 
tion of afiaire into her own hands. She appointed MirxA FaiAil J 
Beg, whom MirxA KAmrAn had blinded to the office of minister 
(tcaidlaf) and his son Abd-I Fath Beg was made his deputy 
Bat when m the distribution of ihQjdffirs and village* he (Abti 1 
Fath) reserved the beat for himself and appropriated the worst 
to the prince and hi* attendants ShAh Wali Atka, AH Mu 
him mad A*p, and others could not brook his unjust allotment 
In communication with the mother of tho pnnee they deter

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mined to remove him One night Abu-1 Fath came to the door 
of Ins house in a state of intoxication and went down Miran 
Beg having seen this, despatched him with one blow upon the 
head with his swoid His father, Fazdil Beg, endeavouied to 
escape into the Hazdra, but some of the adherents of the prince 
went in pursuit, and overtook and beheaded him Shdh Wall 
Beg Atka, with the approval of the mother of the prince, 
assumed the management of affairs, and gave himself the title 
of ’A'dil Shih 

When the leport of these occurrences leached the ears of the 
Empeior, he appointed Mu’mm Khdn governor of Kabul and 
guardian ( atdlil ) of the young prince Mirzd Muhammad He 
also appointed Muhammad Kuli Khdn Bn Ids, Husain Khdn 
brother of Shahabu-d din Ahmad Khan, Timur Beg Uzbek, and 
several other nobles to assist and support him The mother of 
the young pnnce, who was then ten yeais of age, assembled all 
the forces she could, and taking the prince with her, she went, 
with the intention of resisting by force of arms, to Jalaldbdd, 
known in old times by the name of Jusdi. There she awaited 
kiu’nim Khan, who quickly marched against her, and defeated 
and scatteied hei forces at the first attack After this he 
returned to Court The Begam returned to Kabul, and sus- 
pecting the designs of Shdh ’Ali Atka against her, she caused him 
to be put to death, and Haidar Kasim Kohbar was named wahll 
of the mxrza m lus stead. 

Affavs of Mirzd Shaiafu-d din Husain. 

Mirzd Sharafu-d din Husain was son of Khwdja Mu’inu-d din, 
son of Khwdja Jawid Mahmud, son of Khwdja ’Abdu-lla, who 
was a distinguished man among the Khicajas, and was the son 
of Ndsiru-d din ’Abdu-lla Aludi 1 When the Mirzd camo to 
Court, ho was promoted to the dignity of ‘ Amhu-l tuna) a, and 
recencd the jdtjir of Ndgoi There he was distinguished by his

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energetic labours His father now returned from Mecca and 
receiTetHf right royal reception After a while MirxA Sharaf by 
the wiH of fate, and without any apparent reason or cause, 
haring had hia mind perverted by designing men fled towards 
NAgOr 1 Haunt Husain KuH Beg son of Wall Bpg Zil 1 kadar 
a relation of the late KhAn khAnAn BauAm KhAn haring on 
account of lna services been admitted to the order of nobility 
and dignified with the title of khd* now receired a grant of the 
jigir of MirxA Sharafu-d din Husain, Some of the pnnoipal 
nobles, as Muhammad SAdik, Muhammad KuH Titgh-bdnl, 
Muxaffar Mughal and Mlrak BahAdur were directed to support 
Husain KuH Beg and the command was giren for them to 
pursue and capture MireA Sharafh-d din. If he repented of his 
unrighteous deeds, they were to soothe him and bring him to 
Court but if not, they were to use their best exertions to punish 
his misconduct When intelligence of the approach of Husain 
KuH Beg KhAn reached MirxA Sharafu d din he left TarkhAn 
DlwAna, a trusty adherent, m Ajmlr and went off towards 
JAlor* The Imperial forces invested Ajmfr and after two or 
three days TarkhAn DlwAna capitulated, 1 The nobles then 
hastened in pursuit of Sharafu-d din towards JAlor 

It so happened that just as Sharafu-d din reached JAlor ShAh 
Abu 1 3 [a AH was returning from Mecca to the Imperial Court, 
and having hod a meeting with Sharafu d din, they concocted 
together a rebellious scheme Abd I Ma AH was to march 
against the people of Husain KuH KhAn who were in HAjfpiir 4 
and having disposed of him was to push on to KAbul and bring 
MirxA Muhammad Hakim to Hind list An Sharafh-d din on Ids 
side was to do all he could to promote a rebellion. Abd 1 Ma AH

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marched off, taking with him a party of Sharafu-d din’s men, and 
when he approached Hajipui, he learned that Ahmad Beg and 
Sikandar Beg, relations of Husain Kuli Khdn, had come out to 
stop him Thereupon he turned m the direction of Ndrnaul, 
and upon reaching the fort of that place, he made Mir "Kish 
the skill ddi prisoner, and seized all the money which he found 
in the treasuiy, and divided it among his followers 1 

After receiving intelligence of this, Husain Hull Khan sent 
his brother Isma’il Kuli Khdn along with Muhammad Sddik 
Khdn m pursuit of Abu-1 Ma’ali. Upon reaching Hdjipur, and 
learning that Abu-1 Ma’dli had drawn off to Narnaul, they took 
Ahmad Beg and Sikandar Beg with them, and went in pursuit 
of him Twelve los from Ndrnaul, the brother of Abu-1 Ma’dli, 
who was named Khan-zdda [Muhammad], and was also called 
Slidh Lunddn, left his jagir, and was on the way to join his 
brother, but he was intercepted and made prisoner Abu-1 
Ma’dli fled from Ndrnaul and went towards the Panjdb Ahmad 
Beg and Sikandar Beg were sent off with a detachment m hot 
haste after him A body of the men under their command had 
formeily served under Mirzd Sharafu-d din Husain, and these 
men had bound themselves by an oath to desert Ahmad Beg 
and Sikandar Beg whenever Abu-1 Ma’dli should be attacked, 
and to go over to the latter One of this party, Ddna Kuli by 
name, slipped away and hastened to inform Abu-1 Ma’dli of the 
conspiracy. Upon hearing it he placed himself in ambush m 
a jungle by the side of the road, and when the two Begs came 
up ho fell upon them unawares The conspirators then drew 
their swords, and advanced against their own commanders, and 
the other soldiers, seeing how matters stood, took to flight. 
Ahmad Beg and Sikandar were left quite alone. They fought 
most manfully, and killed several of their assailants, but were 
e\ entually slam 

His Majesty was engaged m a hunting excursion at Mathura 
when the nevs of this disaster reached linn Ho sent Biddgh

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RhAn TAtAr KhAn, BiSml KhAn, and others, to follow Abii 1 
Ain, All, and he himself proceeded to Dehli, the seat of Govern 
ment (ddru l muZk ) 1 

A remarkable occurrence has now to be mentioned. When 
Sharafu d din Husain fled from Court to NAgor he had a 
slave, by name Koka FulAd, one of the slaves of Ins father 
who at all times secretly did everything in lua power to 
injure the Emperor This wretched man came into the royal 
camp, and was constantly on the watch for an opportunity 
When the Emperor returned from his hunting excursion, and 
passing through the bAxAr of Dehlf, came near to the College* 
of MA ham Anka, this bloodthirsty fellow shot an arrow at His 
Majesty but by the mercy of God, who watched over the 
Emperor s safety it did not inflict a severe wound but merely 
graxod the skin. The attendants of the Emperor instantly fell 
upon the traitor and with strokes of sword and dagger they sent 
him to helL The Emperor pulled out the arrow and rode on to 
the palace The wound was cured in a few days, and on the 
6th JumAda-a sAnf he mounted his royal Utter* and proceeded 
to Agra, where he arrived on the 15th of the same month in 
the year 971 a.h , agreeing with the eighth year of the reign.

Ninth year qf the Reign. 

The beginning of this year was Wednesday 29th Rojob, 971 
(13th March, 1664) When AbA 1 Ala All killed Ahmad Beg 
and found that the royal army was coming up in pursuit of him 
he was dismayed, and taming aside from the direct roods he 
fled towards KAbul When he approached KAbul, he wrote a 
letter foil of expressions of affection and devotion for the late 
Emperor and sent It to MAh Ohochak Begam (the Emperor’s

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widow) Slie sent to invite him in, and received him with 
honour She also gave him her daughter m marriage Abu-1 
Ma’dli now pushed himself forward, and took the direction of the 
establishment of Punce Muhammad Hakim 

A party of malcontents, who were displeased with the treatment 
they had received from Mdh Chochak Begam, such as Shugun, 
son of Karracha Khan, and Shddmdn, and others, leagued with 
Abu-1 Ma’dli, and persuaded him that matters would never go 
on well as long as the Begam lived He fell in with their views, 
and slew the unfortunate woman with a dagger Then he got 
into Ins hands the Prince Mirzd Muhammad Hakim, who was 
of tender age, and took the direction of the government He 
seized upon Haidar Kasim Kohbar, who was the minister (wahl) 
of the Mirzd, and put him to death He also imprisoned Ins 
brothei Muhammad Kdsim. Hereupon Taidi Muhammad Khan, 
Baki Muhammad Klidn Kdkshdl, Husain Klidn, and several 
othei adheients of the late Begam, conspired against him to 
avenge her death ’Abdi Sarmast informed Abu-1 Ma’dli of this 
conspaacy, and he instantly aimed a paity of his suppoiters, 
and went forth to destroy them The conspnators cut their way 
into the fort, and Abu-1 Ma’dli pressed after them Many on 
both sides were killed, but at length Abu-1 Ma’dli succeeded m 
driving them out of the fort, and they fled m all directions 

Muhammad Kdsim, who was m confinement, obtained his 
release, and went to Mirzd Sulaimdn, m Badakbshdn He 
informed him of all that had passed at Kdbul, and urged him 
to march against the city Mirzd Muhammad Hakim also sent 
a person to Mirzd Sulaimdn, calling upon him for assistance 
The Mirzd, on hearing the state of affaus, assembled the forces 
of Badakhshan, and with the approval of Khurram Begam his 
wife, marched against Kdbul Abu-1 Ma’dli, on his side, assem- 
bled the forces of Kdbul, and taking with him Mirzd Muhammad 
Hakim, advanced to the river Ghorband Both sides diew up 
their forces, and the battle began The Kdbul men on the 
right of Abu-1 Ma’dli were defeated by the Badakhshdn forces, 
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and began to retreat He hastened np -with some reinforcements 
to support them leaving Mired Muhammad Hakim in charge 
of his servants. These men a e lied the opportunity to cross the 
nrer and join Mini. Solaimdn When this vraa discovered by 
the Kdbol forces, they were seized with panic, and every man 
flod to his homo 

When Abu I Ha dli came back from his charge he was 
dismayed to find no trace either of Mini Hakim or of his 
army so he flod The Badakhshdn men panned and over 
took him at the village of Ohdrikdrdn He was brought to 
the presence of Hired Sulaimdn, who elated with his success 
went on to Kdbnl, taking Mired Muhammad Hakim with him 
Three days afterwards he sent Abu 1 Ma dli with his hands 
bound behind his neck to Mired Muhammad Hakim and he 
ordered him to be strangled in punishment of his crimes This 
happened on the night of tbo 17th Itamazdn 970 el Mired 
Sulalmdn now sent to Bodakhshdu for his daughter and raumed 
her to Mired Mohammad Hakim After giving jdgln in the 
Kdbul territory to many of his followers, and appointing Umrnwd 
Ali who was in his confidence to the post of minister he 
returned to Eadakhahdn. 

In the course of this year Khwdja Mmaffar Ali Tarbati 
one of the old associates of Khdn khdndn Brnrdm KMn wna 
raised to the office of financial minister {traxdrat t dlwdn i ala) 
and received the title of Kkdn 1

"When it was delivered over, 
they placed it m charge of Husam Khan Turkom&n At this 
Grh&zi Kh&n Sui, formerlv one of the nobles of ’Adali, but who 
had for a tune lived in allegiance to the Emperor, now that Asaf 
Kli&n was appointed to the government of Karra, took flight, 
and went to the country of Panna There he gathered some 
men, and anayed himself m rebellion When Asaf Khan was 
sent to Karia, Gh&zi Kh&n led his followeis against him, but he 
was defeated in battle by Asaf Kli&n, and killed upon the field. 
Asaf Kli&n thus established Ins powei and authority 

The country of Ghuha-Katanka was near to Asaf Kh&n, and 
he foi med the design of subduing it 1 The chief place of that 
country is Obaur&garh It is an extensive country containing 
seventy thousand ( haflacl hazar ) flourishing villages 2 Its lulor 
was at this time a woman named Duig&vatl, who was very 
beautiful When Asaf Kli&n heard the condition of this country, 
he thought the conquest of it would be an easy matter, so he 
maiched against it with fifty thousand 3 horse and foot The 
Edni collected all her forces, andprepaied to oppose the invader 
with 700 elephants, 20,000 horsemen, and infantry innumerable. 
A battle followed, m which both sides fought obstinately, but by 
the will of fate the B&nl was stiuck by an anow, and feanng 
lest she should fall alive into the hands of the enemy, she made 
her elephant-dnver kill her with a dagger After the victory 
Asaf Khan marched against Chauragaih The son of the R&m,

Journey of the Emperor to Eancxrr 

On the 12th Zi 1 ka da, 971 h corresponding with the ninth 
year of the reign, the Emperor left -^gra, and went towards the 
mer Ohambal with the object of elephant hnnting 1 In conse- 
quence of the heavy runs and the inundations, he had to halt 
fifteen days, and when he did cross over one of his choice 
elephants named Laklina was drowned. When he came to the 
vicinity of the town of Narwur he pitched his camp for the 
jungle hard by was an elephant haunt, • * • After they had 
cleared that neighbourhood of elephants, he marched on towards 
M&lwo, and halted at lie war * Heavy rains compelled him to 
remain two days in sight of that town From thanoe he pro- 
ceeded to Sdmngpfir and again the heavy rams and floods 
greatly distressed his escort When he approached Sdnuigpdr 
Muhammad KiUun Klifin Naishapdn the governor came forth 
to meet him and presented tribute Next day the Emperor pro- 
ceeded onwards towards Mandfi. 

Abdu 11a Kh4n Uzbek was governor of Handu and as there 
were sundry differences between him and the Emperor he was 
greatly alarmed at his approach, and consequently fled off towards 
Gujarfit. When the Emperor was informed of Ins flight, he 
sent Muldm Kb&n, one of his chief nobles, to Abda 11a, to 
advise and reassure him. Although Muklm Kh&n urged and 
persuaded his words had no effect, for Abdu 11a tbonght that 
the object of the KliAn was to detain him with words and stone* 
till the royal forces had am rod and secured the roads. So he 
left Muklm Khin and fled and the Khin went bock and re- 
ported his want of success. 

Tho Emperor s anger was roused and he gave orders for a force | 
to be sent to arrest Abdu 11a s progress. The Emperor himself

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(followed, and on reaching Mandu intelligence arrived that his ad- 
t vanced force was engaged in action with ’Abdu-lla, so he pressed 
on with all speed. When ’Abdu-lla saw that some of Ins most 
faithful followers had fallen, and heard that the Emperor was 
near at hand, he left his baggage and soldiers and hastened off. 
tflie Imperial forces pursued him as far as the country of i^li , 1 
on the confines of Gujardt, and drove him atvay from Ins wives 
and elephants He then went to Ohdngiz Khdn m Gujardt. 
This Chdngiz Khdn was a slave of Sultdn Mahmud of Gujarat, 
after whose death he had obtained the government of the 
country. The royal forces which had captured the horses and 
elephants and wives of ’Abdu-lla then turned back to K\\, where 
they were received with honour 

The Imperial army then moved, and on the new moon of 
Zi-1 hijja, 791 h , reached Mandu. The zamlndms of the neigh- 
bourhood came m to pay their allegiance, and met with a 
gracious leception. Mirdn Mubdrak Shdh, ruler of Khdndesh, 
^sent a letter and suitable piesents by the hands of ambassadors 
to the Emperor. After some days the ambassadors received 
permission to return, and a fai man was sent to Mirdn Mubdrak 
Shdh directing lum to send any one of his daughteis whom 
he thought worthy to attend upon the Emperor ’Itimdd Khdn 
was also sent alons; with the ambassadors. When Mubdrak 
Shdh received this gracious communication, he was greatly de- 
lighted, and he sent his daughter with a suitable retinue and 
paraphernalia to His Majesty, esteeming it a great favour to bo 
allowed to do so Whilst the Emperor remained at Mandu, 
Khdn Kuli, 2 a servant of ’Abdu-lla Khan, who was now m 
Hindia, 3 and Mukarrab Khdn, one of the nobles of the Hekhm, 
in compliance with the royal command, came in with their fol- 
lowers, and had an audience. Mukim Khdn, who had exhibited 
vigour and ability in this expedition, received the title of Shujd’ 
Khdn

Narwar and Gwalior the Emperor reoohed Agra on the 3rd 
Babi a 1 awwah Tn the course of this year the Emperor had! 
twins borne to him one of whom was named Hasan, the other 
Husain but they lived only a month. 

After His Majesty returned from Mandu and while ho was 
enjoying himself at Agro, he often rode out to Kfikr Ant 1 a village 
in the vicinity of the capital which was remarkable for the 
purity of its air and the excellence of its water He deemed | 
this -a suitable site for a palace ao he ordered one to be built. 
In a short time fine houses arose, and a great town sprung np 
which was called Nagor-cbln

Khwija ^Ma nnarn was maternal uncle of the Emperor He 
wo* son of AH Akbar and a descendant of S haiku 1 Islim 
Ahmad JAm This person had been guilty of several dis- 
graceful actions during the reign of the Emperor Hnmdydn,

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who had felt constrained to speak about and censure his 
offences to his son and successor His unseemly conduct at 
length compelled the Emperor to banish him, whereupon he 
went to Gujar&t. From thence he proceeded to Mecca, and 
after staying theie some time he returned to the Couit of Hu- 
mayun Upon the demise of the ciown, Bair&m Kh&n Khan- 
-'lchdndn became the ruling power m the State, and he, knowing 
^the character of the Khw&ja, procured an order foi Ins exile. 
After Ins banishment, the Ehuaja stayed for a while in Gujai&t, 
but subsequently returned to the Court of the Emperor Bair&tn 
Eh&n then countenanced him, and he received some degree of 
attention ^ Upon the disgiace of Bairam Kh&n, the Emperor 
took compassion on the Kliw&ja, and gave him some districts in 
Jagh But the Khw&ja’s perveise and evil nature got the better 
of him, and he was guilty of some disgraceful deeds To 
mention one — Theie was a woman named Fatima attached to 
the harem of the late Emperor, and the Kliwaja had taken to 
himself a daughter of hers named Zuhia Agha After some 
time he formed the design of putting her to death Upon her 
mother being informed of this fact, she hastened to make it 
known to the Empeior, and to crave his protection The 
Empeior was just about to start on a hunting excursion, and 
he assured the poor mother that he would take measures to 
rescue her daughtei fiom the Khw&ja Accordingly he sent 
Talnr Muhammad EF&n Mh-i fai aghat and Rustam Elian to 
give the Khw&ja notice that the Emperor was about to visit him 
When T&lm Muhammad reached his house, he was so emaged 
that he killed the poor woman As soon as the Emperoi aruved, 
and was informed of the Ehwaja’s cruel actions, which cried 
for punishment, he gave orders to his followers to well thrash 
him, and then to put him m a boat and souse him several times 
in the river 1 After this he sent him a prisoner to the fort of 
Gwalior, where he died in confinement

It has been before narrated how Mired Snlaundn came to the 
rescue of Mi rzd Mohammad Hakim and how after overthrowing 
Shdh Abti I Ma ill he gbiQjdgirs to his own adherents, and then 
returned home Mind Muhammad Hakim and his people, being 
greatly annoyed by these Badakhshdnis drove them out of 
KAbuL Mired Sulaimdn then earn© again with a large army to 
take revenge for this expulsion Mined Muhammad Hakim left 
Biki Kdkshdl in command of his followers at Kdbnl, and went 
off himself to Jaldldbdd and Parshdwar Upon reaching the 
nvor Mdrdn, 1 Mirzd Snlaundn learnt how Mired Mohammad 
Hakim had abandoned Kdbnl and gono to Jaldldbdd 

Mind Muhammad Hairfm went on from Parshdwar to the 
shores of the Indus, and from thence forwarded to the Emperor a 
letter containing a statement of his grievances. Mind Snlaundn 
on learning that Mired Muhammad Haldm had made an appeal 
to the Emperor and had left Parshdwar stationed one of his 
adherents named Knmbar with three hundred men at Jaldldbdd 
and went towards Kdbnl 

"When the statement of Mired Muhammad Hakim reached the 
Imperial Court, an order was given directing all the nobles and 
jdglrddrs of the Panjdb (suoh as Mohammad Kuli Khdn Blrlds 
Khdn-i Kalin, Kutbn-d din Muhammad Khdn, Kamil Khdn 
Gokliar and others) to assemble their forces and march to tho 
assistance of Mired Mohammad Hakim These nobles, in 
obedience to the command, proceeded to the Indus, and joined 
Muhammad Hakim Then they began their march to recover 
Kdbnl. On reaching Jalilibid they sent Mired Kasin into the 
place to summon Kambar Mired Solaimin s representative, to 
surrender, but that doomed ono would not submit, so the 
Imperial foreei attacked the fort. They took it in an hour 
and put Kambar and all his three hundred men to the sword 
Two men were allowed to go nnd cany the intelligence to

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Mirza Sulaimdn, and the head of Kambar, with the news of 
the capture of the city, was sent to Bald K&ksh&l at K&bul 
Mi rzk Sulaim&n, on hearing of the fall of Jalalab&d, and 
the approach of the royal forces, fled to Badakhshan Mirz6. 
Muhammad Hakim, escorted by the Imperial nobles, returned 
'to K&bul, and again assumed the Government The nobles, 
in obedience to the orders which they had received from the 
Emperor, then returned to their jdgirs, excepting Kh&n-i Kal&n, 
who had been appointed guardian of Mirzd Muhammad Haldm. 
Shortly afterwards the Mirza, without consulting Khan-i Kal&n, 
gave Ins sister, who had formeily been marned to Sh&h Abu-1 
Ma’all, to be the wife of Khw&ja Husam Nakshabandl, a de- 
scendant of Khw&ja Bali&u-d din. Presuming upon the im- 
portance he had acquired by this marriage, the Khw&ja began 
to interfere in the affairs of the Mirza, and to call Khdn-i Kal&n 
to account The Kli&n was a hot-tempered man, and would not 
endure this, so he left K&bul, and went to Lahore without taking 
leave Then ho made a leport of what had occuned to the 
Empeioi 

Tenth Year of the Reign 

The beginning of this year corresponded with Sunday, 9th 
Sha’ban, 972 h. (11 March, 1565 ad). At the beginning of this 
year His Majosty wished to go elephant hunting Scouts were 
accordingly sent out to seek for the animals, and to report when 
they found them On the 1st Bajab, 972, the Emperor himself 
started for Nanvar and Garha by way of Dhulpur. Upon 
reaching Naiwar, he pitched his camp. The scouts then reported 
that there Mere several herds of elephants in the neighbouring 
jungles His Majesty speedily went to the jungle, and retuined 
after capturing all the elephants Another day the scouts 
brought news to the camp that there were many elephants m 
a desert about eight hos distant The royal servants started off, 
and towards the close of the day they found the animals, every 
one of m hicli they captuied. They drove them towards the fort 
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of PAnwa, where they am red in the middle of the night Three 
hand rod and fifty elephants were taken that day From thence 
they returned to the royal camp which waa in the ncinity of 
Gudj a. There it remained nearly twenty day*. The hot season 
now came on, and the nnhealthy winds blew and many men In 
the camp became weak and ill, bo His Majesty returned to Agra. 

Building of the Fori i f Agra. 

In this year the command was giren for building a new fort 
of.hewn stone nt Agra, Instead of tho old citadel, which was of 
bnck, and had become ruinous. The foundation waa accordingly 
laid, and in four years the fortress was completed. 1 In these 
days it has no equal in the world The walls are ten gaz in 
thickness, and are built of stone and mortar The stones aro cnt 
on both mdea, and are joined with the greatest nicety The 
height of the fort is more than forty gat There is a moat dag 
all round, and faced on both sides with stone and mortar It is 
twenty gat wide and ten gas deep and water is conducted into it 
from the river Jumna. The cost of this building waa nearly 
three krors of lanJUu* The date of fonndation of its gates is 
found in the words binM dar-\ bUutht (974 h ) 

Rebellion <f Al\ Kull Khdn-tamin IbnVdm Khdn and Sikandar 
Kftdn. 

In consequence of the so re re proceedings against Ahdu 11a 
Eh An TJrbek, which hare been narrated above, an opinion got 
abroad that tho Emperor had a bad opinion of the Uibeks. 
When the Emperor went to Norwar elephant hunting Aahraf 
KhAn Mir sntnthl was sent to Sikandar KhAn, to conciliate him 
with gracious promises of the Emperor a favour and to bnng him 
to Court, As Aahraf KhAn approached Oudh, which was the

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jagh'j ) f Sikandar Khdn, the latter came out to meet him, and 
conducted him to his house with all due ceiemony He sub- 
mitted to the Emperor’s command, and acted as if he meant to 
go to Court But after some days he said to Ashraf Khdn, 
“ Ibrdhim Khdn is a much greater man than I, and he is in this 
neighbourhood , the best thing we can do is to go to lnm, and 
get him to acquiesce in your demand. We will then go to 
Court together ” Upon this understanding they went to the 
town of Sardwar , 1 which was the jdgh of Ibrdhim Khdn. 

' When Sikandar Khdn and Ibrdhim Khdn met, they took coun- 
sel together, and resolved to consult with ’Ali Kuli Khdn, who 
was one of tlieir own tribe, and was the Emperor’s representative 
m their part of the country. In pursuance of this resolution, 
and with the concurrence of Ashraf Khdn, they proceeded to 
Jaunpui, the jagb of Khdn-zamdn After consultation then 
judgment was adverse to the course proposed, and they deter- 
mined to rebel They improperly detained Ashraf Khdn, and then 
bioke into open rebellion Ibrdhim Khdn and Sikandai Khdn 
1 went to Lucknow, full of hostile designs. Khdn-zamdn and his 
brother went to Karra Mdnikpur, and there began then revolt. 

Slidham Khdn Jalaii, Shdh Biddgh Khdn, Amir Khdn, 
Muhammad Amin Diwana, Sultdn Kuli Khdlddr, with all the 
jagvdcas of his neighbourhood, Shdh Tdhir Badakhshi, the 
brother of Shdh Khalilu-lla, and other nobles, being informed of 
these rebellious proceedings, marched out against the rebels, and 
fought against them In the course of the fighting Muhammad 
Amin fell from his horse, and was made prisoner by the lebels. 
Sliaham Khdn and Biddsjh Khdn exeited themselves most 
stienuously, but as the forces of the lebels more than doubled 
their own, they were obliged to retreat and shut themselves up 
in the fort of Namikhd , 2 from whence they sent an account to the 
Emperoi

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KhAn znmAn and his brother BahAdur Eh An now allowed, 
their dispositions, and began to plunder the country in their 
neighbourhood. Majnun KhAn KAkshAl, 1 the jdglrddr of that 
quarter shut himself up in the fort of MAnitjrdr He sent to 
inform A’saf KhAn KhwAja 'Abda 1 Majid, governor of Garbs, 
of the state of affairs, and summoned him to his side Leaving 
a detachment in charge of the country of Garha, Asaf KhAn 
proceeded with a strong force to Karra, which was Ins own jighr 
There hs divided, as a bounty among the soldiers, tho treasures 
of OhaurAgarh which had fallen Into his hands. He also sant\ 
a largo sum to Majnun KhAru Asaf KhAn and Majntin KhAn j 
took a bold course and went forth to confront the rebels, and ' 
sent a report to the Emperor of the position. 

When the statements of the amirt reached the Emperor at Ins 
encampment, he resolved to punish these attempts He ordered 
Mu’nim KhAn KhAn khAnAn to march in advance with a strong 
force and to cross over the nver at Kananj to keep the enemy 
m check. He himself remained behind a few days to collect and 
organize his foroes In the month of ShawwAl ho crossod over 
the Jumna, and marched to chastise the rebels Upon approach 
mg Kanauj Mu mm KhAn came forth to meet him bringing 
with him Kiyd KbAn Gang, who had joined the rebels, and 
begged forgiveness for him. The Emperor pardoned hij crime, 
And restored him to his former position He remained ten days 
waiting for an opportunity to cross the river 

When the waters subsided intelligence was brought that 
Sikandar KhAn, heedless of what was to happen was still in 
Lucknow Thereupon His Majesty left KhwAja JaliAn Mu 
raSkr KhAn and Mu in KhAn in charge of the camp, while he 
lnraielf started off at midnight with a valiant body of men to 
march against the rebel with all speed. That night and the 
next day he straggled through all obstacles without taking rest, 
and on the following morning came in sight of Sikandar at 
Lucknow As soon ns Sikandar heard of his approach he hastily

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abandoned Lucknow and fled. Tho horses of tho Emperor’s 
force weio quite worn out with fatigue, so Sikandar made Ins 
escape, and went off unmolested to Khdn-zamdn and Bahddur 
Khdn They also were now alarmed, and letreated from beforo 
Asaf Khdn to Jaunpur. They marched flom thence, and 
sending foiwaid then adherents, they crossed the mcr at tho 
ferry of Naihan, and halted on tho other side of tho mcr. 

The Emperoi sent on Yusuf Muhammad Khdn 1 in advance from 
Lucknow, and himself followed close aftci him. He encamped 
in tho neighbourhood of Jaunpur, and thcro Asaf Khun and 
Majmin Khdn came to pay their respects, and were graciously 
received, Asaf Khun brought with him somo costly ofTenngs, 
which wore accepted Next da} 1, his army, which had been got 
together by means of tho treasuies of Gailia, and numbcied five 
thousand horse, was draw'n out in tho plain and renewed by 
His Majcst}’-, who expiessed Ins royal satisfaction On Friday, 
tho 12th Zi-1 lujja, the royal forces entered the citadel of Jaun- 
pur Orders w r ero given to Asaf Khdn and other great nobles 
to cross over the Ganges at tho ferry of Narhan, where ’AH 
Kull Khdn and Ins follow'd s had passed, and then to go to 
confront tho lebels, and act according to circumstances A'saf 
Khdn, in obedienco to orders, crossed the Ganges with tho force 
under his command 

Between ’All Kull Khdn-zamdn and Sulaimau Kirdm Afghdn, 
ruler of Bengal, there w'as a strong alliance and identity of 
interest, it w'as therefoie deemed expedient to send an envoy to 
Sulaimau, in order to forbid Ins rendenng assistance to Khdn- 
zamdn. Hdjf Muhammad Khan Sfstanf, a man lemarhable for 
prudence, was accordingly sent "When he leached the fort of 
Kohtds, some Afghdn chiefs, who were m league with ’AH KuH 
Khdn, arrested lum and sent lum to ’AH KuH The Hdjf w r as 
on very friendly terms with the Khdn, who w’as greatly pleased 
to see him, and did his utmost to treat him with lespect and 
honour. The Khdn thought it advisable to make the Hdjf the

the surrounding country Tho Emperor sent Ilusain KhAn' 
KhaiAnclil and MahdpAtar wlw was an accomplished master of 
Hindi music, on an embassy to tho fifya, holding oat great 
promises of faronr and distinction to induce him to prorent 
Stdaimdn KhAn AfghAn from rendering any assistanco to All 
KnH Khdn, After honourably entertaining ITasaln Khdn and 
Mahdpdtar for four months, ho sent them back to Court with 
several lino olepbants and oilier splendid presents This couutrj 
of Onna is an oxtensivo territory of which tho capital is Jagtui- 
ndtli — JagannAth being an idol which gtres namo and renown to 
tho city 

Flight qf A T tqf Khdn to Garha 

After Asaf Khdn had joined the Eraporor and shown his 
fortes, MuiafTar Khdn showed hostility towards him and in 
duccd some persons to bring cliargca against him in respect of 
tho plnndor of Garlia, Ho himself also alarmed Asaf KliAu 
witli somo significant observations Tills filled the heart of Asaf 
KliAn with suspicion and anxiety When he was mado com 
mander of the forces, and was sent against AH Kull Khdn, ho 
aeked tho opportunity, and at midnight went off with his brothor 
Wtzir KhAn, and his party towards Karra, Next day the chief 
nobles, without dolay, communicated the fact of bis flight to tho 
Emperor and the Emperor appointed Mu nim KhAn to succeed 
him in the command. He also sent Sbujdat KhAn with a 
detachment In pursuit of Asaf KhAn to chastise him for his 
oondnet. When ShujAat KhAn reached MAnikpur he found 
that Asaf KhAn had gone to Karra, and intended to proceed 
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from thence to Garha-Katanka 1 Shuj&’at Kh&n embarked his 
men m boats, intending to cross the river, and Ksaf Kh&n, being 
mfoimed of this, turned back to the river-bank, and reached it 
as the boats ai lived A great struggle ensued, m -which Asaf 
Kh&n succeeded m preventing the landing of Shuj&’at Kh&n, 
who was obliged to leturn to his own side at nightfall In the 
course of the night, Ksaf Kh&n resumed his flight, and next 
mormng Shuj&’at Kh&n crossed the river m pursuit , but finding 
the attempt to overtake him hopeless, he fell back and rejoined 
the Emperor at Jaunpur. 

Mmton of Kalij Khan to the Foi t of JRohtds 

' This fort is situated m Bih&r, and in height and strength 
excels all the fortresses of Hmdust&n The surface of the hill 
upon which the fort is built is more than fouiteen los m length, 
and its width is thiee los, and the height from the plain to the 
battlements is about half a Aos 2 Erom the time of Slier Kh&n 
Afgh&n it remained in the hands of the Afgli&ns, until the time 
when Sulaim&n Kir&ni became ruler of Bengal. Kath Kh&n Tibati 
then seized upon it, and refused to submit to Sulann&n In the 
year 972 h , Sulaim&n collected an army, and m the expectation 
of the help of ’All KuU Kh&n marched against Roht&s, and 
laid siege to it 

When the Imperial forces marched m that direction against 
Kh&n-zam&n, Eath Khan, seizing upon this favourable chance, 3 
sent his brother Husain Kh&n to the Emperor with rich 
presents, and with a message in which he said that the fort 
belonged to the Emperor, and that he would send linn the 
keys as soon as the Imperial camp was pitched at Jaunpur

When All Kull Khdn faced tho Imperial forces at tho forty 
of Narhan, ho sent his brothor Baliddur Khdn, in company with 
Sikandar Klidn to the country of Sanvdr 1 In order to stir up 
a rebellion In that country When this news reached Ills 
Majesty s cars lie issued orders for sovoral of tho chief nobles, 
such as Slt&U Biddgli Khdn and his son 'Abdu 1 Mat lab Khdn 
Kiyd Klidn and • * • to march against Sikaodar and Baliddur 
Khdn under the eotnmand of Mfr Mu Ixu 1 Malic, who was a 
descendant of the Saiyids of Meshhed, and utis renownod for 
Ids ralonr 1 

It has boon already mentionod tliat Klidn khdndn (Mu aim I 
Khdn) was sent to take the place of Asaf Khdn in command > 
of the army, which confronted Khdn inmdn at tho ferry of 
Harhan Betweon Khdn khdndn and Khdn samdn thore was an 
old and warm fnondship and when they were thus opposed to 
each other, a correspondence wns opened, and it was agreed that

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Khdn-zamdn should wait upon Khdn-khdnan to discuss the 
terms of peace The negociations lingered on for four or five 
months, and warlike operations were suspended. / 

The Emperor then sent Khwdja-jahdn and Darbdr Khdn to 
the army, to ascertain and report if this cessation of hostilities 
were advisable, and if not to order an immediate advance of the 
Imperial forces over the liver against the rebels When Khwdja- 
j all dn and Darbdr Khdn reached the army, Khdn-zamdn resolved 
to profit by then arrival, and having offered his congratulations 
he brought forward his proposals of peace After mauy com- 
munications and much correspondence, it was agreed that Kh&n- 
zamdn and Ibrdhlm Khdn on one side, and Khwdja Jahdn and 
Darbdr Khdn on the other side, should have an interview m 
boats m the middle of the river 1 After a long discussion it was 
determined that Khdn-zamdn should send his mother, ’AH Khdn, 
and Ibrdlum Khdn his uncle, to the Court of the Emperor, to ask 
pardon for his offences Upon receiving foigiveness the Khdn 
and his brother and Sikandar Khdn were to go to Court Khdn- 
zaman was also to send with his mother some elephants which 
he possessed These matters being agreed upon, Khan-zamdn 
returned to his camp Khdn-khdnan and Khwdja-jahdn wrote 
a statement of the settlement, and sent it by Darbdr Khdn to 
the Emperor Next day ’AH Kuli Khdn sent his mother, and 
. Ibrdhlm Khan,* and the elephants m charge of Mir Hddi his 
Sadr, and Nizdrn Akd, one of his confidants Khdn-khdndn 
and Khwdja-jahdn took them and the elephants, and proceeded 
to Court to ask forgiveness for Khdn-zamdn. 

Just at this time accounts arrived of the operations which 
Mir Mu’izu-l Mulk and the other nobles were carrying on 
against Bahddur Khdn and Sikandar, whom Khdn-zamdn had 
sent to create disturbances and make a diversion m the sarlar

promised to send tho elephant whieh they had as an offering 
and to retnm to their dnty upon pardon being vouchsafed to 
them MuTzu l Mnlk sent to say that their offences could bo 
punfied only by tho sword Babddcr Khdn again sent a person 
to MuTzu 1 Mnlk to proposo that ho should wait upon him, 
and discuss tho matter Main 1 Hulk agreed to this and went 
to tho border of his camp vrhither Bahidnr Khdn earn© to meet 
him and to mako his propositions of peace Bat Mu*iza 1 Hulk 
would hear of nothing but war so Baliddur Khdu returned 
disappointed, and resolved to mako ready for battlo 
Lashlnr Khdn Mir BaUu Ai and Itdjd Todar Mai 1 now amred 
with reinforcements for tho royal army • and Bahddur Khdn and 
Sikandar Khdn renewed their proposals of peace and asked for 
a delay until it was ascertained what answer was given by 
the Emperor to the mother of Khdn jahdn and to Ibrdhftn 
Khdn who had been sent to sue for forgiveness But Muliu 1 
Mulk was so eagor for war* that he woold not listen to their 
words, and so brought upon himself dofeat 

Mu iiu-1 Mulk drew out Ills forces for battle and sent on his

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advanced guard under Muhammad Ami'n Diwana, Salim Kh&n, 
'Abdu-l Matlab Khan, Beg Murln Khdn, and other -veteian 
soldiers , he himself took post with the mam body. On the other 
side Sikandar had command of the advance, and Bah&dur of 
the centre. In this order they advanced, and a warm action 
ensued The royal forces defeated the advanced division under 
the command of Sikandar. Muhammad Y&r, his son-m law, was 
killed, and he himself fell back to the Black River, which was m 
his rear Many of his soldiers were drowned m the liver, and 
many otheis died by the sword. The victorious forces then broke 
up m search of plunder Mu’izu-1 Mulk, with a few men, kept 
Ins position, and Bahddur until now did not stir from his post. 
But now he seized the favourable moment, attacked Mu’izu-l 
Mulk, and drove him from his position. Muhammad Bdki Kh&n 
and other of the amh s, under pietence of securing the baggage, 
and some others, treacherously withdiew themselves and stamped 
themselves with disloyalty. Sli&h Bid&gh Kh&n, obseivmg the 
condition of affairs, hastened forward, and in the heat of the 
fight was unhorsed His son ’Abdu-l Matlab Khan lushed 
forward to rescue his father, bat just at that juncture a party 
of the enemy made a charge and took Bidagh Kk&n pusoner, 
and it was only by dint of great exertion that ’A bdu-1 Matlab 
made his escape Mir Mu’izu-l Mulk was compelled to turn his 
back and flee Rdjd Todar Mai and Lashkar Klidn, who were 
in reserve, struggled valiantly till night, and maintained their 
position, but as the centre had been diiven away, their effoits 
were fruitless 

Next day all the defeated forces assembled m one place, 1 and 
made foi Kanauj, after sending a report of the engagement to 
His Majesty 

It has already been related how Kh&n-kk&n&n conducted the 
mother of Kh&n-zam&n and Ibrdhim Kh&n, with Mir Hddi Sadr 
and Niz&m Ak&, to the Court of the Emperor Ibidhini Kh&n, 
with uncovered head and with a sword and shroud upon his

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neck, stepped forwnrd, and Khdn-kbdndn cntreatod forgiveness, 
lie urged that tho services of Kh&n inmdn and lus brother to 
the Irapertal throno were manifest to oil men and tho somces 
they had rendered were invaluable. By the inflaenco of their 
destiny they hod now been guilty of an offence bat ho trusted 
that the boundless mercy and kindness of His Majesty would

AVhtm this old a errant thus besought forgiveness for post 
offences with a faco fall of hope, the Emperor out of the 
kindness that he felt for Kbdn-kJidndn said For vonr sake 
I forgive their offences but I am not satiaffod that they will 
remain faithful. KluSn khduan then inquired nlwt tho order 
was as regarded their jdglrt, and His Majesty replied As I 
liace pardoned their offences what question can them bo about 
their jdgin ? But so long as I remain in this neighbourhood 
tboy must not como over the nver Whon I rotum to tho 
capital they must fond their nLIU there and farmdn* for their 
jdfflrt shall then bo unuod under which they mi} tako posses- 
sion n Kh&n khdndn cast n look of joy to licarcn and sent tho / 
good nows of the pardon to tho mother of hbdn-imudn By 
command of tho Emperor tho sword and shroud worn taken off 
the neck of Ihrilifm hhdn Kbdn xamdn s mothor immediately 
sont messengers to Sikandar and Bahddur EJidn to carry tho 
glad tidings of the pardon and to inspire thorn with hopo Sho 
also advised thorn to send directly to Oonrt tho olepbants which 
they possessed. Sikandar and Bahddur were greatly dolighted 
at this information and sent tho olepbants called Koh pdra and 
Saf-slnkan along with otbor gifts, to His Majesty 
At the same timo the report amrod from Itdj£ Todar Mai 
and Loahkar Khdn upon tho action which had been foagbt, and 
upon the misconduct of some of tho amirs, as oboro related 
His Majesty had pardoned tho offences (of Sikandar and Ba 
hddar Kh&n) ao lie said n their faults have been forgivon j” and 
to carry out his decision ho sent ordors to hu aw In to return

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to Court Mir Mu’izu-l Mulk, Bdjd Todar Mai, and Laslikar 
Khdn, accordingly returned ; but those who had acted disgrace- 
fully were forbidden to make their appearance for a tune 

The Emperor then went to visit the fort of Chun dr, celebrated 
for its height and strength He made three days’ march from 
Jaunpur to Benares, and there rested several days From 
thence he went to the fortress, and having surveyed it, he 
ordered it to be repaired and strengthened Hero he was 
informed that there were many elephants m the jungles of 
Chundr, so he set off with a party of his attendants on a 
hunting expedition At ten Los distance they found a herd, 
and having captured ten, they returned to the fort of Chun dr, 
and from thence to the Imperial camp

It has been above related how Khdn-zamdn was pardoned, 
and his jagbs restored, upon condition that he did not pass over 
the nver without permission But when the Empeior had gone 
to Chundr, he crossed the nvei, and went to Muhammaddbdd, 
one of the dependencies of Jaunpur, and from thence sent parties 
of troops to occupy Grliazipui and Jaunpur As soon as the 
Emperoi letumed to his camp, he was informed of this evil 
proceeding of ’All Hull Khdn’s, and he said reproachfully to 
Khdn-khdndn, “ No sooner had I quitted this neighbourhood 
than ’Ali Hull Klidn broke the conditions of his pardon ” 
Khdn-klidndn looked mortified, and endeavoured to make ex- 
cuse 

Orders were given for Ashiaf Khdn Mb -lalhsM to go to 
Jaunpur, and make prisoner the mother of ’Ali Hull Khdn, 
who was m that city, and to confine her m the foit of Jaunpui 
He was also to secure every rebel he could lay hold of Khwdja 
Jahdn and Muzaffar Khdn were to remain with the camp, and 
lead it by regular marches The Empeior himself, with a con- 
siderable force, started off upon a rapid mai ch against ’AH Kuli 
Khdn. Ja’far Khdn, son of Kardk Khdn Turkomdn, who had 
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eomo from 'IrAk, wont to the fort of GhAxfpdr, intondmg to 
mate a dash at it bat All KuH KhAn a people, who were in 
the fort, hearing of his intcntton, let themselves down from the 
walls on to the mor Ganges, and went to MuhamraadAbAd 

KhAn ramAn, who was m that town on being informed of 
what had occurred hastened to mate lus eseapo by the water 
When he reached the nver Sanya r (Saru) so mo boots, laden 
with his property and effects, fell into the hands of the royal 
forces A body of troops was sent across the nver with orders 
to tako no rest until they had boot rod KhAn taraAo. Tho 
forces undor tlio Emperor occopiod tho banka of the Sarwar 
(Sard) and after searching all the jungles, they found that 
KhAn xamAn had gono o£T to the SiwAhk hilliA News now 
amred that BahAtlur KhAn had gone to Jannpur 1 and liberated 
his mothor Ho made Ashraf KhAn prisoner and formod tho 
design of making an attaek upon the royal camp 1 Upon 
learning tin* tho Emperor gare np the chase of KhAn xamdn 
and turned towards Jannpur Tho dotachmont also whioli hod 
been lent on in pursuit of him returned and joined the Em 
peror Sikandor and BahAdur KhAn, being informed of this 
rnoTomont, made o rotroat, and crossed tho Ganges at tho forry 
of Nirhan 

In the month of Bojab whon the royal camp was near tlio 
pargana of NriAmAbAd, the annual Mqjhs-% totrzn was held. 
Twice eyery year on the Emperor* birthday both according to \ 
the solar and lunar reckoning the ministers and nobles weighod 
the Emperor against gold, silver and other things, which things 
were afterwards distributed among the poor and needy 4 

The Emperor marched from NixAmAbAd to Joanpiir whore 
he ordered a pleasant uto to be eelectod and a splendid palace

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to be built , and the nobles also were to build houses and palaces 
suitable to their rank. For it was determined that so long as 
’AH KuK Kh&n and his brother should remain in the world, 
Jaunpur should be the capital of the State The royal forces 
wore sent in pursuit of the fugitives, with instructions to take 
no rest until they had inflicted the punishment due to them 
When ’All Hull Khan heard of this, he left the Siwalik hills, 
whither he had fled, and came to the side of the Granges Then 
lie sent a faithful follower named Mirzd Mubarak Rizwl 1 to 
Court with a message. This man went along with the mother 
of Khan-zam&n to Khan-kh&nan, and delivered his message 
Klian-kh&n&n, with the assistance of Mir ’Abdu-1 Latif, Mulld 
’Abdu-lla Makhdumu-1 Mulk, who was Sliaikhu-1 Isldm of Hind, 
and Shaikh ’Abdu-n Nabi the Sadi, again made intercession for 
jKhdn-zamdn, and the Emperor, m Ins great kindness, once moie 
pardoned Ins offences 

Khwaja-jalian, Mir Murtaza Sharifi, and Makhdumu-1 Mulk 
■were commanded to go to Kh&n-zam&n, to reprove lnm, and to 
convey to him the glad tidings of Ins foigiveness When the 
party reached the camp of Khan-zam&n, lie came forth to meet 
them, and conducted them with great honour to Ins dwelling 
Ho detained them some time, and treated them most respect- 
fully. Then as required, lie expressed contrition for Ins faults, 
took an oath of fidelity, and bade Ins visitois faiouell The 
Emperor’s opponents having repented of then unrighteous deeds, 
and mado their submission, ho returned to the capital in the 
beginning of tho eleventh year of the leign, corresponding with 
973 h.

The Emperor e mind being now relieved from all anxioty in 
respect of All Kuli Khdn and other robols, Mahdl KAsim 
Khdn, ono of tho old noble* of the Imperial house was sent 
with 3000 or 4000 mon to Garha to scttlo tho affaire of that 
country and to capture Aeaf Kb in. Boforo ilfthdl Kdaim 
Khdn nmvod, Asaf Klidn quitted the fort of Oliaurdgarh and 
wont off into tho jangle*. Ho wrote a lotter fall of humility 
and repontanco, to tho Emperor ashing permission to go on the 
pilgrimage. Mahdl Kdaim Khdn, on am ring in Garha, secured 
all tho country, and wont in pursuit of Asaf Khdn, who then 
wto to letters to Khdn mm&n proposing to go and join him 
Khdn lamdn wrote in reply inrlting him to come to him Asnf 
KhAu deceived by this, went to Jaonpdr along with Ins brother 
Wazlr Khdn , but at tho very first audJonco ho beheld the arro- 
gance of Khdn xamdn and was sorry that ho had come Mahdl 
Kdaim KbAn, being in despair of capturing the fugitive, returned 
to Garha, and he sent hack to Court the men who had been 
despatched to reinforce him 

KhAn-xamAn sent Asaf Khdn along with JlahAdnr Khdn 
to seize upon some territories which wore in the hands of 
tho AfghAns but he kept Waifr Khdn near himself, and 
appointed men to watch him Woxir Klidn sent a person to 
Asaf KhAn to say * I intend to fly from this plaoo at such 
and such a time do you also In some way or other got away 
from BohAdur KhAn.” Asaf KhAn accordingly, leaving all his 
baggage and property behind went off in the night, and took 
the road to Karra-Mdnlkpur In the course of the night

he travelled thirty los , but Bahddur Khdn pursued him, and 
overtook him between Jaunpur and Mdmkpur A fight ensued, 
^ in which Asaf Khdn was defeated and taken prisoner Bahddur 
Khdn threw him mto a howda on an elephaut, and went on his 
way, when Wazir Khdn, who had got away from Khdn-zamdn, 
came up Bahddur Khdn, feeling that he was unable to cope 
with Wazir Khdn, gave orders for putting Asaf Khan to death 
at once in the howda Sword-cuts were aimed at Asaf Khdn, 
three of his fingers were cut off, and he received a wound also in 
the nose, but Wazir Khdn fought Ins way through, and rescued

Mtiza Sulaiman’s fowth attempt upon Kabul 

It has been 1 elated in a forrnei page how Mirzd Sulainidn led 
his army against Kdbul, and how the Imperial forces were sent 
to the assistance of Mirzd Muhammad Hakim Mirzd Sulairadn, 
unable to resist, retreated to Badakhshdn, and the Imperial 
nobles, having taken leave of Muza Muhammad Hakim, returned 
to Hmdustdn Sulaimdu being now informed of the return of 
the Emperor’s forces, assembled his army in Badakhshdn, and 
marched with his wife Khurram Begatn to effect the conquest 
of Kdbul Mirzd Muhammad Hakim left Kdbul in chaige of 
Ma’sum Koka, ■who was m his confidence, and had a reputation 
for courage He himself went with Khwdja Hasan Nakshabandi 
and the army mto the valley of the Gh orband Mirzd Sulaimdn 
advanced to Kdbul, and invested the fortress When he found 
that he was not likely to capture it, he took counsel, and sent 
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his wife Khumun Begam into Ghorband to MirxA Mohammad 
Hakim in order to delude liim with, a show of kindness and 
friendship, and to pro rail over him by plausible representations. 
Klmmun Degam accordingly left Mini Sukurain before KAbul, 
and went towards GhorbamL She sent forward tome persons 
to assure Mini Mohammad Hakim of her great affection for 
lnm, that having no son of her own, she looked npon him as her 
son, and that tho great object of her journey was to bring about 
concord and unity 

Mini Muhammad Hakim, in conseqaonce of this message, 
determined to hare a meeting with Khnrram Bcgam at KarA* 
b4gh which is about ten lot from KAbul j and ho aent mosien 
gere to her to inform her of Ins mtontion, and to reoeire from 
her satisfactory assurances. Khnrram Degam showed great joy 
at the prospect of a meeting and affirmed with strong oaths that 
she had no deceitful or treacherous designs, and that lier solo 
object was unanimity Tho messengers listened to these words 
and returned. They had not gone far, when that stupid 1 woman 
sent off messengers in hot haste to MirxA SulaimAn, informing 
him of the Intended mooting at Karibigh, and advising lnm to 
come there secretly with oil speod, and await his opportunity 
Mini SulaimAn loft Muhammad Kulf ShaghAIi, a man of 
courage and one of hu confidential noble#, with 1000 men, m 
charge of hli daughters, who were with him in his camp at 
KibuL "With the rest of the army he made a forced march to 
the neighbourhood of Karibigh, and there took post in ambush. 

The messengers sent by Mini Muhammad Hakim to Khur 1 
ram Begam returned to him, and reported all her assurances and I 
pledges They atrongly urged him to meet hor and Khwija 
Hasan Nakshabandl exerted his influence to the same end 
But Biki KAkshil was opposed to the Mini a going and mud 
tho woman wna intent upon some stratagem and deoeption 
MirxA Muhammad Hakim, however, haring promised to meet 
Khnrram Bcgam would not listen to BAki KAkihAl a objections,

When they reached the appointed place, some of Mirzd Sulai- 
mdn’s soldiers, who had got separated m the night, came in and 
made known the fact of Mirza Sulaiman having come, and of 
his lying m concealment As soon as he was informed of this, 
Mirzd Muhammad Haldm returned, and Sulaiman, boing in- 
formed of his departure, set off in pursuit In the pass of 
Sanjad-darra they overtook some of Mirzd Muhammad Hakim’s 
men, and made them prisoners They also plundered the Mirzd’s 
baggage, etc , which was m the lear, and the3 r stopped in the pass 
The Mirzd himself, along with Muhammad Hakim, reached 
Ghorband Fiom thence they went to Jaldldbdd, and afterwaids 
to the hanks of the Indus 

As soon as he crossed the river, the Mirzd wrote a letter to the 
Empeior, and sent it by his envoys. They reached the Court at 
the time it was at Nagar-cliin, and were honoured with ail inter- 
view They presented the Miizd’s letter, in which lie set forth 
the unfortunate state of his affaus Intelligence of the distrac- 
tions at Kdbul had reached the Couit before their arrival, and 
the Emperor had appointed Faridun Khan, maternal uncle of 
the Mirzd, and a noble of the Imperial Court, to go to Ins assist- 
ance He now sent Khush-khabr Khan, one of the roj'al heralds, 
Avith money, goods of Hindustan, and a hoise and saddle, to the 
Mirzd, and ho wrote a fa) man, in which he said that if the Mirzd 
required assistance, he would send the amirs of the Panjdb to 
support him 

When Khush-khabr Khdn approached the camp, the Mirzd 
hastened out with due ceremony and respect to receive the 
fa) man After the arrival of Khush-khabr Khdn, Faridun 
laboured to instigate the Mnzd to hostile attempts, representing 
that it would be easy for him to effect the conquest of Lahore 
Hostilities having been resolved upon, he tried to persuade the 
Mirzd to seize Khush-khabr Khdn But although the Mirzd 
had been led away by his foolish persuasions, he was too honour- 
able to consent to the detention of KhusFddiabr Khdn j so he 
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mnted tho KhAn to his presence secretly, and sent him away 
Sul tin ’All a clerk who had fled from the Court, and Haian 
KhAn, brother of ShahAbu-d din Ahmad KhAn who was in 
KAbul, helpod to oxcite the hostile spirit, and added their voices 
to Farid un s 

Won over by tholr persuasions the Mini broke into open 
revolt, and marched against Lahore Upon coming into the 
neighbourhood of the aty ho began to plunder Some of the 
nobles of the PonjAb snch os Mir Muhammad KhAn 1 KalAn, 1 
Kutbn-d din Muhammad KhAn and Sharif Mohammad hearing 
of theao proceedings, assembled in Lahore, They looked to 
the safety of the fort, and wrote an account of tho MirzAs 
rebellion and hostile nets to the Emperor On arriving near 
Lahore tho MlrxA encamped in the garden of Mnhdi KAaim 
KhAn which is in sight of tho aty Several times ho marshalled 
his forces and adranced to tho foot of the fortifications bat the 
am Ira of the PanjAb repulsed him with the fire of their guns 
and muskets. At length when intelligence came of the advance ' 
of the royal forces the MirxA, feeling unablo to ofTor resistance 
took to flight 

March qf the Army to Lahore 

When the hostile proceedings of MirxA Muhammad Hakim \ 
became known to the Emperor, his countenance showed the 
anger which he fait, and he gave ordors for the preparation of 
the army Leaving Mu mm KhAn KhAn khAnAn in charge of 
Agra, the capital, and Mniaflor KhAn in direction of the dhrdni, 
on the 3rd JumAda 1 awwal 674 ii. he began his march In 
ten days he reached Dohlf and went to visit the shrines of the 
taint s who there repose, and bestowed his royal bounty on the 
poor andneedy From thence he proceeded by regular marches 
to_SirhincL He was greatly pleased with tho bdedrt of this 
town, and commended II A fix Rakhna, who was the eh&lddr and

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placed tlie smhaidail of that place m his charge. After crossing 
the Jamna, he received intelligence of the flight of Mirzd 
Muhammad Hakim, but he went on joyfully to Lahore. Upon 
approaching the city, the great amirs , who had exhibited their 
loyalty and devotion, came forth to meet him, and received dis- 
tinguished marks of royal favour In the month of Bajab he 
arrived at Lahore, the ddru-s saltanat, and took up his abode m 
the house of Mahdi K&sim Kh&n, in the citadel. By command 
of His Majesty, Kutbu-d din Muhammad Kli&n and Kam&l 
Kh£n Gakliar went m pursuit of Mirzd Muhammad Hakim, and 
advanced beyond the pargana of Bahra There they learnt that 
the Mirzd had crossed the Indus, so they returned 
When Mirza Muhammad Hakim heard that Mirzd Sulaim&n 
had gone back to Badakhsh&n, he made haste to K&bul It 
has been related in a former page how Mirzd Sulaim&n left 
his daugliteis in Ins camp at K&bul, and went off m haste to 
seize upon Mirz& Muhammad Hakim at Kar&b&gh. Next day 
Muhammad Ma’sum Koka, whom Mirzd Muhammad Hakim 
had left in command at K&bul, sent out a force to attack the 
besiegers 1 camp, and defeated them Muhammad Hull Shagh&li, 
who was m command, gave up his baggage to plunder, and went 
off with the daughters of Mirza Sulaim&n to Chah&r-diw&r 
Bdgli, a place m the vicinity, and there entrenched himself 
The K&bul forces surrounded the place, and sought to make him 
and Mirzd Sulaimdn’s daughters their pnsoners; but Ma’sum 
Koka, considering it unseemly to make prisoners of the ladies, 
recalled his men. Mirz& Sulaimdn returned unsuccessful from 
Karab&gh, and again laid siege to K&bul, but Ma’sum Koka 
had grown bold and daring Every day he sent out parties of 
men, and sorely troubled the besiegeis The weather grew very 
cold, so Mirzd Sulaiman became desirous of peace Ma’sum 
Koka was aware of his distress, and w r as anxious to fight, so he 
w ould not make peace Finally, Mirzd Sulaim&n sent m Kdzi 
Khan Badakhshi, who had been tutor of Ma’sum Koka, and 
prevailed upon him to send the Mirzd a small present Peaco 
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was th OB made The MirxA fint sent on hli wife, and then 
followed her to BadakhsbAn 

When the Imperial Court am rod at Lucknow many of the* 
tamlnddrt of the country came m to pay their allegiance, and 
were graciously received. Those who were unable to come them 
aelvoe sent their representatives with presents and offerings and 
their assurances of loyalty Among them, Muhammad BAld 
Tarkhdn son of MirxA IsA, ruler of Sindh, sent his ambassadors 
to Court, to say that his father who had been one of the 
dependents of the Imperial throne, was dead, and that he, the 
successor considered himself among the vassals of the Emperor 
SnltAn Mahmud, the governor ( tealf) of the fort, supported by 
the KaxilbAshis of Kandohdr was making attacks npon his 
territories, and he therefore besought the Emporor to prevent 
these molestations In compliance with this application, tbo 
Emperor sent a fartxAn to SultAn Malimdd, directing him to 
keep within his own boundaries and not to attack the territories 
of Muhammad Bib 

During the stay at Lahore, a letter am rod from Agra, from 
Mu nun Kbdn Klidn kliAndn, with the intelligence that the sons 
of Muhammad SultAn MirxA and Ulugh Mini, by name IbrA 
him Husain Mini, Muhammad Husain Mini, and ShAh Mini, 
who held jdgln in the sarkdr of Satnbal, had broken out in 
rebellion And when he, Khin khdndu, had marched as fox as 
Dehli to punish them, they had heard of his approach, and had 
gone off towards Mandd. This Muhammad Sul tin Mini was 
son of Wis MirxA, son of Mankari Mind, son of Mansur son 
of HankarA, son of TJmar Shaikh, son of Amir Timdr GurgAn 
SdMb-ltrdn His mother was a daughter of SultAn Husain 
MirxA After the death of 8ultAn Husain MircA, he came to 
the Court of the Emperor BA bar and was honourably received 
The Emperor HumAydn also treated him with consideration 
during the days of his reign. His sons, Ulfigh MirxA and Sh£h| 
MirxA, were also in the service of HumAydn. These men had 
several times been guilty of rebellious actions, and their offences 
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had been forgiven Ulugh Beg was lulled in an attack upon 
the Hazdra country, and Slidh Mirza was killed by the arrows 
of robbers m the pas3 of Ma’mura, about ten pautsctngs from 
Kdbul Ulugh Beg left two sons, Sultan Muhammad Mirzd 
and Sikandar Mirzd His Majesty [Humdyun] treated them 
kindly, and to Sikandar Mirza he gave the title of Ulugh Mirzd, 
and to Sultdn Muhammad Mnzd the title of Shdh Mirzd 
When the Emperor Akbar succeeded to the throne, Muhammad 
Sultdn Mirzd had grown old, so he was excused service, and 
the pa) gana of * Azampur, m Sambal, was settled upon him for 
his maintenance. Several sons were borne to him m his old 
age — Ibrdhitn Husain Mirzd, Muhammad Husain Mirzd, and 
’A'lul Husain Mirza To every one of these the Empeior gave 
suitable jagirs , and advanced them to the dignity of arnvs 
They were constantly in attendance upon His Majesty, rendering 
their services When the Emperor returned from his Jaunpur 
campaign, they repaired jto then jaghs, and lemamed in Sambal 
But when His Majesty went to Lahore, to repress the attempt 
of Mirzd Muhammad Hakim, Ulugh Mirza and Slidli Mirza, 
m concert with their uncles Ibrdhim Husain and Mirzd Mu- 
hammad Husain, broke out into rebellion, and attacked several 
patganas But the jaghdai s of the neighbourhood gathered 
together and attacked them, so that they had to fly to Mdhva, 
as will be related m the seque]. 

Twelfth year of the Heign 

The beginning of this year corresponded with Monday, 2nd 
Bamazdn, 974 h (12th Eeb 1567) At the beginning of this 
year, which was near the Wan? os. His Majesty determined to 
go out for a Kammgha 1 hunt An order was issued to all the 
great amirs for forty miles round Lahore to drive the animals 
together into a large plain, situated about five hos from Lahore

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Accordingly tho amirs, under the direction of Mir Muhammad 
Atko, drovo together about fifteen thouiand animals, deer, ni£> 
gdot, jackals, foxos, eta, into that plain The extent of this 
hunting ground was fire iro* on every side, and the Emperors 
tent (latar), which ho used m his campaigns, was bronght here 
and set up The Emperor then mounted, and went out to hunt 
The amlrt and the khdn* daily drew their lines closer and 
norrowod the circle. "When several days had passed in this 
sport, Hu Majesty graciously gave his attendants permission to 
•hoot, and afterward* mado tbo permission general so that there 
was no soldier or any person who did not get sevoral kinds of 
game. Aftor the sport was over the Emporor returned toward* 
the city and on reaching the nver of Lahore he plunged into 
the water on horseback and swam over Of the attendants who 
followed His Majesty Kliush khabr Khdn Yatdxal and Mir 
Muhammad, son of Slier Muhammad Kdnldr were drowned. 
Wbilo the hunt was going on, Hamid Bakrf one of the most 
faTonred equerries (yntdtcal) having drunk too ranch, had 
wounded one of tho Emperors attendants with an arrow This 
person found an opportunity in the course of the banting to 
oomplain to the Emperor who ordered Knlij Khdn to stnko off 
the offenders hood. Knlij Khdn used a sword, which broke 
with the blow without doing the cnlpnt any harm When the 
Emperor saw this, he reepite&^him but had him exposed to 
publio derision 

About tins time Muzaffor Khdn, who had been left in charge 
of the dlwdal at Agra, proceeded to the camp of the Emperor 
along with Waxir Khdn brother of Asaf Khdn and joined it 
while he wa* out on the hunting excursion The author a father 
who had remained behind at Agra on government business, 
accompanied M mafia r Khdn on this jonrnoy and I tho author 
of thu work, went along with my father In fino, the Emperor 
forgave the offences of Asaf Khin and Waxir Khdn and 
admitted the latter to an audience A command was given that 
Asaf Khdn along with Mnjufin Khdn Kdkshdl, should go to 
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Karra-Mamkpur, and provide for the safety of the dependent 
territones. J 

Intelligence now arnved that ’All Kuli Kh&n, Bah&dur Khan, 
and Sikandar Kii&n had again broken their engagements, and 
risen m rebellion 1 Hereupon the Emperor placed their taldl 
Mirzd Mirak Rizwi m custody of Khan B&ki Kli&n, and leaving 
the dnection of the affaus of the Panj&b in the charge of Mir 
Muhammad Kli&n and all the Atkas, on the 12th Ramaz&n, 
974 h (22nd March, 1567), he started on his return to Agra 

When the Emperor arrived at Th&nesar, there was an assem- 
blage of Jogls and Sannyasis on the banks of a lake called Kur- 
khet This is a sacred place of the brahmans, and on occasion of 
eclipses the people of Hindust&n flock thither from all parts to 
bathe There was a great assemblage there on this occasion, 
and the people were bestowing their gifts of gold and silver, 
and jewels and stuffs, upon the brahmans Many of them thiew 
themselves into the water, and the Jogis and Sannyasis 2 weie 
gatheung a rich harvest from their charity In consequence of 
a feud which existed between these two sects, they came to the 
Emperor, seeking permission to settle it by fighting The 
Sannyasis were between two and three hundred m number, and 
the Jogis, who wear only rags, were over five hundied When 
the adversaries stood ready to begin the fray, by the Emperor’s 
order, some soldiers smeared thrift persons with ashes, and went 
to support the Sannyasis , wno were the weaker party A fierce 
fight ensued, and many'were killed The Empeior greatly 
enjoyed the sight At length the Jogis were defeated, and the 
Sannyasis were the victors 

When the Imperial camp reached Dehli, Mirzd Mirak Rizwi, 
who had been left m the charge of Khan Bdki Kh&n, made Ins 
escape, and although the Kh&n pursued him, he did not succeed

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m recapturing him, and so, being apprehensive of tho Emperor a 
displearnre, ho himself fled TAtAr KhAn, the gorernor of Dehll, 
reported that Muhammad Amin DIwAna, 1 who had fled from 
Lahore, had gone to the house of ShahAb KhAn TarkomAn, 
where he stayed some days, and after ob taming from him pecu 
miry assistance) and a horse, had gone off to join the lnsur 
gents This greatly incensed the Emperor and he directed 
8hAh Fnkhru d din Mesbhodl to apprehend ShahAb Khan 
When the Emperor was encamped at tho village of Palwah’ 
ShahAb KliAn was brought in for punishment, and was there 
oi ecu tod 

Upon arriving at Agra, the Emperor was informed that KhAn 
lamAn was besieging tho fort of Shergnrh, four Lm distant from 
Kanauj, m which fort MirzA Y usuf KhAn was shat up Nineteen 
days aftor his arrival at Agra, the Emperor left KhAn khAnAn jn 
charge of the city and on Monday the 23rd Shawwai, 974 h 
marchod towards Jaunpur When ho reached the pargana of 
Saket, All Kail KhAn decamped from before Shergarb, and fled 
to his brother BahAdur KhAn, who was in MAnilcpAr Tho 
royal camp was next pitched near tbo town of Bhojpur and the 
Emperor detaehod Muhammad Kull KhAn Blri&s MusafFar 
KliAn RAjA Todar Mai ShAh BidAgh KhAn and hu son Abdu 1 
Matlab Hasan KhAn, Adit Mohammad KhwAja QhiyAsu d din 
AH Rakhzkl and other officers, with nearly 6000 horse against 
Sikandar who was m Ondh. He himself continued his march 
towards MAmkpAr 

When he reached the pargana of BA1 Bareilly ho learnt 
that All Kali KhAn and BahAdur KhAn had crossed the Gauges 
with the object of proooeding towards KAlpl 1 He then directed 
his camp to proceed under the tommand of KhwAja Job An to

the fort of Karra, and then marched with all possible speed 
to the ferry of M&mkpui } There he crossed the river upon 
the back of an elephant, and fiom 1000 to 1500 men swam 
the river along with him. Majnun Kh&n and Asaf Kh&n, 
who were in advance, constantly sent back intelligence of the 
enemy It so happened that ’All Kuli Khan and Bah&dur Klian 
had occupied themselves all that night in wine- dunking and 
licentiousness, and were heedless of eveiy thing else The warlike 
demonstrations against them they attubuted to the daring of 
Majnun Kli&n, and would not believe that the Emperoi was 
near at hand 

On Sunday, the 1st Zi-1 hijja, the Emperor made his disposi- 
tions for action He himself took command of the centre 
.Asaf Kli&n and all the Atkas 1 2 were on the right; Majnun 
Khan and other amirs were on the left. This day His Majesty 
rode an elephant called Balsundar, and Mirza Koka, ivho 
bore the title of ’Azam Khan, was seated in the hoioda with 
him The enemy, being now fully aware of the Emperor’s 
advance, prepared themselves for death They drew out then 
forces, and sent a body of men to oppose the advanced guard 
of the Emperoi 3 B&ba Khan K&ksh&I, who commanded the 
advance, repulsed them and diove them back upon the lines of 
’All Kuli Kh&n. In the confusion, the hoise of one of the 
fugitives ran against the horse of ’All Kuli Khan, and the 
Kli&n’s turban fell off Bah&dur Khan saw this, and his spirit 
being roused, he made a bold charge upon the advanced guard 
under Baba Kh&n, and diove it back upon the ranks of 
Majnun Khan ' Bahadur Khan in the pursuit came between 
tlieso two forces He fought manfully, but his horse, being

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wonadod by an arrow became unmanageable, and ho mu thrown 
to the ground and made prisoner 

As the battle grew hot the Emperor alighted from his 
elephant and mounted a hone Then he gate orders for the 
elephants to bo dnven against the lines of 'All KuH KhAn 
There was among them an elephant Darned HirAnand, and wlion 
he approached the ranks of the enemy they lot loose against 
him an elephant ealled DiyAna , but HirAnand gave him such 
a butt, that he foil upou the spot. All Hull KhAn receivod a 
wound from an arrow and wlule he was engaged in drawing it 
out, another arrow ■ truck his horse. Tho animal became restive 
and All Kail KhAn also was thrown. An elephant named 
Norsing now came np and was abont to crush him when A11 
Hull KhAn cned out to the driver I am a great man if you 
take me alive to the Emperor he will reward yon." Tho driver 
paid no hoed to his words bat drove tho animal over him and 
crushed him under foot When the field was cleared of the 
enemy Nazar BohAdur placed Bahadur KhAn behind him on a 
horse and conducted lum to the presence of the Emperor By 
the efforts of the amirt he was pat to death After a httle 
while, the head of AH Kull KhAn ism An was also brought^. 
The Emperor then alighted from his horse and returned thanks 
for this victory This battle was fonght at the village of Man 
karwAl one of the dependencies of Joel and PayAg now known 
as HbdiAbAs, on Monday the 1st Zf 1 hljja, 074 h. 

While the Emperor was on his campaign against KhAn tarn An 
tho author s father remained at Agra in the performance of his 
duty to the Emperor and the author himself was at Agra with 
him Every day turbulent and designing men spread disastrous 
news. One day I said to one of my companions, Suppose we 
set some favourable reports afloat ? and he asked wliat we 
should say and I replied, Lot n* say that news has oome 
that they are bringing in the heads of KhAn xamAn and BnhAdor

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Kh&n.” I told this story to several persons Three days 
aftenvaids ’Abdu-lla, son of Murad Beg, brought in the heads 
of Kh&n-zam&n and Bali&dur Kli&n Tlie rumour was started 
m Agra on the very day they were slam \~ 

f When the Empeioi’s mind was relieved fiom all apprehension 
about his adversanes, he proceeded to Josi and Payag, and there 
rested two days Some persons, who had deserted the royal 
army to join ’All Hull Khdn, weie here brought m, and were 
handed over to keepers He then proceeded to Benares ;> Every 
follower of ’All Kuli Kkdn who came forward and was sub- 
missive to the Emperor’s powei was pardoned. Fiom Benares' 
he went to Jaunpur, and remained three days m sight of that 
city Some of "’All Kuli Khdn’s men, who had escaped from 
the battle-field and fled to Jaunpui, were all forgiven and kmdly 
treated From thence he went, attended by four or five persons, 
and, by rapid tiavellmg, m the course of three daj r s he reached 
the Granges, at the feiry of Karra and Mfimkpur, wheie there 
was a camp Ciossing the river in a boat, he went and rested 
in the foi tress Then he wrote to Mu’nim Kh&n Khcin-kh&u&n, 
summoning him fiom Agra. 

Several jagirdars of the Eastern province paid their respects, 
and were dismissed with honour. Some men of ’All Kuli s 
army, who were pusoneis and always intent upon ci eating a 
disturbance, such as Kli&n Kuli Uzbek, Ydr ’All and Mirzd 
Beg K&ksh&l, people of Majnun ’AH Kh&n, Khuslih&l Beg 
one of the guards of the late Emperoi Hum&yun, Mir ShtLh 
Badakhshi, and other malcontents, met with a terrible fatejl

It has boon previously mentioned that Muhammad Kali Khin 
Biriis and Mraaflbr Kb in were sent with a force against 8ikan 
dar and went towards Oudh On hearing of their approach, 
Sikandar took refuge in a fort Tho royal forces came up and 
laid siege to the fort. Sikandar was already bard pressed, when 
tho news arrived of tho destruction of Ali Kali Kliin and 
Bahidar Khin This greatly dispihtod the Uibeks, and they 
sent men to All KuII and Muxs (Tar Khin, to treat for peace 
Having thus engaged the commanders in negociatione, Sikandar 
evacuated the fort by the gate towards the river and embarked 
in boats As he had all tho boats the Imperial generals were 
unable to cross the nver Sikandar again sent a message to 
them declaring that he was quite ready to keep the engagement 
he had made, but his men were suspicious He therefore re- 
quested that they would come out In a boat to the middle of the 
nver, and he would moot them with two or three persons and 
settle the terms This wonld satisfy his men and they would 
proceed together to Coart Muhammad Kali Khin BirlAs 
lluxaffar Khin, and ItAji Todar Mai agreed to this proposition, 
and went out to the middlo of the stream Sikandar Khin, on 
the other side, came out with two or three persons, and had tho

property of him or his men. Upon this agreement, they sepa- 
rated, and each party went to his own side. 

Sikandar then made two days 1 maich, and wrote to the amirs, 
stating that the rise of the waters had prevented his staying on 
the banks of the river On hearing of his departure, the amirs 
went after him. When they leached Grorakhpui, they discovered 
that he had crossed the river and gone off. The country before 
them belonged to the Afghans, into which they coiild not enter 
■without the order of the Emperor. They wrote a statement of 
the position to Court, and received an answer to the effect, that 
as Sikandar had left the Imperial territory, it was unnecessary 
to pursue him His estates an djagirs were given to Muhammad 
Hull Kh&n Birlds. The amirs , on being acquainted with the 
contents of the letter, left Muhammad KuK Kh&n, and returned 
to Court

Many zamindars and o ajas of Hindustan had become subjects 
of the Imperial throne But R&nd Udi Singh, Bdjd of Mdnvdr, 
confident m the stiength of lus fortresses, and the number of 
his men and elephants, had thrown off his allegiance How that 
the Emperor had leturned to the capital, with lus mind at rest 
in respect of 'AH Kuli Khdn and other rebels, he tuined his 
attention towards the capture of Chitor He accordingly began 
to make preparations foi the campaign The paigana offBaydna 

was taken from Hdji Muhammad Kb dm Sfst&m, and given in 
jaglr to Hsaf Khdn, who was ordered to proceed thither, and 
- collect provisions and materials for the army The Emperor 
followed to the town of B&ri, with the avowed intention of

hunting, and there killed a thousand animal* in ■port Then he 
ordered his array to be bronght up, and proeeoded onwards to 
Mi maidina. ‘When he reachod tho fort of Stipar l 'he fonnd 
that, hearing of his approach, the men who garrisoned that fort 
for Rdi Sor^an of Hantambhor liad abandoned it and fled to 
Bantambhor The fort wa* placed in chargo of Haxar Bahidnr 
one of the Imperial adherent* From thence'die went on to 
Kota, one of the parganas of that country, of which he made 
Sh4h Mohammad Khin Kaodah&n the gorornor Next he 
marched to Gignjn/' on the borders of Milwa. 

Mini Uligh and Mini Shih sons of Muhammad Baltin 
Mini, had fled from Sambal and had oome into these parts, 
where they had begun a revolt, which tho Emperor deemed it 
nocetaary to suppress. He therefore appointed Shahibu-d din 
Ahmad Khin Shih Bidigh Khfin Mnhammad Murid Khin 
and H4ji Mohammad Slstini to jdgirs in Mandti and charged 
them with that duty When tho amlrt reached TTjjain, which 
ia one of tho chief places in that country they found that tho 
Minis, on hearing of the Emperors approach had assembled 
together and fled to Gujarit, to Ohangix Khin, the ruler of that 
country who had been one of the adherents of Sultiu Mahmud 
Gtyariti Bo the amirs obtained possession of Mandu without 
opposition. 

When the Emperor marched from Gigrin, Bin 4 Udi Singh 
left seven or eight thousand men to hold Ohitor under the 
command of a Bijpit named Jai Mai a valiant chief^ who had 
fooght against Mini Sharafti-d din Husain in tho fort of 
Mirths, as before related. The Bin 4 himself with all hi* 1 
relatives and dependents, took refuge in the hills ami jungles. ^ 

The fort of Ohitor is seated on a hill, which U about one kot in 
height, and has no connexion with any other hill The length 
of the fortress u three feu, and the width half a feu It contains

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plenty of running water. Under His Majesty’s orders, the 
ground round the fort was portioned out among the different 
ami i s. 

The royal forces were ordered to plunder and lay waste the 
country, and Aj3af Khan was sent to Hdmpur, 1 * * * a prosperous 
town of the province He attacked and captured the fort, and 
ravaged all the neighbourhood Husain Kuli Kh&n was sent 
with a detachment towards iTdipur and Kombalrmr, 8 which is 
one of the chief fortresses m that countiy, and is the residence 
of the Rdnd. He ravaged several towns and villages, but finding 
no trace of the Bdnd, he returned to the Impel lal camp 

When the siege of Ohitor had been carried on some time, the 
Emperor ordered the construction of sdbats, and the digging of 
mines About 5000 builders and carpenters and stonemasons 
were collected, and began their work of constructing sabdts on 
two sides of the fort A sabdt is a land of wall which is begun 
at musket-shot distance (from the fort), and under the shelter of 
its planks strongly fastened together and covered with raw 
hides, a kind of way ( lucha ) is conducted to the foi tress. The 
walls are then battered from it with guns, and a breach being 
made, the brave assailants rush into the fort. The sabdt which 
was conducted from the royal battery ( moichal-i badshdhl) was 
so extensive that ten horsemen abreast could ride along it, and 
it was so high that an elephant-nder with Ins spear in his hand 
could pass under it 

While the sabdt was in course of construction, the garrison 
kept up such a fire of guns and muskets, that more than 100 of 
the workmen and labourers employed m it were killed daily, 
although they covered themselves with shields of bull-hide. 
Corpses were used m the vails like bricks. In a short time, the 
sabdt was completed, and carried close to the fort. 

i About fifty miles S E from Chitor Asaf EMn had prenously reduced the fort 

of Mfuidal (the “Mundalour” of Malcolm's map, ten miles SE of Ghgrfin®)

- Thirty-four miles is’ VT of l/dipur. 
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The miners also earned their mine* to the foot of tho walls, 
and having constructed mines under two bastions which were 
near together, thej filled them with gunpowder A party of men 
of well known branny fully armed and accoutred, approached 
the bastions, ready to rush into the fort as Boon as a breach 
was made by tho explosion of the mines Fire was applied to 
both mma« at the same time, bat the match of one was shorter 
than the other and that made the explosion first The bastion 
was blown into the air, and a large breach was effected* Tho 
storming party at once rnshod to tho breach, and were about 
to enter when the second mine oxplodod, and the bastion was 
blown up Friends and foes, who were contending in tho breach 
were hurled into the air together and those also on whom the 
stone* fell perished It is notorious that stones of 200 mam. 
were earned to a distance of three or four ko% from the walls, 
and bodies of men who had been burnt were found* Saiyid 
Jamalii-d din and * • * and a great number of the Em poror s 
attendants, were shun and nearly 600 picked soldiers were killed 
by blow* from the stones A large number also of the infidels 
perished. 

After this disaster, the pnde and solicitude of tho Emperor bo - 1 
came still more intent npon the reduction of the fortress. A tdlAt 
which had been laid down m the battery of Shuji at KhAn was 
now completed. On the night of Tuesday 26th Sha bin, 976 n 
the Imperial force* assembled from all sides, and the wall being 
breached a grand struggle began. J/u Mol, commander of the 
fortress, came into the breach to encourage his men The Em 
peror was seated in a gallery which had been erected for him 
on the wfMf, and he had a musket in his hand. The free of 
Jai Mai was discernible by the light whioh was cast npon the 
spot by the fire of the guns and musket* The Emperor took aim] 
at him, and so wounded him that he died npon the spot. The! 
gamson was disheartened by the fall of their leader and each 1 
mao homed to Ills own home They collected their wives and ) 
children, property and effects, in one place and burnt them Thu 1 
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proceeding, m the language of the infidels of Hind, is called 
jauhar The royal forces were now massed, and they assaulted 
the breaches m several places Many of the infidels rushed 
forwaid to defend them, and fought most valiantly His Majesty, 
seated on the sabat, beheld the exertions of his men with an 
approving eye ’Add Muhammad Kandah&ri * * * * and 
others exhibited great valour and daring, and received great 
praise. All that night the fighting went on, but m the morning, 
which was a glorious morning, the place was subdued The 
Emperor mounted on an elephant, and, attended by his devoted 
followers on foot, entered the fortress An older foi a general 
massacre was issued, and more than 8000 R&jputs who were in 
the place received the rewaid of their deeds \ After noon the 
slaughter was stayed, and the Emperor returned to Ins camp, 
where he remained three days Asaf Kh&n was appointed to 
rule this country, and His Majesty staited for the capital, on 
Tuesday, the 25th Sha'bdn 

A curious incident m this siege was this A person was sitting 
near the battery of the author of this book, undei the shelter of 
a tree, with his right hand placed upon his knee As an oppor- 
tunity presented itself, he raised his thumb, covered with the 
stall usually Avorn by archers, and just at that moment a gun 
was fii ed from the fortress, and the ball passed Avithm the length 
of a barley-corn from his thumb, and did him no harm 

"When the Emperor started to effect the conquest of Chitor, he 
'vowed that if he were successful, he would make a pilgrimage to 
the tomb of Khw&ja Mu’inu-d din Chishti, which is at Ajmir In 
performance of this vow, he set off for Aj'miT, and walked all the 
way on foot. On Sunday, the 7th Ramaz&n, he reached Ajmir 
He performed all the observances of the pilgrimage, and made 
the poor and needy glad with his alms and offerings He 
remained there ten days, and then departed foi the capital

Thirteenth year qf the Reign 

Tho taginning of this year corresponded with Thursday 14th 
RamazAn, 075 n. (14th March 1508) At tho beginning of tlna 
year tho Emperor loft Ajmlr and proceeded by way of Mcw&t 
townrds Agra. On his journo^ ho passed a jnnglo which was 
the abodo of lions (ther) and tigers (habar) A tcmblo tiger 
(sAer) 1 camo oat, and IBs Majesty s followers, who were con 
etantly In attendance opon him diseliarged their arrows and 
stretched him in the dost IIis Majesty then gavo orders that 
if a like thing should occur again they wero not to shoot until 
ho directed them As they went on another tiger (lAer) largor 
and fiercer than tho first camo out and tnado towards tho 
Emperor Iso ono of tho attendants dared to firo without 
orders Tho tiger hunting King alighted from Ins Iiorso nnd 
lorelled a musket at tho beast Tho ball graicd tho animal a 
face inflicting a slight wound which cansod him to rush from 
Ins place towards Ills Majesty Tho Emperor fired a second 
time, nnd brought him down At this juncture Add Mnham 
mad Kandah&rf boldly placed an arrow to Ids bow and faced 
tho animal, which then turned away from tho Emperor and 
attacked him It brought him to tho ground and was about 
to toko his head In Ids month. That bravo follow in this 
sapremo moment, thrust his hand into the animal s mouth and 
sought to draw Ins dagger to stab him in the tally Bat tho 
liandlo of tho dagger stack in tho sheath nnd tho beast gnawed 
tho flesh and skin of tho hand wldch was in hU mouth hot- 
withstanding this 'Add managed to draw Ins dagger and in 
Aided somo deep wounds in tho animals tally Bravo men 
gathered round on all sides and finished him 'Add Muliammad 
received a sword cut besides tho wounds tho tiger had given him 
He lay for somo timo on tho bod of pain before ho diod of his 
wounds. 

After tho tiger hunt tho royal camp moved towards Alwnr, and

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directions were given that it should proceed thither, while the 
Emperor himself went to pay a visit to Shaikh Nizdm Harnauli 
He then returned to the camp, and proceeded with the army to 
the capital 

After a stay of some months at Agra, the Emperor resolved 
to attack the fort of Eantambhor, renowned as one of the 
strongest and highest foi tresses of Hindustan An order was 
issued for the assembling of those troops winch had not been 
engaged in the siege of Ckitor Ashiaf Khdn Mir-munshi and 
Sddik Khdn were sent on this service with a large portion of 
the Impeual army When these amhs had marched several 
stages, intelligence reached the Emperor of disturbances created 
by the sons of Muhammad Sultdn Mirzd, who had escaped from 
the hands of Ohangiz Khdn, in Gujardt , 1 and had laid siege to 
the fort of Ujjain, in Mdlwa. The Emperor then directed that 
Kallj KMn, with the amhs and the army that had been sent 
to Rantambhor, should undertake the repression of the revolt 
of the Mirzas 

The two forces united according to the order On approach- 
ing Sironj, Shahdbu-d din, the ruler of that satkar, came 
forth to meet them He joined them and marched on with 
them When they encamped at Sdrangpur, Shdh Bidagh Khdn 
joined them with his forces. The army had now grown very 
large When the Mirzds were apprised of its approach, they 
raised the siege of TJjjam, and went off towards Mandu Mu- 
hammad Murdd Khan and Mirzd Azizu-lla, who had been 
besieged m TJjjam, being thus released, came out and joined the 
amhs All marched together m pursuit of the Mirzas, who 
fled before them from Mandu to the banks of the Nerbadda. 
They crossed this river in such confusion that many of their 
men were drowned. Just at this time Jajhdr Khan Habshi 
'murdered Changiz Khdn, the ruler of Gf-ujardt, m the tirpauliya 
maidan of Ahmaddbdd When the -Mirzds heard of this, they

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sorxcd the chanco which it afforded, and fled to Gujarfit The 
Imperial amirt turned back from the nver Nerbaddo, and tho 
jdgirdart of Mandu returned to their jdglrt Kalij Kh6u and 
tho other emirs proceeded to Court, and wore roceirod with 
royal favour On rcacliing Gujnr&t tho Minds first seuod upon 
tho fort of Cliimpanir^ond them marched against Broach, to 
which they laid seigo After a whilo, tlioy by stratagem got 
into their power Rustam Kh&n Rum! wlio was besieged in tho 
fort and pat him to death* Tho remainder of this transaction 
will be told in its proper placo 

In tho course of tins year Mir Muhammad Xbdn i kaHn 
Kutbu-d din Muhammad Xh&u, and Kamdl Khan Qhakar 
jdglrddn of tho Panj&b wero summoned to Conrt They 
liastoned to obey, and in ItabI u 1 awwal 070 u n they armed 
and mado tlieir offerings Husain Kull KJi&n and his brother 
Ismail KMn wero summoned from Mgor and appointod to 
tho government of tho Ponj&b instead of them Tho jdylr of 
Muhammad Kh&n l kaldn, in tho tarkdr of Sambal, bceamo a 
tanlhtrdh When the Emporor marched to conquer Bantambhor 
Xlusain Kull Kh&n was his personal attendant in the campaign i 
But after tho reduction of Rantambhor and the return of Ills 
Majesty to Agra, Husain Xuli KMn and his brotlior Isma II 
Kuli Khfin took leave and departed to tho Panj&b On tho 
1st Rajab the Emperor raarchod from Agra against Rantambhor 
Proceeding to Dehll ho stayed tlioro somo doys and wont out to 
a kamurgha hunt, in tho neighbourhood of P&lam, whore four ' 
or firo thousand animals were killed.

; at the foot of the fort The place was invested, batteries raised, 
sabats constructed, and several breaches were effected by batter- 
J ing with cannon 

R&i Surjan, the commander of the fort, when he observed the 
progress of the siege, was brought down from the pinnacle of 
his pride and insolence, and he sent out his two sons, Dudli 
and Bhoj by name, to ask for terms His Majesty received 
kindly the two young men, who had come to seek his mercy, 
and pardoned their transgressions He sent Husain Kuli Kli&n, 
who had received the title of Kh&n-jah&n, into the fort to give 
assurances to Rdi Suijan. He did so, and brought the R&i to 
wait upon the Emperor, when he made a frank submission, and 
was enrolled among the royal servants 1 On Wednesday, 3rd 
Shaww&l, the conquest of the fortress was accomplished, and on 
the next day the Emperor went m to examine the place He 
placed Mihtar KMn in command of the fortress, and then pre- 
pared to return to the capital. Leaving the army under the 
command of Khwdja Aminu-d din Mahmud, who was entitled 
Khw&ja-jab&n, and Muzaffar Khan, the Emperor left them to 
conduct the army back to the capital, while he made a hasty 
journey to pay a visit to the tomb of F&izu-l anw&r Khw&j'a 
Mu’inu-d din Ohishti He remained there a week, and then 
departed for Agra, where he ai rived on Wednesday, 4th Zi-1 
ka’da, 976 Darb&r Kh&n, one of his personal attendants, had 
been compelled by sickness to continue with the army, and he 
died before His Majesty reached Agra. Upon his return His 
Majesty went into the Kh&n’s dmmg-hall, and made a princely 
provision for his family

On Wednesday, 18th ’of Rabi’u-l awwal, 977 h , and the four- 
teenth year of the reign, when seven hours of the day had 
passed, the exalted prince Sult&n Salim Mirzd was born in the 
house of Shaikh Salim Ohishti, in the town of Fathpur The 
Emperor himself was m Agra at the time, and the joyful tidings 
was conveyed to him by Shaikh Ibrdhim, son-in-law of Shaikh 
Salim, who was right royally rewarded. In thanksgiving for this 
happy event, gifts were distributed among the people, pnsoners 
were set free, and great feasts were held, which were kept up for 
seven days with great pleasure and rejoicing The date of the 
birth is found m the words Shah-i al i Timur Kliwdja Husain 
composed an ode, of which the first line contained the date of 
the Emperor’s accession, and the second the date of the prince’s 
birth Th^ Khwdja received a present of two lacs of tankas 
for this ode, and several other poets received rewards for their 
productions The Emperor made Fathpur 1 a royal abode, raised 
a stone fortification round it, and built some splendid edifices, 
so that it became a great city Before the punco was born, the 
Emperor had resolved in his own mind, that if the Almighty 
granted his wishes, he would go a pilgrimage on foot to the 
/shrine of Muradu-l anivar Kutbu-l wasilin Khwdja Mu’inu-d din 
1 Ohishti. Having piepared his offerings, on Fnday, the 12th 
Sha’bdn, 977, he started on foot fiom Agia for Ajmir. Every 
day he travelled seven or eight kos He visited the shrine, and 
performed the usual observances immediately upon his arrival 
He passed some days there, and then left Ajmir for Dehli, 
where he arrived in .Ramazan, 977.

For fifty days he 
shed the light of his justice and equity upon the poor people of 
Ndgor From thence he proceeded to Ajodhan, to pay a visit 
to the tomb of Shaikh Faridu-d din Mas’ud Gfanj-i shakar B&i 
Kaly&n Mai, who was so fat that he could not ride on horseback, 
now received permission to return to Bikanir ; but his son was 
ordered to lemam in attendance upon Bis Majesty, m which 
he received high promotion, as will be related in the piopei 
place 

There were many wild asses (gor-khai) in this deseit country, 
and His Majesty, who had never hunted this animal, was 
desirous of doing so One day as he was journeying on, the 
scouts brought infoimation that there was a herd of wild asses 
m the vicinity of the camp He immediately mounted a fleet 
courser, and after a ude of foui or five kos, came in sight 
of the herd He got off his horse, and commanded all his 
followers to remain quiet He himself, with four or five 
Biluchis, who were acquainted with the countiy, approached 
the herd with guns m their hands At the first shot he struck 
an ass, and the remainder of the herd, being fnghtened by the 
noise, dispersed His Majesty cautiously approached, and struck 
another, and so on, until sixteen asses fell by his hand. That 
day he travelled nearly seventeen kos m hunting, and at the 
close returned to the camp By his order the sixteen asses were 
brought to the camp in carts, and their flesh was distributed in 
front of the royal tent among the amhs and courtiers Then 
he proceeded towards Ajodhan , and on arriving in sight of the 
place, he went on immediately, and performed all the ceremonies 
of pilgrimage, and distributed Ins bounty among the poor * * * 

From thence he ..proceeded towards Lahore, and when he 
ai rived at Dip&lpur, the jagh dar of that pa) gana, Mirza ’Aziz 
Muhammad Xokaltash, who bore the title of ’Azam Kh&n, and 
was well known as Mirz& Koka, piepared an entertainment, and 
begged him to stay there a few days and rest His Majesty 
graciously consented, and remained there Fom-some days 
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feasting went on^aud npon the last day splendid offerings were 
presented to lum Arab and Persian horses, with saddles of 
silver, hago elephants, with chains of gold and silver, and 
housings of velvet and brocade and gold and silvor, and pearls 
and jewels and rubies and garnets of great pneo chairs of 
gold, and silver vases, and vessels of gold and silver staffs of 
Europe Turkey, and China, and ollior precious things bevond 
all conception Presents of similar kind also were presented for 
tho young princes and tho Emperor s wires. All the ministers 
and attendants and dignitaries received presents and every 
soldier of the army also participated in the bounty 

Sixteenth year of the Reign 

Tho beginning of tills year corresponded with Sunday, 17th 
Sliaww&l, 078 H (13th March 1671 ad) 

At the beginning of this year Ills Majesty departed from 
Dlp&lpur for Lahore, and Ilasan Hull Kli6n the governor of 
that city hastened forth to rccclvo him Leaving his camp at 
Malkapur the Emperor went on speedily to Lahore lie passed 
that day and night In tho home of JTasan Kail, and next day 
tho Kh&n presented his gifts On tho following day tho Emperor 
returned to tho camp, and after spending a few days in the 
vicinity of Lahore, lie sot off for Ilisir FIroiah, on a visit to 
the shnno of Khw&ja Mu Inu-d din 

Nfihld Begam was wifo of Mnhlbb All Khfin son of Mir 
Khalifa, and her mother was wifo of Mini feu Tarkbfin tho 
ruler of Thntta. Mini fsi being dead Nihid Begam had 
received loavo from Ills Majesty abont a year before this date 
to go to Sind, to see her mother, and bring tho daughter of 
Mini 'Tsi td pay homage to the Emperor Mohammad IUU 
Tarkhin now occupied tho scat of his father and would lrnro 
nothing to do with Nihid Begam Sho Ihoroforo returned in 
anger to the Emperor, and mado a statement of tho harshness 
and tyranny of Muhammad Bdkl and of the disrespect ho liad 
shown to the Emperor s servants She said that If tho Emperor 

u 
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would permit and support her husband Muhibb ’All Kh&n, he 
could easily effect the conquest of Thatta As N&hld Begam 
was returning from Thatta, she had some conversation at Bakar 
with Sultan Mahmud Bakarl, who was one of the officers of 
Mirzd Shdh Husain Arghun, and his kola , and, after the death 
of Mirzd Slidh, Bakar remained in his possession This Sult&n 
Mahmud Sal di Samarkand! told Nahid Begam that if Muhibb 
’All Khan would undertake the conquest of Thatta, he would 
join and assist him, and that he would have no need of any 
further support In consequence of this promise, Udhfd Begam 
was very desirous of going to Sind Muhibb ’All Khdn had 
for a long time given up the military life, so the Emperor 
granted him a banner and a kettle-drum, and he gave him a 
jagir of fifty lacs of tankas m the saikar of Multdn, towards the 
expense of the campaign He also sent with him his daughter’s 
son Mujdlnd, a young man of resolution and courage, and he 
wrote a faim&n to Sa’id Khdn, the ruler of Multdn, directing 
him to support Muhibb ’AH Khdn 

When the Emperor left the Panjdb foi Fatli pur his royal 
residence (clat u-l Unldfat), he sent Muhibb ’AH on his expedi- 
tion Upon arriving at his jagir in Multdn, Muhibb ’All set 

> about collecting men, and got together nearly 400 horse Bely- 
, mg upon Sultdn Mahmud Bakarl, he wrote letters to him, and 

> began Ins march But Sultan Mahmud was adverse to the 
entrance of any Imperial forces into his territory, so, disregarding 
the promises he had made to Ndhid Begam, he sent to say that 
he would not allow Muhibb ’AH to pass through his country, 
but that if Muhibb ’All would march by way of Jesalmir, he 
would send his army to him, and render him all the assistance 
he could 

Muhibb ’AH, and his grandson Mujdlnd, took a bold course, 
and proceeded towards Bakar Sultdn Mahmud sent his 
whole army to oppose them, but his men were defeated, and 
obliged to seek refuge in the fort of Mdnila Mujdhid and 
Muhibb ’AH Khdn besieged the fort for six months, and at 
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length obtained possession of It bj capitulation At thin time 
Mub&rak Rhdn a ilaro of Sult&n Mahmud'*, who acted as his 
rail/ being aggrieved with hb master, went and joined Muhibb 
All The latter haring increased hi* force laid *iegc to Bakar 
Snltin Mahmud sent out Ins arm\ amounting to ncarlj 2000 
horso and 1000 foot archers and gunners They were defeated 
in battlo and driven back Into the fort. Tor three years Sult&o 
Mahmud sometimes dailj sometimes every two or three day# 
sent out armed ships and ghrdl t to fight Three times ho sent 
out his whole annv horse and foot to fight a regular battle but 
each timo ho was deflated In consequence of tho largo number 
of men which ho had crowded into the fort pestllcuco and sick 
ne^s 1 broke out and becamo very fatal so that 000 to 1000 
persons died dally At length in the year 983 Mahmud him 
self died, and tho fort came into iho possession of the Emperor s 
adherents 

When tho Emperor left tho Panjub and proceeded to Fathpur 
Mnn Im Klt&n Kbdn kli&n&n camo from Jaunpur bringing 
Slkandar Khdn with lum The offences of Sikandar Kh&n were 
pardoned and the jdg\r of Lucknow was conferred upon him ' 
Kh&n kh&n&n quickl> relumed to secure hb Bengal frontier 
Sikandar Klian also took lib leave, and was sent along with 
Klidn kh&nuu to lib jdglr Each rceoived a jewelled sword 
bolt and four horses with golden noddles Soon after lib amvnl 
at Lucknow Sikandar Khdn foil sick, and died on tho 10th 
Jurnddn 1 awwnl, 970 n

Campaign in Qtjarit* 

In the Court of tho Emperor conversation continually turned 
upon the state of ofTairs in Gujardt, and information was often

brought about the oppression and wilfulness of its petty rulers, 
and about the rum of its towns and cities.*/ Now that His 
Majesty’s mind was set quite at rest by the suppression of rebels, 
and the reduction of their lofty forts, he turned his attention 
to the conquest of Gujardt. The order was given for the as- 
sembling of the army, and on the 20th Safar, 980, m the 
eighteenth year of the reign, the Emperor started and pro- 
ceeded, enjoying the chase on his way, to Ajmir. On the 15th 
Rabi’u-1 awwal, he paid a visit to the tomb of Khwdja Mu’inu-d 
din Clushti, and gladdened the hearts of the shaikhs and atten- 
dants with Ins munificent gifts. Next day lie made a visit to 
the tomb of Saiyid Husam Khdng-sawdr, a descendant of Zainu-1 
’dbidin, which is on the top of a hill at Ajmir. Next day, Mir 
Muhammad Khan Atka, better known by the title of Klian-i 
kaldn, was sent on in advance with 10,000 horse, and His 
Majesty followed on the 22nd Rabfu-s sdni 

Two stages from Ndgor, messengeis brought lnm the news 
that m the night of Wednesday, 2nd Jumdda-1 awwal, a . son 
was bom to him [at Ajmir] 1 He spent several days in rejoicing, 
and made many happy by his munificence As the child had 
been born m the house of Shaikh Ddmydl, one of the most 
pious and celebrated shaikhs of the time, he gave the pnnce the 
name of Harnydl After the lejoicmgs were ovei, he again 
marched and arrived at Nagor, on the 9th Jumdda-1 awwal. 
There he remained fourteen days employed m ai ranging for the 
supply of his army. 

From thence he marched to Mirath, and there he was m- 
foimed that when Mir Muhammad Khdn came near to Snohi, 
the Rdjd of that place professed subjection and obedience, and 
sent some Rdjpdts as envoys to wait upon the Mil The 
envoys arrived and dehvered their message Mir Muhammad 

ling in tli each other, and oppressing the peasants ’Itimad Ehfin ivas minister of tho 
country, hut was not able to keep it in. his grasp, and each chief in his own city 
considered himself supreme ruler of Gujartit ” — Tdt dft-t Alp

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KhAn gave them an appropriate answer and fine robes and then 
according to tho etiquette observed among tho people of India, 
ho dismissed them with his own hand 1 Odo of thoso desperato 
cnvoyi nt that moment stabbed the Khfin in tho breast, and tho 
weapon pierced through to his back under the shoulder Bahfidur 
KhAn, a young man and a servant of tho KhAn who was standing 
behind Shcr KhAn, but now has Ins placo among the nobles 
rushed forward and selling the Rfijput, dashed him to tho 
ground. Muhammad S&dik Khfin wlio was seated bj tho side 
of the KhAn arose and despatched tho accursed wretch with Ins 
dagger When this intelligence reached the Emperor on the 
samo day ho sent Lashlcar KhAn 2Tir-l<i}'h%h\ to Inquire after 
Mir Muhammad KhAn and next dav he marched forward him 
self. SAdilc Multammnd KhAn and tho other nm\rt called in 
surgeons who dewed the KhAn s wounds and by tho Emperors 
good fortune tho severe wound was cured in fifteen days and 
the Khfin mounted his horse with his quiver girt upon his loins 

Tho Emperor continued hla march, and on tho 8th JumAda s 
sAni formed a junction with the advanced force 'When ho 
reached Sirohl eighty RAjpula in a tcmplo and seventy in tho 
RAjAs house, stood ready to perform tho vow they lmd made to 
dre In a few moments thoy were all despatched Dost Mu 
hammad, son of TAtAr KhAn ponshed in the RAjA s liouso At 
this stage His Majesty resolved to send ono of his officers to 
malco sure of tho territory of Joudhpdr and keep tho road to 
Gnjarfit open so that none of tho R&nAs might be ablo to inflict 
anyjoss Tins duty was imposed upon RAi Singh Dikaniri • ] 
who was sent with a strong forco of Imperial troops Fanndnt j

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were written to the amhs and jaghddis of that province, direct- 
ing them to render Rdf Singh every assistance he might lequiro 

At this stage Yar ’All Turkoman, with an escort of Turko- 
mans, came as an ambassador from Sultan Muhammad Mirzd, 
and fiom Shah Tahmdsp, King of Khuidsan, bringing with them 
Arab and Persian horses, and other piesents Thoy were 
received by His Majesty with all due state and honour The 
Emperor then marched from Snohf to Pattan Nahrwala, and 
when he arrived near the fort of DIsa, which is twenty los from 
VPattan, intelligence was brought that the sons of Sher Khan 
fculddf had taken off their troops and families towards Tdar. 
The Emperor sent Rdjd Mdn Singh in command of a detach- 
ment after them On the 1st Rajab, 980, the aimy arrived in 
sight of Pattan, and rested there foi a week The government 
v of the country was conferred upon Saiyid Ahmad Khdn Bdrha, 
a^man of courage aud resolution, who had numerous friends and 
allies among the Saiyids of Hmdustdn At this halt Rdjd Mdn 
Singh returned, bringing in a large booty, which he had taken 
from the remnant of the Afghdns.J 

The Emperor then marched towards Ahmaddbdd Sher Khdn 
Eulddf had been engaged for six months besieging Ahmaddbdd, 
which was held by ’Itimdd Khdn but when he heard of the 
Emperor’s approach, he took to flight The Emperor had hardly 
advanced two stages from Pattan, when Sultdn Muzaffar, son 
of Sultdn Mahmud G-ujardtf, whom ’Itimdd Khdn had kept 
continually in confinement, came with a great display of respect 
to meet the Emperor, and on Sunday, 8 the 9th Rajah, was

After the departure of the ’ Azam-hhdn , the Emperor deter- 
mined upon attacking the fortress of Surat, which was the home 
and stronghold of the Mirzas To effect this purpose lie sent 
Saiyid Mahmud Klidn Barba, Shah Kuli Khan Mahram Khdn-i 
’dlam, R&jd Bhagwdn D&s, Kunwar Mdn Singh * * * and 
several others, to overpower Husain Mirzd, who was m Surat 
Next day, 17th Sha’bdn, when one watch of the night was 
passed, intelligence was brought m that Ibi&him Mirza Khdn, 
having heard at Broach of the Emperor’s advance, had murdered 
Rustam Kh&n Rurni^ and then left the town, intending to pass 
about eight hos distance fiom the Empeior’s camp, and to raise 
disturbances and rebellion elsewhere 

On hearing this, the Emperor’s wrath was kindled. He 
instantly gave orders that Khwdja-jahdn, Shujd’at Kh&n, Kalij 
KMn, and Sadik Kh&n should take charge of the young prince 
Salim, while he went to chastise Ibrdhim Mirza He took with 
lum Mahku-sli Shark Gujardti, who was well acquainted with 
the roads, and he sent Shahbdz Khan Mb Bakhshl m all haste, 
to recall to his side Saiyid Muhammad Khdn, and the forces 
which had marched against Surat ^ The remainder of that night, 
and the greater part of the next day, he kept up the puisuit for 
a long distance When night came on, he arrived with forty 
horsemen on the hanks of the river Malimdrl ^ Ibrdliim Husain ' 
Mirzd was in the town of Sarnal, on the other side of the river

It was now discovered that Ibr&hfm Husain had quitted tho / 
town and tho Emperor garo orders for tho pursuit The ( 
troops accordingly loft tho walla and went ont into tlio plain 
and there tho two parties confronted each other Ibrdhlm 
Ilnsain mado an attack upon Bdbd Khin Kdkslidl who had 
been sent forward with a party of bowmon Although tlieso 
mado a stout resislaiico, they were driven hack a short distance 
But overy man of tho Imperial force fought desperately, and 
killed a great many of the cnomy Blnlpat, son of lUjd Blhd^ 
Hal, a very bravo young man, mado a clinrgo upon tho enemy; 
and fell Emboldened by his fall the cnomy renewed his attack! 
Bat tlio royal forces wore In a contracted spot, whore three 
horsemen conld not pass abreast, os It was all hedged in with

on darker than the fate of that band, so the Emperor gave 
orders to stop the pursuit. Ibi&hmi Husain, Kh&n, glad to save 
his life, made off with a few persons by the Ahmadnagar road 
to Snohi The Emperor went into the town of Sarnal, and 
offered thanks for his victory. Every man who served in this 
engagement received his reward yin increased rank and m jagii s 

Next day the Emperor started on his return to the loyal 
camp, but he sent on in advance Surokh BadakhsM, whose con- 
duct in this affair had gained the royal approbation, to cany- 
news of the victory to the princes When the news arrived, 
the princes and the ladies of the haiem , and the ami) 8 and the 
officials, were filled with joy sufficient to last them their lives.

After a littlo reflection tho 
carefal builder determined on Ins plan On tho two sides of tho 
fort which face tho land ho formed ditches reaching to tho water 
winch were twenty yards ( dard ) * wide, and filled with water they 
were built of stone clmnam and burnt bricks Tho thickness 
of the doublo walls 5 is five yards and the height twenty yards, 
and these are likcwuo built of stone chunam, and burnt bnek 
Tho thickness of tho four walls is fifteen yards, and the height 
twenty yards It Is a reraarkablo circumstance that each stono 
is firmly fastened to the next with cramps of iron, having molten 
lead poured into tho interstices The battlements and embra 
sure* are formed of atone, and are formidable to look at. On 
tho top of tho tower there is a ehaulandi 4 wlucli, In tho opinion 
of Europeans, is nn Invention of the Portuguese When tho 
Europeans were unablo to prevent the erection of the fortress 
by force of arms they offered largo sums of money to prevent 
tho raising of this structure But khuddwand KMn in con 
tempt of tho Europeans, rejected their application and raised tho 
structure 

After tho death of Cliangix KMn tho fortress camo into tho

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possession of the Mirz&s When the Emperor marched into 
Gujar&t, the Mirz£s placed all their soldiers m the place, and 
left it under the command of Ham-zab&n, who had formerly 
been one of the oiderlie3 ( lorchidn ) of the Emperor Humdyun, 
hut had fled from the Imperial Court, and joined the lebels 
The Mirz&s themselves did their best to stir up war and strife 
outside 

When Ibr&him Husain Mirzd was defeated and put to flight 
at Sarnal, the Emperor returned to Baroda, and renewed his 
design of conquering Surat. He sent forward Sli&h Hull Kh&n 
and Sadik Kh&n, with instructions to invest the fort so that 
no one could get out. Upon this movement becoming known 
to the garrison, Gulrukh Begam, daughter of Princo Kamr&n 
and wife of Ibrdhim Husain Mirzd, took her son Muzaffar Khdn 
Mirzd with her, and fled to the Dekhin before the arrival of the 
Imperial forces When the amirs heard of her escape, Shdli 
Hull Khdn Mahram pursued her for fifty los, and returned 
unsuccessful, but some of the Begam’s servants fell into his 
hands. Some days afterwards the Emperor sent Baja Todar 
Mai to examine and ascertain precisely the inlets and outlets of 
the fortress. After a week he returned and made Ins report 1 

His Maj'esty, relying on the help of the Almighty, left Baioda 
on the 25th Sha’bdn, and encamped at the distance of a los 
from Surat on the 18th Bamazdn On the same night he went 
up and reconnoitred the fort He distnbuted the batteries 
among his amirs , and three days afterwards he moved his camp, 
and pitched his tent so neai the fortress that cannon shot and 
musket balls could reach it But the chief carpet-spreader 
brought to Ins knowledge thiough the ambs that there was near 
at hand a tank called Goll-t&l&b, and although the bank of the 
tank was close to the fort, the uneven ground and the trees 
would prevent balls from reaching it So the order was given 
for the removal of the royal tents to this spot

Tho wretched disloyal Ham tabAn and all the people in tho 
fort sent out ilanldnd jSiznmn-d din Ldrf who wns a student 
and an eloquent man to suo for quarter The Maul&nd was 
conducted to tho royal tent, nnd mado his plea for mercy through 
tho amir* and officials The chief amir* reminded Ills Majesty 
that the battene* had been advanced ver} forward and when 
they taw that ho was inclined to mercy they remarked tliat the 
garrison Iiad resisted and fonght with all tlioir might so long as 
they lind any power, and now that thoy saw that tho fall of tho 
placo was imnlinent they were read} to beg for morey IUs 
Majesty in his gentleness and humanit} granted tho petition 
Mauldnd Jsix&mu-d din Ldrf was allowed to pay his homage to 
the Emperor, and being dismissed, he returned to tho fortress 
with the glad news of quarter liaring been conceded 

A royal order was then uiued for Kdsim All KMn and ' 
Khwdja Daulat Nfinr to proceed Into tho fortress with tho

were written down, and the list was presented to the Emperor 
Kasim ’All and Khw&ja Daulat N&zn, by order of His Majesty, 
brought Ham-zabdn and all the men before him, and Ham- 
zabdn, foi all Ins fluency, hung down his head with shame, and 
could not speak In gratitude for the victory, the Emperor 
pardoned the common people and inhabitants of the place, "but 
Ham-zaban and some otheis, who weie the instigators of all the 
^strife, were punished and kept m custody 1 This conquest was 
'effected on the 23rd Shawwal, m the year 980 2 

Next day the Emperoi went in to inspect the fortress After 
much consideration and examination, he gave orders for the 
necessary repairs and improvements Dunng Ins inspection 
some large moitars {deg) and guns ( zaiba-zan ) attracted his 
attention Those moitais bore the title of Sulaimani, from the 
name of Sulaiman Sult&n of Turkey When he made his 
attempt to conquer the ports of Gujarat, ho sent these moitars 
and some guns, 3 which aie in the foit of Juuagaih, with a large 
army by sea As the Turks weie unable to overcome the diffi- 
culties and obstacles they encountered, and weie obliged to 
return, they left these mortars and the gun which is now m 
Jundgarh on the sea- shore, and returned to their country The 
mortars remained upon the sea-shore until Khuddvvand Kh&n 
built the foi tress of Surat, when he placed them in the fort 
The one which was left m the country of Surath 4 was taken to

no great necessity for these mortars in tho fort of Surat, tho 
Emperor gave orders for their being removed to Agra. On tho

being questioned Jajliar Khan acknowledged tbo deed, and tho 
Emperor m lna indignation, ordered him to bo cast nndor tho

Fan ok* Eccntt that occurred during the Siege qf Surat 
Whilo tho Emperor was engaged in tho siege of Surat, several 
ovents occurred Among thorn was the journey of 
Husain Mirzd to ITindustdn for tho purpose of raising 
an ecs After Ins defeat at Sarndl Ibrdhlm fled to tli 

bourhood of Pattan, where ho joined Muhammad Husain Mirzd 
and Slidh Mind and informed thorn of his cscapo and of tho 
slcgo of Surat. After consultation It was resolved that Ibrdhlm 
Husain Hind should go into Ilmdustdn and crcato disturbances, 
whilo the other two Minds, along with Slier Khdn Fulddi hud 
slogo to Patt&n thoir expectation being that the Emperor, on 
receiving intelUgenco of these proceedings, would abandon tho 
siege of Surat, and tall back upon Alimaddbdd, to repress these

tbem, they invested Pattan Saiyid Abmad Khan Bdrha (tbe 
governor) put tbe fort m order, and shut bimself up He sent 
an account of tbe investment to tbe Emperor, wbo, on bearing it, 
issued orders that Kutbu-d din Muhammad Khdn and * * * all 
tbe jagh ddrs of Malwa, Kdisin, and Chanderi, and all tbe other 
nobles and adherents of tbe Impenal throne, such as * * *, 
should assemble under tbe command of ’Azam Khdn to repress 
this rebellious attempt 

The nobles accordingly joined ’Azam Khdn and marched to 
i Pattan When tbey were five Los distant from Pattan, Muham- 
mad Husam Mirzd and Slier Khan Fulddi came forward to 
meet tbem 2 Tbe Mirzds fell upon tbe advance and defeated it. 
They then attacked tbe right, which was under Kutbu-d dfn 
Muhammad Khdn, and defeated it also Shdh Muhammad 
Atka received a wound and fled. These two divisions being 
broken, fled towards Ahmaddbdd. Kutbu-d din’s camp was 
plundered, and Shaikh Muhammad Bukhari 3 was killed When 
’Azam Khdn saw the defeat of his right and left, and the fall of 
Muhammad Bukhdii, he resolved to make a bold attempt to 
retrieve matteis, and to dash into the fight But Biddgh Khdn, 
who was himself a man of war, held his bridle, and would not 
let him go When the enemy’s men dispersed in search of 
plunder, and there lemamed but few m array, ’Azam Khdu, with 
Biddgh Khdn, formed his ranks and fell upon the enemy’s 
centre. By God’s help, victory declared m their favour, and 
the foe was scattered on every side 4 Shei Klidn Fulddi, in a 
forlorn and helpless state, went to Amin Klidn, the ruler of

Saiyid Ahmad Klidn Bdrha in command as before, and went to 
tho Emperor, whom ho joined under tho fort of Surnt on tho 
20th Sliaww&l, and reported tho do\otion and bravorv of tho 
amirt and all tlic troops On Ilia way back, he sent Kutbu-d

journey by Jdlor towards Fatlipur At one stage from Ajmlr, 
he received a communication fiom Sa’id Khan, the governor of 
Multdn, to inform him of the death of Ibidhim Husain Mirzd 

When Ibidhim Husain Mirzd burned off from Gujardt, he 
proceeded to the town of MirthaV At eleven Los from that 
place, he plundered a caravan which was on its way from Gujaidt 
to Agra. Upon reaching Ndgor, Farrukh Klidn, son of Khan-i 
kalan, who governed there on behalf of his father, witlidiew 
into the fort, 2 and the Mirzd, after plundenng the houses of the 
poor people in the environs of the city, -went on to Ndruaul 
Rdf Ram and Rdi Singh, whom the Emperor had left at J oudh- 
pur with about 1000 horse to keep open the communications 
when he marched into Gujarat, gathered their men and pursued 
the Mirzd On reaching Ndgor, they joined Fanukh Khdn, 
and continuing the pursuit, they came up with the Mirzd one 
evening at the village of Katholl, 3 twenty Los from Ndgor, but 
he took the alaim, and managed to make his escape 

On the 2nd Ramazdn, 980, the troops halted on the banks of 
a great tank, when the Mirzd, who was only a little m advance, 
turned back and attacked the troops which w r ere m pursuit of 
him The troops held their ground and defonded themselves

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When the ItAji armed at Lahore, Husain Kail Kh&n, • * • 
and other nobles of the Panjdb set oat for Isagarkot On 
reaching Damharf, tho holder of tliat place, whoso namo was 
Choto and who was a relative of Jal Cliand relying on the 
secant} of his fort which lie liad strengthened, kept himself m 
pnvate and sent two rttUU with las offenngs Ho also sent

Tho officers loft in charge of tho fort by Itdjd Jal Cliand 
dlscliargcd muskets and arrows and stones against the troops 
who liad dispersed in search of plnnder and indicted some 
damage Upon hearing of this, Husain Kali Khdn mounted 
Ills horse with tho other amirt to reconnoitre tho place. He 
asconded a hill which Is opposito to tho fort, and commands it.

When 
peace was concluded, tho kkutla read, and tho coins stamped 
with tho Emperor o namo, Ilusam Kuli Rhdn marched 
awn} 

Ho then proceeded against Ibrahim Ilosain Mind At the 
town of Jamdri ho paid n visit to the holy hhwdja Abdu sh 
shahid, who presented him with Ins garment, and sent his 
blessings with him When ho reached Tutarabha, ho achiorod 
tho victory, which lias already been described Upon Ills 
Majesty arriving at Fathpur after his campaign in Gnjardt 
Husain kuli khdn took Mas ud nusatn Mind with him and 
went to wait upon the Emperor Tho other prisoners, nearly 
300 in number, wero presented to the oyca of tho Emperor with 
cow hides plaeed on their nocks in a strango fashion 1 Tho 
eyes of Mas ud Ilusam Mind wero sewed up but tho Emperor 
in his kindness ordered them to bo openod Sovoral of tho 
prisoners wero liberated, but some, who had taken a leading part 
among tho rebels, woro kopt in custody On the samo day Sa Id 
Khdn arrived, bringing with him as an offbnng tho head of 
Ibrdhim Ilusam Mind, and he revolted distinguished marks 
of favour 

When tho Emperor returned from Gnjardt, there remained

campaign were sent to strengthen ’Azam Khdn But he had 
hardly been six months in his capital, when news of fresh out- 
breaks came in time after time, and ’Azam Khdn himself wrote 
for reinforcements.

Events which occur) ed in Gujaidt. 

When the Emperor had settled the affairs of Gujaidt, and 
had returned to his capital, the disaffected and rebellious men, 
who had crept into corners and hidden themselves m dread of 
the royal forces, once more raised their heads Having assem- 
bled round Ikhtiydru-1 Mulk, 1 they got possession of Alimad- 
nagai and the surrounding territory 

Muhammad Husain Mnzd left the Dekhin 2 with the intention 
of attempting the recapture of Surat Kalfj Khan, who was 
jdgirdar of the fort, made it secure, and prepared for a siege j so 
Husain Mirzd gave up the project, and made a rapid march upon 
Kambdy 3 Hasan Khdn Karkarah, the shikhdd) , being unable to 
make any resistance, fled to Ahmaddbdd 4 

Khdn-i ’azam sent Naurang Khdn and Saiyid Ahmad Bukhdn 
against the Mirza, while he himself marched to Ahmadnagar 
and fdar agamst Ikhtiydru-1 Mulk. When Naurang Khdn and 
Saiyid Buklidrf approached Kambdy, Muhammad Husam Mirzd 
came out to meet him Sharp fighting went on for several days, 
and Saiyid Jaldl, son of Saiyid Bahdu-d din Bukhdri, was 
killed At length the Mirzd was worsted, and fled to join 
lkhtiydru-1 Mulk. ’Azam Khdn, who had marched against 
Ikhtiydru-1 Mulk, took a position near Ahmadnagar He 
several times attacked him, and fighting went on for several days 
between Ahmadnagar and Iklar with no decisive result

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Intelligence now came that tlio eons of Slier Khdn Fnlddl tlio 
Mn of Jajhdr Khdn and Mind Mulmmmad Husain liad joined 
Ikhtivdru 1 Mnlk and Lad formed the plan of making a rapid 
march by a different road to Ahmaddb&d On being informed of 
tins Khdn 1 02 am marched for that eity, and when ho reached 
it ho rent a messenger to summon Kntbu-d din Mohammad 
Khdn from llroach who accordingly marched and joined Khfin i 
aiam at Ahmaddb&d Ikhtty&m 1 Mnlk and Muhammad 
Husain Mind, and the other insurgents, got together a force 
of 20 000 men— Mughals Onjardtls Habshls Afgh&ns and 
F&jputs — around Ahmad&b&d, Tho R&jd of Tdar also kept up 
a connexion with thorn 

Khdn 1 aiam and Kutbti-d din being nnable to depend upon 
aomo of their men shat themselves up in tho town bat sallied 
ont every day and fought under tho walls One day Fdzil Khdn, 
son of Ivh&n i kaldn, went out and mndo a bold Qttack upon tho 
enemy, and killed several men but ho was slain by a thrust from 
a spear Khdn i axam daily sent off despatches to tlio Fmperor 
calling for assistance Tlio Fmperor therefore resolved onca 
more to ralso his banner in Gujar&t, to clear tho country of tho 
rebels, and to uproot their families 

Tho r mperor summoned Ins elorks and officials and gave 
them directions to provido for tho outGt of an army Tho 
former campaign had lasted a year and tho men through tho 
length of tho march were without accoutrement* After re- 
turning tboy had not hod sufficient tlmo to get money from 
thoir jagin to roplaco their necessaries His Blajcaty therefore | 
issnod money from tho public treasury to tho soldiers, and made | 
liberal grants for procuring the materials of war ITo sent 
Shnjdat Khdn 1 on in advance with his camp equipage and ho 
sont with it Ids horses under tho charge of Khwdja Akd. Khdn 
He personally enjoined the ditcdnl officers to uso the greatest 
despatch in outfitting the army To expedite matters bo on tlio

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Khin with his army and all his amirs and attendants, such as

restrained from advancing beyond Pattan. 

An older was now issued for all the tioops to appeal fully 
armed and accoutied The amhs accordingly brought out their 
men, and the Empeioi reviewed them. Although he had full 
trust and hope of heavenly assistance, he neglected no matenal 
means of success. He gave the command of the centre, which 
is the place of the Sultan, to Mirzd. Kh&n, son of (the late) 
Khan-kh&nau Bair&m Kli&n, a young man of gieat parts and 
promise He also appointed Saiyid Muhammad Khdn Bdrha, 
a man of great bravery, and Shujd’at Khdn and Sddik KMn 
to the centre. The command of the right was given to Mfr 
Muhammad Kh&n-i kaldn, and that of tire left to Wazfr Kh&n 
The advance, composed of a number of brave fellows, was placed 
under the command of Muhammad Kuli Kh&n and TarkMn 
Hiw&na His Majesty kept under his own immediate direction 
1 00 1 horsemen, men who had been picked out from a thousand 
thousand — a reserve intended to support any division which 
might be hard pressed Strict orders were issued that no man 
was to stray from his place. 

Although the horsemen under his colours were only 3000 m 
number, and the enemy had more than 20,000, he put Ins trust 
m G-od, and m the latter part of the day marched from B&hs&na 
towards Ahmaddbdd A messengei was sent to apprise Kh&u-i 
’azam of his approach He marched all night, and on Tuesday, 
3id Jum&da-l awwal, he reached Kan, a town twenty Los from 
Akmad&b&d The scouts now brought in the intelligence that 
a large force of the enemy had come out of the foit to give 
battle.^ Orders were accordingly given to attack them, and

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drive thorn from tho road, bat not to incur any embarrassment 
by attacking tlio fort. This was accomplished in tlio twinkling 
of an eye and tboso of the enemy who escaped tlio sword, 
throw themselves into tho fort Leaving tho fort untouched in 
obedience to orders tho army marched fivo Ztw from Karl, where 
it rested till dawn 

As soon as it was light, tho bnkhthh drew up tho foreos, and 
marched on without drawing rein to a placo about threo Zoi 
from Ahmaddb&d Orders were given for orory man to arm 
himself and the royal armoury was opened, so tliat orery man 
who Irnd lost or damaged a weapon might ehooso ono to amt 
him Asaf Khdn was sent to Kbdn i azam to inform him of tho 
proximity of tho Fmperor, and directing him to (.fleet n junction 
Thus, in nino days, tho Fmperor marched from I atlipur to tho 
outskirts of Abmad&bdd, a feat which It is difficult for tho pen 
to describe 

It was now discovered that tlio enemy, drank with wine^wero 
asleep on the bed of hcodlessness qmto unawnro of the approach 
of tho royal army Tho feeling ran through tho royal ranks 
tliat it was unmanly to fall upon an cnomy unawares and tiiat 
thoy would wait till he vras roused. 1 "When tlio blast of tho 
trumpets was heard, tho onemv in aniazo and alarm, rushed to 
their horses 1 Muhammad Husain Mirzd advanced with two or' 
threo horsemen to tho hank of the river to ascertain tho truth 
and It so liapponod that Subhdn Kuli Turk had also gono down 
to tho nver with two or threo men from our sido Muhammad 
Husain Mirzd called ont to Subhdn Kali, inquiring whoso army 
it was, and ho was answered that it was tho Emperor who had 
marched from Fathpur to punish traitors Tho Mirxd replied

Subhdn ’All said, “ How could elephants have travelled with 
us 400 los m nine days ? ” Muhammad Husain Mirza returned 
amazed and troubled to Ins army, and drawing out his ibices, 
he prepared for battle He directed Ikhtiydr Khdn to take 
5000 hoise, and pi event Khdn-i ’azdm from sallying out of 
the city 

When the time for delay drew to an end, the Emperor directed 
the advance to cioss the river, and that Wazir Khdn also should 
ci oss with the left This being done, he himself crossed over at 
the head of his chosen men. Some little confusion occurred m 
the passage, but the tioops all got over together, and advanced 
a short distance on the other side, when a strong force of the 
enemy came in view Muhammad Husain Mirza, with 1500 
Muglials, 1 all devoted men of his own, came up and fell upon 
the advanced force under Muhammad Kuh Khdn and Tar khdn 
Diwdna Simultaneously the Habshis and Afghdns attacked 
Wazir Khdn, and then the fight grew close and warm 
f The Empeior perceived some signs of weakness and distress 
m the advanced force, so he gave the word, and chaiged the 
enemy like a fierce tiger Another body of the loyal foices 
came up and took them m flank Saif Khdn Koka made a rash 
charge and was killed Muhammad Husain Mirzd and Shah 
Mirzd struggled manfully, but ill-luck attended them, so they 
turned and fled The royal troops advanced and cut off some 
His Majesty with several of his men drew up and stood fast 
Muhammad Husain Mirzd had received a wound, and in his 
haste to make his escape, he put his horse at a thorn hedge, but 
the animal fell One of the royal troops, a Turk named Gadd 
’All, who pursued him, thiew himself from his horse and made 
him prisoner 

Wazir Khdn on the left fought well and biavely, but the 
Habshi and Gujardti troops made charge after charge, until they 
became acquainted with the defeat of Muhammad Husain Mirzd

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and SbAh MirxA Tlicn they nlso turned their backs Mir 
Muhammad KhAn on tho right drovo back tho sons of Slier 
KhAn TulMf and put many of their men to the sword Victory 
now declared itself on crcry side and His Majesty returned 
triumphant to Ins conch which was placed at tho edge of tho 
battle-field and thero he offered up his thanks for tho victory 
vouchsafed. 

Qadu ’AH lladakhslil and a servant of KhAn i haldn now 
brought m the wounded Muhammad Husain Mind a prisoner 
each laving claim to tho honour of capturing him RAju IHrbal 
n-hed linn vrho made linn prisoner and ho replied Ingmtitndo 
to ITis Majesty and ho spoho tlio truth Ilia Majesty spoko 
n ffw kind words to him and gnvo him into the custodx of JlAi 
Singh Among tho prisoners taken was a man named Mard 
ArmAi Slifih who declared him elf tho Koka of Mina IbrAhlm 
Hu am Ilia Majesty struck him to tho earth with a spear 
and tho attendants cut him to pieces with their swords It was 
afterwards found ont that ho had killed in tho battlo of SamAl 
Dhupat, brother of RAjA BhngwAn DA ^ 

Au hour offer tho sictory was won another largo division of 
tho enemy* mado its appearance and tho vedettes brought tho 
information tliat it wns IkhtiyAru 1 Mulk Qujantl IIo hod 
boon chargod with tho duty of closing tho road against A mm 
KhAn hut whon ho heard of tho defeat of tho MirzAs ho loff 
tho city roads and camo out into tho fiold His Majesty ordered 
a force to advanco and assail him with arrows M hen ho camo 
In sight* some fierco honsomcn clmiged and ovorthrow tho troop 
which preceded him IkJitiyAru I Mulk in his fnght cast a look 
upon tho hill whereon tho royal standard was planted, and ho 
(and Ina men) ran off on both sides of it m snch disgraceful 
panic that the royal troops pullod tho arrows out of tho quivers 
of tho fugitives, and used thorn against them A TurkomAn

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named Sahr&b Beg now recognized Editiydru-1 Mulk, and pur- 
sued him. Coming to a thorn hedge, the fugitive endeavoured to 
make his horse leap over, but the animal thiew him. Suhr&b 
Beg dismounted and took liini prisoner Ikhtiydru-1 Mulk said, 

You look like a Tuikoman, and the Turkomans are followers 
All X belong to the Saiyids of Bokhaia, do not kill me.” 
Sulirab Beg replied, “I lecogmzed you and pursued you. You 
are Ikhtiyaru-1 Mulk ” Thus having said he cut off his head 
and letuined to mount his horse, but some one had taken it, 
so he wiapped the head in the skirt of his garment and walked 
back At the time that Ikhtiyaru-1 Mulk advanced towards 
the lull on which the Emperor v,as standing, the Rajputs of 
Rdi Singh, who had charge of Muhammad Husam Mirzd, cast 
the Mirzd off an elephant to the ground, and despatched him 
with a spear 

After the victory, ’Azam Kh&n and the other officers who had 
been besieged in the city came out to the Emperor, who be- 
stowed upon the Khdn many marks of his approval To eveiy 
one of the Khans he gave promotion or other distinctions, and 
he had hardly finished with them, when Suhr&b Beg Tutkom&n 
came up and threw down the head of Ikhtiyaru-1 Mulk When 
the Emperor saw it, he praised him and liberally rewarded him , 
and then he ordered that a pyramid should be raised of the heads 
of the rebels who had fallen in the battle, and these weie more 
than 2000 m number After this he proceeded into Ahmadab&d, 
'and occupied the royal abode, which is m the citadel The men 
of the city of all ranks waited upon him with their offerings and 
congratulations He rested five days m the citadel, and then 
he removed to the house of Ttim&d Khdn, m the middle of 
the city. 

His first act was to see that all those who had rendered good 
service m this campaign, especially those who had distinguished 
themselves m the battle, should receive their due rewaid in 
advanced rank and increased allowances Eloquent scribes were 
employed to write despatches of the victory, and the heads of 
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Muhnmmad Unsafe Mirzd and Ikhliydra 1 Mulk were sent to 
be bong up over tbo gates of Agra and Fathpur 

After attending to tbo wants of tbo poorpcoplo of Abmnddb&d 
bo sent Kutbn-d din Mubammad Khdn and Naurang Khdn to 
Broaeh and Chdmpdnlr to uproot tbo power of Sbdb Mirzd. 
Itdj & Bhagwfin Dds Sbdh Knl{ Mahrnm, Lashkar Khdn Mir 
bakhslil, and several others, vrero sent ter Tdar to ravngo the 
country which Itdnd I/dl Smgb had abandoned* Tbo govern-* 
ment of rattan was again confided to Mir Muluunmad Khdn 
(Khdn S Kalin) “Wailr Klidn was appointed to Dulaha and 
Danduka, and be was to support Khdn i azaru. 

When the Emperor liad made all bis arrangements, ho re- 
solved to return home and on Sunday ICtIt Jnmdda 1 awwal 
bo left Ahmaddbfid for Mahmuddbdd and rested In tbo lofty 
and fino palaco of Sultfin Mahmud of Gnjardt hhwdja 
Ghlydsu-d din 'All Bakhslil, who bad rendered good Borneo in 
tins campaign received tbo titlo of Asaf Khdn, nnd bo was 
appointed (tUedn and baLhtM of Gnjardt, so bo remained behind 
with Khdn I azam Tbo Emperor travelled by night from 
Dulalta to Karl, and from Karl also by night to Sltdptir ITero 
a despatch was received from Itdjd Bliagwdn I)ds and Slidli 
Kull Maliram reporting the capture of tbo fort of Bamagur^and 
a letter of thanks was returned IIo mado no otbor bait till 
ho reached SIrolii, whore bo gnvo Sddik Khdn a commission 
to cl last iso rebels and robber*. On Wednesday 3rd Juradda 1 
awwal, 081 bo 'readied Ajmlr and immediately went to visit 
the tomb of Khwdja Mn lnu-d din Obisbtl, and mado hberal 
donations to tbo poor Next day bo doparted, and marching 
night and day be readied tbo villago of Puna, throe Los from 
Sdngdnlr in tbo jdglr of liim Das Kaehhwdlia. Hero It dm 
T)ds bad prepared an entertainment for His Majesty and all bis

instruct him m the creed and the Kuran 1 

Muzaffar Kh&n, who had been formerly appointed to the

On tlio ICtli ShavrwAl tho T mperor went to pay a visit to tho 
tomb of KhwAja Mu (nu-d din at Ajmfr, for olthongh ho had 
visited It thU year on his return from tho second campaign in 
GnjarAt, ho had now determined upon nn invasion of Bengal 
and as this campaign might last longer tlian a year ho might bo 
prevented from making lus usual pilgrimage, so ho dotormmed 
to proceed thlthor at once and offer up his prayers for dinno 
help In bis war against Bengal Do accordingly sot ont on tho 
10th SbawwAl, 081 and remained till tho 20th in tho nllago 
of DAir 1 • • • At this placo DilAwar khAn assisted by tho 
Emperors ordoriics (paxitcalt ) was diroctod to protect tho 
cultivated land in tho vicinity of tho camp; and besides that, 
trustworthy men wore appointed to carefully cxnmmo the land 
after tho camp hod passed and wore ordered to placo tho amount 
of any darango done, against tho government claim for revenue. 
Tlus praetico bccamo a rulo lu all his campaigns, and some times 
even bags of money wore given to tbeso inspectors, so tlrnt they 
might at once cstimato and satisfy tho claims of tho raiyatt and 
farmers and obviate any interference with tho revenue colloc 
tions Continuing Ins journey, and hunting as ho procoodcd, ho 
arrived at a spot seven koi from Ajmir, on tho 12th Zi I ka ilo.

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Next day he went on foot to pay his visit to the tomb, and from 
thence lie lepaned to his palace in Ajmir There he remained

Nineteenth year of the Reign. 

The beginning of this yeai corresponded with Thursday, 17th 
Zi-1 ka’da, 981 h (11th March, 1574 ad) 

After paying his visit to the tomb of the holy Khwdja, who 
is the helpei and piotector of kings, the Emperor started on Ins 
return from Ajmir on the 23id Zi-l ka’da. Hunting as he went 
along, he arrived at Fathpur on the 17th Zi-l hijja 

Campaign against Patna and Hajlpui 

Sulaimdn Kirdni, one of the amirs of Salim Khdn Aighdn 
[Salim Shdh], and ruler of Bengal and Bihdr, who had always in 
Ins letters acknowledged himself a vassal of the Imperial throne, 
died while the Emperor was engaged m his Surat campaign, in 
the year 981 h His eldest son Bdyazid succeeded, but he was 
muidered by the amhsf and the youDger son D dud was raised 
to the throne The Emperor was informed that Ddud had 
stepped out of his proper sphere, had assumed the title of king, 
and through Ins morose temper had destroyed the fort of Patna, 
which Khdn-zamdn built when he was ruler of Jaunpur A 
fai man was immediately sent to Khdn-khdndn, directing him to 
chastise Ddud, and to conquer the country of Bihar 

At that time Ddud was at Hdjipur, and his chief noble, Lodi, 
who was in open hostility to him, was m the fort of Kohtas, and 
set up a claim to independence Khdn-khdndn Mukhin Khan 
marched with the Impenal forces agamst Patna and Hdjipur 
Lodi, knowing the destruction of the Afghdns to be certain,

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notwithstanding his hostility towards DAud mado a sort of 
pcnco with Khdn khdndn Tlio old friendship and respect which 
Klidn khdn&n had for tho lato Snlaimdn Klrdni led him to agree 
that, upon tho payment of two lac* of rtipcci in money nnd ono 
lac in staffij as a tnbute tho Imperial forces should bo with 
drawn Then having sent JalAl Khdn Krori ho entered into 
a peace with Ddu<L 

But Ddud was a dissoluto scamp and knew nothing of tho < 
business of gorcrnlng At tho instigation of Katlu Khdn who 
hail for a long timo held the country of JagannAth and of 
Sridliar Hindu BcngAli and through hU own want of judgment, 
ho seized Lodi his amlrit l umnrd and put him m confinement 
under tho charge of Sridliar Bcngdlf When m pnson Lodi 
sent for KatlA and Sridliar, and sent DAud this message If 
you consider mr death to be for tho welfaro of tho country put 
your mind quickly at case about it but you will bo \cry sorry 
for it after I am dead ou haro never given mo auy good 
wishes or advice bat still I am willing to advico you. Act upon 
my conoid for it will bo for your good And this is my advico 
After I am killed fight tho Mughals without hesitation that 
yon may gain tho victory If you do not do so tho Mughals will 
attack you, and you will not bo ablo to holp yourself Do not 
bo too sure about tho peace with tho Mughals, tlioy are only 
biding their timo 

Tho power of DAud and of all the AfghAns was on the wane 1 
it was Gods will tliat thoy should fall, and that tho powor of 1 
the Emperor should bo established over tho country of Bengal 
So DAud resolved to put Lodi out of tho way, and by so doing 
to ostabliah his authority to Ins own satisfaction. Katld Khdn 
and Sridhar BengAU liad a bittor animosity against Lodi and 
they thought that if ho wore removed tho offices of vakil and 
urtzlr would fall to them, so thoy made tho best of tholr oppor 
tunity They represented themselvos to Ddud as purely dis 
Interested, but they repeatedly romindod him of those things 
wldch made Lodi a death desirable. Ddud, in the prido and 
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intoxication of youth, listoned to the words of these sinister 
counsellors. The doomed victim was put to death, and D£ud 
became tko master of his olcpkants, Ins treasure, and Ins troops. 
But ho was puffed up with conceit and folly, and took no pre- 
cautions for combating his enemies, and relying upon that 
unsatisfactory peace which Lodi had concluded, he banished 
all caie 

When the deatli of Lodi was reported to Khan-kh&n&n and 
Ins cncle, which was full of amhs of renown, he at once set his 
heart upon the conquest of Bengal and Lakhnauti, and marched 
against Patna and Udjipur. In high spirits he arrived in the 
vicinity of Patna. D&ud now deeply regretted the murder of 
Lodi, who, by his wisdom, and judgment, and devotion, had kept 
the affairs of Bengal in order He marched towards Patna, 
and w r as at fiist lesolvod upon battle , but he afterwards recoiled 
from trying an action, and lesolved to take shelter m his fortifi- 
cations Kh&n-khandm was delighted when he was informed of 
this resolution, and he already foresaw the conquest of Patna 
and H&jiptii. D&ud, without di awing a sword or shooting an 
arrow, letired precipitately into the fort of Patna, and set about 
repairing the woiks 

’ KMn-kh&n&n, with the concurience of the amirs, proceeded 
to invest Patna TJpon hearing this, the Emperor determined 
to personally direct the operations against Patna and H&jipur 
After resting for a few days at Fathpur, he sent off his camp 
and elephants by land under the command of Mirzd Yusuf Khdn 
Bizwi one of his chief amirs. He placed Agra in charge of 
Shahdbu-d din Ahmad EMn Haishapuri, and embarked on 
board a boat on Sunday the last day of Safar, 982 h The 
young punces went with him The boats carried all his equip- 
ments and establishments, armour, drums, treasure, carpets, 
kitchen utensils, stud, etc , etc Two large boats were specially 
prepared for his own accommodation, m which he embarked with 
his attendants The boats required by the amits for themselves 
and their establishments were m the real of the royal boats, 
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and bo thoy started. On arriving at tho rillago of Ratambli one 
of tho dependencies of Agra, ho stopped and sent a letter to 
Kh4n khfcn&n Mu nim Kh&n, to giro information of Ids approach 
On tho 1st ItabPn 1 awwnl tho expedition proceeded Every 
day he left tho boat and went lmntmg on shoro x y Every day ho 
was joined by fresh parties of troops. [PwnwAmfn/ qf a brahman 
guilty of xncttl tntk hii daughter ] 

On tho 23rd of tho month tho Emperor reached lllahab&s, 
which is situated at tho conflaence of tho Ganges and Jumna 
This is a great plaeo of pilgrimage for tho Hindus and contains 
some fine buildings It is celebrated in all parts of tho world 
as a holy plaeo of tho Hindfls, who resort thither from all parts 
On tho 2oth lie reached Benares, from whcnco ho sent on Slier 
Beg Tawdcht In a boat to EJi&n kli&n&n Mnnlm Kli&n, to 
apprlso lum of tho Emporors arrival at Benares At tliat city 
ho remained three days taking rest On tho 28th ho reached 
tho rillago of Korl a dependency of Saiyidpur,Vat tho confluence 
of tho Gnmti5 and Ganges, and there anchored^ Hero ho was 
waited upon by Mini ^ usuf Khfcn, who had brought down tho 
army by land. IIo now determined that until ho received 
accurate intelligence from kh&n khin&n, ho and tho young 
pnnee nnd Ills wives would go and stay at Jaunpur^, So ho 
left tho army at this encampment, and went up tho Guratl in 
boats to Jaunpfir z 1 * * 4 

On tho 2nd Itabl u s s6nl ho reached tho rillago of Yahyd 
pur, a dopendency of Jaunpur Horo a despatch omvod from 
Kli&n Idiin&n urging lum to march on with all speed So on 
tho 3rd ho sent on tho young pnneo and ladies to Jaunpur and

'and the heads of other Afghans were thrown into boats, and 
sent to the Einperor. Aftei offering his thanksgiving for this 
victory, he sent the heads of Fath Khan and of the others to 
D&ud, that he might see with his own eyes what had befallen 
Ins officeis, and might be led to reflect upon his own position. 
When D&ud s eyes fell upon these heads, he was plunged into 
dismay, and set Ins mind upon flight, j 

On the same day, the 16th, the Emperor went out upon an 
elephant to reconnoitre the fort and the envnons of the city, 
and he ascended the Panj-pah&ri, which is opposite the fort 
This Panj-pah&ri, 01 “Five domes,” is a place built in old times 
by the infidels with burnt bricks m five stages The Afgh&ns, 
who were on the walls and bastions of the fortress, saw the 
Emperor and his suite as he was making his survey, and m 
then despair and recklessness they fired some guns at the Panj- 
pali&ri, but they did no injury at all to any one 

When D&ud saw the Imperial forces swarming in the plam, 
and when he was informed of the fall of H&jipur, although he 
had 20,000 horse, abundance of artillery, and many elephants, 
he determined to fly, and at midnight of Sunday, the 21st 
Kabi’u-s s&ni, he embarked in a boat and made his escape 
Sildhar the Bengali, who was Daud’s great supporter, and to 
whom he had given the title of Rdja Bikramdjit, placed his 
valuables and treasure m a boat and followed him 

Grujar KMn Kirdni, who was Daud’s minister,}/ brought the 
elephants out, and fled by the rear of the city. On that dieadful 
night, a foretaste of the day of judgment, the inhabitants were 
m a state of bewildeiment and despair Some endeavoured to 
escape by the river, but through the crowding and struggling 
many of them weie drowned Others endeavoured to fly by 
iland, but were crushed under the feet of elephants and lioises 
m the narrow lanes and streets Some m their despair cast 
i His title was “Kuknu d daula ” — Badidni, yol u p 181 . 
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themselves down from tlio walla ami others perished In tho moat, 
"When Gujar Kh&n earn© to tho Pnnpnn 1 * * 4 river, ho passed his' 
elephants over tho bndgo, hat tho fugitives In his rear so pressed 
and crowded upon tho bndgo tliat it broko down, and numbers 
wcto precipitated into tho water Those who camo np afterwards 
threw away their arms and clothes, and cast thomsolvcs nnkod 
into tho rircr 

Lato at night, when tho flight of D&ud was reported, tho 
Emperor gavo thanks to heaven, and as soon as it was light 
Kh&n kh&n&n hanng assured himself of tho fact, tho royal 
forces entored tho aty with great display Fifty six clopliants 
which tho enemy had been unablo to carry off, were found in 
tho city and paraded before His Majesty The dato of tho fall 
of Tatna, which was indeed tho conquest of Bengal Is found in 
tills line, 1 JTuIk t Sutaiman ci Ddud rq/f"( 083) 

Tlie Emperor remained In the city till four bouts of tho day ‘ 
had passed, and hanng made a proclamation of amnesty to tho 
inliabltants, ho left Kh&n kh&n&n in command of tho array 
whflo he himself dashed off with a dotaehment in pursuit of 
Gujar Kh&n and tho olepliants When he rcaehod tho Punpnn, 
ho swam over on horseback and tho amirt and soldiors followed 
his oxaraplo Then ho garo orders for ovotj officer and man to 
press on with all Ins might in tho pursuit of tho cnomy and he 
himself spurred forward Tho amirt, driving Gujar KMn boforo 
them secured D&uds elcpliantt and brought them to His 
Majesty On reaching tho pargana of Dary&pur'/twooty six 
fo>j^/from Patna on tho banks of tho Ganges, thoy drow rein, 
and it was found that nearly 400 olophanta J/liad boon taken 
His Mnjosty haltod at Dary&pur, but ordered Sbahb&x Kh&n 
Mir baUuhl and Majnun Kh&n K&kah&l to contmno tbo pursuit. 
They went on to the nver Balbhund, sovon fcoa from Dary&pur

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Tliore they learned that Gfujar, worn out and half dead, had 
passed over the river, and that some of his men had been 
lost in the water. Shahb&z Khdn and Majnun Kh&n then 
returned. 

On Monday, the 21st, Kh&n-kh&n&n, according to orders, came 
by water to wait upon His Majesty, bringing with him the royal 
boats and attendant establishments The Emperor stayed at 
Dary&pur six days. He appointed Kh&n-kh&n&n to the govern- 
ment of Bengal, and left him an additional force of 20,000 horse 
He increased Ins military allowances twenty-five or thirty per 
cent , he gave him all the boats which he had brought down 
fiom Agra, and invested him with full power and authority 
iThen he raised the standaid of return, and dismissed KhAn - 
kk&ndn and the other ami) s Next day he marched to the town 
of Gfhiy&spur on the bank of the Ganges. There he rested 
four days, employed m the pleasing occupation of viewing the 
elephants captured from D&ud and his Afghans. From thence 
he determined to go on to Jaunpur rapidly. Leaving the com- 
mand of the army as usual with Mirz& Yusuf EMn, he started 
at midnight of the 2nd Jum&da-l awwal, 982, mounted upon an 
elephant In the morning he halted at an encampment of the 
royal forces between Dary&pur and Gkiydspur, where he wit- 
nessed some elephant fights 

At this stage Muzaffar Khdn^who was formerly a clerk, but 
now an amir of reputation, was sent along with Farhat Khan, 
one of the late Emperor’s slaves, and now enrolled in His 
Majesty’s service, to besiege the fortress of Hoht&s, a very lofty 
and stiong place And he gave orders that after its capture 
it should be placed under the command of Faihat Kh&n, and 
that Muzaffar KMn should return to Court On Fnday, 3rd 
Jum&da-l awwal, he proceeded to Patna, and spent a short time

1 From tbonco bo started 
to make tho best of his way, and on Saturday, the 4th, ho 
reached tho rillago of Fathpur Sabina, which is twenty-ono kos 
distant and on Monday Ctli Jumida 1 awwal at mid-day ho 
armed at Jannpur Mini \ usof Khin armed with the army 
on tho 7tlu Tho Emperor remained at Jannpur thirty threo 
days, devoting his tlmo to making arrangements for tho array 
and tho government of tho country IIo placed Jaunpur , 
Benares, the fort of Chunir, and sundry othor tnahdfs and par 
g anas directly under tho royal oxcheqnor and ho garo tho 
management of them to Mini Mirak Rixwi and Shaikh Ibrihim 
Sibri On the Oth Jumida-s »in( 082 ho departed from Jnun 
pur and went to Khinpur where ho stayed fonr days Hero 
he was waited upon by Kill Jsirim lladakhshl who [being 
graciously rccttcetl and appointed to office] afterwards achieved 
a high position among the nobles. 

A despatch now arrived from Khin kbinin reporting tho 
captoro of tho fort of Garhi* When Diud fled from Fatna, ho 
went to Garhi. Leaving somo trusty men there ho proceeded 
to the town of Tinda IIo mado such efforts to strengthen tho 
fort of Garhi that m his vain idea it was impregnablo Khin 
khinfin marched against Tinda, and arrived near Qarhi J' As 
soon as tho cyos of tho terrified Afghins foil upon lui army thoy 
fled and abandoned tho fort, so tliat ho obtained possession of 
Garhi without striking a blow This intelligence greatly plcaaod 
the Emperor, and ho sent Iettere of commendation to Khin 
khinin and tho othor amirs Continuing his journey and hunting 
as ho went, ho arrived, on tho 8th Jumida s sini, at tho town of 
Iskandarpdr, whore ho recoivcd intelligence of the fall of Tinda 

After taking possession of tho fort of Garhi tho Imperial

(of Bengal). Kh&n-lch&n&n’s explorers at first reported 
that Daud intended to make a stand there, and had made Ins 
dispositions. Khdn-kh&n&n thereupon summoned his amirs, and 
took every pieeaution for the security of his army Next day 
he marshalled his foices, and advanced m great force against 
T&nda When Ddud’s spies carried him the intelligence of 
Kh&n-kh&n&n’s advance, he and his associates thought of the 
black night of Patna, and fied in dismay, abandoning the town. 
Thus on the 4th Jumada-s sdni, the capital of T&nda was won 
for the Emperor without fighting, and a proclamation of protec- 
tion was issued to the people j 

Again the Emperor was delighted with this good news He 
determined to go on to Dehli, and he arrived there on the 1st 
Rajab He made a pilgrimage to the tombs of the samts and 
holy men ; he also visited the tomb of his father, and he dis- 
pensed his bounty among the needy, and offered up prayers 
suitable to his position To give his escort rest he remained at 
Dehli some days, and employed himself in hunting In the 
beginning of Sha’b&n he started for Ajrnir, and hunted as he 
went At the town of Narnaul he was waited upon by Klidn- 
jah&n, who came from Lahore to see him The Emperoi was 
much pleased to see the Kh&n, and gave him some princely 
marks of his approval A few days afterwards ’Az&m Khdn 
also came from Ahmad&b&d expressly to offer his congratula- 
tions In the beginning of Ramaz&n, the Emperor reached 
Ajmir, and hastened immediately to pay his visit to the tomb. 
Out of the spoils of Bengal he presented to the naha) a-Uiana of 
the Khw&ja a pair of drums which had belonged to D&ud. He 
also dispensed the usual gifts. 

It now came to his knowledge that Chandar Sen, son of M&l

access Bat some of the fugitives were caught and put to the 
sword, and the royal troops returned with considerable apolL In 
the middle of Ramaz&n the Emperor started on Ins return to 
the capital and on the same day Rh&n 1 azatn departed for 
Gujarat The Emperor arrived at Fathpdr on the last day of 
Ramoi&u 

It had beoome manifest that much of the cultivable land of 
Hinddst&n was lying uncultivated j and to encourage cultivation, 
some rule for dividing the profits of the first year between the 
Government and the cultivator seemed to be required. After 
careful consideration, it was arranged that the various pargana « 
should be examined, and that those which contained so much 
land as being cultivated would yield a kror of tanka* should be 
divided off and given into the charge of an honest and intelligent 
offioer who was to reooive the name of krori The clerks and 
\ accountants of the Exchequer wore to make arrangements with 
aheae officers and send them to their respective districts, where, 
by vigilance and attention, in the course of three years the 
uncultivated land might be brought into cultivation and the 
revenues recovered for Government. To cany out these views, 
a number of tho most honest and tnnrtworthv servants of the 
State were selected, suoh as * * and appointed to the office of 
krori The amirs also wore called upon severally to appoint 
krorls who were sent into the country upon their responsibility 

At this time Shdh Kali KhfLn Mahram, Jal&l Kh&n Enrchi, 
and some other amin, were sent to effect the redaction of tho 
fort of Siw&noh, belonging to the son of Efii M&l Deo The fort 
was besieged for a long time, and Jaldl Kh&n Korelil, one of the 
officers of the Court was killed there After that Shalibdx Kh£r/ 
Kambu was sent there, and he took the placo m a very short timo|

Tho spies now brought in information tliat Jnnaid son of 
Daud s anelo a man of high reputo among tho Afghans for 
braverv and resolution who had formerly como into the semeo 
of tho Emperor but fled from Agra to Gujardt, and afterwards 
carao from Gujardt to Bcpgal, was now at Din kasdri seeking 
to form a junction with Ddud Rdjd Todnr Mai with the 
approval of the other amirs, sent Abu l Kdsim jSnmaki and Naxar 
Bahddur to attach Jnnaid Thcso men making light of the 
matter neglected the precautions necessary in warfare, and wore 
dofeatod bj Jnnaid thus 1 ringing disgrace upon thomsolves 

Rdjd Todar Mai, on receiving tho nows with the approval of/ 
his amirs, marched against Jnnaid but beforo he could arrive 
Junaid had fled into tho jungles. Todar Mai thoreforo stopped 
at Mldnnpur Muliammod Kuli Khdn Birlds died boro after a 
few days illness lie was an ablo man aud his loss was a great 
cause of weakness in tho Imperial forces. 

In concurrence with the remaining amirs Rdjd Todar Mol 
returned from Mulnapur to Maddran.

The 
Altnmth division was next defeated and driven back upon the 
centre, which in its turn was in great difficulty Khdn 
kh&ndn did all in his power but could not restrain bis tuon At 
tins time, Gujar Kh&n attacked and wounded Klifin kh&ndn and 
os tho latter had no sword ho returned Gujar Kh&n s cats with 
slashes of his whip In this conjuncture kh&n klidn&n s horse 
took fright and although his rider was anxious to stop him and 
rally tho fugitives, he could not restrain him Tlio Afgbdns 
pursued Khin-Vh&nfiu for half a itw, whon Kiyd Kh&n Gang 
attacked tho Afgb&ns and showered arrows upon them Tho 
Afghans wore exhausted by thoir long ndo, and coold not raoro 
Then Kh&n Lh&n&n got Ins horso under control and rallying 
Ins men led them hack to the field Tliej discliargcd showers 
of arrows and by tho guidaneo of fate, an arrow struck Gujar 
KJidn, and brought 1dm down 'When tho Afghdns saw their 
loader fall they turned their backs and fled but many of them 
wore cut down in thoir flight, Rdjd Todar Mai Laslikar Kli&u, 
and others who wore upon tho right, now charged tho loft of tho 
enemy Shdlmm Klidn and others who wore on tho loft, also 
attacked their opponents of tho right, dofeated them and drove 
thorn hack npon Ddud IDs olophants being worried by tho 
arrows turned round upon tho body of his army and tho stono 
of dismay was cast among thorn Tho bannor of Khdn klidndn 
now became visible, and tho death of G&jar Khdn came to tho 
knowlodge of Ddud. This shook his resolution, and he turnod 
and fled, Immcnso booty foil into tho hands of the victors, and 
khdn kh&ndn enenrapod victorious on tlio bottlo-Dold.

Conclusion of peace with Baud His interview with Khdn-lhdndn . 

Aftei Ins defeat, Ddud fled to Katak Banaras (Outtack), m the 
centie of Orissa, and Klidn-khaudn, who lemained stationary on 
account of Ins wounds, held a council, m which he and his amiis 
detei mined to pursue Ddud;/ Baja Todar Mai and * * * were 
dnected to proceed after him, and it was agreed that Klidn- 
klidnan himself would follow as soon as his wounds peimitted 
/The Bajd and his amirs accordingly started, and did not halt 
until they leached Kalkal-ghdti^ After resting there a while, 
the scouts brought in the intelligence that Ddud and the Afghdns, 
until their wives and childien, were shut up m the foit of Katak 
Bandras Beduced to extremities, and having no other refuge, 
the men weio resolved upon fighting, and fugitives from the 
field of battle daily gathered round them Bdja Todar Mai 
sent a leport of the state of affairs to Khdn-khdndn/imd the 
Khdn set out for Katak Bandras, never resting till he came 
within two hos of that place Then he held a council with Ins 
amhs, and having pitched his camp on the banks of the Mahd- 
nadi, which is half a hos from Katak, he began to collect 
matei lals foi a siege

inflicts wounds on worthy men like you Khun khdodn took 
the sword and handed it to ono of his attendants Tlion gently 
taking Ddud by the Iiand, ho seated lum by hi* side and made 
the most kind and fatherly inquiries. Food and drink and 
sweetmeats were served, of which the Kli&n pressed Iiim to 
partake 

After tho dishes were removed, tho terms of pcaco earao nndor| 
discussion D4ud protested that ho would novor take any course 
hostile to the Imperial throne and bo confirmed Ins promiso 
by the most stringent oaths Tho -treaty of peace was drawn 
np and then Kh&n kh&nfrn brought o sword with a jowolled 
bolt of great value out of bis stores, and presenting it to D&ud,

On the 10th Safar, 983, he reached T&nda the capital, and 
sent a leport of his anangements to the Emperor, who was 
greatly delighted and satisfied with the conquest of Bengal 
Splendid robes and jewelled swords, and a horse with a golden 
saddle, weie sent to Khan-kh&n&n, and all the arrangements he 
had made were confiimed 

While Kli&u-kh&n&n was occupied at Katak Ban&ia s, the sons 
of Jalalu-d dm Sur, m conceit with the zamlndais of Gfhoid- 
gh&t, attacked and defeated Majnun Khan, diove him to the 
meighbouihood of T&nda, and captured the foit of Gaur Mu’in 
Kh&n and Majnun Khdn provided for the security of Tanda, and 
awaited intelligence of Kh&n-kh&nan’s success.

Building of an ’ Ibadat-Khdna 

The Empeioi had from hi3 early youth taken delight m the 
society of learned and accomplished men, and had found pleasuio 
m the assemblies of men of imagination and genius He always 
tieated them with the greatest lespect and honour, and frequently 
•graced their heavenly meetings Ho listened to their discus- 
sions of nice points of science, of the ancient and modem histoiy 
of religions and people and sects, and of all matters of woildly

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interest , nnd ho profited by wliat ho heard. His great favour for 
ench men led him at tho time of his return from Ajmir in the 
month of 211 1 ka da, 982 and in the twontieth year of his reign, to 
issuo his commands for okilfal architects and clover builders to 
erect in the gardens of the royal palace a refuge for t {{fit, and a 
homo for holy men, into which nono should he allowed to enter 
but wxyxdt of high rank, learned men ( tilamd) and thmfJn In 
obedience to the Imperial commands, skilful architects planned a 
building containing four halls (oiicda), and in a brief period 
cornplotod it When this happy abode was finished, the Empcrori 
used to go there on Fnday nights and on holy nights, and puss' 
the night until tho rising of tho sun in tho society of distm 
guished men It wns arranged that tho western hall should be 
occupiod by taii/xdt the south by the learned Qnlnmd ) aud the 
wise tho northern by tfiaxkhi and men of ecstasy (arbdb i hdl) i_ 
all without confusion or inter mixture The nobles and officers of 
tho Court, whoso tastes were in unison with those of men of 
greatness and excellence, wore to sit in the eastern hall. Ilia 
Majesty graced each of tho four halls with lus proscnco, aud 
enriched thoso present with his gifts nnd bounty The members 
of tbo assembly used to select a number of the most worthy 
among those presont to bo presented to IIis Majesty and to 
receive from lum handfuls of athrqfU and rupees. Those, who 
from ovil fortune did not participate in the royal bounty in the 
evening used to sit down in rows before the ibddat khdna on 
Friday mornings and receive handfuls of aihrqfl* and rupees 
from Du Majesty a own hands This assemblage used fre- 
quently to last boyond mid-day on Fridays Sometimes, when 
His Majesty was tired, ono of tho attendants of the Court, m 
whose kindness and gentleness ho had confidence, was deputed 
to perform tins duty * • 

In this year Gulbadan Begum daughter of the Emperor 
JlAbar and aunt of Akbar piously undertook the journey to / 
Mecca When GujorAt was annexed to the Imperial dominions I 
he determined that every year one of the officers of his Court 
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should bo appointed Mir Hdjf, or Leader of the Pilgrims, to 
i conduct a caravan fjom Hmdusi&n, like the caravans fiom Egypt 
and Syua, to the holy places This design was earned out, and 
every year a paity of enlightened men of Hind, of Mdwardu-n 
naln, and Klnir&s&n, leceived provision for their ]Ourney from 
the royal treasury, and went under the appointed leader from 
the poits of Griijardt to the holy places Hover before had any 
monaich piovided for the annual departure of a caravan from 
India, nor had any one furnished means to the needy, to enable 
them to perfoim the pilgrimage Grulbadan and Salima Sultan 
Begam y now obtained the Empeior’s permission to go the 
pilgrimage, and received from him a sum of money for the 
expenses of the journey All the pious poor who desired to 
join m the pilgi image obtained the means of travelling 

Ai rival of Mirza. Sulaiman 

Mirzd Sulaim&n had been ruler of Badakhsh&n since the time 
of the Emperoi Babar He had a son, Mirzd Ibi&Mm, a fine 
intelligent young man, who was taken prisoner m battle and 
killed by the adherents of Pfr Muhammad Kh&n Uzbek, m the 
year that Mirza Sulaim&n invaded Balkh Mirza Ibr&hfm left 
a son, Shdli Rukh by name, whom Sulaim&n carefully brought 
up, and to whom, m spite of his tender age, he gave several 
distnets of Badakhsh&n. 

When Shdh Rukh arrived at years of discretion, and Mirz k 
Sulaimdn grew old, some designmg people incited the youth 
with stories of his rights. But the Mirza’s wife was a clevei 
woman , she kept a sharp watcli over Shah Rukh, and pre- 
vented any outbreak But when she died, these same people 
stirred up Sh&h Rulch’s ambition to be ruler of Badakhslian. 
He came from Kunduz to Kol&b, and being supported by his

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party, the whole of Badakhslidn from Hlsdr Sh&dm&n to Kdbul, 
fell Into las hands, and ho wantod to send his grandfather to 
jow his father 

Jlirxd Sulaimdn fled in great distress to sect assistance from 1 
Muhammad Hakim Mirzd- But ho did not meot with the 
reception ho expocted, so ho bogged to ho sont on to tho Indus. 
Hat (in Mind did not comply with this trifling request. He 
sent him a party of protended guides, who left him at the first 
stage and flod to Kdbul. Bat blind Sulaimdn, trusting in God 
continued his journey^Hind although ho was sometimes opposed 
by tho Afghans, and had to fight his way and was wounded by 
an arrow, ho at length reached the Indus Theneo ho wrote tof 
the Emperor who sent him 60 000 rupees, horses and noces-\ 
sanes, by the hand of Khwdja Akd Khdn, • • * and after some 
days Bdjd Bhagwdn Dda^’/eamo to tho Indus with on escort 
and conducted him honourably to Lahore 

At this time a farmin was sent to summon Aiam Khdn from 
Gujardt, and ho arrived at Court speed and alacrity 

Some carillon and fault-finders made insinuations about bis 
management of aflairs^ and tho Khdn in defondmg himself 
parsed the bounds of prudence and rospect, and made use of 
unseemly words, which brought upon him the displeasure of the 
Emperor Thereupon the Khdn, forgetful of his dot) retired 
to his gardon at Agra, shut himself up alono, and refused admls 
sion to everybody J 

Mind Sulaimdn after staying a fow dayi at Lahore started 
for Fnthpur On reaching Mathura twenty Ioj from Fothpdr 
the Emperor sont * * aevonil nobles to meet him and to arrange 
for his meeting the Emperor on tho 16th Rajab 983 All the 
nobles and officers were sent ont to the distance of five ios from

left this stage was bi ought, the Emperoi himself went out on 
horseback to meet him Five thousand elephants, with housings 
of velvet and brocade, with gold and silver chains, and with 
white and black fringes on their necks and trunks, weie drawn 
up m lines on each side of the road to the distance of five 1 .os 
fiom Fathpur Between each two elephants there was a cart- 
(aidba), the chitas in which had collars studded with gold and 
housings of fine cloth , also two bullock-carts, which had animals 
that woi e gold-embroidered headstalls. 

| When all the arrangements were made, the Emperor went 
out with gieat pomp and splendour Upon approaching, the 
Mirzd hastened to dismount, and ran forward to His Majesty, 
but the Emperor observing the venerable age of the Mirzd, 
also alighted from his horse, and would not allow the Mirzd to 
go thiough the usual observances and ceremonies He fondly- 
embraced him , then he mounted and made the Mirzd ride on 
his right hand All the five kos he mquued about his circum- 
stances, and on reaching the palace he seated him by his side on 
the throne The young pimces also were present, and were 
introduced to the Mirzd, and after a great enteitamment, he 
gave the Mirzd a house near to the royal palace On this 
occasion an order was issued to Khdn-jahan, the ruler of the 
Panjab, to take 5000 horse and pioceed to Badakhshdn in 
attendance on the Mirzd, to recover the country and lestore it 
to him, and then to return to Lahore 

Death of Khdn-hhdndn Mu’nlm Khan 
When Khdn-khdnan, with his mind at ease about Ddud, re- 
turned to Tanda, the capital of the country, under the influence 
of his evil destiny, he took a dislike to Tdnda, and crossing the 
Granges, he founded a home for himself at the foifci ess of Graur, 
which m old times had been the capital of Bengal^ and he ordei ed

His 
own health became affected, and he grew worse, and at the end 
of ten days, in tho month of Safar 083 he doparled this life 
Hib nobles and officers who had so often mot to congratulate him 
now assembled to lament blm They placed ShAham KliAn, 
JalAir in command,*^rad mado a report of the facts to the Era 
peror KMn khAnAn hod no eon so all Ins property escheated 
to tho royal exchequer and on account of it wna mode oat 
"When the despatch reached Hib Majesty ho appointed KhAn 
jahAn who had been supremo govornor of the PanjAb to be 
governor of Bengal Ho raised him to the dignity of amiru l umard 
commanded the raiyaia and peoplo to Ins tender care bestowed 
upon bun gifts of embroidered coats, jewelled swords, and a 
nolily -caparisoned horse and dismissed him to his government 
KhAn jali An furnished with full credentials, then departed to 
assume his authority

Mirza Sulaiman’s Journey to Mecca 

* * The Emperor had determined that KMn-jah&n should 
march with the army of the Panjdb to recover the country of 
Badakhshdn, but fate ruled otherwise Kh&n-kh&n&n, the ruler 
of Bengal, was removed by death, and the. Emperor deeming 
the retention and administration of that country moie important 
than the conquest of Badakhshan, sent Kh&n-jah&n thither. 
When Mirzd, Sulaim&n saw this change of fortune, he sought 
leave of the Empeior, through the officers of state, to go on the 
pilgrimage The Emperor complied with his request, and fur- 
nished him with 50,000 rupees in cash, besides other things 
required for the journey He sent with him, to attend upon him 
in his journey to the coast, Muhammad Kalij Kh&n, one of the 
chief nobles, who had been appointed governor of Surat When 
the Mirzd went on board ship, twenty thousand rupees more were 
given to him out of the revenues of G-ujar&t The Mirz& per- 
formed the pilgrimage in the same year, and afterwards returned 
and lecovered his kingdom of Badakhsh&n. 

On the 7th Zi-1 ka’da, 984, the Emperor set off on a visit to 
Ajimr. He hunted as he went, and on the 4th Zi-1 hijja he en- 
camped at ten hos from Ajmir He afterwards, as usual, walked 
five 7 os on foot to the tomb of the samt, and after going through 
all the observances of the pilgrimage, he gave away two thousand 
rupees m chanty.

Twenty-second year of the Reign 
The beginning of this year corresponded with the 20th Zi-\ 
lnjja, 984 h (11th March, 1577 ad) 

While the Emperor was encamped at Ajmir, the intelligence 
was brought to him that Daud Afghdn had flung away the treaty 
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which he lind mado with Khfin khfin fin, had men against the 
royal authority, and had marched against Tfinda. The Imperial 
officers in that quarter haring no chief among them on whom they 
could rely, had abandoned tho country, and retired to Hfijlpur 
and Patna, All this commotion had amen because KMn jahfin 
had taken his time in going there in consequence of his army 
being at Lahore Upon receiving this intelligence, the Emperor 
sent a letter by Subhfin Knll Turk to Ehfin jahfin, directing him 
to take with lum all the amirs and jiglrddrs who had abandoned 
Bengal, and to march against Dfiud. In twenty two days 
Snbhfin Euli travelled nearly a thousand fow^I) and delivered 
tho farman to Elfin jahfin. The Khfin took the field, and ad 
ran cod into Bengal. He had an action with throe thousand men 
whom Dfiud had left in charge of Garhi, and took tho place 
Nearly fifteen hundred of the enomy were slain and many chiefs 1 
were made prisoners 

Whilst the Emperor was staying at Ajmlr, he sent Kunwar 
Mfin Singh, a bravo and able man with five thousand horse, 
against BAnfi KfkA^/He also sent Kfizi Kli fin Bodakhahi • * * 
and other ambitious young men with lnm Xsaf Eli fin was 
appointed Mlr-bakhxM of this army His Majesty presented 
Eunwar Mfin Singh and all the amirs and sarddrt of the army 
with robes and horses After fitting out this army he started 
to return home on the 20th Mulmrram and reached Fothpdr on 
the 1st Bafar 985 h 

After his arrival at Fathpfir messengers arrived with the mq 
telhgence that Eh fin j ah fin after the capture of Gar hi had 
advanced to the vicinity of Tin da. There he found that Dfiud 
had evacuated Tfinda, and had taken up a position in the village 
of On one flank was the river on the other a mountain,

Khdn-jahan marched against him, and sharp fighting followed 
One day Khw&ja ’Abdu-lla, one of the Imperial officers, ad- 
vanced fiom his battery to the edge of the Afglidn entrenchment. 
The enemy sallied forth and attacked him, and he fell, fioditmof 
/bravely. On hearing of Ins fall, the Emperoi’s anger was 
loused, and he sent an order to Muzaffar Kh&n, the governor 
of Patna and Bihdi, to assemble all the troops m his province, 
and to maich to the assistance of Khdn-jahdn In a few days, 
a letter aruved from Khan-jahan, with the news that there had 
been a battle with the enemy, m which the loyal troops had 
fought biavely, and had won a victory, m which they killed 
the commander of the enemy’s army, who was called Klidn- 
kli&n&n.

Rdnd Kika was chief among the Rdj&s of Hindustan After 
the conquest of Ohitoi, he built a town called Kokanda^/with 
fine houses and gardens, in the mountains of Hmduwdia There 
he passed his days m rebellion When Kunwar M&n SmgA' 
drew near to Kokanda, Band Kika called all the Rdj&s of Hindu- 
wdra to his aid, and came out of Gkdti Haldeo^ with a strong 
force to oppose his assailant.

Ddud also, supported by his uncle J unaid 
Kirdni and othei Afghdn chiefs, made his dispositions J unaid 
was struck by a cannon-ball His leg was broken After a 
while the armies closed with each other, and the enemy was 
defeated. Ddud being left behind, -was made prisoner, and 
Khdn-jahdn had his head struck off, and sent it to His Majesty. 
Great spoil and many elephants fell into the hands of the 
victors. * * * 

At this time, Sultan Kliwdja was appointed Mir Hap, and a 
sum of six lacs of rupees m cash and goods was assigned for 
the benefit of the poor people about to make the pilgi image to 
the holy places, and given into his charge. ' He was directed to 
furnish what was necessary to any one desirous of being a 
pilgrim, and many benefited by this liberality 
, \Thc annual pilgrimage to the tomb of Khwaja Mu’inu-d din 
at Ajmlr ] 

It has already been lelated how Rdjd Mdn Singh defeated 
Rana Kika, and occupied his country — how the Rand fled into 
the high hills, and how the army penetrated to Kokanda, which 
was the Rana’s home. The roads to tins place were so difficult 
that little gram leached it, and tho army was nearly famished 
The ordei was given for MAn Singh to fall back quickly, and lie 
very soon arrived at the Emperoi’s throne. When the distress 
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of the array was inquired into it appeared that, although the 
men were in such great stmts, Kunwur MAn Singh, would not 
suffer any plundering of EAnA KikA s oountry This caused they 
Emperor to be displeased with him and he was banished from 
Court for a time^ After a while he was forgiven, and was sent 
at the head of a force to ravage the RAnAs country It must 
be understood that In the language of Hind Kunwar signifies 
son of a R&jA. On the I9th of the month the army marched 
from Ajmir towards the RAnA s country 

Khtcdja Shdh Mansur mads Dltcdn 
ShAh Mansur a ShirAsi clerk, at the beginning of his career 
was employed in the royal perfumery department But Muzaffor 
Khln was then in power and he caused him to be first lm 
pnaonod, and afterwards banished from Court, He then entered 
the service of KhAn kbAnAn Mu mm Khan at Jaunpdr and rose 
to be his diicdn The conversation of the KMn made his 
abilities known to the Emperor and after KhAn fchAnAn s death, 
Mattsfir was summoned to Court, and appointed to the offioe of 
dhcdn in chiefs 

SultAn Khwfya had been appointed Mir HAji or Leader of the 
Pilgrims, and as the road to GujarAt rid Kokanda was nearest, 
Kutbn d din HiAn * * and the other amirs were ordered to 
escort the caravan through Kokanda. They were directed toj 
plunder and lay waste the oountry of RAnA KfkA, and to follow/ 
him up, and harry him wherever they might hear of him. 
When SultAn KhwAja was about to depart on the pilgrimage 
the Emperor acting after the manner of pilgrims stripped him 
eelf, put on the thrdm or pilgrim s garment, ani went some steps 
after the KhwAja.V*'' A cry arose from those present, and their

The festivals of the Nan roz and of the Emperor s accession 
woro oelebrated in the pargana of Dlp&lpur a dependency of 
M&Iwa. The Emperor devoted his attention to measures for 
increasing the prosperity of this country and the raiyats waited 
upon him in parties, and made statements of their circumstances 
He paid the kindest attention to every one s case and made a 
satisfactory settlement of the affairs of the province Many 
taminddrt became submissive and obedient to his will 
R&J& AH Kh&n the ruler of AlbIt and Burh&npur had not 
been duly subordinate, and it being deemed necessary to chastise

On the morning of the 4th Zi-1 hijja, after marching 
seven kos, they encounteied the foe, and a battle began Mirzd 
Muhammad Mukim, who led the advance, was killed , but the 
enemy was defeated N&rain Das fled, and the chiefs of 

the royal army obtained the victory. Asaf Kh&n’s despatch 
gave His Majesty much pleasure, and he ordered letters of 
thanks to be written to the amirs and officers of the army. 

When His Majesty had arranged the affairs of M&lwa, and 
settled the matters of the ami) s of Asir and Burh&npur, he 
turned homewards , and, hunting as he went, he arrived at 
Fathpur on Sunday, 23rd Safar After three months, troubles 
arose m Gujar&t, thiough the coming thither of Muzaffar Husain 
, Mirzd, son of Ibr&lnm Mirza, who was son of the daughter of 
Kamidn Mirzd The circumstances of Ins case are these 
When the Emperor was engaged m the siege of Surat, Gulrukh 
Beo-am, daughter of Kamran and wife of Ibr&him, carried off 
hei child Muzaffai Husain, as has been related m the account 
given of the conquest of Ahmadabdd A disaffected man named 
Mihr ’All, a servant of the late Ibiahim Mirzd, who accompanied 
Gulrukh Begam when slie fled from Surat to the Dekbin, now 
stirred up the ambition of Muzaffar Husain, who was fifteen or 
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sateen years of age He induced him to lea re the Belt hi n, and 
collecting a number of ad vent oxen from all directions, he entered 
Gujarit intent upon insurrection 

At this time It&jfi. Todar Mai was in Pattan engaged m the I 
settlement of the revenue The insurrection spread and the 
disaffected were everywhere raising their heads W&xlr Kh&n 
the ruler of Gujar&t, had 3000 horsemen, but there were amongst 
them many adventurous men upon whom he could not rely so 
he retired into a fortress, and sent an account of the occurrences 
to R&jd Todar MaL Before the R£j& come to his assistance 
B&z Bah&dur son of Sharif Kh&n, and B&b& Gad&i the dlwdn 
of Gujar&t, attacked Muxaffar Husain in the pargana of Nan 
dur b& r,^/ and were defeated. Muxaffar Husain then went to 
Karabay^and lifter staying two or three days, he went off 
towards Ahmod&b&d. Rdjd Todar Mai turned book from Pattan 
and arrived at Ahmod&b&d. 

When the insurgents heard of this, they fell back, and went 
towards Dulako. The Itdjd and Waxir Kh&n pursued them, 
and ooming up with them at Dulaka, a battle ensued, m which 
the royal forces were victorious, and the enemy drew off to 
Jun&gnrh. R4j& Todar Hal then departed on his return to 
Court. 

Muzaffar Husain, as soon as he heard of the s depar 
tore, came back and besieged Wozir Kh6n in Alimad&b&d , for 
although Wazlr Klin s force was large, it was not trustworthy 
and so he was obliged to seek the shelter of the fortress^^'Mihr 
AH, the takil of Muzaffar Husain and the great prop of the 
revolt, brought forward scaling ladders to attempt an assault, 
bat he was sent to hell ^ty a bullet from the fortress When he

The beginning of this year corresponded with Thuisday, 13th 
Muhairam, 987jt h (12th March, 1579) * * * [Hunting, etc ] 

The Emperor marched to the town of Bahira, and here intel- 
ligence was brought of the approach of Her Highness Maiyarn 
Makani from the capital, and Piince Salim was sent to meet 
her. * * * After confernng the government of the Panjdb on 
Sa’id Klidn, the Emperor started on his return homeuaids, and 
on leaching the village of Sultanpur, appertaining to Klnzriibdd^ 
lie ordered boats to be collected, so that the rest of tho journey 
might be performed by water Muhammad Kasim Kh&n, tho 
Mh-bahr, collected tho vessels, and on tho 3rd Jumdda-s s&ni, 
986 h , tho Empeior embarked The camp returned by land 
Ho reached Dehli, and the boats wero moored opposito tho tomb 
of Khu&ja Khizr on tho 29th of tho month This being tho 
time of tho ’ms, or anniversary of KhuAja Mu’inu-d din, he left 
the boats on the 1st Rajah, and set off Travelling thirty /.os

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a day, he reached Ajrair on the evening of the 6th which w« 
the day of the festival, and paid hi* visit to the tomb Next 
day he etarted for Fothpur and travelling fifty kos a day he 
arrived there on the evemug of the 9tliJ^ There he spent much 
of In* time m the building called the Ibddat-khdna in the 
company of learned and holy men, every one of whom he 
enriched with gifta of gold and silver Every Friday he used 
to^pass the night there, making offerings and dispensing chanty 
In those days there was a reservoir in the court yard of thOj 
palace at Fathpdr twenty gas long by twenty broad and three 1

Ma siim went there, Kdld Pahdr one of tho highest and bravest 
of the AigbAn amir*, attacked bun bat ho was victorious, 
although he received several wounds The Emperor bestowed 
upon him as a recognition a maMab of 1000 with a horse and 
a robe 

In the month of Shnwwdl he appointed Halid Taiyib to the 
dltcdni of the province of Bihdr and Hdjipdr, Purkhottam to bo 
bakhtAi^ Mufid Majdi amfn, and the eunnoh Shamshir Khdn to 
the charge of the Vidlua of that province^. In the same month

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Maksud Jauhan, who went to fetch Mirzd Muzaffai Husain 
fiom Rajd ’All Khdn of Asir, arrived at Court with the Mirzd 
and the Rdjd’s tribute, and presented it to His Majesty. 

Campaign against Band Kild. 

His Majesty’s mind was always intent upon clearing the land 
of Hmdustdn from the troubles and disturbances created by 
infidels and evil men. He sent Shahbdz Khan Mh-balhsU * * 
and several other amirs, against Hdnd Klkd, to ravage and 
occupy his country. Shahbdz Khdn accordingly laid the country 
waste, and pursued the Hdnd into the mountains and jungles 
Upon reaching the foit of Kombalmir, Shahbdz Khdn laid siege 
to it, and captuied it m a few days The Rdnd made his escape 
from the fort by night 

Sultdn Khwdja, whom His Majesty had appointed Mir-i haj , 
now leturned from Mecca, and waited upon him with presents — 
fabrics and stuffs of Turkey and of Europe, Aiab hoises, 
Abyssinian slaves, holy relics, and curiosities These Idis 
Majesty accepted with much satisfaction, and he raised Sultdn 
Khwdja to the mansab of Sadr (chief judge) As it had been 
determined to send a leader of the pilgrims every year, Khwdja 
Muhammad Yahya * * was now appointed, and he received 
four lacs of rupees for expenses 

At the end of this year, 987, intelligence arrived of the death 
of Khdn-jahan, the rulei of Bengal His Majesty was much 
gneved, and sent a letter of condolence to Isma’ll Khdn, the 
biotlier of the deceased. Mjizafiar. Khdn, who had been ap- 
pointed dhoan , was promoted to be governor of Bengal, Bizwi 
Khdn to he bakhshi, and Hakim Abu-1 Eath and Patar Dds to 
discharge jointly the office of dhoan

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The rulers of Kaahinlr_had always been well wishers and 
servants _nf the Imperial house Bis hlajesty now intended, 
after performing his usual pUgnmage to Ajmlr, to pay a visit to 
the tomb of Shaikh-Farld Sliakar ganj and to visit tho PanjAb 
Bo he sent MullA Ishkl, ono of the old servants of the Court 
along with Kozl Sadru-d din, to Kashmir All KhAn, the ruler 
of Kashmir entertained them nobly and respectfully and exhi 
bitod his fidelity and devotion. Along with the two envoys he 
sent bis own cakil Muhammad KAsim to carry his tribute and 
productions of Kashmir as presents to the Emperor — saffron, 
musk paper shawls, etc. They accordingly brought them to 
Ilia Majesty, and reported what they had seen and knew of 
All Khan s cordiality and good wishes 

Mnzofiar Husain MirzA, whom Maksud Jauharl had brought 
from BAjA 'All KhAu was pardoned through His Majesty s 
clemency and released from prison. 

One day when His Majesty was taking his dinner it occurred 
to his nrind tliat probably the eyes of some hungry one had 
Mien upon the food how therefore, eonld he eat it while the 
hungry were debarred from it P He therefore gave orders that-) 
every day somo hungry persons should be fed with some of the 
food prepared for himself and that afterwards he should be 
served. 

Hakim All was now sent to Bljagarh along with the envoys 
of Ajfir'Kh&n Dakhinl The rulers of the Dakhin, every one 
of them severally had been accustomed to send their envoys 
every year with tribute and presents to the Imperial Court! 
"Whin KhwAja Abdu lla brought presents and elephants from 
Adll KhAn the ambassador and his son ShAhl Beg were 
presented with robes, one hundred Akbar shAhl athrqfh, one 
thousand five hundred and one rupees and twenty four tankas 

Mir TTtxAm husband of the sister of Mini. ShAh Bukh the 
ruler of BadakhshAn, came on a mission to the Imperial Court, 
bringing Turk! horses bred in BadakhshAn fine rubies so to ml 
camels, and other gifts. 
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The Emperor used to keep every year the anniversary of the 
Piophet’s birth. This year he kept it on the 12th Rabfu-I 
awwal, and he gave a great entertainment, at which the saiyuls, 
learned men, shaikhs , and ainhs attended Open table was kept, 
find no one m the city was debarred from partaking of the 
■refreshments. On this occasion it was represented to him that 
the Prophet and the four lawful Kkalifas/ / used themselves to 
preach. The ’Abb&side Khalifas also observed this tradition, and 
themselves used to speak.l^ Sult&ns such as S&hib Kir&n Amir 
Timur and Mirz& Ulugh Beg used to follow the examples thus set 
them. His Majesty therefore felt it to be his duty to carry into 
practice on some Friday the custom observed by the Khalifas 
and Im&tns On Friday, 1st Jum&da-l awwal, he went into the 
Masjid-i jama * of Fathpur, and mounting the pulpit, he opened 
his speech with these lines 

The Loid who gave me empire. 

Gave me a wise heart and a strong aim. 

Guided me m the way of justice and equity, 

And drove all but justice fiom my thoughts. 

His praise surpasses understanding ! 

Great is His power — Great is God 

To these eloquent lines he briefly added some verses of the 
Karan, expressing thanks for mercies and favours ; then he 
lepeated the fdtiha , and came down from the pulpit and said 
his prayers 

Muzaffar KMn, since his appointment to the government of 
Bengal, had not sent a single article of the productions of the 
country, or any portion of its revenue, to the Imperial treasuiy , 
but he now sent five lacs of rupees m cash, various goods and 
articles of the country, and elephants and rarities of great value,

On a Friday in this month notice was given for all the poor and 
needy to osscmblo on tbo ohaugdn ground SultAn KliwAja Kalij 
Kh&n distributed tho alms to thorn one by ono Nearly a lac of 
persons assembled and there was such a crowd and crush that 
eighty weak women and children wero trampled to death When 
tbo Emperor was informed of this, ho ordered that for tho faturo 
tho people should come a few at a time, and not make a crowd 
Rutbu-d dln_Atka a nobleman of high rank, was now ap- 
pointed tutor to Prince Salim In celebration of thu appoint- 
ment he garo a grand feast, and tho young pnneo honoured him 
with Ida prcsonco There was a grand assemblage, and Kutbu-d 
din mado many offerings of elephants and Arab horses jewels 
and elotlis. According to tho usual custom Kutbu d din Mu 
hammad Atka earned tho prince upon his back, and raised his 
aspinng head to tho pinnaclo of grandeur IIo mado presents 
of tnonoy and jewels to the prince, and tho clamour of congratu 
lations rcachod the sky 

Abdu lla KhAn Uzbok, rulor of MAwarfin n uahr, lmd always 
kept up a friendly wtorcourso and community of feeling and 
used to send his envoys to tho Imperial Court. Ill* Majesty 
now sent MirzA FclAd with KhwAja Khatib a nativo of BukhfirA, 
as Ids envoys to 'Abdu 11*. KhAn bearing a lottoryfull of kind 
words, and a great variety of presents [A legal disouuion 
The mual journey to Jjmlr ] On tho 21st SliawwAl he returnod 
to FathpAr Mlhtar Sa Adat, whose title is Pcahrnu KhAn 
and who had been sent on on embassy to Nizdrau l Mulk 
Dakliini now returned with tho Dohhinl onvoys, who brought 
with them clophanta and other tnbute

Affairs of Bengal 

Muzaffar Khdn, on arriving m Bengal, set about arranging the 
affairs of that province But his prosperity was on the wane, 
and his day was gone by. He was haish in his measures, he 
offended men with his words, he deprived many amhs of their 
jagbs , he demanded the dagh (brand-tax), and brought old 
practices up again. 

Bdbd Khdn Kdkshdl, although he was conciliatory, and begged 
that his jdgb might be left undisturbed, was called upon for the 
dagh, and received no attention The pm gam of Jalesar, which 
was the jaglr of Klidldl Khdu, was taken away from him at the 
beginning of the spung harvest, and was added as tanUncdh to 
th ejdglr of Shdh Jamdlu-d din Husain A sum of money due 
from the spring harvest had been received by Khdldi Khdn, and 
to recover this Muzaffar Khdn put him in prison, and ordered 
him to be scourged and bastinadoed. 

At this time a faimdn arrived from the Imperial Court, direct- 
ing Muzaffar Khdn to apprehend and put to death a servant of 
Mirzd Muhammad Hakim named Roshan Beg, who had left 
Kabul and gone into Bengal, and to send his head to Court 
This Roshan Beg was among the Kdkshdls, and Muzaffar Beg

took It or destroyed it. Muzaffar khdn collocted boats and 
sent Hakim Abu 1 Fath and Patar D hsf with on army against

When the disaffection of tho Kdkshdls was reported to tho 
Emperor ho sent a farmdn to M mafia r Khdn in which ho said, 
that tho Kdkshdls had long been sorrants of tho throno and/ 
that it was not right to hurt them j tlioy wero thoroforo to bo* 
conciliated and encouraged with hopes of tho Emperor’s favour 
and tho matter of their jdglr* was to bo sottled Tho farmdn 
nmTod at tho timo whon Muiaffar Khdn was in face of tho 
insurgents 

Upon tho arrival of the farmdn, Bdbd Khdn and the other 
rebels mado a show of submission and sent a message to 
Muxafiar Kb in asking lnm to send Hixwl Khdn and Patar Dds 
to arrange terms with thorn and to sot their minds at case He 
accordingly sent EjzwI Khdn Mir Abd Iahdk, son of Mir 
Itafi u-d din and lid! Patar Dds Bdbd Klidn put all tbroo 
of thorn in confinement and so stirred the fire of warfare 

Coincident with this, it so happonod that Mulld Taiyib Pur 
khottam Balhthl and tho rovenuo officials of Bihdr also entered 
upon harsh dealings. Thoy took away tho^d^ir* of Muhammad 
Ma sum Kdbult Arab Babddur and all the amirs, and so laid 
th# foundation of on enl systora Masum Kdbuli who after 
this insurrection obtained tho cognomen of Asl, having leagued

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Avitli Arab Bah&dur and Sufaid Badakhshl, resolved to rebel, 
and kill Mulld Taiyib and Ral Purkhottara. Having put them 
to flight, they plundeied their dwellings After a few days, 
Puikliottam 1 allied somo loyal subjects, and ciossed the river 
Jausa with the intention of attacking the rebels But the 
iebel ’Arab Bahadur anticipated him, took: him unawares, and 
killed him. V 

Upon intelligence of ’Asf Ma’sum’s rebellion reaching Bdbd 
Khan Kdksh&I, a correspondence was opened between them, and 
when the Kakshals confronted Muzaffar Khan, ’Asf marched to 
assist them, and ai lived at Garin. Muzaffar Uhdn then sent 
Khwaja Shamsu-d din Muhammad Kkwaff with a detachment 
and some guns to the passes of Garhl, to arrest the pi ogress of 
’As! Ma’sum But the latter had a strong force , he broke 
through Gailil, and attached the Khwaja and defeated him He 
then formed a junction with the Kakshals, and the revolt 
gathered strength 

The K&ksh&ls then ciossed the river, and advanced against 
Muzaffai Kh&n. Wazlr Jamil, 1 one of the old amirs of the 
State, along with J&n Muhammad Bihbudl and some others, 
deserted Muzaffar Kli&n, and joined the insurgents Muzaffar 
Kh&n then took sheltei m the fort of T&nda, which was 
nothing better than four walls The rebels occupied the town of 
T&nda. They took Hakim Abu-1 Fath, Klrw&ja Shamsu-d din 
and others prisoners, and began to pillage Hakim Abu-1 Fath 
with the Khw&ja and Bdl Patar Das effected their escape by 
artifice, and fled on foot By the help of the zaminclars, they 
managed to reach Hdjlpur The rebels made themselves masters 
of the fort of Tanda, brought Muzaffar Kh&n out of his house 
upon a solemn assurance (of safety), and put him to death. 
They took possession of his property and effects, and all the 
countiy of Bengal and Bih&r fell into their hands Nearly 
30,000 horsemen assembled round the rebels The Emperor 
some time before this had taken Mirzd Sharafu-d din Husain

rebels now roleasod him from confinement, and placed him at 
their head.

Upon tho facts being communicated. to the Emperor lie sent 
RAjd Todar Mai • * and other amirs to repress It. Fanndm 
were sent to Muhammad Ma sum Farunkhudi, governor of 
Jaunpur and Sara&nji KMn and thojd^Jrr/drs of that country, 
directing them to place thorn solves under the command of Todar 
Mai, and render every assistance to quash tho rebellion 

"While tho Imperial army was on the march, Sh&kam Kh&n 
Jnl&ir fought with Saiyid Badnkhshi and killed him When 
tho army reached Jaunpfir, Muhammad Ma sum joined Todar 
Mnl with 3000 lionemon fully armod, and marched on with 
him But Muhammad Ma sum was a weak mindod man, ins 
dignity and the strength of his army had turned his brain and 
ho began to show many httlo actions savouring of disaffection 
and to utter expressions indicative of disloyalty RAjfi Todar 
Mai like a prudent and oxpenonced man, tempo mod with him, 
and did all ho could to roassuro and conciliate bun 

When the Imperial army ♦reached Mongfr Asi Kfibuli and the 
KfikskfUs and Mirxd Sbarafu-d din Husain with 30 000 horse, 
and 500 elephants, and with war-boats and artillery in battlo 
order advanced to meet the Imperial army lUjd Todar Mai 
had no confidence In the (cohesion of tho) adventurers composing 
the enemy s army and dooming it Inexpedient to fight, ho oc 
eupied the fort of Mongir and throwing up other fortifications 
around it, he kept that position Every day combats occurred 
between tho men of tho outposts. When theso proceedings were 
reported to tho Emparor he on one occasion sent Zainu-d din 
Kambu by ddk-chatrfd with a lao of rapeos for the expenditure 
of the army Some day* after he sent the same amount by the 
hands of Daiyd Kh&n db-ddr and so on by different persons 
At different tunes be sent a great deal of money 

At this time Hnm&ydin FormdH and larkhin Dfwdna deserted

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the Imperial army and joined the insurgents. For four months 
the loyal forces and the insurgents faced each other, but at length 
some loyal zamindais of the vicinity cut off the supplies from 
the insurgents, and great scarcity prevailed among them Bdbd 
Hhdn Kdkshdl fell sick at Tdnda and died Jabbari, son of 
Majnun Khdn Kdkshdl, who was the mam prop of the labble, 
being informed of the sinking condition of Bdbd Khdn, wanted 
to go to Tauda ’Asi [Ma’sum], not being able to maintain Ins 
ground, withdrew to Bihdr. ’Arab Bahadur made a rapid march 
to Patna, seized upon the city, and appropriated the treasuio 
Bihdr Khdn Khassa-khail 1 went into the fort of Patna, and held 
out. Baja Todar Mai and his supporters sent Muhammad 
Ma’sum Farankhudi with a detachment to the relief of Patna 
On hearing of lus approach, ’Arab Bahddur raised the siege, and 
went off towards Gajpati, one of the chief zamhuldis of that 
country 

The Rdjd and Sddik Khdn and * * * and the other amiis 
marched to Bihdi after ’Asi Ma’sum, who sought an opportunity 
to make a night attack upon Sddik Khdn’s camp But Sddik 
Khdn was a wary commander, and 4 on that night he and lus 
men were prepared Jdn Beg and Ulugh Khdn Habshi weie 
m command of his advanced force, and the enemy attacking 
them unawares, Jdn Beg was killed and Ulugh Khdn fell back. 
Sddik Khdn had to resist a sharp attack, but the Emperor’s 
good fortune aided him, and he defeated Ma’sum, who went off 
to Bengal in sorry phght How, Garhi fell into the hands of 
the royal troops 

Among the strange occurrences of the time was this A letter 
was sent by the hands of Hasan taicachl-basM to Shujd’at Khdn, 
luler of Mdlwa, summoning him to Court. Accordingly, he and 
lus son Kiydm Khdn set off fiom Sdiangpur to attend upon His 
Majesty His attendants were seized with the desire to lebel, 
so they kdled both him and his son, and then dispersed, each 
one taking lus own way When the Emperor heaid this, he

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sent Sharif Khdn Atka to bo governor of Mdlwa, and called tho

In conscqacnco of tho stato of affiurs m Bongal, Azam Khdn 
who had been living for some timo in retirement at Agra, was 
again received into favour and ho was sont with 5000 horso to 
assume the government of Bihdr ^ For greater security Slidh 
bdx Khdn Kambu who was engaged against Rdnd Kfkfi and 
had nearly driven tho Bdnd from tho country was summoned 
and sent with an army to tho support of tho forces m Bengal. 
When Shdhbdz Khdn came near to Ildjipur where Arab 
Baliddnr liad taken refogo with Ildjd Gajpati he marched to 
attack liim For ono month ho eamod on operations against 
him, clearing away tho jungle, until at longth ho drovo off Arab 
Bahddar and mado thu Rdjd succumb

A despatch now arrived from Rdjd Todar Mai stating that 
ho had kept Muhammad Ma sum raronkhudi along with him 
by conciliatory treatment and all kinds of expedients That 
Khwdja Mansur [tho dhtdn] liad wntton sharp lottors to him 
claiming a good deal of money duo from him IIo [the dhcdn"] 
had also written lottors to Tarsdn Mohammad Khdn one of tho 
great amir* and comma odor of an nrmy holding oat threats to 
him, at a time whon encoaragcmont was necessary Tho sharp 
prociic© of tlio dhedn liavmg boon repeatedly mentioned to His 
Mqosty ho removed him from office, and placed him in charge 
of Shdh Kuli Khdn An ordor wns promulgated appointing 
Wan'r Khdn to bo dhcun in cbiof instead of him, and Kdn AH 
son of Kutbu-d din Baghdddl, was to assist him in dociding 
important questions 

A great natural curiosity wns brought to tho notice of tho 
Emperor at this timo. It was a man born without ears or any

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orifice of the ears, who yet heard all that was spoken, just like 
people with ears His Majesty was greatly interested m the 
man, and settled a pension upon him

the Emperoi ] 

R&j& Todar Mai, Taisun Muhammad Khdn, and the other 
ambs took up their quarters in Hdjipur during the rainy season, 
and Ma’sum Farankhudi, with their permission, went to Jaun- 
pur, which was his jagir There he began to show signs of 
disaffection His Majesty therefore sent Peshrau Khdn, daiogha 
of the farash-lhana, to set him at ease j he also gave him the 
countiy of Oudh instead of Jaunpui, and bestowed the latter 
upon Tarsun Khdn Ma’sum spoke dutiful words to Peshrau 
Khdn, and did not show his disaffection ; but as Oudh was near, 
he went there 

Niydbat Khdn, son of Hasliim Khdn Naishapuri, who had 
giown up in the nurture of the Imperial Court, broke out m 
lebelhon m his jdffb of Jausa and Paydg (Allahdbdd), and 
attacked the fort of Karra, which was The jagir of Isma’il Kuli 
Khdn Ilyds Khdn, who was shiklda) of that place for Isma’il 
Kuli, fought with him and was killed He then invested the 
foit of Gaiha, and began to pillage This being reported to 
His Majesty, he sent Ismd’il Kuli Khdn, * * and several other 
amirs to repress lum He also sent Kdjd Bmbal and Shdh 
Kuli Khdn Maliram to excite the hopes of Ma’sum Khdn 
Farankhudi, and bring him to Court. 

When Wazir Khdn had depaited, Khwaja Mansur was released 
from confinement, and again appointed to the office of diwd.il 

As soon as Niydbat heard of the appioach of the royal army, 
he laised the siege of Karra, and went towards Kantal, ono of 
the dependencies of Patna The ambs followed him, ciossed 
over the river, and came up with him. Niydbat Khdn attacked 
them, and a haid fight ensued, but at last he was defeated and 
went off to Ma’sum Khan 

At this time, also, ’Arab Bahddur fled beforo Shdhbdz Khdn, 
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and took refugo ■with Masutru 1 / Shdhbdx K bin in pursuit of 
him, went to Jaanpdr, aad from thonco to Oudh against Ma aum 
Bat Ma aum advanced to meet him defected him and pnt him 
to flight. In ono day Shfihb&z Kh&U travolled forty kos to 
Jaunpur Toraun Muhammad Kli&n, who commanded tko right 
wmg of Shihbdx EHi&n a force luul bocn hidden by tho jungle, 
and when Mb aum a army was disordered, this forco carao np 
and defeated it When Shdhb&x Khdn was informed of this 
ho returned immodlatoly joinod his nght wing and rallying hia 
forces, pursued tho enemy Ma aum fought again in tho ncmity 
of tho dtv of Oadh and wai again defeated. Hia mothor and 
aistora, wires and cluldron property and troops were taken ITo 
himself fled to the StwAllk hills Tills happoned in tho montli 
of Zi 1 liijjo, In tho year 0S8* n

In tho beginning of this year intelligence arrived tliat Mirzd 
Maham mad Haktm allarod by tho indneomonts held ont iu 
letters sent to him by d^i Ma sum K&buli and Ma sum Faran 
khddf and urged on br hia maternal undo FnHdun had aet out 
from KAbul with tho object of conquering Hindustan Ho aont 
hia aervnnt Sh&dmdn over tho Indus (in advance) bat Kanwnr 
M&n Singh son of R&jd Bhagwdn Dds, attackod him and killed 
him </ On hearing of this, tho Mirxd crossed tho river and cn 
camped in the pargana of Saiyidpur 

Tho Emperor assemblod Ids forces, and having advanced to all 
tho soldiers eight months* pay oat of the treasury he marched 
towards tho Ponjdb Pnnoo Ddmydl remainod at Fathpur and

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Sult&n Khwaja and Shaikh Ibr&him were there left m charge of 
affairs Upon the Emperor’s leaching the sardl of B£d, fifteen 
Jios from Fathpur, he received intelligence of the victory of 
Sh&hbaz Khdn over Ma’suni Farankhudi. Deeming this an 
auspicious omen, lie continued his march. ^ 

When Fun war Man Singh defeated Shddm&n, he obtained 
from Shadman’s portfolio three letters from Mirz& Muhammad 
Hakim, one to Hakimu-1 Mulk, one to Khwtija Shah Mansur, 
and one to Muhammad H&sirn Kh&n Mlr-bahr , all in answer to 
letters of invitation and encouragement Kunwar M&n Singh 
sent these letters to the Emperor, who ascertained the contents, 
but kept the fact concealed 

After the Emperor marched from Dehli, Mirz k Muhammad 
Hakim advanced to Lahoie, and encamped in the garden of 
Mahdi F&sim KMn Funwai Mdn Singh, Sa’id Kh&n, and 
Eajd Bhagw&n Das had gone into the fortress On the Empe- 
ror’s reaching Pampat, Malik Sdni Edbuli, dho&n of Mirzd 
Muhammad Hakim, ivho had the title of Wazir KMn, deserted 
the Mnz&, and came to the Imperial camp He alighted at the 
tent of Khw&ja Shdh Mansur, and made lum the channel for 
offering his services to the Emperor When Khwaja SMh 
Mansur announced his arrival, the Emperor’s suspicions were 
aioused, and he thought that the dhcdn’ s arriving at the time 
when Ins master was invading Hindustan must have some policy 
in it He was already suspicious of Mansur, and his doubts 
were now confirmed. So he dismissed Mansur, and showed him 
the Muzd’s letters. Mansur asseverated (Ins innocence), but it 
was of no use 

The Emperor proceeded to Sh&hdbdd, and Malik ’Ali brought 
him a letter to the following effect “When my scouts were coming 
fiom the ford of Ludi&na, which is under my charge, and reached 
the scnai of Sirlimd, they found a footman with swollen feet 
This footman said to them, ‘ I belong to Sharaf Beg, the servant of 
Khwaja Sli&h Mansur He is the Ehwdja’s shiUdd) in his jugir 
of Firozpur, thnty los fiom Lahore. These letters are to be 
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delivered to tlio Khw&ja as my foet are in a bad state, do you 
convoy the letter* quickly to him.' Thcso lettors my men have 
brought to mo. When the secretary opened thorn ono was a 
letter from Sharaf Beg to Khwdja Mansur about the oSaira of 
Flrozpur, and tho other was a lottor from one person to another 
person, and of tho following purport I mot Farldun KhAn 
and ho earned rno to wait upon Muhammad Hakim Bddshdh 
Although ho had sent his rovenao collectors into all tho pargnnat 
of this quarter, ho has not scDt odj to onrs, but lias hold ns 
exempt. On heanng and considering theso loiters, it appeared 
to IBs Majesty tliat Sharaf Beg had written ono of them to 
Khw&ja Mansur and that the other was certainly connected 
with tho coming of Mirzd Muhammad Hakim e dhedn Malik 
Sdnl, to Khwaja Mansur Many of tho amirs and officers of 
Statu wero on bad terras with tho Khw&ja, and these oxertod 
their mflnenco to socuro his death So tho Emperor gavo the 
order for his oxocution, and ho was hanged noxt morning 

Three days aftorwarda intelligent came in that Mini Mu 
haramad Hakim, liaving boon informed of tho Emperor s march 
towards tlie Panjdb Irnd pauod tho river of Lahore and gono off 
to KAbuL The Emperor advanced from Sirlund to Kol&nor^. 
and from thonco to Now Hohtds There ho rocoived good nows, 
and hunting as he went along he reached tho Indus. In the 
month of Bab! u-a s&m ho ordered a fort to be batlt on tho banks 
of tho Indus, which is called Sind sAgar and ho called it Atuk 
BanAras V Boats woro scarce, so he ordorod tho amir* and 
soldiers to search for and produce somo He assigned their respec- 
tive posts to the various amirs, Kunwar Mdn Singli, with Shaikh 
Jamfil Baklitlydr and Hddliu Singh his brothor * * and others 
wore sent over the nver towards Porshor (Poshdwar) When 
they took possession of that city tlio Emperor sent Pnnce

other amirs, to effect the conquest of K&bul 

At this time Khwaja Abu-I Fazl and * * came as envoys 
from Mirzd Muhammad Hakim, to beg pardon for his offences. 
The Emperor sent Hdji Habibu-lla along with them to K&bul, 
promising hitn forgiveness, on condition that he repented of the 
past, would bind himself by oath (for the future), and would 
send his sister to the Imperial Court. Prince Mur&d passed 
through the Khaibar Pass, and on the I5th Jum&da-s s&ni, the 
Emperor ciossed over the river Sind-s&gar (Indus), and there 
encamped. 

Here he sent the least of his servants, Niz&mu-d din Ahmad, 
the author of this work, to proceed rapidly in advance of 
Prince Mur&d, and open communications with the amirs who 
had gone on first, and to ascertain whether they could get to 
Kabul without the Emperor, or if they needed his presence, by 
what road he ought to proceed ; and whether he should come 
with all his army or travel express (ja? Ida) In one night and 
day I reached Jal&ldb&d, a distance of seventy-five Los, and 
delivered my message to the Prince He was determined upon 
proceeding to K&bul, and thought it advisable to send me back 
speedily to the Emperor He also sent along with me H&ji 
Habibu-lla, who had come from K&bul to Jal&l&b&d, and I was 
to report that Mirz& Muhammad Hakim was sincerely repentant 
of the past, that he had taken oaths, and that he was willing to 
send his sister, but thatKhw&ja Husain her husband, had earned 
heL off to Badakhsh&n, When I and H&ji Habibu-lla joined 
His Majesty, he on the following day marched to Pershor 
(Peshawar) There he left Prmce Salim m camp with B&ja 
Bhagw&n D&s, Said Kh&n [etc ], and went on with speed, 
tiavelhng about twenty Los a day When Prince Mur&d came 
to within seven Los of Kabul, Mirzd Muhammad Hakim issued 
forth to the village of Khurd-k&bul, and attacked him , but 
he was defeated and put to flight The victorious Prince then 
entered K&bul, 
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On tlio night before this nction Fariduu tbo undo of Mtn£ i 
Ilak{m attacked the rear of tlio Prineoa army, lolled a good \ 
many men, and earned ofT considerable spoil This day tho 
Emperor advanced and encamped at Surkh&b, fifteen lot from 
the array of tho Pnneo Wien tho rear of tho Pnnee s army 
was attacked and plundered it to happened that H£jf Muhammad 
Almdf who had gono on in adranco as messenger (rftbt-cAffuH) 
to tho Prince ornred upon tho spot, and behold tho rout. Ho 
tamed back and reported tho disaster which annoyed tho 
Emperor Bat notwithstanding this newt, next day tho Emperor 
went on a stage and then received accounts of tho victory that 
liad been gained and for which ho offered np his thanksgiving 

On Friday 10th Raj&b ho entered k&bul and remained thoro 
for twenty days visiting tho gardens Hero ho was Informed 
that Mind Muliammad Ilnkim intended to abandon hit country 
and tako refuge with the Urboks Deeming this a disgraco and 
sliamc, ho sent Latif Khwija to Mined Muhammad Ilakim who ^ 
was nt Ghorliand to tell him that his offoncca wero forgiven 
The Mirzd, having in tho prcaenco of Latif Kbw&ja raado a 
promise and a row of fidelity executed an engagement and sent 
it by AH Mabammad Asp along with Latif Kliwdja to tho 
Emperor 

His Majesty then tamed homewards to Ilindustdn, after coni 
femng Kfibul upon Mirzd Muliammad Ilakim. Leaving thq 
army, ho went on quickty to Jaldldlwd, whoro there was a largo 
encumpmont. Prince Salim, and the nobles who woro with lnm 
hastenod forth to meet His Majesty and to congratulate him 
on Ids victory Khwdjagi Muliammad Husain the brother of 
hdsltn Klidn lllr-lxikr, who was ono of Mind Muhammad 
nakim s nobles camo to proffer Ins somces to the Emperor 
and was admitted among tho number of his fhonda. 

From Jaldldbdd ho sent a dotaehment to nttack tho liills of 
the Kator mfidols. Travelling by regular stages, ho rcaohod tho 
bonks of the Sind sdgar (Indus) 1 Muhammad Kdsim Klidn

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mIio lificl boon loft belnnd to make a bridge, had constructed one 
of boats. The journey to K&bul had been performed m one 
month. In one day ho [and his escort] crossed the river and 
■went on to Ldhore, where lie airived on the last day of Ramazdn 
Ho again entrusted the government of the Panjdh to Sa’i'd Kh&n, 
jR-dja Bhagwdn Dds, and Kunuar Mdn Smgh, and went on his 
way hunting to Fathpur. At Pdnipat Shdhbdz Kkdn came to 
wait upon him On tho 25th Shawwdl he arrived at Dehll. 
Pnnce Ddniydl and the amirs who had remained at Fathpur, and 
Hei Highness Maryam Makdni came forth to meet him, and on 
the 5th Zi-1 ka’da he airived there 

Wlnlo the Emperor was engaged m the Kdbul campaign, 
jBahddur 'All, son of Saiyid BadakhsLu entered the country of 
Tirhut, and gave himself the title of Bahadur Shdli, 1 but he 
was taken pusoner and killed by the men of Khan-i ’azam. 
Ma'sum Khdn Faiankhudl, being in gieat distiess and anxiety 
in the Siwdlik hills, begged forgiveness for his offences through 
Klidu-i ’azam , and m consequence of the Khdn’s intercession he 
was paidoned Then he waited upon Kh&n-i 'azam in humble 
guise, and was afterwards admitted to an interview with the 
Emperor at Fathpur. 2 

When the Emperor was waited upon at Kdbul by the confi- 
dential servants of Mirzd Muhammad Hakim, he made inquiry 
into the case of Kliwdja Shdh Mansur, and it appeared that 
Karmu-lla, brother of Shdhbaz, had colluded with others to 
concoct letters, and that he had forged the last letter on the 
evidence of which Kliwdja Mansur was executed. Aftei this 
was discoveied, the Emperor often regretted the execution of 
the Kliwdja He now remained for some time at Fathpur,

On the 10th Maharram 090 n n Khdn 1 ’aznm governor of 
IIAjipur and Patna, camo to wait upon the Emperor and to 
giro an account of the adairs of Bengal After staying several 
days be was «ont back to Bengal and sovcral nobles and soldiers 
who bad been to Kdbul were sent with him

Muliammad Sddik Khdn camo from Bihdr, and was well 
received, but lie was soon sent to assist Khdn i aiam In suppress 
ing tlie revolt of As( Kdbuli Shdh Kali Kh&u and othor 
amir* who had been on tbo Kdbnl campaign woro sent witli him 
About this timo Mir Abu Turdb and Itiradd Klidn who liad

The news from Bengal was, that Khdn-i ’azam had occupied 
Tdnda, that Klidldi Khan, Jabbar Burdi, and Mirzd Beg 
Kdkshdl had separated from ’Asi Kdbuli, and had come to 
Khdn-i ’azam, and that ’Asi had sought refuge with certain 
kamtndars All the parts of Bengal that were m the possession

Kfibuli was 
in the country of Aisf and Kb&n i oxam was desirous of 
returning homo For theso reasons t!io Emperor ordered Shdh 
bdz Khdn to proceed to Bengal to allot tho whole of tliat tarl&r 
in jdg\n to tho soldiers and to do Ids best to exterminate Ail 
Kdbuli. On tho 17th Jamfida i sdni lio started to assumo his 
duties 

In this year an order was given for tho translation into 
Persian of tho Mahd bhdraf which is tho chief book of history 
of tho Brahmans.

Information was now brought that Khdn l ntam had gent

Burhdnu 1 Mulk hrothor of Murtazn Nrxdmu 1 Mulk, rulor of 
tho Dakhin, fled from his brother to Kutbn d din Khin^Pbud by 
command he camo from thoneo to wait upon tho Emperor in tho 
month of Bajab But beforo this, a person calling himself 
Burhdnu 1 Mulk had waited upon tho Emperor and had obtained 
a jdglr Now that tbo real man liad come, and tho imposture 
was displayed tlio Impostor fled and hid himself, but ho was 
discovered, after tho lapso of a week among somojo^ts, and was 
cast into prison.

. -^ n order was given to Ttimdd Khdn to take away the country 

of Siroln from Sarmdn Deori, and to give it to Jagmdl his 
brother, who was an adherent of the Imperial thione 1000 molmrs 
(miihr'i) was sent m charge of the writer of this work towards 
payment of the expenses When Ttimdd Khdn arrived at Jalor, 
the author, Muhammad Ma’sum Bakhari, Kara bar Beg Tshang 
Akd, Zainu-d din Kambu, and Pahlawdn ’All Sistani, who was 
appointed hohcal of Ahmaddbdd, joined Ttimad Khdn. Muham- 
mad Husain Shaikh and several jdgircldrs of Gujardt remained 
behind After Ttimdd Khdn arrived at Jdlor, he proceeded to 
Sirohi, and having removed Sarmdn Deori, he installed Jagmdl, 
whom he left there with Aghzan Khdn, Mahmud Jdlori, Bijdd 
Deora, Kdi Singh, son of Chandar Sen, son of Bdi Mdl Deo 
Then he proceeded towards Ahmadabdd, and on approaching the 
city, Shahdbu-d din Ahmad Khdn came out and posted himself 
in ’TTsmanpur, one of the suburbs On the 12th Sha’bdn, Ttimdd 
Khdn went into the city. Two days afterwards it was discovered 
that ’Abid Badakhshi * * and a large party of the servants of 
Shahdbu-d din Khdn had left him, and gone off to Kathiwdr, to 
invite Muzaffar Gujardti,ywho was there living m the retirement 
to which he had been dnven by the Imperial arms, tlieir object 
being to promote a revolt 

Ttimdd Khdn thought it desirable to have a conference with 
Shahdbu-d din upon the subject , so he sent me, the author of 
this work, to him When I saw him, he told me that this band 
of conspirators had a design against his life, and that they had 
for a long time been preparing this plot Now that they had 
torn the veil from their designs, they would receive no encouiage- 
ment or help from him When I reported the state of the case 
to Ttimdd Khdn, he thought it expedient to conciliate the con- 
spirators , so he sent me and two other persons to appease them. 
But they rejected our overtures, and continued their journey

Kambar Beg Iahang Akd now camo In from Sbabdbu-d din 
reporting that he liad promised to stay at Karl *Itiradd Khdo 
Mir Abii Turdb and 1 therefore went forth to aoo Sliahdbu-d 
din to mollify him and bnng him back with us Towards tho 
clow of day, Itimdd Khdn set off for Karl It had been urged 
upon lum that it was not right for tho ruler of a city to learo It 
when tho enemy was at a distance of only twclvo he t But it was 
of no avail ITo left his own son with Amir Ma sum Bakharl ami 
* • * and my son and started When ho and I reached Karl 
wo talked with Sliahdbo-d din and wo reconciled him upon our 
promiso that tho parganat which ho liad for a long tnno hold 
in jdglr should bo relinquished to him and that ho should bo 
paid a subsidy of two lac* of mpees In foot all ho asked was 
concedod Towards closo of day Itimdd hhdn and ho set out 
from Karl to return to Ahmaddbdd. On tho samo day that 
Itimdd Kliin went to Karl Muzaflhr Gujardtl eamo to Ahmad 
dbd<L Tlio men of tho city garo him (aecota to) tho fort, 
and as part of tho wall was broken down, ho made his way m 
immediately 

At midnight, when [Ttimdd Khdn and] Shah Abu d din wero 
ten I a* from Ahmaddbdd they wero met b} Mir Ma sum Bakharl 
and Zalnu d din Kambu, who had eomo out of tho city and 
brought tho news Thoy alighted, and aftor consultation do- 
elded that as tho onomy had gained onty ono day ho hod had no 
tlmo to strengthen himself and that wo must got Into the city as

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lie had done So we went on to the city, and m the morning 
arrived at TTsm&npur, which is on the side of the river near the 
city. Muzaffar Grujardtl came forth, and drew up his forces on 
the sandy bank of the river Shah&bu-d din was quite helpless, 
because his men weie not trustworthy, and many of them ran off. v 
I did all I could with a few men, but without effect My son, 
who had been left m the city m charge of the fort, was plundered 
of everything Shahdbu-d din Ahmad Kli&n and Itimdd Khdn 
took to flight, and went to Nalmvala, better known as Pattan, 
forty-five Jos from Ahmaddb&d I, the author, wrote a report 
of the occurrences to the Emperor 

Three days afterwards Muhammad Husam Shaikh * * and 
other jdgirddi s of Gujarat came to Pattan, and having set the 
fort in older, prepared to hold out. Muzaffar Gujar&ti gave 
away jagirs and titles to the leading rebels, and busied himself 
m collecting forces Sher Kh&n Fnl&di had been governor of 
Pattan for many years, but had (since) lived for some yeais in 
adversity in the country of Surath He joined Muzaffar Grujar&ti, 
who sent him with four thousand horse towards Pattan. When 
Sher Kh&n arrived at Kail, he sent forward his men to the 
town of Jutana, twenty Jos from Pattan I attacked them and 
defeated them, and left Mir Muhibbu-lla * * and a detachment 
of soldiers at that place. Zamu-d din Kambu was sent to 
Kutbu-d din, governor of Broach and Baroda, desiring him to 
advance from that side against Ahmad&bdd, so that the enemy 
might be attacked on two sides and overpowered Zamu-d din 
went to Kutbu-d din, and brought him to Baioda When 
Muzaffar was informed of his arrival there, he led a large force to 
attack him, and Kutbu-d din, having fought m an unsoldicr-hke 
way, was defeated, and had to take lefuge m the fort of Baioda. 
Many of his men and officers joined Muzaffar 

Sher Kh&n Fulddi now advanced as' far as the town of 
Masana , 2 fifteen Jos from Pattan, and great consternation fell

Many of ins men were hilled and a largo boot} 
fell into our hands I strenuously urged tluxt wo should adranco 
against AhmaduWd ^hut tho main who wrro with mo would 
not agree 

\\ lien wo reached kari wo remained there awaiting tho arrival 
of tho soldiers who liad boon sent to Pattan with tho spoils of oar 
vlctorr Wo waited tvrclvo days and during that timo several 
persons wero sent to Pattan to collect men Wo now heard that 
Mnxaffar GnjarAtl had bombarded tho fort of Baroda, nnd that 
Kutbu-d din having received a promise (of safo conduct) had sent 
Zamu-d din Knmbu out (to treat) Mumffar regardless of his 
pledge put Zalnu d din to death Kutbu d din, although tho 
perfidy and vow brcohlng of Muiafiar wero manifest was so 
domented, so blinded by fato that ho trusted to tho promuo of 
tliat pronuso l rcakor, and went out to 1dm ^/Thon at the rnstiga 
tion of Tarwdrf zaatlnddr of Pipla, ho was put to death Upon 
bearing of this, I, and tho men who wero with mo nt Karl 
returned to Pattan 

From Paroda Mnxaffar went to Broach and tho officers of 
Kutbu-d din aurrcndcrod tho fortress IIo obtained tbero fuurtcon 
lac* of rupees which were In tho royal treasury at Kambay and 
had been oouvoyed to Broach by KliwAja Imddn-d din Ilusom

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And lie also got possession of all tlio propel ty and treasure- of 
Kutbu-d din, which exceeded ten Ivors. Collecting the soldiers 
and R&jputs fiom all parts near him, ho raised his foice to neaily 
thirty thousand men 

When these occurrences were brought to the Knowledge of the 
Empcior, he sent Mirzd Khan, son of Bairam Khtin, along with 
the jaghdats of Ajnm, such ns Pa\inda Muhammad Khali 
Mughal * * and otheis too numerous to mention, by w a \ of 
J&lor and Pattnn; and he also sent Kali] Klnin, ho was the 
jdgirdar of Surat, with * * jarjh dan of Mulwn, b\ tlio w a \ of 
Mdlwa This l.ittei foico had arrived at Sultaiipui and Nnn- 
duibiu^whilo Muzaffar was engaged at Broach, but dread of 
MuzafFar prevented them from advancing a stop further I, the 
author, every day wrote letters fioin Pattnn to Mu /ft Ivlnin, 
uiging his speedy approach When ho armed with his force at 
Sirohi, I went forth to meet him, and hi ought him on with all 
speed He remained one day in Pattnn, and then nd\anctd 

When Mir/d Khan's nrrnal became Known to Mu/nfiar Guja- 
rati, he left Broacdi, and leturned to Ahniadabad, leauug the foit 
ot Bioach m chaige of Na-ir, hi*» brother’s son, and Ch irKas 
Putin, one of the Impenal «or\ant>» who liad de-erted to Mu/ ill ir 
M tivii Khan and his aims encamped at SarK ij, three /o- fimn 
Ahniadabad Mu/nlhr pitched In- iampoppo-itc tin Tmputd 
atnn, two lot distant, near the tomb of Muih Bind in (God i> t

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were slain, and many men fell Whilo Mozaffar was engaged 
with Mira Khfin I brought round my men and fell upon lus 
rear Bdi Dnrgd, also, of tlao left wing, under tho orders of 
MirxA Klidn followed to support me Mnraflar was put to 
flight nnd great numbers of his men wore slain y Iscxt morning 
Mirxd KJi&n entered the city and issued a proclamation of 
amnesty so that every ono felt reassured Muzaffur fled to 
Ma murdbdd and tho bank* of tho Mabindan river Trom 
tbcncc he went to Kambay Many of tho fugitives rejoined him 
there so that Ins force again rose to nearly ten^/thousand men 

Three days after tho victory Kalij Khdn arrived at Ahmad 
dbdd with tho army of Mdlwa. Mini Khdn and all tho amira 
then marched towards Kambay On their arriving at ten J .03 
from tho place, Muzaflar went off towards Barodn. When Mirzd 
Khdn reachetl tho vllago of Bdsad, near Patlud, on the bank of 
the Mnbmdari^Hfo sent Kalij Klidn and * * on in adranco to 
overtako and attack tho enemy hot this forte, dotorml by tho 
difficulty and narrowness of tho road camo to a halt, and 
Muiaffar got off to Bdj pipla and Nddot 

Mini Klidn and Ins army on to red Earoda on the 10th and 
there rested Whilo ho was there intelligence arrived that 
Saiyld Danlat, ono of tho officers of Muzaflar liad entorod 
Kambay, and ovorpoworod tho royal forces in tho placo banning 
Khdn® was sent to repress this diversion, and having dnvon ont 
tho insurgent, ho rotnmod. Saijid Danlat tlicn camo back and 
soiled tho town again Khojam Bardi, an officor of Mind

Klian s, maiclied against him fiom Patlad, and defeated him 
Mirzd Khdn maiclied with Ins aimy to Nddot, and Muzaffai 
went oft into the mountains AtdKk Bahddur now deseited 
fiom the Imperial army, and joined Muzaffar So the insurgents 
weie again set m motion 

Mirzd Khdn impnsoned Sdn Bahadur Uzbek, of whom he 
was suspicious on account of his relations with Atdlfk Bahddur, 
and he resolved to attack the rebels Sharif Khdn and Nauran" 

O 

Khdn were appointed to the right, Kalij Khan and Tolak Khdn 
to the left, Pdyinda Khan and some other amiis to the advance. 
I was sent foiward to leconnoitre, and find out the best way of 
attacking the enemy 

When I leached the foot of the hills, I attacked the enemy’s 
infantry, and drove them back for a good los to where their mam 
foice was drawn np in an ay A sharp action ensued The 

discharge of arrows and bullets was quite bewildering, and many 
men and horses on both sides were wounded I dismounted 
some of my best men, and rode on with them to the mountain, 
and I sent some to call up Kallj Khan I also sent Khwdja 
Muhammad Eafia’, a man lenowned foi his courage Kallj 
Khdn came up on the left, and becoming engaged, ho bore back 
the enemy a little But reinfoi cements were brought up by the 
enemy, and Kallj Khdn and Tolak Kkan were repulsed, and fell 
back a bow-shot distance The men whom I had dismounted, 
while the enemy was pushing after Kallj Khdn, finding the way 
cleai, ascended the hill When the enemy leturned, they at- 
tacked us, and many men were killed Kallj Khan had found 
some shelter and held his giound I sent to Mirzd Khdn for 
the elephant guns {Jiath-nal) They were brought up upon 
the elephants, and we dischaiged several guns against the spot 
where Muzaffai w r as standing Naurang Khan now came up the 
mountain which covered the enemy’s left, and got the command 

of his position. When the balls from the elephant guns fell 111

Tlie Imperial arms 
obtained a comploto victory x / Mind Khdn returned, and came 
to Ahrnoddbdd, where ho hnsied himself in arranging tho affairs 
of the army and tho peasantry He left Kalij Khdn and * * 
the othor Mdlwa amirs to proccod against Broaclu For seven 
month* ho remained in Akmaddbid and at the end of that timo 
tho fort of Broach was captured. Cliarkas Rum{ who hod 
deserted Kutbn d din Mnliammad Khdn to join Mutaffar and 
was appointed by him commandant of tho fortress of Broach was 
taboo in the fort, and oxccutod ftasir who was also an officer 
escaped though half-dead 

At tho timo when Mirid Khdn was sent to Gujardt, IIis 
Majesty commandod a aty and fort to bo brnlt at Paydg at the 
confluence of tho Gauges and Jumna to which tho namo of 
llUliabda was given IIis Majesty went there by boat from 
Agra, and spent four months there pleasantly * * When m 
teliigonco of tho killing of Kutbu-d din and tho spread of the 
revolt In Gujardt amvod His Majesty started for Agra and 
Fathpur so tliat he might sot out from tho latter plaeo to 
Gujardt. On reaching Etdwn, intelligence of tho victory armed 
and so he stayed at Fathpur He sent fanndnt to the amirs 
in Gujardt, To Mirzd Khdn ho gave tho title of Klidn 
khdn&n a horso, a robe a jewelled dagger and tho banner of 
6000* {tiiman tkgh) On me the author hebestowod a horse a 
robe and increased emoluments. All the officers received marks 
of lus favour 

After Ills second defeat, Muzaffiir Gujordti retreated by way of

I will follow ” On the 
aruval of Muzaffar at Morbf , 3 sixty los from Ahmaddbdd, and 
the intelligence of Ins advance being bi ought to Khdn-khdndn, 
the Khdn set off with all diligence to encounter him When 
Muzaffar reached Param-gdm, forty Icos fiom Morbf, and neither 
the Jdm nor Amfn Khdn arrived, he leturned disheartened and 
disti acted towards the mountains of Barda 4 '' Then he proceeded 
to Jagat, which is the extieine town of Surath, and well known 
under the name of Dwdika . 5 

The Jdm sent his talils to Khdn-khdndn, to represent that 
he was fnendly to the Imperial Government; that he had taken 
money fiom Muzaffar, but had not joined him, and that he was 
then leady to conduct the army to the place wheie Muzaffar was 
staying Amfn Khdn, also, thiough the introduction of Mfr 
Turdb, sent his son to wait upon Khdn-khdndn, and assure him 
of his good wishes The Jdm’s men guided Khdn-khdndn on a 
lapid march into the mountains of Barda, which were plundered 
and ravaged A vast quantity of booty was obtained, and many 
men were killed or made prisoners

When Muzaffar proceeded to Othanlya, Saiyid Kdsim Bdrha 
come from Patton to Bijdpur* which is thirty to* from Otbonfya 
and the force which was at Haddla came and joined the one at 
PardntC Muzaffar supported by the Kola and Grdaaias, and all 
the disaffected zamlnddn of the vicinity gave battle to the force 
which was at Pardntfj but he was signally defeated, and hi* 
elephants and canopy fell into the hands of tho victors Many 
of his men wero killed, and he himself escaped barefoot aud 
half-dead 

While Klidn khdndn was thus engaged in the mountains of 
Barda, it became known that tho Jdm was not acting honestlv 
His caiilt were dismissed, and sont back to him The Jdm pro 
pt^red to oppose us and collected an army of twenty thousand 
hone 4 and innumerable infantry When Khdn khdndn came 
to within seven kot of him he sent an envoy to make his 
npologies and ho also sent his son with throo large elephants and 
eighteen Arab horses 6 to Khdn khdnin expressing his earnest 
desire to enter into a treaty and to act fn a friendly way 
Khdn klidndn then returned to Ahmaddbdd, and five monthi 
afterwards he was summoned to the Imperial Court, whither he 
proceeded in all haste 

Muzaffar was then in Kdthiwdr and was greatly aggrieved

this was brought to Kalfj Khdn and me, who were at Ahmaddbad. 
Kalfj Khdn remained in the city, and I went out with Saiyid 
Kdsim Khdn Bdrha, Medmf Rdf and * * *, and maiched forward 
with all speed to Surath 

When I reached Haddla, Muzaffar, feeling unable to contend 
with me, raised the siege of Amin Khdn, and went off towards 
Kach I then sent Mil Kalfj and * * to Amfn Khdn, pro- 
posing that we should in concert pursue Muzaffai into Kdthfudr 
I pushed forwaid and went to Morbi Muzaffar fled and ciossed 
the Ran, which is an inlet of the sea, and took the road to 
Jessalmfr. In some places the breadth of the water of the Ran 
is ten Los and twenty Los. He went into the country which they 
call Kach, on the other side of this water. When I 1 cached 
Morbi, the Jdm and Amin Khdn sent their sons to mo, and 
ha vino; entered into engagements with me, I returned towards 
Bf ram -gam 1 

Intelligence now ai rived of the departure of Khdn-khdndn 
fiom Couit, and of his having gone to the neighbouihood of 
Sirohi, with the intention of taking Sirohi and Jdloi I, in 
agreement with Saijnd Kasim Khdn, proceeded with my men to 
join him The Rdjd of Sirohf came to see Khdn-khdndn, and 
paid a sum of money as tubute Grhazfn Khan, of Jdloi, also 
, came foiwaid But when Khdn-khdndn was on Ins nay to 
Court, Ghazfn had shown some rudeness and signs of disaffec- 
tion, he w\as therefore imprisoned, and possession was taken ot 
the fort of Jdlor Khdn-khdndn vent and took up his rcsidcnco 
at Ahmaddbdd 

To leturn to home affairs. Twenty days after Khdn-khdnun 
^arrived at Court, intelligence was bi ought of the death of Mirza

rakil of NizAmu 1 Mnlk and then camo complaining to the | 
Imperial Court, A far min wm sent to ’Azam KhAn, rulor of 
MAlura, directing 1dm to march against tho Dakhm and eubdae 
BirAr Farm&ni were also sent to Mir Mnrtaxa, KhudAwand 
KhAn, TlrandAi KhAn and other men of the Daklun Many of 
tho great nobles, such as Abda 1 Matlab KhAn, * * RAI Dnrga,* 
RAjA Askaran * * * and many otliors too numerous to montion, 
were sent with artillery throo hundred elephants, and the army 
of MAlwa on tins expedition Mir Fatliu lla, who hod received 
the titlo of Azda d dauln, was sent to mako arrangements in 
tho Daklun. KbwAjagI Fatliu lla was appointed bakhshi and 
MukhtAr Beg rflKda of this army 
This forco concentrated at Hindia, 4 on the borders of the 
Dakhm Axam KhAn hod a feud with 8hahAbu-d din Ahmad 
Khdn thon ruler of TJjjam, because he suspected Shahdbn~d dm 
of having instigated the murder of Ins father Axdu d daula 
endeavoured to assuage his animosity but Axam KhAn was a 
passionate man, and m suited both Shah Abu d din and Azda-d 
daula. For six months tho force remained inactive at Hindia, 
and at length mattors reached each a pitch thnt ShahAbu-d din, 
being offended with ’Axam KhAn, went off to his jdpir of RAisIn 
Axam KhAn marched to attack him, and a dire calamity was 
upon the point of falling upon the royal army bnt Azdu-d 
danla managed to effect a reconciliation 

"When RAjA AH Khan, tho ruler of Asir and BurhAnpAr saw i 
these dissensions in the Imperial army he gathered Ins forces I

daula went to him, and sought to win him over, but he did 
not succeed, so he let reated to Gujarat to strengthen Kli&n- 
khandn. 

I The above-named (’Azam Khdn) went towards Birdr, and 
plundeied Ehchpur; but not being able to maintain his ground, 
proceeded towards Nandurbdrj/ The Dakhmis followed maich 
by march, and ’Azam Khdn, notwithstanding his great strength, 
fell back before them, till he reached Nandurbdr. He wrote 
letters to Khdn-khdndn at Ahmaddbdd, calling for assistance, 
and Khdn-khdndn sent me and a number of amirs, such as * *, 
on in advance, and declared his own intention of following, 
When I arrived at Mahmuddbdd, ’Azam Khdn left his army 
at Nandurbdr, and proceeded with a few attendants to Ahmad- 
dbdd. Khdn-khdndn came out quickly from Ahmaddbdd to 
receive him and they met at the place lvhere I was 1 estmg, and 
then returned to Ahmaddbdd ’Azam Khan’s sister was wife of 
Khan-Ididndn, so he went to see her, and the two Khdns re- 
solved to proceed afterwards against the Dakhinis 

I and my associates marched against the rebels to Baroda, 
and Khdn-khdndn and ’Azam Khdn followed me $ but the latter 
went on quickly, in order to get the aimy at Nandurbdr ready 
Khdn-khdndn wiote to me, directing me to wait at Baroda till 
he arrived When the Klidn arrived, he proceeded with the 
army to Broach, and on reaching that place he received letters 
from ’Azam Khdn, in which he said, that as the rainy season had 
begun, operations must be postponed to the following year, and 
then they would proceed together against the Dakhm ’Azam 
Khdn returned to Mdlwa, Bajd ’Ali Khdn went with the 
Dakhmis to then homes, and Khan-khdndn returned to Ahmad- 
dbdd, where he occupied himself in matters of admmistiation foi 
five months. 

Intelligence arrived that the Emperor was marching towaids

Kb An khinin and 'Axdu-d daula, who had 
come up from Aram Kb in went off to join the Emperor 
Just as Khin-khinin started tho news was brought in *W 
the men of Khangir * as allies of Mniaffor Gnjoritf had attacked 
and killed Rii Singh the caminddr of JMliwar This Ildl 
Singh wns son of I til Min, Rija of Jhiliwar; and when he 
succeeded Ins father ho attacked the neighbouring zaotlnddrt, 
such os the Jim Khangir, and others, and subdued them His 
name is celebrated m song and story m the towns of Gnjarit, 
for the courage he displayed, and he hod a great renown 

A feud arose between Iliynt and Siyat, the nephews of the 
chief of Khangir and severe fighting occurred, in which Siyat 
was killed and many men on both si dee perished- Ril Singh 
also was wounded and was left upon the field- Next day some 
joglt found him, tended him cured him, and earned him with 
them to Bengal He passed two years with them in the guise of 
a^o^i When Khin kliinin marched against Mmaflar Gujariti, 
he came to the Khin, and told him his story The Khin sent 
him to Jhiliwar to be recognised by Ins people He related 
the facts to them and adduced his proofs, on which they 
acknowledged him and reinstated him He attacked the people 
of Kithiwir and plundered several of the tnbes, and he also began 
to assail tbe country of the Jim and of Khangir He mastered

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| and took possession of the town of Halwad, 1 one of the de- 
pendencies of Jh&lawai. The people of that neighbourhood, 
who had long been at ennnty with him, assembled m force to 
attack him The intelligence of their rising was brought to him 
while he was in the ehaugan ground He immediately started to 
meet them, and came up to them in a moonlight night. They 
sent a peison to him to say that if he weie leally RAf Singh he 
would not attack them by night He magnanimously assented 
to then wish, and rested where he was, and went to sleep His 
opponents here found their opportunity, and encouraging tlieir 
followers they drew near to him, and when morning broke their 
whole party fell upon him He and eighty men that weie with 
him fought on foot, and he was killed 

When Muzaffar Gfnjar&ti heard of the departure of Kb&n- 
kh&nan with his troops and family, he came to Amarun,? wheie 
the tomb of Malik Dawaiu-1 Mulk is, and laid the foundations 
of an army Kalfj Kh&n remained to g uaid AhmadaMd, and I 
with Saiyid Kasim and * * went to disperse the insurgents who 
had killed R&i Singh. When I reached Halwad, I sent a de- 
tachment to ravage the villages in the pai gem a of M&lia, 3 which 
belongs to KhangAr j and I sent another detachment, under 
Medmi Rdf, to Amaiun, against Muzaffar Upon tlieir ap- 
proaching that place, Muzaffar went off to KdthiwAr and hid 
himself The JAm sent his son to me to make excuses for his 
cruel tieatment of Raf Singh, and Khangar also sent his agents 
to renew his promises of loyalty I then returned to Ahmad&b&d 
After my arrival there Kalfj Khan started for Surat, and en- 
camped outside the city 

It then occurred to Muzaffar that after the departure of the 
army and the return of each man to his jdgir , he would make a 
dash upon Dulaka and Kambay, as he might thus be able to 
raise a force before the return of the Imperial army. So he 
advanced Wapidly upon Dulaka at the head of two thousand

The Imperial army occupied Dulako, and at night Knllj Khdn 
returned to Ahmoddb&d. I and my companions followed Mu 
xafiar One night and the noxt day we travelled forty five kot 
On reaching Jliram giro, wo heard that Mnxaffor had gono to 
the village of Alchdr which was four Lot off and had there shut 
op Saiyid Mustafa, son of Saiyid Jaldl who happened to bo 
there with Ins family Night had come on, and we wore onablo 
to proceed farther So I sent twenty horsemen with a pair of 
kettlo-drums, directing thorn to go about a kos from the village, 
and beat them, Uint Muzaffhr might suppose oar army to be near 
and giro up tho siege By God's help my stratagem succeeded 
the beleaguered peoplo wero released, and MurafFar went off to the 
Ran and Each In tho morning I mounted and hastened off in 
pursuit- I wont as far as the Ran then leaving on outpost in 
the v ill ago of Jhajusa, 1 near the water I returned to Ahmad&biid 
Foot months afterwards, the na mind an of Each collected a 
force of nearly a thousand horse and ton thousand foot, under 
the command of Jasd and Baj&In, nephows of Khang&r They 
proceeded to tho village of Rddhanprir^one of the dependencies 
of Rattan, and laid siege to the fort "When intelligence of this 
arrived at Ahmadibfld I and * * went off to relieve the place 
On hearing of our approach the enemy took flight, passed over 
the Ran and went into their own country 

It was necessary to put an end to these proceedings, so I 
crossed over the Ran into Koch at a place where the water was

destroying. We bnrnt and destroyed the towns of Kari and 
Katdrid, two places well known in Kach We realized an 
enormous booty, and after plundering and destroying nearly 
three hundred villages in the course of three days, we re-crossod 
the Ran opposite Mdlia and Morbf. TTera the Ran was twelve 
Los wide, and we were engaged from dawn till eve in the passage. 
The water was up to a man’s navel. After crossing 1 we ravaged 
and destroyed the pargam-s of Maha and Morbf, which belonged 
to Khangdr. 

We remained at Morbf three days Here I wrote to Khangdr, 
telling him how I had been informed that the hostile proceedings 
were the work of Jasd and Bajdfn, and had not been sanctioned 
by him. I had therefore inflicted a little punishment. Had it 
been otheiwise, I would have attacked Bhuj, his lesidence. If ho 
did not henceforth act loyally, he would see what would happen. 
Khangdr sent his vakils to me with his apologies. After tins a 
barrier was raised (against inroads) 

In the year 995 the younger son of Amm Khdn rebelled 
against him, and went to Muzaffar, and brought lnm against Ins 
father When I heard this, I went with * * against Muzaffar, 
to repress this outbreak On arriving at Rdjkot, 1 80 los from 
Ahmaddbad, and tlnity from Junagaih, Muzaffar made oft' to- 
wards tho Ran Sfdf Rfhan, vakil of Amin Khdn, and a pro- 
moter of the strife, with Nokm Grolnl, and other zaminddis, and 
Bii Khan Singh, Malik Rdjan, and others of tho chief men of 
those parts, neally five hundred horsemen, separated from tho 
insurgents, and came in to make peace. I treated thorn hospit- 
ably, and held out to them expectations of royal favour. Tho 
Jdm and Amin Khdn also sent their sons to mo, and renewed 
their professions of loyalty 

After returning to Alimaddbdd, I turned my thoughts to tho 
1 repicssion of the Gfrdssias. In the course of two mouths I fitted 
out au army, and then marched towards Othaniya and Ahinad-

principal Gr&ssias of those parts and left forts and gamaona m

In tho year 990 tho Emperor gave Gnjarit to Aram KhAn [ 
and recalled me to Oonrt By rapid stages I reached the Im 
penal Court at Lahore in fourteen days, and was most graciously 
roeeivod 

The intelligence of the successes in GnjnrAt reached the 
Emperor as he was travelling He returned thanks to God 
for his success, and continued his journey in great joy At this 
time Zam Eh in Koka, Iteji Him Obandar IUjd of Bittiah a 
man of high repute among the RdjAs of Hindustan, who had 
never before acknowledged allegiance to the SultAns of Hin 
dm tin, now expressed his desire of doing so, and came to wait 
upon the Emperor ot Fathpdr He was graciously received. 
He presented his tnbute one hundred and twenty elephants 
and a fine ruby valued at fifty thousand rupees.

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Thirty-fast year of the Reign. 

The Rfauroz-i Sultdni of the thirty -fiist year of the reign and 
the first year of the second Lai n of the reign fell upon Thursday, 
19th Rabfu-1 awwal, 993 h (11th March, 1585). [_The usual 
tejoicings ] 

At the beginning of this year Mir Murtaza and Khudawand 
Khdn, ami) s of the Dakhm, came to the Imperial Court. Their 
affaiis have been already noticed m describing the occurrences m 
Grujardt When they were defeated by Saldbat Khdn, and came 
to Burhdnpur, Rdj a ’All Khan, the governoi of that place, took 
their elephants fiom them, and he sent 150 of them m charge of 
his son to the Emperor. The Dakhim arniis were received, and 
piesented their tribute on New Years Day. 

Mil Eathu-lla Shirdzi, who had the title of ’Azdu-d daula, 
was now created chief Sadi of Hindustan, and received at the 
same time a hoise, a robe, and five thousand mpees 

Letters amved from Kabul, stating that * * Muza Sulaimdn, 
with the assistance of Mirzd Muhammad Hakim, had returned to 
Badakhshdn, and obtained a victory over the army of ’Abdu-lla 
Khdn Uzbek * * * Letteis now arrived fiom Atak-Bandras, 
fiorn Kuuwar Mdn Singh and Khwaja Sliamsu-din Muhammad, 
with the information that Mirzd Muhammad Hakim was very 
ill That Faridun had staited with a caravan from Peshdwar to 
Kdbul, but had been defeated by Afghdns in the Kliaibar Pass, 
and compelled to retreat to Peshdwai That a fire had broken 
out m the fort of Peshdwar, and that a thousand camel-loads of 
meicliandize had been consumed That tlnough this disaster 
Faiidun 'had got fiee, and had gone by another road to Kdbul, 
and tliat\ seventy men had perished on the journey fiom 
thirst \ 

’Abdu-lkl Khdn of Badakhshdn, when he was informed of 
Mirzd Sulaundn’s success, gathered a strong force, winch ho sent 
to oppose him. Mirzd Sulaiman, unablo to cope vitli this army, 
l otreated to Kdbul, and all Badakhshdn came into the poner of 
the Uzbeks. 
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Intelligence now reached the Emperor of the death of Mini 
Muhammad Ilakim Tlio M inti was the Emperor’s own brother 
bnt tho Emperor had shown him kindness and affection greater 
than oven tlrnt of a brother For the Mired had often been 
preiramptoou* and aggressivo and tho Emperor had not only 
pardoned him and sliowod him favour bnt had sent amir* and 
armies to maintain him in K&bnl He was greatly addicted to 
wine, and eicessivo drinking was the came of las illness and 
death. He died on tho 12th Slia bdn 003 When the new* 
of his death reached tho Emperor ho was ranch grtered and 
after the period of mourning was over his purpose was to confirm 
the country of K&bul to tho sons of the Slirzd Hut the nobles 
urged that tho Wired s eon* wore of tender age, and incapable 
of ruling and that tho Uzbek army which had already taken 
BadakJiahdu was on the look out for Kdbol also These con 
mdcrations induced tho Emperor to inarch to tho Panjdb and 
he began his march on the 10th Ramazdn * * * 

The Emperor travelled on by successive stages without making 
any holt to DeliU There ho visited the tomb of Jus lather and 
the shnnes of the saints, oud dispensed his chanty upon the 
poor and cclobrated the Td On tho 10th Sbowwdl ho readied 
the banks of the Sntloj and encamped. There he was informed 
that Kunwar Mdn Singh had sent a body of mon across the Indus 
to Peehdwnr and tb at Slidh Beg the officer of Mired AJn 
hammad Hakim had fled to Kdbul 

Sddik Khdn was scut from Lai i ore to take charge of the 
Government of Bhakar On tlie 17th Zl 1 ka da the Empororen 
camped by the sido of the Chmdb * * * and on the 28th he 
reached and crossed the Behut (Beyali) Here lie received a 
despatch from Kunwar Mdn Singh reporting that the people of 
KAbul liad willingly submitted to the Imperial ruin. Muhammad 
All Khardnchi who hod been sont to Kdbul, returned and re- 
ported that when Mol mm mod Hakim Mired died his oonsywore

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so young and incapable, that the direction of affairs at Kdbul was 
m the hands of the nobles, who were favourable to the claims of 
the Empeior. Moreover, Faiidun Kh&n, the uncle of the late 
Mirzd, when Kunwar Man Singh entered Kabul m hot haste, 
finding that he was helpless, brought the young princes to wait 
upon the Kunwar. They weie received with great kindness and 
assurances of protection. Kunwar M&n Singh left his own sons 
in K&bul in the charge of Shamsu-d din Kha.fi, and set off with 
the young princes and the nobles of Kabul to meet the Emperor 
On the 25th Zi-1 hijja the Kunwai brought the princes and the 
Kdbul nobles into the presence of the Emperor at the town of 
Bawal-pindi, which is situated between Bolitds and Atak They 
were received with princely generosity Each of the chief at- 
tendants received five thousand 01 six thousand rupees as a gift. 
Suitable allowances and jaghs weie also granted 

When the Emperor leached Atak, he sent Bhagwdn Dds, Shdh 
Kuli Mahram, and other well-known amirs , with about 5000 
hoise, to effect the conquest of Kashmir On the same day 
Isma’il Kuli Khdn and BAi Singh were sent against the 
Biluchis Next day Zam Khan Koka was sent with a force 
against the Afghdns of Swad (Swat) and Bajaur, to reduce that 
turbulent people to order The Emperor encamped at Atak on 
the 15th Muharram, 994 

In former times }' a Hindustani soldier had come among the 
Afghdns, and set up an heretical sect 2 . He induced many foolish 
people to become his disciples, and he gave himself the title 
of Pi; JRoshandi ® He was dead, but his son Jal&la, a youth of 
about fourteen, came, m the year 989 H , to wait upon the Em- 
peror, as he was returning from Kdbul He was kindly received , 
but after a few days his evil disposition induced him to take 
flight, and go off to the Afghdns. There he laised disturbances, 
and gathering a good numbei of men aiound him, he shut up the

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roads botwoon HindustAn and KAbul In order to repress this, 
base sect of Roihanait whose basonoas will be hereafter described * 
His Majesty placed Konwar Man Singh in command, and gave, 
him KAbul In jdglr ' 

When intelligence amvod of Zain KhAn Koka haring entered 
the country of SwAt and of his having onconntered tins sect of 
Afghdns, who wore as nnmeroas as ants and locusts on tho 2nd 
Safar, 904 n Saijid KhAn Gakhar RfijA Hirbnl and • * • 
were sent with forces to snpport him. A few days later Hakim 
Abu 1 Tatli was sont after them with additional forces. After 
theso reinforcements had joined, Zoin KhAn bognn to plunder 
and ravago tlio Afghdns, and great spoil fell into his hands 
When thoy reached the pass of Kardgar a person observod to 
RAjA Birbal that the Afghdns meditated a night attack on that 
night, tliat the oxtont of tho mountain and of the pass was only 
three or four Jo*, and tlmt if thoy got through the pass, thoy 
would be safo from the attack designed. RAjA Birbal, Vwithout 
making any communication to Zain KhAn, poshed on to get 
through tho pass, and nil his army followed. At closo of day 
when tho sun was about to sot, thoy reached a dofife, the hoights 
of which on every sido woro covored with Afghdns Arrows and 
stones were showored down upon the troops In tho narrow pass 
and in the darkness and in tho narrow dofilo men lost thoir path 
BDd perished m recess os of tho mountain A tomblo defeat and 
slaughter followed. Nearly eight thousand men wore killed and 
RAjA Blrbal who fled for his life, was slam * Rdjd Dbonn 
Singh KliwAja Arab bakhthl of tho army ond * * * were ollj 
killed On the 6th Rabi u 1 awwal Zain KhAn Koka and Hakim 
Abu 1 Path wore dofeated and rcachod tlie fort of Atah with 
difficulty J 

This defeat greatly troubled the Emperor He dismissed 
these commanders, and sent RAjA Todar Muywith a large army

with great caution. Heie and there he built forts, and harried 
and plundered continually, so that he reduced the Afghans to 
great stiaits. R&j& M&n Singh, who had matched against these 
1 sectanes, fought a hard battle with them m the Khaibar Pass, m 
, which many of them were slam and made prisoners The R&j& 
obtained a great victory. 

News now ai lived that Mir Kmaish was comiDS to Court as 
an ambassador from ’Abdu-lla Kh&n Uzbek, Kin£ of M&war&u-n 
nahr, bnnging piesents Nazar Be, 1 who was one of the great 
nobles of ’Abdu-lla Khan, being offended with the Kh&n, was 
also coming with his three sons, Kabz Be, Sh&di Be, and B&ki 
Be, all of whom had attained the rank of nobles The Emperor 
sent Shaikh Farid Bakkslii and Ahmad BegK&buli, with a party 
of a/iadis , to meet the caravan and bring it through the Khaibar 
Pass This armed party, with the help of Kunwar M&n Singh, 
brought the caiavan thiough the pass, having beaten the black 
sectanes who attempted to block the road, and killed many of 
them 


Thv ty-second yecn of the Reign 


On the 11th B.abl’u-1 &klnr, 995 (11th March, 1587 ad), 
when the sun passed fiom Pisces to Aries, the Nauioz-t Sudani 
was celebrated at the fort of Atak, and Kunwai M&n Singh 
came to the feast 

When Mirz& Sh&h Rukh, R&j& Bhagw&n D&s, and Sh&k Kuli 
Kh&n Mahram reached the pass of Bhuhy&s, 2 on the confines of 
Kashmir, Yusuf Kh&n, the ruler of that country, came up and 
blockaded the pass The Impeual foices remained for some days 
inactive, suow and ram came on, and the supplies of coin were 
cut off Moieover, the news of the defeat of Zain Kh&n arnved, 
and the army was in great difficulty The amiis lesolved to 
make pbace They settled a tribute to be paid by saffion, shawls,

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and morasses (chihla) 1 Here he entrenched his force Khan- 
kh&ndn raised batteries before it, and besieged it for two months. 
During this time the Emperor sent 150,000 rupees, then 100,000 
rupees, then 100,000 mans of gram, with several 2 large guns 
and many gunners, to remfoice Khan-kh&n&n. He also sent 
BAj& Rfii Singh, a noble of four thousand, by the route of 
Jesalmir. 


Unity-seventh year of the Reign 

The beginning of this year corresponded with Saturday, 6th 
Jum&da-l dklnr, 1000 h [ Usual lejotcings at Lahoie ] 

Jal&la the sectary, who had fled to ’Abdu-lla Kh&n [in 
Badalthsh&n], now letumed, and again engaged m revolt and 
lobbery On New Year’s Day Ja’far Beg Asaf Khdn, the bah/ishi, 
was named to lead an army against him in communication with 
Muhammad Kasim Kh&n, governor of Kdbul I, the author, 
was appointed to the post of bahhshi At the end of Sha’ban, 
Zain Khan Koka, who had been sent to settle the country of 
Sw&t and Bajaui, and to root out those Afghans who had escaped 
the sword, was ordered to maich and exterminate Jal&la 

On the 24th Shawwal, agreeing with 12th Amurddd of the 
37th year of the reign, the Empeior set off hunting to the banks 
of the Clundb, on the way to Kashmir He passed the Rdvi, 
and stayed for five days, enjoying himself m the garden of Rdm 
Das From thence he made a march of three A os. Then he ap- 
pointed Kali] Khan aud Mota R&ja to take charge of affairs at 
Lahoie As it was now the rainy season, and the wateis weie 
out, he left Prince Salun to march on slowly with the camp, 
■while lie hastened on with Ins hunting attendants to the Chindb 
Hero he received intelligence that Yddg&r, nephew of Mnzd 
Yusuf Kb tin Rizwd, governor of Kashmir, had eonspned with 
some disaffected Kashmhis, and having raised the standaid of 
re\olt, had assumed the title of Sultan Kazi ’Ali, the dhvan

Bat he sent a portion of hia force under Saiyid BahAu-d din 
BukhAri * *, Mir Muhammad Ma'sdra Bhakari and other of 
his officers to invest SihwAn JAni Beg assuming SihwAn force 
to be weak m numbers, marched against it When KhAn 
khAnAn heard of this movement, he sent off with all possible 
speed Daulat KhAn Lodi KhwAja Muhammad Hakim BafJuhl 
DhAru sou of RAjA Todar Mai Dal Bait the son of RAi Singh, 
and * * to reinforce the SihwAn division This detachment 
marched eighty Los in two days, and effected a junction 

Next day JAni Beg came np and arrayed his army Daulat 
KliAn also made his dispositions His force amounted to only 
two thousand, while JAni Beg had more than five thousand 
But confident in the Imperial good fortune, they went into battle 
BAjA Todar Mai s son DhAru fought most bravely and was 
killed The wind of victory blew upon the royal standards and 
JAni Beg flew towards the banks of the nver He stopped at 
the village of Unarpfir 1 on the banks of the nver and agam 
entrenched himself KliAn khAnAn upon bis side, and the SihwAn 
foico upon the other bore down upon him and besieged him 
There was fighting every day At length JAni Beg « men were 
reduced to eat their horses and camels, and many were killed 
1 Through the pa»*w of Kttlunlr * Ttt. AmLtrpCr” 
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every day by the the of the guns and muskets J Jain Beg nas 
compelled to make an offer of capitulation, and to promise to go 
and wait upon the Empcroi. He begged for the period of tin eo 
months to make preparations for his journoy, and this was con- 
ceded It being the rainy season, Khan-khaiian remained in the 
village of Sann, m the vicinity of Sihwan, for that time. Tho 
fort of Siliwdu was sunendoied, and Jdni Beg gave Ins daughter 
in marriage to Mirza Tiaj, son of Khan-khandn. Ho also sur- 
lendeied twenty ghdbs

The intelligence of this victoiy gave tho Empcroi gieat joy, 
as he deemed it a good augury of Ins success m Kashmir He 
then continued Ins journey to Kashmir, and when ho aruved 
near Bhimbhar, which is at the beginning of the mountain 
passes, he received intelligence that Ins army, having made five 
or six maiches in tho mountains, had been attacked by a force of 
Kashmiris and men belonging to Yddgdi, who had blockaded 
the pass of Kartal 1 But these men weie unable to Hold their 
ground against the biave soldiers of the aimy, and took to flight 
Yddgar came up as far as Hamirpur -with a laige force to oppose 
the progress of the royal army, but in the com so of the night 
a party of Afghdns and Turkomdns belonging to Mirzd Yusuf 
Khdn fell upon him and put him to death Three days aftei- 
wards Ins head was brought to the Empeioi, and was exposed as 
a warning The Emperor’s good fortune thus secuied an easy 
victory for lnm It was a curious coincidence, that the day on 
which the Empeior crossed the river of Lahore to pioceed to 
Kashmir, was the day on which Yddgdr bioke out m lebelhon 
and caused the Miutba to be read in his name 

On the 23rd Zi-1 hijja, the Empeior leftPnnce D&myal behind 
m charge of the ladies of the haiem , because he was not well, and 
he was directed to proceed with them to the fort of Roht&s The 
: Emperor himself went on rapidly to Kashmir, taking me with 
■him in attendance On the 8th Huharram, 1001, he leached

embarking m a boat, ho proceeded towards B4ra mula, on the 
confines of Kashmir, on tho way to Pakhali On the road ho

Intelligence here reached him that ItAj& M4n Singh had fought/ 
q great battle with tho sous of Katlu Afghan who since hia death, i 
had held the country of Onssa, and, having defeated them ho had 
annexed that oxtensive country which lios beyond Bengal to the 
Imperial dominions. 

Thirty-eighth year qf the Reign

At the timo when the fort of Junagaih and the countiy of

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ieims of which the R&vi was to be the boundary. Daulat Kh&n 
then sent Sultan Mahmud back to Mult&n, and J&rn B&yazid to 
Shor , after which, he himself proceeded to Lahore 

Notwithstanding that the terms of peace had been adjusted by 
so wise a man as Daulat Kh&n, yet it did not endure long In 
the interim, Mir J&kir Zand, l / with his two sons, named Mir 
Ilahd&d and Mir Shahdad, came to Multan from Mavi It was 
Mir Shahdad that introduced the principles of the Sln’a creed 
into Multan 

As the Lang&h family had great respect for Malik Suhr&b 
Dud&ri, Mir J&ltir Zand could not remain m Mult&n He -there- 
foie sought the protection of J&m B&yazid, who tieated him 
with respect, and was pleased to grant a portion of his pnvate 
domain for the support of the Mir’s family 

J&m B&yazid was a man of beneficent character and of generous 
spirit, and was particularly anxious to promote the interests of 
the learned and virtuous He is said to have sent their pensions 
to Multan from 'Shor, even during the period of actual hostilities 
His generosity towards men of talent was so notonous, that 
many peisons of distinction quitted their homes and took up 
their abode at Shor He earnestly invited many others to resort 
to that place, and among them Mauldnd ’Azizu-lla, pupil of 
Maul&nd Fathu-lla, whom he urgently pressed to come On 
Ins approach to Shor, Jdm B&yazid received him with much 
honour, conducted him to Ins private apartments, and ordeied 
his servants to pour water over the Maul&n&’s hands, and then, 
by way of a blessing, to sprinkle the same water on the four 
corners of his house 

There is a curious anecdote concerning the Mauldnd and Shaikh 
Jal&lu-d din Euraishi, vakil of J&m B&yazid, which, though 
not much to the purpose of this history, is yet here recoided for 
an example, and as an awakening from the sleep of neglect.

Buyazid who was not informed of bis departure until ho liad 
actualh left Ins dominions It so happened tliat tho curso of tho 
Manldnd took efTect for after Shaikh Jaldlu*d din came to Shor 
having deserted tho service of Sultfin Siknndar he clianeed one 
night to mua Ins footing when he fell from an upper storey with 
his head downwards, and literally broko hla neck 

After the conquest of tho Fanjdb in 030 n bv tho late 
Zahiru-d din Muhammad Bdbar BddHhdh Ghdzi tliat monarch 
at tho time of lus return to Dohli sent a commission to Mina 
SlidU Husain Arghun governor of Tntta, ordonng him to tako 
chargo of Multdn and its neighbouring district* llo accord 
ingly crossed tho nvor near tho fort of Bhakkar and marched 
towards Multdn with a largo army Tho wind of tho dmno 
wrath bogan to blow, and a great flood aroso When information 
of this readied Sultdn Mahmud, ho trembled. Thon ho collected 
all his forces, and advanced to tho distance of two days journo^ 
from tho city of Multdn llo sent Sluiikh Bahdu d din Kuraishi 
successor to tho celebrated Slinikh Bahddu-d din Zakarf\ d (tua\ 
God sanctify his sepulchre!) os an ambassador to Mind Shdh 
Husain, and appointed Manldnd Bahlol, who was noted for tho 
grace of his cloquenco, as well os tho elegance of his ideas, to 
accompany tho Shaikh Tho Mired receivod thorn with much 
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honour, and said that he had come with the view of chastising 
Sultan Mahmud, and of visiting Shaikh Bahau-d din Zakanyd’s 
tomb The Mauldnd stated that it would sufhce if the chastise- 
ment of Sultdn Mahmud were effected at a distance, in the same 
manner as the Prophet had mentally admonished Awais Earn, 
and that Shaikh Bahdu-d din was already come to Ins presence, in- 
asmuch as he himself was the representative of Zakariyd, and that 
there was therefore no need of his troubling himselt to proceed 
any further. They were, however, unsuccessful in accomplishing 
the objects of their interview, and returned to the Sultdn, who 
died suddenly m the same night, poisoned, it is said, by Langai 
Khan, one of his slaves He died a.h 933, after a reign of 
twenty-seven yeais

After the death of Sultdn Mahmud, Kawdm Khan Langdli 
and Laugar Khdn, who weie the commanders of Sultan Mah- 
mud’s army, deserted their king, and joined Mirzd Shdh Husain 
Aighun, and having met with a kind reception from him, they 
subsequently took possession of the diffeient towns of Multan in 
the name of the Mirzd, while the remaining Langdli chiefs, 
confounded at this intelligence, hastened to Multdn, and pro- 
claimed the son of Sultan Mahmud as king, under the title of 
Sultdn Shdh Husain, and lead the hhutha m his name — though 
he was but a child But he was king only m name, for Shaikh 
Shujd’u-l Mulk Bukhdri, son-in-law of Sultdn Mahmud, as- 
suming the office of wash , secuied to himself all the regal power 
By the advice of this inexperienced man, they took refuge m 
the fort, which had soaroely one month’s provisions m it ) while 
Mirzd Shdh Husain, deeming the death of Sultdn Mahmud a 
most convenient opportunity foi the conquest of the country, 
immediately laid siege to the fort 

After a few days, the garrison finding the provisions of the 
fort were consumed, and that they were about to perish, came to 
Shaikh Shujd’u-l Mulk, who was the cause of Ins countiv’s 
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disasters, and Foliated Ins permission to divide their forces and 
give tlio enemy hattlo, representing at tlio same timo that they 
liad Ftill some ngonr left, that their horses wero fresh and that 
it was not unprobablo tliat tho galo of Tictory miglit mchno to 
their Fido and that to remain imetivo and beleaguered os they 
were was expedient only when there was wmo liopo of receiving 
succour from without — wlurh was not at all a probable con 
tingcncr m their case 

Tlio Shaikh did not make anv reply bat retiring to a private 
apartment, lie innted the attendance of Homo of tho chiefs and 
raid tliat as the Fovcmgnly of Sh&h IIu*am Langdh had not as 
vet been well established, he was afraid lest most of their men 
on making a sally from the fort, should tako tho opportunity to 
dc*crt and join Mirz& Sh&h llurain in hope of receiving a 
favonrablo reception, and that tho small remnant who had regard 
for their reputation and who would mako a stand would bo 
slnin MauJfinU Sadulla of Lahore, a learned man of tliat 
time who was in tho fort of Multfin on tins occasion relates 
tliat a few months after the siege liad commenced when all tho 
avenues of tho fort wero closed by tho enemy and no ono was 
ablo to enter for tho pnrpo*o of rendering assistance or go out 
for tho purpose of escaping his doom (for tho attempt was at 
tended with cortain destruction) tho garrison wero at last reduced 
to such extremities as to bo compelled to con sumo dogs and cats, 
winch wero partaken of with ns much avidity os if they had 
been tho choicest goat* and lambs Tho protection of tho fort 
was committed by Siiaikh Shuj& u 1 Mulk to tho charge of a 
vagnbond named JAdu, who had three thousand militia of tho 
country under him Tliat wrotoh ontorod all tlio houses wliorovcr 
ho had tho least oxpeatation of finding grain and plundered 
them so unscrupulously, tliat tho people earnestly prayod for 
Shaikh Shujil u 1 Hulk s destruction 

At lost, tlio bosiogod were roducod to so desperate a condition 
that they proforrod being killed to a slow death by famino and 
thoy accordingly throw themselves down from tho walls of tlio 
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foit into the ditch. Mimi Sh&li Husain, being .ware of their 
distiess, refrained from killing tlioin. After a siege of one yoar 
and several months, his men, ono night towaids the dawn, 
enteied the foit, and made gicat slaughter. All tho inhabitants 
between tho age of seven and so\ enty vcio taken prisoners. 
They treated most oppiessivcly all tho citizens on whom there 
was the least suspicion of possessing wealth, and treated them 
with vanous kinds of indignity. This took place at tho close of 
A h. 934. 

Maul&nd Sa’du-lla gives ail account of what happened to 
himself m the following woids. 

“When the fort was captuied by tho Arghuns, a party of 
them entered my house, seized on my father, M.iuland. Ibialnm 
J&ma’, (who, in studying and teaching vaiious sciences for si\ty- 
five years, had, m tho evening of his life, lost tho use of his 
S1 &ht,) and made him pnsoner. (Seeing tho neatness and comfort 
of our house, they suspected that gold was somewhere concealed, 
and consequently tieated us with great indignity. Another 
person came and bound me, and sent mo as a present to the 
wazir of the MirzA The icazlr was sitting on a wooden platform 
m the open area when I reached his house, and he oidered me to 
be bound with a cham, of which one end was tied to one of the 
feet of the platform X did not, howevei, gneve for myself, but 
I could not help shedding teais, when I recollected my fathers 
sad condition. 

“After a while, he called for his escritone, mended his pen, and 
then rose up and went into the house, with the intention of 
washing his hands and feet, and praying, befoie he sat down to 
write There was no one left in the place but myself, so I ap- 
pioached the platform, and wrote, on the veiy paper on which 
the toazlr had intended to write, the following verse fiom an ode 
{Bai dah) ‘ Do not your eyes see how I am weeping, and do you 
never say, “ Weep no more,” and does your heart never suggest to 
you that you should have pity upon me?’ After winch, I 
immediately resumed my place, and began to weep After his 
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return, when ho was just beginning to write, ho saw tho hue 
and began to look round to Beo who might havo wntUu thorn 
but finding that there was nobody except myself ho wished me 
to declare if I had written it and on my confessing to have done 
so, ho inquired more about iny affairs, and on licarmg my father b 
name, he immediately got up released mo from m\ fettors and 
haring clothed rao with a garment of his own mounted his horso 
and proceeded immediately to tho rfhctbi Mnina of tho Mired, 
and introduced mo to him Tho Mirzfi sent somo ono to search 
after my father, and to bring him to tho presonco 

“Tho people around tho Mired wero talking upon religions sub- 
jects, when my father was respectfully brought to that assomblj 
and tho Mina, after bcstowiug Unfa ft, tho ono on my fatlior 
the other on mjself, encouraged m} father to rolato to him tho 
circumstances of his lift and ho according!} related them not 
withstanding tho agitation of ins mimL Ho recounted them 
with so much pathos and cloqncnco that tho auditors woro 
cliarmed with him, and tho Mireu requested tho plcasuro of Ins 
company, on his return to Ids own country 

* The Mired ordered all of m} father s plundered property to bo 
restored, and that a compensation in monoy should ho giren for 
tliat which eould not ho rccoiercd , but my father begged to bo 
excused from accompan>lng him, saying tliat ho was too old to 
undertako such a journey when tho timo of his preparing for Ins 
last pilgrimage was so near and according to his words ho did 
die on!j two months after tins occurrence n 

When tho fort was captured tho Mired committed Sultdn 
Husain to tho custody of an officer and treated Shaikh Shujd u l 
Mulk Bnkli&rl witli ranons indignities and a largo stun of 
monoy was doily oxactcd from him The country of Multdn 
liad by this timo bcon much devastated, bo that thoro was no 
hope of its attaining Its former prosperity ; but the Mired, nerer 
tlielcss not thinking its restoration so very difficult, left the 
country in charge of KUwdja Slmman-d din, with Langur Kh6n 
to assist 1dm, and ho luinsolf rcturnod to Tatta TJudor tho 
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judicious management of Langar Kh&n, the country was again 
populated, and he subsequently turned out the Khw&ja, with 
the assistance of the people, and made himself master of the 
countiy 

After the death of B&bai, Hum&yun succeeded to the throne 
of Hindustan, and bestowed the Panjab in jdgir upon Mirzd 
K&mr&n, who sent a message to Langar Kli&n requesting his 
attendance, and on the Khdn’s waiting upon him at Lahore, he 
was pleased to confer on him the country of P&bal m exchange 
for Multan La the end, the King assigned as his residence a 
place at Lahore, now known by the name of D&ira Langar Kli&n, 
which is one of the most celebrated quarters of Lahore From 
this time forward Mult&n again came undei the dominion of the 
Kings of Dehll After the death of Mirzd KdmrSn, it passed to 
Shei Kh&n (Slier SMli), fiom Slier Kh&n to Salim Khan (Isl&m 
Sli&h), and from him to the officers of His Majesty Akbar, all 
which changes hare been mentioned m their respective places.

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on account of Ins beautiful voice he was appointed Court Imam 
for Wednesdays Early in life he was mtioduced to Alcbar b 
Jal&l Kh&n Kurchi, and for forty years he lived m company 
with Shaikh Mub&rak, and Eaizi and Abu-1 Eazl, the Shaikh’s 
sons But there was no real friendship between them, as Bad&uni 
looked upon them as heretics, and his notices of them are couched 
in bitter sarcastic terms ] h Bad&uni died at the beginning of the 
seventeenth centuiy The Tabahat-i Shdli-Jahanl gives a.h 
1024 (1615 a d ) as the year of his death. 

Bad&uni was a very learned man, and was frequently employed 
by the Emperor to make translations into Peisian fiom the 
Arabic and Sanskrit, “as m the case of the Mu’jamu-l JBuldan , 
Jdmi’u-r Bashidi, and the Ramayana\ yet, notwithstanding this 
employment, for which he acknowledges he received, m one 
present only, 150 gold mohws and 10,000 rupees, besides a grant 
of rent-free knd, his distinguished patron receives no favour at 
Ins hands /He wrote a work on the Hadis called Bain u-l asmd ) , 
and he composed a moral and religious work, entitled Najatu-r 
j Rashid, which he wrote at the suggestion of his fuend Hiz&mu-d 
din Ahmad, the historian, and which he must have completed 
very late m life, because the MwitalJiabu-t Taioai ilk is men- 
tioned m it He also informs us that he tianslated two out of 
the eighteen sections of the Mahdbhd) ata , and abridged a history 
of Kashmir, which, under the annals of ah 998, is said to have 
been tianslated from the original Hindi by Mulla Sh&li Muham- 
mad Sh&hdMdi,;^-— but apparently not the JRaja-tai angmi, for 
the translation of that work is usually attributed to Mauldnd 
Tmddu-d din According to Piofessoi H H Wilson, 3 '' theie 
were fiequent lemodellings or translations of the same woik, but 
amongst those which he notices he does not mention one by 
Mulld Slidli Muhammad Shah&bddi 4

Tho aversion with which Abdu 1 Kudtr Bad&uni regarded 
tho Emperor and his ablo ministers aroso os ho himself frankly 
confesses from lius own bigoted attachment to tho most bigoted 
of religions m which it was apprehended that Akbar with thoir 
aid and countenance was about to introdaeo somo dangerous 
innovations.* IIo acknowledges howovor that ho temporized 
and never hesitated to make Ins own religions viows subordinate 
to tho primary consideration of self interest [and it n evidont 
that enw of hn follow-conrtions, and discontent with tho amount 
of favour bestowed upon his own unappreciated monts woro over 
present m his mind nud embittered lua feelings]

Thy author gisgSL- the following account of his own w ork 
“ Tho wntei, ’Abdu-l-K&dn Muluk Shdh Bad&um, in obedience

[Text, vol i p 227 ] In a it- 720 Tnrraali Shfrin 1 tho 
Moglml, brother of Katlngh Khwdja Mnglml, King of Khnrdsdn 
who had on n previous occasion invnded Hindustan, odvanced 
with a largo army to tho province of Dehli lie captured several 
forts, and committed ravages and massacres from Lahore, Sd

[Test, vol 1 p. 327] R&i Bikiamajit, who succeeded his 
fatliei R&i Mdn Singh m the possession of Grwdlioi, found 
himself unable to withstand the royal tioops, and was obliged 
to sunendei the lofty edifice of Badalgaih, 1 one of the foits 
dependent on Gwahoi, and built by Man Smgh On this occasion, 
a brazen figure which was worshipped by the Hindus fell into the 
hands of the Musulmans, which they sent to i^gia. Sult&u 
Ibi&Mm forwarded it to Dehli, and placed it befoie one of the 
gates of the city. Ten yeais befoie the compilation of this 
history, m the year 992, it was brought to Batlipur, wlieie the 
compiler of this woilc saw it Gongs, and bells, and all lands of 
implements weie subsequently manufactured from the metal of 
which it was composed.

always kept m leadmess for the entertainment of Hindu, as well

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tlio gardens ho lmd bid out should not bo alionated and that no 
clinngc should bo mado in tboir limits ITo took away from the 
nobles all the dancing girls maintained in their courts, according 
to the common prnctico of India llo also took from them all 
their elephants, and let nono of them relain moro tlian a sorry 
female adapted only for carrying baggngo. 

It was enacted that red tents should bo in tlio exclusive nso of 
the sovereign. Ho resumed, and placed under tbo immcdiato 
management of tho State tho lands enjoj ed b} tho troops, and 
established pecuniary payments in hou, according to tho rates 
fixed b) Slier Shill Circular orders wore issued tlirough tho 
proper clianncls to over} district, touching on matters religious 
political nnd fiscal in all their most minute bearings, and con 
taming rules and regulations which concerned not only tho 
army but cultivators merchants, and persons of othor pro- 
fessions and which woro to serro ns guidos to the officials of tho 
State whether tliov woro in accordance with tho Muhammadan 
law or not — a measure which obviated tlio necessity of referring 
any of these mat tors to JTdJs or Mtrflla 

In order that thoso circular instructions might bo fully compro 
licnded tbo nobles in command of five ton or twenty thousand 
horse wero ordered to assemble over) Frida} inalargotont within 
which was placed, on an elevated cluur a pair of Salim Shdii s slip 
pors, and a qnivor fall of arrows The\ then bowed down beforo 
tbo chair ono by ono, according to their respective* ranks first of 
all tho officer tn command of tho troops, and thon the mung\f or 
amin, and so on , aftor winch, with duo rcapoct and obeisance, 
thoy took their respective scats whon a secretary coming forward 
read to thorn tho whole of the circular instructions above referred 
to which filled about eighty sheets of paper Evoiy difficult point 
then at lasuo within the province was decided according to their 
purport If any of tho nobles committod an act in contravention 
of these orders it was reported to the King who forthwith passed 
ordors directing proper punishment to be mflictod on tbo offender 
as well os on Ids family Those rules wore m force till the end 
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of tlio reign of Salim Shah, and the compiler of this history 
witnessed the scene above described, when he was of tender age, 
that is, in the year 955 a h , when lie accompanied his maternal 
grandfather (may God extend his grace to him •) to the camp of 
Farid Taran, commander of 5000 lioise, which was then pitched 
in the district of Bajwaia, a dependency of Bay&na 

In tlio year 954 oi 955 a h (God knows which year is cor- 
rect) Khwaja Wais Sarw&ni, who w r as appointed to command the 
expedition against ’Azam Humayun, fought with the Ni&zis on 
the confines of Dhankot, and w r as defeated. 1 ’Azam Humayun, 
flushed with tins success, pursued the KhwAja as far as Siihind 
Salim Shall despatched a large force against the lebels, and a 
battle ensued at the same place, m which the Ni&zis were de- 
feated Some of their w f onien who w r ere made captives w'ere sent 
prisoners to Gw&lior, and Salim Shah violated their chastity He 
distributed among the vagabonds of his camp the tents, stan- 
daids, and other spoil of tho Niazis which had fallen into his 
hamF, bestowing upon them the titles which were common among 
the FiA/js , such as Sai) id Khan, ’Azam Humayun, ShAhbAz, 
etc. Ho gi anted them kettle-drums, which were beaten at then 
icspective gates at tho stated times. These low r persons used to 
beat their (hums aloud, and claim tho dignity of the dogs of the 
celestial sphere. These people, in conformity with tho piactico of 
making round**, which is occasionally observed among the pro- 
stitutes of India, went every Friday night to do homage to Salim 
Shall, instead of saying their prayers. On their arrival at the 
palace, the heralds exclaimed, “ Oh king, be giacions enough to 
1 i^t Your Majesty's c)cs upon such and such Kiuzi Khans, who 
ha\e come to ofler up prayers foi your health and welfare ” This 
pioceeding exceedingly disgusted the Afghans, who wcio of tho 
‘•imo tribe i> the King The Niuzi titles, and tho standards and 
drums, which wore granted to them by Salim Shull, are said b\" 
c, »mo Jmtnrnns to 1 1 a \ e been bestowed on them after tlio first 
battle. God know whether tins is correct oi not. ’Azam

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namdjun who was defeated In the lost battlo, was novor nblo 
again to tako tho field 

The ranks of tho Ni&zia began to bo thinned day by day, and 
thoy soon dispersed In tho first lnstanco they took refuge with 
Uio Ghaknrs in tho neighbourhood of Rohtfis, and then settled 
themselves in tho hills m tho Ticinity of Kashmir Salim Sli&h 
with tho view of suppressing for tho futuro tho disturbances 
oi cited by tlieso insurgents moved with an ororrrliolming force, 
and took up a strong position m tho hills to tho north of tho 
PflDj&b where for the purposo of establishing posts ho built fivo 
fortresses, called Aldnkot, Roshfdkot, etc. As lio had no friendly 
disposition towards tho Afghans ho forced them for a period of 
tiro years to bring stones and limo for tho building of thoao 
fortresses without paying thorn a singlo fitMt, or jUal Those 
who wero exomptod from this labour woro omployod against tho 
Glialat* who resisted strcnuousl) and with whom they had 
skirmishes erery day At night tho Ghaknrs prowled about like 
thieves, and earned away whomsoever thoy could lay hands on 
without distinction of sox and rank put them in the most rigo- 
rous confinement, and then sold thorn into slarory 

Theso circumstances sorely afllicted tho Afglidns, who felt that 
thoy woro exposed to overy kind of insult, but it was not in tho 
power of any individual to lay thoir griovanccs boforo Salim 
Sli&h until ono day, when Sh&h Muhammad Farmull a noble 
noted for his hilarity and jocular speeches who was a special 
companion of tho King, took heart nnd exclaimed u 0 my liege I 
two nights I dreamt that throo bags descended from heaven ono 
containing ashes nnothor, gold and tho third, papers tho ashes 
fell upon tho heads of tho troops tho gold upon tho houses of 
Hindus and the papers fell to tho lot of tho royal treasury 
Salim Sh&h did not tako tho allusion lU and it had the effect of 
inducing him to promise that he would, on his return to Gw&lior 
order hi* accountants to disburse two years’ pay to tho troops, but 
Jus death which occurred soon afterwords, proven ted the fulfil 
ment of this promiso 
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Sultan Muhammad 1 A'dil , othencise called ’Adali, son of 
Nizam Khan Sur 1 

[Text, yoI l p 413.] His real name was Mub&riz KMn j but 
when he ascended the tin one, with the accord of the ministers 
and nobles, he assumed the title of Muhammad ’Adil The 
people, howevei, used to call him ’Adali, and went so far as to 
alter the letters of this name and convert it into Andhali, which 
means “ blind ” 

Ibi&him Kh&n, after an unsuccessful action at Kh&mva, fled to 
Bayana, which is a strong fort m a commanding position Himun 
immediately invested it, and skirmishes weie of daily occurrence 
between the contending pai ties The fort was well supplied with 
guns and ammunition, and Gliazi Kh&n, Ibrahim’s father, who 
was in Hindun, used to throw supplies into it by way of the hills 
to the west of Bayd.ua Himun invested the foit for three 
months and devastated the whole of the country m the neigh- 
bourhood, and my father’s library in Basdwar was almost entirely 
destioyed 

At this time a dreadful famine raged m the eastern provinces, 
especially in Agra, Bayana and Delili, so that one si) of the 
gram called juicdn rose to two and a half tankas, and even at 
that pi ice could not be obtained. Many of the faithful closed 
their doors, and died by tens and twenties, aud even m greater 
liuinbeis, and found neithei coffin nor giave Hindus perished m 
the same numbers The common people fed upon the seeds of 
the thorny acacia, upon diy heibage of the foiest, and on the 
hides of tlio cattle which the wealthy slaughtered and sold After 
a fow days, swellings rose on their hands and feet, so that they 
died, and the date is repiesented by the woids khashm-i izad , 
“ Wiatli of God ” The author with his own eyes witnessed the 
fact that men ato then own kind, and the appeaiance of the 
famished sufferers was so hideous that one could scaicely look 
upon them What with the scaicity of lam, the famine and the 
desolation, and what with uninterrupted warfare foi two years,

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the whole country was a desert, and no husbandman remained to 
till tho ground Insurgents also plundered tho cities of the 
Musulmdns 

Amongst tho remarkable incidents of tho year 902 during tho 
war between Sikandnr and Ibr&hfni was tho explosion in tho fort 
of Agra of which tho following is a brief account When tho 
army of 'Adah Khdn had left Agra Glidzi Khdn Sur scut his 
own officers with a gnmson to protect tho property to keep tho 
fort in a state of preparation and to la) in provisions, for which 
purpoao they liad to examine tho sovcral storerooms and work 
shops By clinnco, early ono morning as they wero going tholr 
rounds with a lamp a spark foil into a roOrn filled with gun 
powder In tho twinkling of an oyo it ignited and rising up to 
hcavon tho earth quaked, so that tho inliabitants of tho city 
thought that tho Bay of Judgment had como, and pra)cd 
devoutl) when they were roused thus suddenly from their slum 
hors Planks, enormous stones and columns wero sent fi)ing 
several ^<w to tho other aido of tho Jumna, many pcoplo wero 
destroyed and tho limbs of men and of animals wero blown away 
full ton or twolro miles As tho namo of tho citadel of Agra was 
originally called Bfidalgarh tho dato 9G2 was found in tho words 
A tank » Bddalgadh — Tho firo of Jl&dal ' 

"While Ilfmun was encamped before Bay&na, tho pcoplo died 
with tho word 1 bread" upon thoir lips, and vrlulo ho valued the 
livos of a hundred thousand mon at no moro than .a barloy-corn 
ho fed his fivo hundred cloplianta upon rlco, sugar and butter 
Tho whole world was astounded and disgusted Hiraun once 
o\ cry day, cat with his own followers in public and calling tho 
Afghfins to his own tablo, ho would invito them to eat, tolling 
them to taho up largo handfuls and he would slinmofally abuse 
any ono whom ho saw eating slowly, and say “How can you with 
such a slender appotilo expect to fight with any rascally Mu 
glial ? ’ As the Afghans liad now nearly lost their power they 
could not muater spirit enough to reply to tho unclean infidel 
and la)iug aside tho bluntnesa and hastiness for winch tho) 
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aie so celebiated, they consented, -whether flora fear of con- 
sequences or hope of reward, to swallow his foul language like so 
many sweetmeats, adopting the following yerses as their maxim 

“ Place not youi hands submissively on my feet , 

Give me only bread, and lay your slipper on my head ”

Campaign of Khan-zaman 

[Text, vol 11 . p 24 Year 964] [Khan-zaman in these few 
years, with a small force, fought bravely against the numerous 
foices of the Afghans, and obtained the victory over them The 
history of his campaigns is a bright page in the annals of the 
time At the battle of Lucknow Hasan Kh&n Bachgoti came 
up against him with 20,000 men, and Kh&n-zam&n had not 
altogether moie than 3000 or 4000. When the enemy passed 
the river Karwi and attacked Bah&dur Khan, he himself was 
engaged taking a meal. When he was told that the enemy was 
at hand, ho called for the chess-boaid and played at his ease 
Afterwaids being told that a foreign army was driving back his 
foices, he called for his aims His tents were being plundered, 
and Ins whole aimy was in confusion He ordered Bah&dur 
Khan to retue, then he, with a few men, beat Ins drums and 
fell upon the enemy He overpowered them, and drove them 
for seven or eight los. Many of them were slam, and heaps 
vcie formed of the corpses 

So also at Jaunpur he fought with the Gaurian who called 
himself Sultan Bahadur, and had issued com and caused the 
llntfba to bo read in his name m Bengal, This man advanced 
against Jaunpur with about 30,000 horse, and the men of Klidn- 
7aman were completely routed When Khan-zaman arose from 
his repast, lie found the enemy engaged upon their meal or 
occupied m plundering. The Khan fell upon them with a small 
party of men, completely routed the Afghans, killing many and 
making many prisoners. He obtained such booty that his aimy 
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wanted for nothing Tlio victories which ho and his brother 
achieved could Jiavo been accomplished but by few Theso two 
brothon had many noblo qualities but the mark of rebellion 
was upon them, bo that in tho end all thoir exploits earao to 
tho dust.]

KMn with her brothers m Khnir&bid, he act forth from Lucknow 
with tho design of breaking down the idols and of demolishing 
the idol tomples For ho Jmd hoard that their bncka wore made 
of gold and silver, and other false reports of their unbounded 
treasures had corno to his cars Uo proceeded through Oudh, 
towards tho Siw&lik hills l / Tho hill mon as is thoir custom, 
abandoned tho lower hills nftor a slight resistance and flod for 
security to hlghor elorations of which tho ascent was very 
dangoroas. Husain KMn arrived at last at tho plnco whore 
SulUin Mahmud, nophow of Pir Muhammad KMn vraa slain 
Ho read the fdttha for the pure spirits of the raartjrs who fell 
there, and repaired their dilapidated tombs He then ravaged 
the whole country as far as tho Ka*b<ih of Wajr&fl, in the 
country of It&j6 IbinkA, a powerful zamlnddr and from tliat town 
to Ajmlr which is his capital. In that plnco are to bo found 
mineTofgold and eilvor silks, musk, and all tho productions of 
Tibot, from which country ho was only distant two days journoy, 
— when on a suddon, os has boon frequently observed in those 
mountains, tho neighing of the horses, and tho sound of the

and although Husain Kh&n, with the most undaunted intrepidity 
encouraged his men, and excited their cupidity by representing 
the wealth of the city and the country, m gold, jewels and 
treasure, they were too much disheartened to second Ins resolu- 
tion, and he was compelled to retreat. 

On their retreat the K&firs, who were m possession of the 
passes, showered down stones and arrows tipped with poisoned 
bones upon them They also blocked up the way, and most of 
the bravest of his warriors drank the cup of martyrdom Many 
of the wounded, who escaped at the time, died five or six 
months afterwards from the effects of the poison 

Husain Kh&n returned to Court, and requested that K&nt and 
G-ola 8 might be conferred upon him in jdgh , m lieu of the one he 
held before. This was graciously acceded to Several times he 
made incursions to the foot of the hills with various success, but 
he was never able to penetrate into the interior Many fine 
fellows, who had escaped half-dead from Ins first expedition, now 
felt the malarious influence of the climate, and died off, but not m 
battle. After some years Husain Kh&n, contrary to the advice 
and remonstrances of his friends, mustered his forces for a final

suddenly reduced from the happiest to the saddest of men. God 
created me, and to God shall I return ! 

Death qf Shaikh Salim Chishtl — The Author wounded — 
Conflagration at Baddun 

[Text, voL u. p 180 ] In the year 979 A.H. the palaoe at Agra 
and the palaoe at the now town of Fathpdr were completed. * * * 
At the close of the month of Bamaz&n of this year Shaikh Salim 
Ohishti of Fathpdr died. He was one of the chief saints of 
Hmddst&n, and bis sayings are worthy of commemoration I 
will hereafter give a notice of him please God, in the supplement 
to this history 

During this year an unfortunate accident befell the author of 
which the following are the particulars At the period when 
Kdnt and Gola was held m jdgir by Muhammad Husain Khdn 
and when it pleased fate to associate me with him for some time 
as I was appointed Jndge of that district went on a pilgrimage 
to Makanpdr a dependency of Kanonj where is the tomb of the 
holy Shaikh Badi n 1 Hakk wan-d din Sh&li Maddr (may God 
sanctify lna tomb 1) This son of man, through the disposition 
which he inherited from bis sinful and ignorant nature (which

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lie imbibed with Ins mother’s crude milk, and which is the 
cause of shame and reproach), and through innate darkness 
and ignorance (which are the source of presumption and baseness, 
and which came down to lnm by inheritance from father Adam), 
the eyes of his wisdom were covered with a film of lust, and he 
was inclosed in the net of lasciviousness, so that he committed 
all of a sudden, as was of old forewilled by Providence, a gioss 
impropriety within that shrine Since the chastisement as well 
as the mercy of God was upon me, I received upon earth the 
punishment of my sm, by his ordaining that several connexions 
of the girl whom I fell m love with should inflict nine sword 
wounds upon my head, hands, and shoulders They were all 
slight, but one penetrated the bone of my skull, and reached to 
the bram, exposing me as a brainless fellow, and another partially 
Beveled the veins of the little finger of my left hand I tainted 
away, and appeared to be travelling to another world. May God 
bless my resurrection 1 

I met with an excellent surgeon in B&ngarmau, who closed my 
wounds within a week, and in the midst of my pain and illness, 
I made a vow, that if I recovered I would go to Mecca — a vow 
which I have not yet been able to perform, but which I hope, 
God willing, to do before I die, and before any obstacle intervenes 
to prevent the execution of that excellent resolve The rest is 
with God f 

Afterwards, I arrived at K&nt and Gola, and had no sooner 
bathed after my recovery, than I was again laid on my bed by 
sickness, the wound having become ulcerous from the effect of 
excessive cold Husain Kh&n (may God bless him with eternal 
Paradise 1 for he showed himself more than a fathei or a brother 
to me) administered some medicine, m the shape of a plaster and 
electuary, both made from the wood of the tamarisk, and enabled 
me to pioceed on my journey to Bad&un There another surgeon 
took off the dressings, and re-opened the wound on my head I 
was nearly expiring from the intensity of the pam * * * 

During this yeai a dreadful fire broke out at Badaun, and an

immense number of Muaulmina and Hindus penslied in the 
flames Carta foil of the remains of those who -were burnt were 
driven down to the nver, and no one could tell who wob a

The reason assigned for Khud&wand Khan’s 6 * 8 building the fort 
of Surat is, that the Fmngis used to oppress the Musulm&ns in 
every land of manner, devastating the country, and tormenting 
God’s servants. At the time of laying the foundations of the 
fort, they tried to throw every obstacle m the way, by firing 
cannon from their ships, 4 ' but all without effect. 

That expert engineer laid the foundations of one side within 
the sea, dug a deep ditch round the two sides which faced the 
land, and built the walls with stones and burnt bricks The wall 
was thirty-five yards long. 5 / The breadth of the four walls was 
fifteen yards, and their height twenty yards, and the breadth of

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time, Makhdumu-1 Mullc Maulana ’Abdn-lla Sult&npurl and 
K,aj& Bih&r Mai, who were entrusted with the chief dnection of 
affairs during the King’s absence in Gujarat, wrote to Husain 
Kli&n from Fathpur, to inform him that Ibi&Mm Husain Mirzd 
had experienced two defeats, and was then m the vicinity of 
Delili, and that as no person of importance was now piesent to 
defend the capital, he ought to hasten to Fathpur without delay 

He accordingly prepared to obey their summons, and was well 
on his road, having arrived at the village of Oudh, m Jalesai, 
when he learnt that the Hdjd of Awesar still continued the de- 
pi edations which he had practised since the accession of the King, 
in the neighbourhood of Agra, and had become a predatory 
robber (kazzal) He had been engaged in several hard conflicts 
with some loyal nobles, and had slam many excellent men, and 
at that time he was concealed m the jungle of the village of 
Naurdhi, in tli e pen gana of Jalesar. 

We had scarcely time to ponder on this intelligence, when all 
of a sudden, while we were marching at mid-day on the 15th 
of Kamaz&n, the men being off their guard, and going on m 
separate parties, most of them, also, being exhausted with the 
fast, an attack was made upon us, with matchlocks and arrows 
The B,&j& of Awesar had formed stages of wicker-work on the 
tops of the trees, and from this secure position several of our 
men were killed and wounded j At the very commencement of 
the attack, a ball struck Husam Khan below the knee, grazed Ins 
thigh, and, passing through the saddle, was spent upon the head 
of his horse. He was very nearly famtmg and falling from his 
saddle, but his self-possession enabled him to keep Ins seat by 
clinging to the pommel. I threw water on his face, and Ins im- 
mediate attendants, not aware of the accident, at first thought 
that his fasting had worn him out. I then seized hold of Ins 
bridle, for the purpose of carrying him for safety behind a tree 
out of the storm of arrows, when he opened his eyes, and, con- 
trary to his usual habit, looked sternly at me, and made signs 
that there was no need to hold Ins reins, but that we should dis- 
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mount and join m the fray We accordingly alighted, leaving 
him there to take care of himself 

The contest then raged -with fury, and many were killed on 
both aides. At last, towards evening victory inclined to our 
party, which was the smallest, and the infidels were put to flight 
like so many sheep but not before our tjpdhla were so tired that 
they could scarcely wield a sword or shoot an arrow We had 
all been so jammed together in the forest, that we could with 
difficulty tell fnend-from foe Some of our men had strength of 
mind and body enough to deserve the reward, both of engaging 
in holy war, and of maintaining a strict fast I on the contrary, 
in my weakness at last took a cup of water to moisten my 
throat, for the want of which some poor fellows died. Several 
excellent friends of mine attorned martyrdom in repelling this 
attack 

After this victory Husain RhAn returned by rapid marches to 
KAnt and-Gola, and strengthened those places Shortly after 
IbrAMm arrived in the pargana of Lokhnor fifteen kot from 
Sambal^ As Husain Khan was still suffering from the effects of 
his wound, he was obliged to be earned on a litter but never 
theless he advanced to BAns Bareilli id order to force Ibrahim 
to action, and from Bareilli he made Sambal in one day by a 
forced march. IbrAhim, alarmed at tins exhibition of confidence 
and courage, thought it better to decline an action, and retreated 
by way of Amroha, m the environs of Lakhnor leaving a dis- 
tance of seven Jtos between him and his opponent. Had Husain 
Kh&n been compelled to fight in his then wounded state God 
knows what would have happened 1 It was one of the MirzAa 
mistakes tliat he did not attack Husain KhAn while he was in 
this weak state. 

[Mu inu d din Kb An Forankhddi, governor of Sambal with 
a larg e party and several other amir* and jdglrddrt of the neigh 
bourhood, who had taken refhge in the fort when they beard at

assistance, they came out joyfully to meet him. Next day we 
went to the abode of Shaikh Fathu-lla Tarbati, one of the vicars 
of Shaikhu-1 Islam Fathpuri, and there held a council It was 
then considered advisable that all the amirs of the neighbourhood 
of Dehlf who had turned out against the Mirzd should go with 
Tolak Khdn Korchi and * * to the pargana of Alidr on the 
Ganges, and there wait for us ; then, after the junction of the 
forces, further operations might be decided on 

Husam Khdn exclaimed, “ Good God 1 The Mirzd came here 
with a small party of horse, and although your numbers more than 
doubled Ins, you took refuge in the fort of Sambalj and now 
twenty or thirty amirs and old soldiers with a large force are so 
dismayed that you want to shelter youi selves m the fort of Abdr, 
which is a mere rat’s hole This will encourage the Mirzd to 
make farther attacks upon the Imperial territories Now there 
are two courses open, one of which we must follow. You must 
cross the Ganges, and, under the cover of that old fort, must 
intercept the Mirzd, and prevent his getting over the Ganges 
I will follow up m his rear, and we shall see what will happen 
Or I will hasten over the Ganges, and head the Mirzd, while you 
pursue him. This seems to be our duty.” But they could not 
agree upon any course until Husain Khdn, driven by necessity, 
went off m haste with the horsemen be had to the amirs at Alidr, 
and inveighed loudly against their going into the fort He 
brought them out, and again held a council with them “The 
enemy, 11 he said, “is m the heart of the country, and is like a hare 
in the midst of a camp If we follow him up sharply, we may settle 
his business, and take him alive The glory of this victory will 
be yours ” The soldiers said, “Under the orders of Maklidumu-1 
Mulk and Bdjd Bihdr Mai, we have duven the Mirzd out of the 
Delhi territory, and have come into Sambal Mu’inu-d dm Ahmad 
Khdn is the master and jagh dar of this province, and he is now 
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responsible Oar orders were to protect Debit, not to make wax

Intelligence now arrived that the MirzA had attacked Amroha, 
and having croasod the Ganges at the ford of OhaubAla, was 
marching rapidly. towards Lahore. Husain KhAn, convinced of 
the apathy of the amtrs separated himself from them immediately, 
and made a forced jn arch to Garh mnkteear m order to arrest the 
M ir zA. Of the royal am in, Turk SubbAn Kult and Farmkh 
DiwAna were the only ones that accompanied him A letter 
now reached him from the amirs of i£hAr, urging him to come 
speedily and join them The MinA, like the rook on a cleared 
chess board, now came into the heart of the country plundering 
and ravaging the towns in his way Whan he was at PAynl, his 
men committed such atrocities upon MnsulmAn people as cannot 
well be described. In that town twelve virgins were ravished 
with such violence that several of them died. Other places fared 
in the samo way Husain KhAn followed the steps of the MireA, 
and the a>nln came after him, until they reached Sirhind. Here 
they became refractory and would go no further But Husain 
KhAn wag not content to remain.

pendencies of Jahni There he paid a visit to Shaikh D&ud 
Kadiri Jahni-w&l When food was served, he excused himself 
from eating on account of his oath The Shaikh observed that it 
was easy to atone for an oath, but silly to distress one’s friends 
The Kh&n instantly called for a slave, and having set him free, 
thus atoned for his oath Then he partook of the food, and 
benefited by the gracious words which he heard He remained 
there that night The monastery of the Shaikh provided entei- 
tamment for all the party, and his fields furnished grass and corn 
for the horses 

Three days afterwards I came from Lahore to Sher-garh, and 
stayed there four days, seeing and hearing things which had 
never entered mto my imagination. I was anxious to withdraw 
from the world, and to devote myself to the sweeping of the 
monastery But the Shaikh would not allow me, and told me I 
must go to Hmdust&n So I took my leave m a very forlorn 
and distressed state * * * 

One stage from Talwandi, Husain Khdn addressed a letter to 
Husain Kuli Kh&n, saying that he had come four hundred ! os 
by forced matches, and begging for one day’s delay, so that he 
might join him, and share m the victory to be won Husain 
Kuli Kh&n said, “ Yery well,” and sent the messenger back On the 
same day he hastened on to the town of Tulamba, four kos from 
Multan, and attacked the Mirzd, who was out hunting, and quite 
unaware of his approach Some of the Mirz&’s men were pre- 
paring to march, and others had dispersed, and were not m con- 
-dition to fight. Mas’ud Husain Mirzi, younger brother of Mirzd 
Ibr&lum Husain, took the initiative, and attacked the forces of 
Husain Kuli Kh&n, but his horse stumbled and fell upon the 
broken ground, and he was taken prisoner When Mirza Ibrdhiin 
Husain returned from hunting, all chance was gone , and although 
he fought well, and made several charges, he was unable to gam 
any success , so he turned his reins and fled. 
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The day after the victory Hnmun KlAn arrived at Tdlamba, 
with eighty or ninety men, and drums beating Husain Kuli 
KMu showed him the battle-field, and told him of each man s 
exploit*. Husain KMn then said, ‘ As the enemy has escaped 
alive, you must pursue him and take him prisoner, for the 
business is not yet completed * Husam Kuli Kh An replied that 
he had come from Nogarkot by forced marches, that his forces 
had Buffered many hardships m that mountainous country and 
were not m condition. A complete victory had been secured, 
and now there was an opportunity for other friends 
Husain Eh An now hoped that his turn was come and that the 
hardslups and the forced march of five hundred kot hod opened a 
way for him, so he took his leave, and pressed forward. Some 
men, who were worn oat with fatigue, he sent to Lahore with the 
elephants and drums With a small party of men he took upj 
the pursuit of the Mint A. There was but a short distance be- f 
tween him and the unfortunate MirzA, when one night the MiraA 
and about four hundred horsemen halted on the banks of the 
BiyAh and Sutlej where the rivers unite The jfitk, who are a 
low class of HultAn peasants having collected together made a 
night attack upon him and assailed him with arrows. The HirzA, 
with a party of men, some wounded and some disabled, did what 
they could to beat off their assailants , but thojJdh came ou suc- 
cessfully At length an arrow, guided by fete struck the MirxA 
at the back of his head, and came out through his throat Unable 
otherwise to help himself he changed his clothes, and his men left 
him They fled, sorely distressed, in every direction. But wher 
ever they went, they were marks for the arrows of death and met 
their fete One or two old slaves of HirzA IbrAhfm having 
dressed him in the garments of a lalandar , were desirous of 
getting lnm out of the way of danger His helplessness was so 
great that they took him for refuge to the dwelling of a dartcesA 
named Shaikh Zakanyn. Outwardly the Shaikh applied oint- 
ment to hia wounds but privately he sent information to Sa fd 
KhAn at Mult An. The KhAn sent a slave named Danlat KhAn

to bring in the Mirzd a prisoner Sa’id Khdn wrote a despatch, 
and sent it to the Emperor as he was coming to Ajmlr on his 
return from Gujardt. 

Husain Khdn, when he heaid of the capture of the Mirzd, 
ihastened to Multdn, and saw Said Khdn. He made a difficulty 
about seeing the Mirzd, and said. “ If when I see him, I salute him, 
it will be inconsistent with my duty to the Emperor, and if I do 
not salute him, it will be uncourteous, and the Mirzd will say to 
himself — ‘ See this uneircumcised fellow, who, when he received 
quarter at the siege of Satwas, made obeisances without end, and 
now that evil days are fallen upon me treats me cavalierly 111 The 
Mirzd heard these ceremonious woids of his, and said “ Come and 
see me, and without obeisance, for I waive it ” Notwithstanding 
he made his bow, and saw him. The Mirza, with an anxious 
look, said, “I had no intention of rebellion and disturbance 
When the matter took a serious turn, I took my own course, and 
threw myself into a foreign country. But they would not allow 
me to stay there. If it was my fate that this defeat should fall 
upon me, would to God that I had received it at your hands, that 
it might have been the cause of the advancement of you, who are 
my co-religionist, and not from Husam Kuli Khdn, who is alien 
m religion and sect 1 ” Husain Khdn then returned to Kdnt and 
Gola, and soon afterwards he heard that the Mirzd had died in 
prison 

Husain Khdn proceeded from Kdnt and Gola to Court Husain 
Kuli Khdn also came to Fathpur from the Panjdb, bringing 
Mas’ud Husain Mirzd, with his eyes fastened up, and a number 
of the Mirzd’s men as prisoners They were nearly three 
hundred persons, and they were brought before the Emperor, 
with skins of asses, hogs, and dogs cast over them, some to 
be put to death with divers tortuips, and some to be set at 
libeity * * Said Khdn also sent the head of Mirzd Ibrahim 
Husam from Multan, having had it cut off for the purpose 
after his death ]

They tell the 
story that one day D&ud went out hunting with a small escort, 
and that Lodi, with ten thousand horsemen of Sulaimdn’s, formed

all that he possessed Lodi, knowing his death to be certain, did 
not withhold his advice from Dddd.

"When they brought this nnmber of horsemen for 
inspection, they were to be treated according to their deserts and 
position and might attain to a maniab of 1000 2000 or of 6000 
tlian which there is none higher If they did not do so they fell 
from their rank 

But under this regulation also the ill used soldiers fared worse 
For it was found that the amirs having effected their objects 
dresaod up many of thoir dependents (kJids9-Uiax/dn) and horse- 
men (bdrglr) m the garb of soldiers and bringing them to the 
muster, they made up the complement of their mansab and received 
jAgln in proportion Thon they dismissed the bdrglrs until they 
required them again, when they would once more enlist accord 
mg to their requirements a number of temporary soldiers and 
dismiss them again when no longer wanted 

The treasure the collections and the expenditure of the man 
sabddrs remained unaltered, but m every way dirt fell mto the 
plate of the poor soldier, so that he was unable to gird up his loins. 
Tradesmen, such as weavers, oottomdressera, carpenters and 
Hindu and Musulm&n grocers {baikdl) would hire a horse or 
charger and bringing it up for the ddgh, would obtain a mansdb and 
would become a krorL, ahadi (guardsman) or ddkhxll (substitute) 
of Bomo one. A few days afterwards no trace would be found of 
the hired horse or of the missing charger and they were reduced 
to the position of footmen 

There were many men who at the time of the royal inspection

it, and got much praise. The words “ tafsh-i AlbaH ” give the 
date of its composition The Emperor received him graciously, 
and (m order to humiliate the arrogance of the proud mullas ) 
looked upon him more favourably than he did upon me The 
reason of Abu-1 F&zPs antagonism and rancour was that at the 
time of the persecution and massacre of heretics like Mir Habshi 
and others, Shaikh Abdu-n Nabi, Makhdumu-1 Mulk, and the 
learned m geneial took counsel together, and with one accord 
they reprpsented that Shaikh. Mub&rak Mahdawi also was a 
heretic, who was lost himself, and led others to perdition. Having 
got tacit permission to lepress and remove him, they sent officers 
to apprehend him , but as the~Sbaikh had absconded with his 
sons, they broke the pulpit of his mosque He then sought the 
protection of Shaikh Salim Chishti in Fathpur, who was then at 
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tho height of hit prosperity anti eminence Shaikh Salim sent 
him something for Ins expense* and recommended him to leave 
the counfrr, and flv to Gojarnt As lie obtatned nothing in this 
quarter, he went to Mirtit Aztx Koka, who represented to the 
King, that Shaikh MnbJrak was a learned and indigent man that 
Ins children were clever, that he held no land in in am and 
inquired what was the advantage of persecuting a worthy man 
So tho Emperor gave up tho intention of hurting him and in a 
short time everything went on to his heart a content. Shaikh 
Aim 1 hazl ingratiated lum'clf with IIiv ‘Majesty by his unremit 
ting devotion to the King* service br his temporizing disposi 
tion^br his doptiritr by Ids studv of tbo King * temper and 
sentiments and bv his Wrandlcfts flattery "When ho at last ob- 
tained tho opportumtv, ho took hts revenge upon that sect whore 
works and efTorts havo met with so little reward ITo was the 
cause not onl\ of the destruction of thc*o old labourers but of the 
disasters which fell upon all God e wi c and holy servant* upou 
tho infirm and upon orphan* by the resumption of their allow 
ances in money ond rent frro lands • • When trooblo and mlierv 
fell upon them, he used frequently to quote this quatrain — 

u I have set fire to my Inm with my own band* 

A* I am tho incendiary how can I complain of my enemy ? 

No ono U my enemy hut mvwlf 

M oo li me I I bare tom ray garment with my own hands. 

If any one while remonstrating cited tho precepts of religious 
men lie would say in reply, that tho precept quoted was tho 
composition of such and such a grocer such and such a cobbler 
such and such a carrier, for ho thought proper to reject all the 
w iso savings of Muhammadan Shaikhs and Doctors.

One ni 0 ht (during tho year 933) khfin 
Jah&n mentionod that Makhdumn 1 Mulh tad given an opinion 
ttat in thoso days It was not a religions doty to go on a pilgnui 
ago, and ttat it was cren sinful to do bo When ho was ashed his 
reasons, he replied, ttat thero wero onlj two ways to Mecca, ono 
by ’IrAk, tbo othorby Gujarat Bj tlio former a man must hear 
abusive language from tho Karilb&shos (Persian Shi os) j by the 
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latter, he must, before he embarks at sea, suffer the indignity of 
entering into an engagement with the Firmgis, which engagement 
was headed and stamped with portraits of the Virgin Mary and 
Jesus Christ (upon whom be peace '), and so is tinctured with 
idol worship . l / Therefore both ways should be prohibited 

Another device of Makkdumu-1 Mulk’s was the tnck by which 
he avoided payment of the legal alms due upon his wealth 2 At 
the end of each year he used to make over all his property to Ins 
wife, but before the year had run out he took it all back again. 
It was said that he practised some other tricks, of which even the 
Israelites would have been ashamed. Stones were told, one after 
another, about his meanness and shabbmess, and baseness and 
worldliness, and oppression, all which vices were exhibited towards 
holy and deserving men, especially those of the Panj&b, and 
which one by one came to light, verifying the saying, “ There 
is a day when secrets shall be disclosed ” They told also other 
stories founded upon his villany, soidid disposition, and con- 
temptible conduct, and they ended by deciding that he ought to 
be shipped off by force to Mecca When he was asked if he 
thought the pilgrimage a duty for himself, he replied m the 
negative. About this time, Makhdumu-1 Mnlk began to fall 
into discredit, and Shaikh ’Abdu-n bTabi 3 succeeded him in the 
good graces of the King.

Moreover, Samanfs 1 and Biahmans managed to get frequent 
pnvate intei views with His Majesty. As they surpass other 
learned men in their treatises on morals, and on physical and 
religious sciences, and reach a high degree m their knowledge of 
the future, mjspiiitual power and human perfection, they biought 
proofs, based on leason and testimony, for the truth of their

oven if mountains were to crumble to dust, or the heavens were 
to tear asunder.

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rubbing dentifrice on his teeth, according to the Indian fashion?” 
“ No,” replied Abu-1 Fazl, “ it is the stain of tho blood which 
he has been spitting ” 1 In truth, even this scene was but a 
small retribution for the blasphemies of which he had been 
guilty, and for the contumelies which he had uttered against 
the Prophet, the last of the apostles (the peace of God bo upon 
him, and all his family ( ). Several abusive chronograms were 
written on the occasion, of which the following are only a 
few * * * 

He had composed poetry for forty years, correct enough m 
point of versification and language, but utterly destitute of 
beauty, either m sentiment or rehgion 2 He has joined the dry 
bones together pretty well, but the skeleton has no brams. The 
condiments of verse are sufficiently abundant, but quite tasteless, 
* * * as is proved by no one remembering his lines, although the 
very vilest poets meet with some quoters and admirers Never- 
theless, he wrote, what with diicans and masnavis , more than 
twenty thousand lines, and, notwithstanding that he expended 
the rich revenues of his jagh upon their transcription, and m 
sending copies to his friends, far and near, not one of them ever 
read his poems twice The following veises of his own selection 
were given by him to Niz&mu-d din Ahmad and others, as a 
memento ***** Pray tell me what beauty there is m them * 

At the time that Shaikh Faizi had gone to take chaige of his 
office of the deputyship of the Dakhm, I -wrote him two letters 
from the foot of the Kashmir hills, and informed him of the 
cause of the King’s displeasuie and his refusal to allow me to 
pay my respects, Upon this he wrote to the King a letter of 
recommendation, which was couched in the following words, and 
despatched it, on the 10th of Jumada-1 awwal, a h 1000, from

Mnlld Abda 1 Kddir i* a 
very ablo man and is woll acquainted with all tho sciences 
usually cultivated by tho Mullis of Hindustan and ho was also 
a pnpll of my father s Yonr slavo has been acquainted with 
him for nearly thirty seven years Besides being a person of 
deep learning ho Is a poet, and composes elegantly In Arabic 
and Persian ITo is not a mere imitator bnt an original tlunker 
Ho also knows a littlo of Hindu astrology and accounts, and is 
not at a loss m an) field of knowlodgo. ITo is acquainted with 
foreign as well as with native music, and can play at both tho 
small and big games of chess moreover ho wntoe a pretty good 
liamL Notwithstanding that ho possesses all theso accomplish 
monts, ho is content and entirely divested of avnnce of equablo 
temperament, and a person of oxccllont morals and manners, 
but poor and with no fixed income. He is sincere and warm 
hearted and has every confidence in Your Majesty's kindness 
* At tho time tlint the array was before Kombhalmlr he 
volunteered to join it. There ho did the Stato good service, and 
received a donation for his wounds Jnl&l Kh&n Korchl when 
ho first introduced him at Court, said, I hnvo brought a preacher 
to present to Your Majoety that Yonr Majesty may be gratified 
Mir Fathn 11a also represented something respecting tho Mnll& s 
circumstances and my worthy brother Abli 1 Fax l, also knows 
him woll But according to the proverb ‘ A grain of good luck 
is bettor than a sack full of skill 
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‘ As the Court is the abode of the virtuous, I have taken the 
liberty to bring tins destitute person to notice, and to place huh 
before the foot of the throne, as if I was myself present. Did I 
not advocate his claims at this time, I should consider myself 
guilty of an offence against the cause of truth and justice. 

“ May God, the omnipotent, place the slaves of the Court 
under the heavenly shadow of your royal Majesty! and may 
he mercifully make their feet firm m pursuing the path of recti- 
tude and justice, and m acquiring the knowledge of truth ( May 
he preserve Tour Majesty as the protector and nounsher of the 
helpless, the bestower of mercy, the pardoner of errors, through- 
out the world and all woilds, and bless you with thousands upon 
thousands of sources of wealth, abundance, grandeur and felicity, 
upon earth and in heaven I implore all this for the sake of the 
pure spirits who surround the throne of grace, and the saints 
upon earth who joinin the matutinal chorus of prayer Amen,

Should any one, upon perusing this, observe, that Shaikh 
Faizi’s regard and affection for me, which is evidenced by this 
letter, is but ill requited by the harshness and severity with 
which I have spoken of him, especially after his death, when the 
precept of “speak not ill of the dead ” should be strictly observed, 
I have only to reply, that the observation is perfectly just, but 
under the circumstances, I inquire, what could I do p seeing that 
the truth of religion and the maintenance of one’s faith are 
paramount to all other obligations, and that the maxim I never 
deviate from is, that my love and hatred should be subservient 
to God’s cause Although I was Shaikh Faizi’s companion for 
forty years, nevertheless, after he apostatized from his lehgion, 
changed his manners, and entered on vam controversies, I became 
gradually estranged from him, and, especially after what occuned 
at his death, I hold myself no longer his friend When we are 
all summoned before the throne of God, we shall receive sentence 
according to our deserts f 

Shaikh Faizi left a Library of 4600 volumes, some of them 
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exquisitely copied with, what may bo Raid to bo, even unnecessary 
care and expense Most of them wero autographs of the rospoo- 
tlro authors, or at least copied by their contemporaries They 
■were all transferred to the King ■ Library, after being catalogued 
and numbered in three different sections The first included 
Pootry, Medicine, Astrology, and Music, the second, Philosophy 
Sufyism, Astronomy, and Geometry and tho third or lowest 
grade, included Commentaries Traditions, Theology and Law 
Thcro were also 101 different copies of his poem Is T al Daman 
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[The following Notes are reprinted from tlie old volume of 1849, 
with, such additions and notes as were added to them by Sir H 
Elliot in his private copy ]

On t he capture of NasiMn by means of Scorpions 

The Nasibm, 1 mentioned in the text (supra, p 152), is the Nisibis 
of classical authois, the position of whioh, on the frontier of the 
Persian and Eoman Empires, made its occupation of so much im- 
portance in the estimation of the contending parties, from the time 
that Lucullus plundered it, till its capture by the Arabs, when it 
continued as frequent a source of contention between them and the 
Greeks as between them and the Persians at a later period It was 
surrounded by a treble in closure of brick walls defended by a deep 
ditch, and was considered so impregnable that Asiatics, as will be 
presently seen, are fond of resorting to supernatural means to 
account for its capture Sapor made thiee separate attacks upon 
the town a d 338, 346, 350, and the disappointed monarch, after 
urging his attaoks above sixty, eighty, and a hundred days, was 
repulsed each time with loss and ignominy , 2 but it was at last 
ceded to him by Jovian 3 m 363, and it remained henceforth with

At tho stated season 
of tho molting of tho snows in Armenia tho oourno of tho nver 
Mygdonias was, by tho labour of tho Fenians stopped below the 
town, and tho waters were confined on ovory sido by solid mounds 
of earth. On this artificial lake a fleot of annod Teasels, flllod 
with soldiers and hoary engines of war was lounchod, and tho 
accumulated prcsxaro of tho waton made a portion of tho walls 
giro way Isovertholess tho monarch failed of success and Nisihis 
rotalnod its character ns an inaxpngnable stronghold * 

Under ono of his predeccsson Sapor L, tho Shihpfir of the 
Fenians, Mirhhond Informs ns that a miraolo placed tho town in 
tho hands of tho Font on Monarch. Wearied with tho siege Shah 
pfir commanded his army to nmto in supplication to tho Supromo 
Being for Its conquest, and whilo thoy were imploring tho aid of 
heaven tho wall foil down before thorn, and their faith and devotion 
rocoixod a signal reward.* 

Nisihis is now bnt a small and insignificant plaoo with scarcely 
more than ono hundred houses, but it is surrounded with ruins 
which attest Its form or magnificence.* 

Tho foots abovo related, with reforonoo to tho many obstinate 
defences of Nasfbln, show how natural It was that a credulous 
Oriental writer should resort to tho marvellous to account for suoh

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unusual success as attended the arms of the Arabs in the seventeenth 
year of the Hijri 

The passage against which the captions opponent of ’Abdu-l Kadir 
took exception runs thus m the Tdr'ikh-i Alfi, in the Annals of the 
seventh year after the death of Muhammad Yery few of the 
Arabic historians notice the circumstance recorded m it, nor do 
Ockley, Gibbon, or Marigny mention it . 1 

“ The army of Islam sat eight months before the fort of Nasilhn 
Now, in and around that oity, there were exceedingly large black 
scorpions, and no man who was bitten by them escaped with his 
life The Arab General consequently gave orders that a thousand 
small jars should be filled with these reptiles, inclosed in loose 
mould around them, and that they should be thrown at night into 
the city by the engines. As the jars broke when they fell on the 
ground, the scorpions crawled out, and killed every one whom they 
stung In the morning the garrison were so dispirited, and found 
themselves reduced to suoh extremities, that they could no longer 
hold the fort The Musulmans, taking advantage of their consterna- 
tion, made a sudden assault, broke open the gates, and slew several 
who had escaped the venom of the scorpions It is said that m the 
time of Noshirwan, the. fort of Nasibin was captured m precisely 
the same way ” 

If we conour with the objector, and hesitate to receive this 
narrative as true, we may perhaps be able to explain it m some 
other more rational manner In the first place, it may occui to us 
as not altogether improbable, that this story owes its origin to the 
use of the propelling machine called the “Scorpion,” which we 
learn from Yegetius 3 was so called, because it threw small javelins 
with fine points which occasioned death Others say because the 
darts were poisoned 3

Later writers may havo copied tho statement, and put an in tarp ro- 
tation upon it suited to thoLr own oomprehooskms. It is to bo 
observed that tho Scorpion was used oven in Europo as la to as 
1428 A.n 1 

Iborn seems to bo another way of accounting for this Improbable 
story if wo reject tho literal meaning of the words by suppoelng 
that a combustible composition formed of somo bituminous sub- 
stances, was used upon tho occasion. Wo know from several 
excellent authorities, that for many years boforo tho invention of 
gunpowder such substances were used in warfare, and what fs still 
moro remar kablo that tho cases ia which thoy woro enveloped worn 
known by tho name of Scorpions, Casiri 1 gives us tho following 
oxtrnct from an Egyptian Geographer called Shalmbn d din ' who 
flourished about x.n 1260 u Bodies, in tbo form of Scorpions 
bound round ftnd filled with nitrous powdor glide along, making a 
gentlo noise then they explode and throw ont flames.* Bnt there 
aro others wblob cast into tbo air stretch along Uko a cloud, roanng 
horribly aa thunder roars, and on all sides vomiting ont flames they 
burst, and burn, and reduce to cinders whatever comes in thoir 
way r,i It Is also a very carious coincidence that tho ondont Indian 
weapon or rocket called lataghnl with tho etymological meaning of 
tho hnndred-slaycr should also signify a Scorpion.* 

Am there will bo occasion again to allude to tho early uso of gnn 
powder in the East, thoro Is no need to dwell upon this pasaogo 
from tho Egyptian author with any rcforcnce to that subject. It is 
merely adduced hero to show tho undoubted use at an early period 
of a combustihlo called ft Scorpion. 

Now it is remarkable that Dion Cassius, in spooking of the 
expedition of Alexander Soveros against Atra, whloh was dose to

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Nisibis, says that, in the last extremity, the Atiem defended them- 
selves by throwing naphtha 1 both upon the besiegers and upon 
their engines, by which they were burnt and destroyed According 
to Price, naphtha was discharged m pots at Khwanzm. 2 

Three hundred years before this, the same author tells us, that when 
Lucullus was besieging Tigianocerfca, not fifty miles 3 from Nisibis, 
“ the barbarians ” defended themselves by throwing naphtha balls 
against the engines “This substance is bituminous, and so in- 
flammable that it bums to ashes everything on which it impinges, 
nor is it easdy extinguished by anything wet ” 4 5 

Nor can we wonder that these noxious implements “fed with 
naphtha and asphaltus” should have been so frequently and so 
early used in Mesopotamia , for from the Persian G-ulf to the 
Buxine, from the Dead Sea, where asphaltum floats on the water, 
to Baku, on the Caspian, 6 where naphtha streams spontaneously 
through the surface of the soil, and where a boiling lake emits 
constant flames, the whole country is impregnated with bituminous 
matter, which is especially abundant on the banks of the Tigris and 
Euphrates a — so that if the Scorpions alluded to by ’Abdu-1 Nadir

In tho tint place tho application of living acorpions to such an 
improbablo purpeso would not bo altogether a novel stratagem 
Tho Tdrfl'h'i Tatafaf tolls its, that Ehalaf dofondod bunsolf in tho 
fort of Ark * by throwing from Ins catapults wallets of snakes upon 
tho besieging army 

M do Eacy * in abitracting tho pasiago from tho translation of 
Jarbadkhnni says, ila lan^olcnt sur lot troupe* do Ilossnin de* 
cruchci remplica do aoorpioru ot do reptiles vommeux.” For this 
I enn find no authority in tho original but Hoshidn-d din alao 
■ay* in his Jdmfti t Taairfih that scorpions, as woll a* snakes, 
were used npon tho oocasion. At fobo 8 of his History of Sultin 
Mahmud we read "'When Khalof had borco down tho ndora of

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Then again we find the Atreni, noticed above, making nse of this 
very mode of defence against the troops of the Roman Emperor.

out and supplicated for pardon, and was reinstated after paying a 
considerable fine, as a penalty for his disobedience 

Kusdar lies to the south of Bust, and is the present Khuzdar of 
our maps, the capital of Jhalawan m Bilhchistan 1 2 3 It is spelt both 
and jhva;, according to Abu-1 Fida, but both he and Sadik 
Isfahan! prefer the former The latter, however, is the most usual

contained in the TabaJcdt-t AJcbari The Rauzattt-s Safd is the same 
as the Tdr(kh-i Alfi, except that the former omits the name of the 
place Eirishta adds a few particulars not to be found in the others 
He says — “ The King marched from thence to another town m the 
neighbourhood, called Deid, the inhabitants of which came originally 
from Khurasan, and were banished thither with their families by 
Afrasiyab, for frequent rebellions Here they had formed themselves 
into a small independent state, and, being cut off from intercourse 
with their neighbours by a belt of mountains nearly impassable, had 
preserved their ancient customs and ntes by not interman ymg with 
any other people The Bang, having with infinite labour cleared a 
road for his army over the mountains, advanced towards Hera, which 
was well fortified This place was lemarkable for a fine lake of water 
about one pai asang and a half m circumference, the waters of which 
did not apparently dimmish, either from the heat of the weather or 
from being used by the army At this place the King was overtaken 
by the rainy season , and his army, though greatly distressed, was 
compelled to remain before it for three months But as soon as the 
rains abated, he summoned the town to surrender and acknowledge 
the faith Sultan Ibrahim’s proposal being rejected, he renewed the 
siege, which continued some weeks, with great slaughter on both sides 
The town, at length, was taken by assault, and the Muhammadans 
found in it much wealth, and 100,000 peisons, whom they carried 
in bonds to Ghazni Some time after, the King accidentally saw one 
of those unhappy men carrying a heavy stone, with great difficulty 
and labour, to a palace wluoh he was then building This exciting 
his pity, he commanded the prisoner to throw it down and leave it 
there, at the same tune giving him his liberty.

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by Afrasiyab , and this concurrent tradition respecting their expulsion 
from Khurasan seems to indicate the existence of a colony of fire- 
worshippers m these lulls, who pieserved their peouliar rites and 
customs, notwithstanding the time which had elapsed since their 
departure from their native country ^ 

Putting aside the probability, which has fi equently been specu- 
lated upon, of an original connexion between the Hindu religion 
and the worship of fire, 1 and the derivation of the name of Magadha 
from the Magi, there is much in the practical worship of the 
Hindus, such as the hom, the g&yatri, the address to the sun 2 at the 
time of ablution, the prohibition against insulting that luminary by 
indecent gestures, 3 — all which would lead an inattentive observer 
to conclude the two religions to bear a very close resemblance to 
one another It is this consideration which should make ns veiy 
careful m receiving the statements of the early Muhammadan writers 
on this subject, and the use of the woid Gobi , to signify not 
only, especially, a fiie- worshipper, but, generally, an infidel of any 
denomination, adds to the probability of confusion and inaccuracy 4 
Khusru, m the Khazdmu-l Futxih (p 76), calls the sun the Libia of 
the Hindus, and it is quite evident that throughout his works Oabr 
is used as equivalent to Hindu In one passage he speaks of the 
Gabrs as worshippers both of stones and fire 
European soholars have not been sufficiently attentive to this

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surprising that we do not find more unquestionable instances of the 
persecuted fire-worshippers seeking an asylum in Northern India as 
well as in Gujarat The instances in which they are alluded to 
before this invasion of Timur are very rare, and almost always so 
obscurely mentioned as to leave some doubt in the mind whether 
foreign ignorance of native customs and religious rites may not 
have given a colour to the narrative { 

The evidence of the Chinese traveller, Hiuen-thsang, to the 
existence of sun-worship at Multan m 640 a d , is very decisive 
He found there a “temple of the sun, and an idol erected to lepre- 
sent that grand luminary,” with dwellings for the priests, and 
reservoirs for ablution , 1 yet he says the city was inhabited chiefly 
by men of the Brdhmanical religion A few centunes before, if 
Philostratus is to be believed, Apollonius, after crossmg the Indus, 
visited the temple of the sun at Taxila, and Phraotes, the chief of 
tho country, describes the Indians as in a moment of joy “ snatching 
torches from the altar of the sun,” and mentions that he himself 
never drank wine except “ when sacrificing to the sun ” After 
crossing the Hyphasis, Apollonius goes to a place, which would 
seem to represent Jwiila Mukhi, wheie they “worship fire” and 
“ sing hymns m honour of the sun ” 2 When the Arabs arrived in 
tho valley of the Indus, they found the same temple, the same idol, 
tho same dwellings, the same reservoirs, as had struok the Chinese, 
but thoir description of the idol would lead us to suppose that it was 
a representation of Budh Bfrunf, however, whose testimony is 
more valuablo than that of all other Muhammadans, as ho was fully 
acquainted with tho religious system of the Hindus, plainly tells us 3 
that tho idol of Multan was called Adilya, 1 because it was conse- 
crated to the sun, and that Muhammad bin Kdsim, the first invader, 
suspended a piece of cow’s flesh from its neck, m order to show his

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oontempt of the superstition of the Indiana, and to disgust them 
TTith this doable insult to the doareet objects of their veneration. 1 

Shortly before Blr&nl wrote, we have another instance of this 
tendency to combine the two worships In the message which 
Jaipnl sent to Nosirn-d din, m order to dissuade him from driving 
the Indians to desperation he is represented to Bay according to the 
Tdrikk-i Alfi u The Indians are aooustomed to pile their property 
woodth, and proa. out jewels m one heap and to kindle it with tho 
firo, icTucli they tvorthtp Than they kill their women and children 
and with nothing left in the world they rush to their last onslaught, 
and die in the field of battle, bo that for their victorious enemies the 
only spoil 1s dust and aahee,” The declaration is a curious one in 
the month of a Hind 6, but may perhaps be considered to indicate 
tho oxistenoo of a modified form of pyrolatry in the beginning of 
tho eleventh century The- practice alluded to is nothing more than 
the Jankar which is so frequently practised by Hindfis in despair 
and was not unknown to tho notions of antiquity Sardana 
palus performed it, on the capture of Babylon- He raised a large 
pyre in his palace, threw upon it all his wealth in gold, salver and 
royal robes, and then placing his oonoublnee and eunuohs on it, he, 
they and the entire palaoe were consumed in the flame*.” * The 
begun tines did the same, when their city was taken by Hannibal * 
Juba also had prepared for a Jauhar 4 and Arrian give* us an account 
of one performed by the BnChmans, without noticing it as a practice 
exclusively observed by that alass.'

One occurs 
m Yol II p 27, where this very Jaipal, having no opportunity of 
dying m the field of battle, committed himself to the flames. Other 
histones tell us that it was then a custom amongst the Hindus that 
a king who had been twice defeated was disqualified to reign, and 
that Jaipal, in compliance with this custom, resigned his crown to 
his son, lighted his funeial pyre with his own hands, and penshed 
m the flames The Gieeks and Romans were struck with the 
instances which they witnessed of the same practice Calanus, who 
followed the Macedonian army from Taxila, solemnly burnt himself 
in their presence at Pasargadse, being old and tired of his life 1 
Zaimanochegas, who accompanied the Indian ambassadors sent by 
a chief, called Porus, to Augustus, burnt himself at Athens and 
directed the following inscription to be engraved on his sepulchral 
monument. — “Here lies Zaimanochegas, the Indian of Baigosa, 
who deprived himself of life, according to a custom prevailing among 
1 ns counti'ymen ” 2 

Stiabo correctly observes, on the authority of Megasthenes, that 
suicide is not one of the dogmas of Indian philosophy , indeed, it is 
attended by many spiritual penalties 3 and even penance which en- 
dangers life is piohibited 1 There is a kind of exception, however, 
in favour of suicide by fire and water, 6 but then only when age, or in- 
firmity, makes life grievous and burdensome The former has of late 
years gone quite out of fashion, but it is evident that in ancient times 
theie were many devotees ready to sacrifice themselves in that mode

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It was, therefore a habit sufficiently common amongst the Indian* 
of that early period to make Lucan remark upon, it a* a peculiar 
glory of that nation* All this, however may have occurred with 
out any reference to fire as an object of worship , but the ipeech 
of Jaipil, if not attributed to him merely through M uhammad an 
ignorance, shows an unquestionable devotion to that worship. 

But to oontmue, Iitakhrf, writing a century earlier than this 
transaction savs, Borne parts of Hind and Bind belong to Qabn 
but a greater portion to Kafin and idolater* a minute description 
of those plaoes would therefore, be unneoeatary and unprofitable, 1 
Here, evidently the fire- worshipper* are alluded to as a distinct 
cl ft** and these statements, written at different periods respecting 
the religious creeds of the Indians, seem calculated to impart a 
further degree of credibility to the specific assertion* of Sharafu-d 
din, Khondamir and the other historians of Tim fir * expedition to 
India. But the people alluded to by them need not have been 
colonies of refugee*, fleeing from Muhammadan bigotry and per 
sedition. There are other modes of accounting for their existenoe 
in these parts. They may have been Indian converts to the 
doctrine of Zoroaster for we read that not only had he secret 
oommunloatlon with the Br&hmans of India,* but when his religion 
was fully established, he endeavoured to gain proselytes in India, 
and succeed ad in converting a learned BrAhman, called Tchengri 
ghatchah by Anquetil do Perron,* who returned to his native country 
with a great number of pnests Pirdfisi tells us that Isfandlj&r 1

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induced tlie monarch of India to renounce idolatry and adopt fire- 
worslnp, insomuch that not a Brahman remained m the idol-temples 
A few centuries afterwards, we have indisputable testimony to the 
general spread of these doctrines m Kabul and the Punjab The 
emblems of the Mithraio 1 worship so predominate on the coins of 
the Kanerkis, as to leave no doubt upon the mind that it was the 
state-religion of that dynasty 2 

Ritter entertains the supposition, that as the Khilji family came 
from the highlands which afforded a shelter to this persecuted race, 
they may have had a leaning to these doctrines, and he offers a 
suggestion, that the new religion which ’Aluu-d dfn wished to pro- 
mulgate may have been that of Zoroaster, 3 and that this will account 
for the Panjab and the Doab being full of his votaries at the time 
of Timur’s invasion But this is a very improbable supposition, 
and he has laid too much stress upon the use of the word Gabr, 
which, if taken in the exclusive sense adopted by him, would show 
not only that these tracts were entirely occupied by fire-worshippers, 
but that Hindus were to be found in very few places m either of 
them V 

After this time, we find little notice of the prevalence of fire- 
worship m Northern India, and its observers must then have 
been exterminated, or they must have shortly after been absoibed 
into some of the lower Hindu communities Baddunl, however, 
mentions the destruction of fire -altars one hundred years later by 
Sultan Sikandar m a h 910 It may not be foreign to this part 
of the inquiry to remark, that Abu-1 Nazi speaks of the Guh ee 
language as being one of the thirteen used m the sub a of Kabul 
(A'in-t AlibaH, vol n p 1263) The Guh ee language is also men- 
tioned m Babar There is a “ Grubber ” hill and pass not far from 
Bunnoo, inhabited by the Battam tribe , and on the lemotest 
borders of Rohilkhand, just under the hills, there is a tribe called

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Gobri, who retain some peculiar customs, which seem to have no 
connexion with Hindfi superstition. They are mid to have preceded 
the present occupants of the more cultivated lands to the south of 
the Tardt, and may possibly be the descendants of some of the 
Qabrt who found a refuge in Upper India- The name of Oobri 
would certainly seem to encourage the notion of identity for the 
difference of the first vowel and the addition of a final one, offer 
no obstacle any more than they do in the n*mn of Gobryao 1 who 
gave information to Socrrntes on the subject of the Persian r elig ion 
and is oxprewsly declared by Plato to be an juiyo<; According 
to J Cunningham, there is a wild tribe called ilagycu between 
Mdlwn and GnjarSt, who are used as tkikdrit They are supposed 
to have been fire-worshippers but they hare no pyrolatrous obser 
vanooa at present. 

There is another inferior Hindfi tribe, to the west of the upper 
Jumna, and in the neighbourhood of the Tughlipfir mentioned 
above, who having the name of Magh,' and proclaiming themselves 
of foreign extraction (inasmuch as they are -descendants of RAji 
Mnthtesar a Sarsutl Brfihman King of Mecca, and maternal grand 
father of Muhammad 1 1) 1 would seem to invite the attention of any

It is a common error to supposo that Nam (v p 479) was tho

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learning, and especially lits regard for his Uindd subjects, imparted 
a stimulus to tho cultivation of Indian litcmturo snob a* had never 
prevailed undor any of his predecessors. Ilcncc, besides Foixi, wo 
have amongst tho Sonilcnt translators of his reign Abdu 1 KAdir 
Nakfb Khan llnlld Bhih Muhammad, Mulla Shabri SultAn HAjn 
Ildj f Ibrahim, and others. In sorno instances it may admit of doubt, 
whether tho translations may not havo boon mado from versions 
previously dono into Ilmdf oral or written. Tho word Hindi is 
ambiguous when used by a Muhammadan of that period hixdmu-d 
dm Ahmad, for instance say* that Abdu 1 KAdir translated several 
works from tho Iliad! how, wo know that ho translated amongst 
other works, tho Ucfsufyaaa and tho StsyAdsan BatthL 1 * It is much 
more probablo that tbeso were in tho original Sanskrit, than m 
Hindi. Abdu 1 KAdir and Firishta tell us that tho JlaJuS’bhdrala 
was translated into Persian from tho Hindi tho form or 3 4 ascribing 
tho work chiefly to Nnldb Khan, tlio latter to Faixi£/ Hero again 
thoro is every probability of tho Sanskrit being meant In another 
mstanco Abdu 1 KAdir tells us that ho was caHod upon to translate 
tho Atharta Veda from tho Hindi whioh ho oxoasod Uimsolf from 
doing, on account of tho exceeding difficulty of tho style and ab- 
strasoucss of meaning upon whtcli tho task dovolvod upon nAji 
Ibruhim Slrhindi who accomplished It satisfactorily Hare it is 
ovident that nothing bat Sanskrit could have boon moant^/Bnt 
though tho knowlcdgo of Sanskrit appears to have been more 
generally diffused at this timo, it was by no moans tho first oocamon 
that Muhammadans had beoomo acquainted with that language.

In the Khahfate of Al-Mamun, the Augustan age of Arabian 
literature the treatise ^of Muhammad bin Musa on Algebra, which 
was translated by Dr Bosen in 1831, and the medical treatises of 
Mikah and Ibn Dalian, who are represented to be Indians, 3 show 
that Sansknt must have been well known at that time , and even 
before that, the compilations of Cliaraka and Susruta 4 * had been 
translated, and had diffused a general knowledge of Indian medicine 
amongst the Arabs From the very first, we find them paying 
particular attention to this branch of science, and encouraging the 
profession of it so much, that two Indians, Manka and Salih by 
name, — the former of -whom translated a treatise on poison into 
Porsian, — held appointments as body-physicians at the Court of 
ILiiunu-r Baslnd 6 The Arabians possessed during the early periods 
of the Khahfate several other Indian woiks which had been tians- 
Inted into Arabio, some on astronomy, 8 9 some on music, 7 some on 
judicial astrology,® some on interpretation of dreams, 0 some on the 
religion and theogony of the Hindus, 10 some on their sacred scnp-

If we tom our eyot towards India, wo find that tcarcely had these 
ruthless conquerors gained a footing Ja the land than Birani 
exortod himself with tho utmost diligence to study the language, 
literature and scicnco of Indio and attained, ns wo have already 
soen, such proficiency in it, as to bo nhlo to translate into os well as 
from, tho Sanskrit Muhammad bin Isriifl ol Tanfikhi also travelled 
oariy into India, to learn tho system of astronomy which was taught 
by the sages of that country 7 Thoro seems, howovor no good 
authority for Abu 1 Fazl s statement in the Mn i Alfcarf, 1 that Abd 
Ma ihnr (Albumaxar) visited Bonorcs at an earl! or period — and tho 
▼lilt of Itm-nl BalthAr to India, four oonturios aftorwards, rests 
solely on tlio authority of Leo Africanm.* 

Again, when FIrox Bhah, after tho capture of Nagorkot, in tho 
middle of the fourteenth century obtamod possession of a valuable 
Sanskrit Library, ho ordered a wort on philosophy divination and 
omens to bo translated, tmdor tho namo of DahSil-t Flrox-thdM by 
Hauls nA *Irxu-d din Kh&lid Khdnl, — and to havo enabled tho trans- 
lator to do this, ho must havo acquired no slight knowledge of the 
original before hU seloction for tho duty 

In the Nawvrnb Jalala-d da ala s Library at Lucknow there is a 
work on astrology also translated from tho Sanskrit Into Persian in 
Firox Shah s reign. A knowledge of Sanskrit must have prevailed 
pretty generally about this time, for there is in tho Royal Library 
at Lucknow a work on the veterinary art, whloh was translated

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from tbe Sanskrit by order of Gbiyasu-d din Muhammad Shall 
Kkilji This rare book, called Kuuulu-l Hulk, was translated as 
early as ah 783 (a d 1381), fiom an original, styled S&loiar, which 
is the name of an Indian, who is said to hare been a Brahman, and 
the tutor of Susiuta. The Preface says that the translation was 
made “fiom the baibarous Hindi into the refined Persian, m order 
that there may be no more need of a reference to infidels ” It is a 
small work, comprising only- 41 pages 8vo of 13 lines, and the 
style is very concise It is divided into eleven chapteis and thirty 
sections The precise age of this work is doubtful, because, although 
it is plainly stated to have been translated m A n 783, yet the 
reigning prince is called Sultan Glnyasu-d dm Muhammad Shah, 
son of Mahmud Sh&h, and there is no long so named whose reign
